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ThVs  cluster  of  JBlnnds  in  the  South  Pa- 
cific OccuUi  the  inhubilantH  of  which  con- 
Htitutc  the  dubject  of  the  prcMcnt  worki  is 
thati  to  part  of  which  Captain  Cook  gave 
the  epithet  **  Friendly/'  for  hi8  chart  of  tho 
Friendly  iHlands  docH  not  include  Vavaoo*, 
which  he  did  not  vinit;  and  tin  this  island 
in  the  largest,  and  now  comparatively  the 
most  important  of  all  those  belonging  to 
the  same  archipelago,  whichi  in  his  timet 
were  under  the  same  government,  and  still 
speak  precisely  the  same  language,  and 
follow  the  same  customs,  we  have  thought 
it  expedient  to  denote  them  all  by  one 
connnon  name,   which  the  natives  them«

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wives  give  them,  viz.  "Tonga/'  or,  the 
Tonga  Islands*. 

Ai  I  presume  it  would  be  unnecessary 
to  offer  any  apologies  for  presenting  to  the 
public  the  following  account  of  a  people, 
of  whose  government,  religion,  customs, 
and  language,  so  little  has  hitherto  been 
published -f,  I  shall  proceed  at  once  to  give 
a  simple  statement  of  the  circumstances 
which  first  gave  rise  to  it,  and  the  authority 
tinder  which  it  has  been  conducted. 

In  the  year  1811  I  accidentally  heard 
that  Mr.  William  Mariner,  the  bearer  of  a 
letter  from  the  East  Indies  to  one  of  my 
eokmections  in  London,  had  been  a  re- 
tident  at  the  Friendly  Islands  during  the

wight  have  furnished  us  with  more  intimate  details,  but 
their  accounts  relate  rather  to  the  history  of  their  mission 
than  that  of  the  natives.  One  of  them,  an  anonymous 
writer,  in  a  small  volume  entitled,  "  A  Four  Years  Rest- 
^ce  at  T6ngstaboo/*  gives  a  very  imperfect  account  of  the 
people,  hlmielf  being  the  chief  sutgect  of  bis  narrative. 
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Bpaco  of  four  years;  mud,  my  curioBity 
being  strongly  excited,  1  solicited  his  aOf 
quaintanco.  In  the  course  of  three  or  four 
interviews  I  discovered,  with  much  satisp 
faction,  that  the  information  he  wus  able 
to  communicate  respecting  the  people  with 
whom  he  had  been  so  lung  and  so  inti- 
mately associated  was  very  far  superipr 
to,  and  much  more  extensive  than  any 
thing  that  had  yet  appeared  before  the 
public.  His  answers  to  several  inquirioii 
in  regard  to  their  religion,  governmenti 
and  habits  of  life,  were  given  with  that 
kind  of  unassuming  confidence  which  be« 
speaks  a  thorough  intinmcy  with  the  sub- 
jvcU  and  carries  with  it  the  conviction  of 
truth  :-~in  fact,  having  been  thrown  upon 
those  islands  at  an  early  age,  his  young  and 
Aexible  mind  had  so  accorded  itself  witli 
the  habits  and  circumstances  of  the  natives, 
tliat  he  evinced  no  disposition  to  over- 
rate or  to  embellish  what  to  him  was  nei- 
ther strange  nor  new.  To  my  inquiries 
respecting  his  intentions  of  publishing,  he 
replied,  tliat  having  necessarily  beeui  for 
several  years,  out  of  the  habit  eitlier  of 
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writing  or  reading,  or  of  that  turn  of  think> 
ing  requisite  for  composition  and  arrange-' 
ment,  he  was  apprehensive  his  endeavours 
would  fail  in  doing  that  justice  to  the  work, 
which  I  seemed  to  think  its  importance 
demanded:  he  modestly  proposed,  how- 
ever, to  submit  the  subject  to  my  consi- 
deration for  a  future  opportunity.  In  the 
mean  while  circumstances  called  him  away 
to  the  West  Indies :  on  his  return  he 
brought  me  memoranda  of  the  principal 
events  at  the  Tonga  islands,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  had  happened  during  his 
residence  there,  together  with  a  description 
of  the  most  important  religious  ceremonies, 
and  a  vocabulary  of  about  four  or  five 
hundred  words.  The  inspection  of  these 
materials  served  greatly  to  increase  the  in- 
terest which  I  had  already  taken  in  the 
matter,  and  I  urged  the  necessity  of  com- 
mitting the  whole  to  paper  while  every 
thing  remained  fresh  in  his  memory.  To 
facilitate  this  object,  I  proposed  to  under- 
take the  composition  and  arrangement  of 
the  intended  work,  whilst  Mr.  Mariner 
should  direct  "his  view  solely   to  noting 
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down  all  iliat  he  had  neen  and  heard  in  tlie 
order  in  which  hi»  memory  might  »pon# 
taneoufdy  furnish  it^  that  tliete  materialt 
miglit  afterward*  be  made^  from  time  to 
time^  subjectft  of  convemation^  strict  »cni« 
tiny^  ampHficatioHt  arrangement  and  com^ 
IKMition ;  ccmtequently  not  one  of  the  en* 
ftuing  pagei  lian  been  written  witliout  Mr* 
Mariner'*  preM^nce^  tliat  he  might  k>e  con* 
suited  in  regard  to  every  little  circum* 
stance  or  ol^ervation  that  could  in  the 
»malle*t  degree  affect  the  truth  of  tlie  sub* 
Ject  under  connideration :  and^  in  thii  way, 
it  ii  presumed  that  a  great  deal  more  ime- 
ful  and  uitere»ttng  mutter  ha*  Unni  elicited 
than  would  probably  have  occurred  to  him 
through  the  medium  of  hi*  own  una**i*ted 
rertectioti* ;  for  conver*ation  cull*  to  mind 
many  thing*  that  wrmid  otherwi*e  have 
cjicuped  the  memory,  it  con*tantly  de* 
mand*  elucidation*;  one  idea  give*  birth 
to  another,  until  the  whole  *ubject  lie* 
completely  unfolded  to  the  mind* 

In  regard  to  arrangement;  in  the  fir*t 
place  i*  related  an  account  of  the  voyage 

of  the  Port  au  Prince,  it  being  e»tecmed 
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sufficiently  interesting  by  involving  a  com« 
hination  of  untoward  circumstances  that 
led  ultimately  to  the  destruction  of  the 
ship :  the  whole  of  this  has  been  faithfully 
composed  from  a  journal  kept  by  Mr. 
Mariner  on  board.  Next  follows  a  narra- 
tive,  or  rather^  as  it  may  be  termed  ^  an 
historical  account,  of  all  the  important  and 
interesting  events  that  occurred  during  his 
stay  at  the  Tonga  Islands,  not  merely  as 
they  regarded  himself,  but  with  an  aspect 
to  the  different  changes,  religious  and  po- 
litical, as  they  affected,  in  a  most  import- 
ant manner,  the  situation  of  public  affairs : 
and  that  this  portion  of  the  work  may  be 
better  understood,  a  comparison  is  drawn 
between  the  state  of  these  islands  when 
Mr.  Mariner  first  arrived  there,  and  that 
ia  which  Obtain  Cook  had  previously 
found  them ;  the  revolution  of  Tonga*,  and 
other  important  and  highly  interesting 
events  which  had  taken  place  in  the  mean 
while,  being  related  according  to  the  ac- 
count of  the  principal  natives  of  divers

sic, songs,  Sec,  and,  lastly,  a  grammar 
of  their  language,  and  a  vocabulary  to

A§  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  iatiifactory  to 
the  reader  to  know  bow  the  rulei  and 
idiomn  of  thi»  heretofore  unwritten  lan- 
guage have  been  inveitigated,  it  h  pro{>er 
to  9tate  that  Mr,  Mariner  carefully  ielected 
out  of  an  Engliih  dictionary  all  thoie 
wordu  to  which  he  could  iBnd  appropriate 
Tonga  wordf,  or  well  adapted  phranci^ ; 
and  having  aii^iduouily  attended  to  the 
elementary  iiound»  of  the  language,  and 
determined  upon  a  plan  of  orthography, 
1  took  upon  myself  the  charge  of  arrang- 
ing all  the  Tonga  words  alphabetically, 
by  which  means  my  ear  and  eye  became 
accustomed  to  them,  and  several  were 
stored  up  in  my  memory.  In  the  mean 
while  Mr,  Mariner  wrote  down  several 
dialogues  and  popular  tales  in  the  Tonga 
language ;  and  I  afterwards  exercised  my- 
self,  with  his  assistance,  and  that  of  the 
vocabulary,  in  making  literal  translations 
to  them,  and  thus  became  acquainted, 
more  or  less,  with  the  idiom ;  and,  at  the 
same  time,  I  had  the  opportunity  of  fur*

iiiahiiig  tlic  Tongn  fuurt  of  the  vocabulary 
ATiUi  other  wonin.    In  the  next  placet  1mv« 
ing  written  down  sundry  examples  in  £n* 
gliahi  ilhistnilive  or  every  part  of  apeech)  iu 
a  variety  of  formst  and  upon  a  variety  of 
9ubjeeta»  1  gave  thcni  to  Mn  Mariuer  to 
translate  into  Tonga,  according  to  the 
strict   idiom  of  that  language:   by  thin 
method  we  (x^gan  to  perceive  what  could 
be  trannlated,  and  what  could  not;  we 
disctivercd  wiicre  tiie  Tonga  language  was 
poor  in  exprcss^ion,  and  where  it  was  more 
richly  endowed ;  what  were  the  fundamental 
principles  of  constructiout  and  what  the 
imrticular  idioms  and  exceptions^  to  ge- 
neral rules :     an<l  thus  procee<iing,  step  by 
step,  the  character  and  genius  of  the.lau* 
;B[uap'  were  unfolded ;  and»  at  length,  we 
lu^rivcd  at  that  degree  of  tluxiretical  know- 
letige  of  the  structun^.  of  it  which  is  now, 
for  the  imX  time,  presented  to  Ute  public. 
'Kwty  attempt  to  aflbrd  accurate  in* 
tormation   a's|HH?ting  the  mannerst  cus- 
toms, and  sentiments  of  any  portion  of  tlie 
luunan  species,  cannot  but  be  considered, 
in  the^e  eiUigktened  daya,  at  least  a  laoda- 
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hie  uodertakiog ;  but  to  bei^w  much  time 
and  paint  upon  an  investigation  of  the 
principles  of  a  barbarous  language^  like 
the  one  in  question^  will^  no  doubt,  in  the 
eyes  of  many  persons,  appear  more  cu« 
rious  than  useful;  and  how  far  such  a 
iiew  of  the  subject  may  be  correct,  every 
reader  will  judge  for  himself;  to  me  it 
appears  almost  as  great  a  deficiency  in 
the  history  of  a  nation  to  overlook  the 
structure  of  its  language,  as  to  neglect 
any  portion  of  its  moral  or  political  cha- 
racter.   In  taking,  for  example,  the  Tonga 
people^  Mr.  Mariner  could  only  arrive  at 
a  thorough  l^nowledge  of  their  religious, 
political,  and  moral  character,  and  the 
spirit  of  their  reljgious  and  political  sen- 
timents, through  the  medium  of  their  lan- 
guage, for  all  accounts  that  had  been  given 
0f  th^Di  are  little  better  than  bare  descrip- 
4ions  pf  outside  appearances,  every  thing 
dse,  for  want  of  this  same  medium,  being 
founded  in  mere  conjecture :  so  it  is  easy 
-for  a  tnLveWer  to  give  an  accurate  descrip- 
tion of  the  outside  of  a  building,  to  which 
he  has  DO  admittaacef  and  make  some 
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rude  gdtu  tM  to  itf  interior  form :  bat  the 
object  of  Uie  present  work  it  chiefly  to  de- 
scribe the  inside  of  this  structure,  that  the 
reader  may  see  the  form,  dimensions,  or- 
naments, and  general  merit  of  its  yarieus 
passages  and  apartments,  to  which  the 
Tonga  language  is  the  master-key,  and 
which  is  hero  oflTercd  to  all  wliom  accident 
or  design  may  lead  to  the  same  spot,  that 
tliey  may  make  the  same  researches  hi 
much  less  time,  and  with  much  less  haiard 
and  difiiculty,  than  it  originally  coit  the 
fir»t  investigator:  and  it  certainly  mutt 
be  considered  some  proof  of  the  uprighU 
nenii  of  Mr.  Muriner^s  intcmtionst  Mid  his 
c:ons(!ioiisnehs  of  the  accuracy  of  liis  de* 
tails,  that  he  readily  consents  to  put  into 
the  hands  of  others  as  easy  a  method  as 
lies  in  his  power  of  satisfying  themselires 
as  to  the  truth  of  what  is  told  them. 

There  are  other  points  of  view,  in  whichi 
I  think,  the  importance  of  this  subject 
may  l>e  seen:  a  knowledge  of  the  Ian* 
guiigc  helps  to  throw  a  considerable  light 
in  the  path  of  those  who  choose  to  invesU^ 
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gate  the  origin  of  the  people,  or  how  far 
they  may  be  related  to  other  nation*  of 
the  ume  immenie  ocean.  In  regard  to 
the  philologist,  it  will  help  hia  inquiries 
into  the  theory  of  human  language  gene- 
rally; and  in  respect  to  the  metaphysi- 
cian, he  will  not  be  displeased  if  we  offer 
to  his  notice  the  structure  of  a  language 
which  has  advanced  in  its  progress  up.  to 
the .  present  time,  among  a  people  who 
have  no  conception  of  any  method  of 
noting  down  their  ideas,  and  yet  pride 
themselves  upon  the  uniform  accuracy 
with  which  they  speak  and  pronounce 
their  language.  There  is,  moreover,  an- 
other class  of  readers,  who  will  by  no 
means  regret  that  this  subject  has  been 
thus  lar  investigated ;  I  mean  those  who 
take  a  laudable  pleasure  in  looking  for- 
ward to  the  civilization  and  religious  in- 
struction of  savage  nations,  to  effect  which 
in  the  most  rational  manner  is  certainly 
to  speak  to  them  in  their  own  language*;

impressiont  of  spoken  language,  and  of 
the  gestures  accompanying  it,  that  can 
readily  accomplish  tliis  object  without  the 
Awistauce  of  an  interpreter : — and  as  Mr. 
Mariner  hud  acquired  this  under  circum- 
stances peculiarly  favourable,  it  appeared 
to  me  paramount  to  a  duty  to  use  thoto 
means  that  lay  in  my  power  to  prevent

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all  that  he  had  learfit  in  this  respect  from 
sinking  for  ever  into  oblivi<m.  .  .     <. 

As  it  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  import* 
ance  that  Mr.  Mariner's  qaalifications  as 
s  narrator  of  -what  he  had  seen  and  heard 
should  be  known  to  the  pubKc,  in  prdex 
*hat  a  proper  judgment  may  be  formed  of 
the  degree  of  credit  to  be  attached  to  the 
present  volumes,  I  shall  here  give  a  short 
account  of  his  education  and  of  his  habits^ 
as  &r  as  they  may  bear  more  or  less  upon 
the  subject  in  question. 

His  father,  Mr.  Magnus  Mariner,  vba 
is  still  living*,  was  formerly  the  owner  of 
ft  hired  armed  vessel,  of  which  he  was  alsa 
the  commander,  and  served  in  this  capftH 
city  under  Lord  Cornwailis,  in  the  Ameri- 
can war.  About  that  period,  having  su&i 
tained  some  severe  losses  in  the  American 
trade,  he  returned  to  £ngland,  married; 
and  resided  in  London.  He  has  had  se* 
veral  children,  the  second  of  whom  is  Wil- 
liam, the  subject  of  our  present  memoir,

The 
advantage  he  had  already  derived  from  his 
education  wore  considerable :  besides  the 
common  acquisitions  of  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic,  he  had  made  much  pro- 
gress in  his  knowledge  of  history,  geogra-

Latin.  Uis  father  being  of  opinion  that 
his  education  was  already  sufficient  for

I.  e,  the  sea,  resolved  to  keep  him  at  home 
till  something  suitable  and  advantageous 
should  offer.  William,  however,  was  not 
very  anxiuus  lor  u  mere  niarilinie  life,  and 
his  mother  being  wholly  averse  to  it,  his 
father  was  at  length  dissuaded  from  liin 
intention,  and  placed  him  in  the  ufHec  of 
ba

Bent  I,  of  London.  Thit  vettel  had  a  tw4i-

^wa*  to  double  Cape  Horn,  and  proceed 
bito  tbePa43illcOeeeii  in  fearcb  of  wbalei. 
Ci4>tain  Pock  before  1m  departure  came 
to  take  leave  of  WiUiam'f&tber;  after  din- 
ner, the  conrenation  naturally  turned  4ipon 
the  enduing  voyage,  wboi  Captain  Duck, 
who  was  a  man  ciytry  fanguine  expecta-

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tions,  spoke  ^vith  gra4t  confidence  of  speedy 
suooem  end  en  early  return,  and  gave  such 
flattering  descriptions  of  that  mode  of  life* 
that  William  was  quickly  possessed  with 
the  strongest  desire  to  accompany  him. 
Captain  Duck  offered  him  the  greatest  en» 
couragements,  and  the  consent  of  his  Aither 
being  obtained,  ho  took  him  on  board  in 
a  few  days,  under  his  immediate  prote6> 
tion.  ^l^e  events  of  tlie  voyage,  and  other 
particulars  subsequent  thereto,  will  be  seen 
hereatler.  During  that  time  he  acted  in  lite 
capacity  of  ci^tain's  derk,  which  though 
not  an  usual  ofiioe  on  board  a  privateer,  hm 
chose  for  the  sake  of  employment. 

Such  simply  is  an  account  of  his  educa- 
tion and  of  those  early  circumstances  whioh 
laid  the  groundwork  for  future  and  more 
extraordinary  events.  With  respect  to  his 
character^  I  may  (torn  good  authority  give 
some  account  of  him  while  yet  at  school  *,

At  thin  eftrly  period  he  shewed  evident 
jwroofn  of  a  mind  very  iiusceptible  of  exter* 
nal  impremonnf  disposed  to  activity  and 
fond  of  information ;  whilst  from  his  habits 
and  sentiments  one  would  suppose  liim 
f}tte<l  for  a  life  of  change  and  adventure. 
He  was  fond  of  books  of  travels,  and  he 
used  often  to  say  how  much  he  should 
like  to  live  among  savages  and  meet  with 
strange  occ^urrences ;  a  disposition  not  un- 
common among  some  young  minds,  but 
which  those  who  are  fond  of  presentiments 
will  readily  account  for,  in  their  own  way« 
His  sports  and  amusements  were  frequently 
thos<'>  of  an  active,  adventurous,  and  some- 
times of  a  daring  kind.  With  respect  to  the 
dispositions  of  his  heart,  suffice  it  to  say, 
they  are  such  as  do  him  much  honour. 

The  subset] uent  events  of  his  life  have 
made  a  considerable  change  in  his  per« 
sonal  character  and  external  habits,  inso- 

mate  aMociata.  It  nee<1  scarcely  be  ad(M,  that  thia  event 
gave  additianal  interest  to  bis  recital^  ami  furnished  me  with 
the  opportunitjr  nf  ^leooming  better  a/'qiiainied  with  Mr. 
Mariner's  character.  This  happened  in  the  early  part  of  my 
juqntin^net  with  him. 
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much  that  I  have  heard  it  observed  by 
those  of  his  friends  who  knew  him  for^ 
merljr,  tliat  they  could  scarcely  recognise 
him  to  be  the  same  person.   His  love  of 
adventure  has  changed  into  a  sedateness 
of  character  and  disposition  to  rest  and 
quiet»  which  may  easily  be  conceived  to 
arise   from    disappointments,  and   unex«» 
pected    hardships   and   dangers,  ex  peri-* 
enced  at  too  early-  a  period  of  life.    He 
is  rather  taciturn  than  loquacious»  aod 
under  ordinary  circumstances  much  moie 
inchned  to  speak  of  the  events  of  hisi  liici 
as  common  occurrences  than  as  interesting 
anecdotes,  which  happens  no  doubt  from 
bis  early,  frequent,  and  fumihar  intimacy 
witli  unusual  situations;  when,  howevert 
he  is  animated  with  social  converse,  he  fur- 
nishes descriptions  that  are  very  interesting 
and  natural.    His  memory  is  very  reten^ 
tivet  and  his  account  of  things  is  exceed- 
ingly correct  and  uniform :  of  tliis  I  have 
had  numberless  proofs,  and  one  in  particu> 
lar  1  shall  mention.  1  happened  to  mislay 
the  English  version  wliich  he  had  ^tten 
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out  at  his  lainure,  of  the  speech  of  Fioow 
the  king  on  firot  coming  into  power :  after 
the  lapse  of  a  few  weeks,  not  finding  itt  I 
was  under  the  necessity  of  requesting  him 
to  write  aiiotlier,  which  he  did  in  tlie  same 
method  as  before,  by  calling  to  his  mind 
the  original  Tonga  in  which  it  was  spoken. 
Sometime  afterwards  I  found  the  first, 
and  was  much  pleased  to  discover  so  lit* 
tie  difference  between  them,  that  they 
appeared  almost  Uke  copies,  which  suffix 
elfintly  evinced  the  correctness  with  which- 
)m  rwnembered  the  original  Tonga,  and 
at  the  same  time  furnished  an  instance  of 
the  characteristic  uniformity  of  his  eicpres- 
iion  in  his  own  language.  Two  or  three 
months  afterwards  I  reminded  him  of  the 
propriety  of  writing  down  in  the  Tonga 
language  all  that  he  knew  of  their  popular 
takMi  speeches,  songs,  &c.  while  they  were 
fraib  in  his  memory ;  he  did  so,  and  at  a 
siibsaquentiperiod  when  the  dictionary  of 
the  knguage  was  in  a  state  of  forwardness, 
J  translated  them  literally  with  his  occa* 
iional  a»sifttance,  and  had  a  new  proof  of  the 
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carrffctiKMSy  at  to  wenMe^  of  what  be  had 
before  given  me  of  Finow^s  speecbf  the 
Engliiih  copies  of  which  I  lioil  all  along 
kept  in  my  po^ncMion.  Am  a  retentive 
memory  wan  a  quality  particuhirly  etien- 
tial  to  Mr.  Mariner,  under  the  circunv* 
stancen  in  which  he  was  phicedt  it  is  worth 
mentioning^  that  even  when  I  became  first 
acquainted  with  him,  he  was  able  to  read 
and  translate  French  with  considcrabto 
ease  and  fluency,  although  he  had  scarceljf 
seen  a  French  book,  or  spoken  French 
since?  he  had  left  school,  a  f>eriod  of  nearly 
eight  years,  during  four  of  which  he  haA 
resided  amcmg  an  uncivilized  people, 
hod  been  consUmtly  pmrtising  their 
guagc.  ])ut,  however  excellent  nuijr;<bt 
his  memory,  it  would  avail  but  little,  if  ha 
had  only  seen  a  great  deal  without  noticing 
much  ;  I  am  very  happy  therefore  to  have 
it  in  my  power  to  give  some  decided 
jproofs  that  he  possesses  also  that  very  va« 
luable  quality  in  a  tmveller,  a  spirit  oi'  ob-*' 
servaiicm.  r 

Fiarly  in  the  month  of  May  last,  **  Catopp* 
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beU's  Voyage  round  the  World"  was  pub- 
lighed  at  Edinburgh,  a  considerable  por* 
tioD  of  which  work  in  occupied  in  de^ 
scribing  the  manners  and  cuBtoms  of  the 
Sandwich  islands,  wliere  tite  author  resided 
about  thirteen  months.  At  the  period  of 
i&is  pubhcation,  tlie  greater  part  of  the  fol- 
lowing sheets  was  already  printed  ofi*  at 
least  as  tar  as  tlie  grammar.  Oo  perusing 
Mr.  Campbell's  interesting  book,  I  was  not 
a  little  gratified  to  find  confirmations  of 
MHne  things  related  by  Mr.  Mariner  re* 
tpecting  those  -islands,  which  as  he  had 
<mly  been  there  about  three  weeks,  fur- 
nished me  with  additional  proofs,  if  more 
weie  wanting,  of  his  scrupulous  accuracy 
and  attention.  Having  put  the  book  into 
his  hands  to  peruse,  be  soon  returned  it 
to  me,  with  the  substance  of  the  following 
observations '.  from  which  it  will  appear, 
fliat  notwithstanding  his  short  stay  at 
diose  islands,  he  had  made  good  use  ei 
Ms  time,  and  that  afterwards  he  did  n«* 
neglect  to  obtain  niiatiuns  of  what 

he  had  learnt  tlicr  uJ^^nnation^ 
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from  a  few  natives  of  the  Sandwich  isltmdi 
who  were  with  him  at  Tonga;  iusomuch 
that  he  is  enabled  to  Htate  some  thin^g 
in  the  way  of  uxplanntion  which  the  be- 
fore-mentioned work  does  not  contain. 
1  shall  mention  tlic  ditterent  subjects  in 
the  order  in  which  they  occur  in  Mr. 
Campbell's  book,  paging  them  Bcc<K)rdn 
ingly;  and  if  that  author,  or  bis  cditori 
Mr.  Smith*  sees  any  thing  in  Mr.  Mariner's 
statements  which  lio  knows  or  believert  to 
\)e  incorrect,  he  will  perhaps  take  an  op- 
pOiTtunity  of  stating  his  objections, 

fage  123.  The  cliief  named  "  Cr^- 
makoo"  Mr.  Mariner  was  very  well  ac* 
quainted  with:  his  name,  as  pronounced 
by  some  of  the  natives,  is  C&ramaco6t 
The  reason  ol'  the  indecision  in  regard 
to  the  pronunciation  oi'  Sandwich  island 
words  will  be  given  l)el(»w. 

P.  l'2(i.  **  Provmontt  were  ahundani"  at 
MotHCf  **  and  much  cheaper  than  either  at 
Qmhlfhte .  or  fVahooi"  this,  Mr.  Mariner 
.waviini'oj'nKiil,   was   occasioned  ljy  that 
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island  being  much  less  frequented  with 
shippings  and  because  ftvr  great  chiefs 
lived  there. 

-  P.  128.  It  18  "  a  gnat  object  of  ambi'^ 
tion  among  the  higher  ranki  to  have  white 
people  to  reiide  with  them/^  The  king 
rery  strongly  solicited  Mr.  Mariner  to  re- 
main with  him  and  be  his  secretary. 

P.  140.  The  author^  in  this  page. 
Speaks  of  the  narrow-minded  principle  of 
the  white  residents^  who  would  not  teach 
the  natives  how  to  read  or  to  make  looms^ 
under  the  idea  of  losing  their  esteem  by 
rendering  themselves  less  necessary  to 
them.  Mr.  Mariner  had  often  occasion 
io  remark  the  truth  of  thiSf  and  several 
times  heard  this  maxim  of  the  white  peo« 
pie,  **  not  to  teach  the  natives  more  than 
was  sufficient  to  gain  themselves  a  good 
footing.'' 

P.  142.  The  chief  here  called  "  Ter- 
rmytee!'  Mr.  Mariner  was  also  well  ae- 
quainted  with :  his  name,  according  to  our 
System  of  orthography,  (see  Vol.  IL  p« 
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SM),  it  ttatmjty'i  the  twoyi  being  pro- 
noiinced  like  our  i  in  kite,  ught ;  but  the 
fint  is  light  and  the  last  heavj. 

P.  146.  William  Steventon  here  men>- 
tuned,  wai  the  iather  of  the  child  whom 
the  Port  Bu  Prince  brought  to  the  Tonga 
iilandt,  and  of  whom  an  account  is  given 
in  the  present  work.  Vol.  II.  p.  77. 

P.  149.  Captain  Vancouver's  promise 
to  the  king  of  the  Sandwich  islands  is  here 
noticed :  Mr.  Mariner  several  times  heard 
the  king  speak  of  it,  and  always  in  a  way 
that  shewed  he  Iwd  placed  much  coi> 
fidence  in  it.  The  king^s  name,  heie  spelt 
"  Tamaahmaah,"  is  pronounced  by  Mr. 
.Mariner,  and  is  expressed  by  our  ortho- 
graphy Tdmmeahm^ha ;  the  first  aspirate 
ibUowing  the  a  and  the  latter  preceding  it. 
The  editor,  Mr,  Smith,  in  note,  p.  810, 
remarks  the  different  modes  of  spelling 
and  pronouncing  this  name,  employed  by 
ditt'erent  travellers, and  that  theCand  theT 
are  scarcely  to  be  distinguished  in  the  pro- 
nunciation of  the  language.  The  fact  is, 
there  arc  (cvr  of  tlie  natives  but  who  have

first  signified  the  land  whence  Englishmen 
come ;  but  at  length ,  understanding  ther^ 
were  many  other  countries  in  tlie  world# 
they  adopted  this  word  as  a  general  name 
for  any  foreign  land.  The  mora  proper 
word  for  England^  which  the  best  informed 
among  them  use,  is  Pritini^  from  Britain* 
The  phrase  which  Mr.  Campbell  uses  for 
an  Otaheitan  is  *^  Kanaka  booUa-booUa/ .^ 
which  should  be  properly  Tanata  Bolft* 
bola,  and  does  not  signify  literally  a  man 
of  OtaheitCf  but  a  man  of  Bola^bola,  which* 
is  the  last  of  the  Society  islands  which 
Captain  Cook  had  left  when  ho  discovered 
the  Sandwich  islands.  Mr.  Campbelli  in 
another  place,  instead  of  using  as  above  tlie 
word  kanaka^  to  signify  a  matif  adopts  tho 
proper  term  tanata^  and  which  is  very  sl^ 
milar  to  the  Tonga  word  for  man,  vLe« 
Tangata.  It  is  well  to  mention  that  Ota^ 
heite  is  also  called  by  the  Tonga  people 
Taheite. 
P.  15().     Boyd,  the  white  resident,  no- 
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ticed  as  being  iospeGtor  of  the  native 
ihipwrights,  had  the  same  occupation 
even  in  Mr.  Mariner's  time,  (1806).  The 
purchase  of  the  Lillj-bird,  here  men- 
tioned«  he  also  heard  the  particulars  of: 
the  white  residents  called  her  the  Lady- 
bird. Bcndes  the  schooner,  the  king 
gave  the  American  captain  4000  dollars, 
and  a  number  of  hc^,  in  exchange  for 
her.  "When  Mr.  Mariner  saw  her,  she 
was  being  coppered,  under  the  direction 
of  Boyd.  The  king  said  that  he  should 
inrade  Atooi  as  soon  as  she  should  be 
ready  for  sea. 

F.  157.  Cleric,  captun  of  the  king's 
packet,  and  HjurbottJe,  captain  of  the 
Lilly-bird,  Mr.  Mariner  also  knew  very 
well.  The  latter  very  often  acted  as  pilot, 
he  might  also  be  called  harbour-^naster  to 
the  king.  He  is  mentioned  in  tlie  second 
volume  of  the  present  work,  p.  66. 

P.  162.  The  author  here  mentions  the 
laborious  ipeUiod  of  cultivating  taro,  and 
states,  that  even  tiie  king  sometimes  as- 
sisted in  it,  but  why  be  could  not  conjee- 
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tore,  unlesi  to  wt  uii  example  of  induttr; 
to  hi>  people,  but  which,  lio  atJcnow. 
ledges,  they  icarcely  aoom  to  wiuit.  Mr, 
Mniiner  wu  iiifbrmed  that  other  great 
chieia  as  well  as  tlie  king  often  assisted  at 
this,  and  all  kinds  of  laborious  exorcise, 
to  render  the  body  active,  strong,  and  ■ 
capable  of  enduring  hardships. 

I'.  165.  The  nuinlwr  <if  white  people 
00  Wahoo  is  here  slated  to  be  nearly 
sixty :  in  Mr.  Mariner's  time  titey  were 
counted  at  ninrty-four. 

P.  His.  'I'hu  author  sjicuka  uf  the 
drunkenness  of  the  white  |i«oplc.  Mr. 
Mariner  ohservcs  that  the  nutiv«>s  also  arc 
strongly  addiotod  to  the  sanm  vice,  when 
they  can  ^;t  the  liquor,  hut  that  the  king, 
to  prevent  such  excesses,  allowed  of  no 
stills  but  what  wen'  under  the  iiiS|H!cti<ft 
of  his  othcers,  and  that  nil  Hpirit  distilled 
was  his  pro|kcrty,  which  he  sohl  or  gave  as 
favour  or  irward  to  whom  lie  chose. 

P.  H>7.  'I'hc  autlKirhcre  says,  **  Then 
wert  fM  mmmitirir«  upon  the  ishtut  rfuriii^ 
tk*  lime  I  rtmmnetl  m  it,  ill  MtiWi  1  snu 
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itften  much  $urpri$ed/'  Neither  were  there 
aoy  in  Mr«  Mariner's  time^  and  when  the 
king  was  questioned  upon  the  subject  of 
Christianity^  this  was  his  remarkable  reply : 
^*  I  should  be  afraid  to  adopt  so  dangeiw 
**  ous  an  expedient  as  Christianity ;  for  I 
^  *^  think  no  Christian  king  can  govern  in 
^^  the  absolute  manner  in  which  I  do^  and 
^*  yet  be  loved  by  his  subjects  as  I  am 
^^  by  mine :  such  a  religion  might  perhaps 
^^  answer  very  well  in  the  course  of  a  few 
^^  generations ;  but  what  chief  would  sanc^ 
^^  tion  it  in  the  beginnings  with  the  risk  of 
^^  its  subverting  his  own  power,  and  in-* 
^^  volving  the  islands  in  war  ?  I  have  made 
^^  a  fixt  detennination  not  to  suffer  it/': 
This  declaration  was  made  in  the  cabin  of 
the  Port  au  Prince,  Mr«  Mariner  being 
j^sent ;  Isaac  Davis,  one  of  the  white  re^. 
sidents,  was  the  translator*  Mr«  Mariner  i§ 
convinced  that  Davis  gave  a  faithful  re-* 
presentation  of  the  sentiments  of  the  king; 
for  although  the  latter  does  not  speak 
English,  he  often  seems  to  understand 
what  is  spoken  in  that  language,  and  fre» 
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quently  gives  his  nod  of  astent  or  dtsMAl 
accordingly;  it  is  indeed  a  question  whe* 
ther  he  does  'n<it  understand  £nglish  bet^ 
ter  than  he  pretendsi  but  pleads  ignorance 
from  motives  of  policy.  Mr.  Mariner  had 
aftenvards  ample  confirmation  of  the 
king's  sentiments  in  regard  to  Christianity 
from  his  Sandwich-island  companions,  at 
Tonga. 

P.  170.  The  king's  prime  ministeri 
Naai,  nicknamed  by  the  white  peoploi 
Billy  Pitti  was  also  well  known  to  Mr. 
Marincri  who  received  from  him  a  present 
of  a  very  luuidsome  helmet. 

P.  ll[).  On  a  certain  occasion  of  cere- 
mony, the  king  **  is  obliged  to  stand  till 
three  spears  are  darted  at  him :  he  must 
eatch  the  first  with  his  hand^  and  with  it 
ward  off  the  other  two.  This  is  not  a  meft 
formality.  The  spear  is  thrown  with  the 
utmost  force ;  and  should  the  king  lose  his 
l\fe  there  is  no  help  for  it.'*  Mr.  Mariner 
was  tokl  by  the  natives,  that  it  wuh  im*' 
possible  the  king  could  lose  his  life  or 
even  be  wounded  on  this  occasion;   for 
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should  he  chance  to  miss  a  spear,  his  ti» 
telar  god  would  catch  it  or  turn  it  aside^ 
rather  than  allow  him  to  be  hurt. 

P.  185.  The  author  here  speaks  of  the 
use  of  Ava,  (or  as  the  Tonga  people  call 
it.  Cava),  which  he  never  saw  employed 
but  as  a  medicine  to  prevent  corpulency^ 
ardent  spirits  being  adopted  as  a  luxury 
instead  of  it.  Mr.  Mariner,  when  he  was 
at  Wahdo,  saw  it  drunk  twice  as  a  luxUry, 
and  was  told  that  several  of  the  old  men 
still  preferred  it  to  spirits.  It  must  be  re* 
membiered  that  this  was  four  years  befort 
Mr.  Campbeirs  time. 

P.  188.  It  is  here  remarked  that  the 
women  Are  much  disposed  to  break  th^ 
hboo  :  the  author  says,  "  I  have  known 
them  eat  &f  the  forbidden  delicacies  of  pork 
and  sharks  $  flesh.  What  would  he  the  coh^ 
ne^ence  of  a  discovery  I  know  not/*  Mr. 
Mariner  also  witnessed  several  instances 
of  this.  The  Sandwich-island  women 
have  so  many  severe  and  impolitic  restric- 
tions in  regard  to  food,  that  it  would  be 
unreasonable  perhaps  to  expect  that  they 
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ihould  on  ill  Bccure  occMions  be  very  faith- 
fully striot:  the  pumahment  ft)r  such  o& 
itiiices,  howf^ri  is  death.  It  in  very  well 
wortli  while  to  compare  the  state  of  the 
women  in  the  Sandwich  islands  with  that 
of  the  women  of  Tonga :  it  will  afford 
an  interesting  proof  how  much  a  line 
of  conduct^  influenced  by  liberality  and 
respect  towards  tenialesi  is  productive  of 
morality. 

P.  \i06 — 7*  The  author  here  mentions 
a  custom  of  tlie  queeui  that  of  preserving 
the  boues  of  her  father,  wrapt  up  carei- 
fully  in  a  piece  of  clothe  ^*  because  she 
hved  her  father  ho  dearhf.^^  Mr.  Mariner 
law  tlieiK3  hones,  and  on  enquiry,  found  it 
wm  not  moreiy  a  custom  of  the  queen, 
but  a  common  practice  among  them. 
.  P.  20ih  In  ragurd  to  the  question^ 
whether  the  t\ativcs  of  the  Sandwich 
islands  arc  cannibalB,  Mr.  Mariner  is  dis^ 
posed  to  bi^lievc  tl\at  they  are  not :  those 
natives  who  were  with  him  at  Tongn. 
always  stttmgly  denied  the  charge. 

These  several  statements,  it  is  lioped. 


•  *  * 
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the  reader  will  not  think  tedious:  they 
iierve  as  very  fair  proofs  of  the  accuracy 
ivith  which  Mr.  Mariner  noticed  what  he 
saw,  and  the  fidelity  of  his  memory  in  re* 
lating  it.  Some  of  these  statements,  as 
before  mentioned,  are  inserted  in  the  body 
•of  the  present  work,  and  were  printed  off 
before  Mr.  Campbeirs  book  was  pub- 
lished :  to  these  may  be  added,  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Sandwich  islanders  in  the  use 
of  emetics  and  cathartics,  as  related  in 
the  second  volume  of  this  work,  p.  243, 
and  in  Mr.  Campbell's  book,  p.  174  i  and 
it  is  worth  notice,  that  from  the  difference 
of  the  ingredients  mentioned  in  the  two 
accounts,  it  appears  they  are  acquainted 
with  more  than  one  kind  of  each  medi- 
cine.  In  regard  to  what  Mr.  Mariner  re- 
lates concerning  the  bones  of  Captain 
Cook,  (see  Vol.  II.  p.  66),  it  is  rather  ex- 
traordinary that  Mr.  Campbell  makes  no 
mention  of  any  thing  of  the  kind :  it  is 
possible  the  custom  was  dropped  before 
his  time^  imder  the  idea  of  giving  olTence 
tb  the  English  people.    Mr.  Mariaef  has 
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ho  doubt  of  the  facti  from  tlie  positiv* 
manner  in  which  it  was  rdatod  to  liim  by 
Hairbottlci  and  afterwards  by  tliono  Saud« 
widwiihind  natives  that  were  with  hitn  at 
Tonga :  perhaps  Mr.  Campbell  can  throw 
some  light  upon  the  subject. 

Having  thus  tar  sketched  an  outline  Qf 
Mr.  Marinci*'s  education  and  early  habitSf 
and  given  some  instances  in  proof  of  his 
qualifications  as  a  narratori  it  remains  to 
furnish  a  short  account  of  the  advanta^ 
geous  opportunities  which  fell  in  his  wayi 
In  tlio  first  place,  it  must  be  stated,  that 
lie  was  by  fai*  the  best  educated  of  all  those 
who  survived  the  capture  of  the  Port  au 
Prince.  From  iho  first  moment  the  king 
of  the  Tonga  ishmds  saw  ium,  he  con- 
ceived a  strong  prejudice  in  his  favouri 
and  gave  orders  to  tiiose  who  had  the  ma^ 
nagcmcnt  of  the  conspiracy,  that  if  they 
should  find  it  necessary  U>  make  a  great 
slaughter,  they  were  nevertheless  to  pre- 
serve his  life; — this  was  Uie  commence- 
ment  of  a  friendship  which  lasted  till  the 
king's  death:   he  gave  him  a  residence 
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within  his  own  fencing ;  appointed  one  of 
his  wiveS)  a  very  sensible  and  well  in- 
formed woman 9  to  be  his  adopted  mother, 
that  she  might  employ  her  time  in  in* 
structing  him  in  the  language  and  exact 
customs  of  the  country  :  he  admitted  him 
to  all  his  conferences  with  his  chiefs, 
priests^  and  matabooles:  at  length  he 
adopted  him  as  his  own  son,  and  gave 
him  the  name  of  a  favourite  son,  (Togi 
Oocumm^a),  who  had  died  a  few  years 
before :  wherever  the  king  went  Mr.  Ma^ 
riner  might  accompany  him  if  he  chose : 
in  all  the  battles  fought  by  the  king,  Mr. 
Mariner  was  present.  After  his  death, 
his  son,  who  succeeded,  equally  extended 
to  him  bis  patronage  and  protection,  or 
rather,  Mr.  Mariner  might  be  called  his 
dearest  brother,  his  constant,  intimate, 
and  confidential  friend ;  and  so  sorry  wai 
the  young  king  to  part  with  him,  that  he 
actually  proposed  to  give  up  his  domi'-' 
nions  to  his  uncle,  and  accompany  Mr. 
Mariner  to  England, — a  sufficient  proof 
that  Uie  latter  possessed  those  quahtiet  of 
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tnind  calculated  to  innpiro  a  high  degree 
of  confidence  and  fricndBliip.  But  pei^- 
haps  I  am  anticipating  too  much  of  some 
of  the  Bubjecti  of  the  following  sheets :  it 
appears  to  mci  howeveri  proper  to  state 
these  things^  that  the  mind  of  the  reader 
may  be  prepared,  without  mistrusti  for 
the  quantity  of  interesting  matter  which 
so  young  a  man  has  collected  and  remem« 
bered. 

It  \H  now  four  years  since  Mri  Mari« 
ner's  arrival  from  the  West  Indies ;  during 
wliich  period  he  has  been  situated  in  the 
counting-house  of  a  respectable  merchant 
in  the  city,  where  he  is  still.  His  health 
is  by  no  means  good :  tliis  and  other  cir^* 
cum  stances  have  occasioned  the  work  se- 
veral times  to  be  suspended  for  a)>ove  two 
months  together;  for,  as  I  have  before 
stated,  not  a  single  page  of  it  has  been 
written,  even  from  his  own  memoranda, 
without  his  presence,  which,  in  general,  I 
could  only  have  in  the  evening,  or  at 
night,  after  the  hours  of  business,  and  his 
health  did  not  always  admit  of  such  addi^ 
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tioDal  employment  of  his  atleiitioD.  .  He 
resides  at  No.  5,  £dwards-place»  Hack- 
nej-road. 

•  In  regard  to  my  own  labour  in  the 
present  work  I  shall  say  but  little.  I  am 
sensible  there  are  many  faults,  and  though 
I  am  by  no  means  disposed  to  trouble  the 
reader  with  unseasonble  apologies,  1  beg 
leare  to  state,  that  the  tbilowing  pages 
were  not  written  in  the  order  they  were 
destined  to  assume,  but  at  very  uncertain 
and  irregular  periods,  as  tlie  result  of  va* 
rioui  conversations ;  that  sometimes  the 
vocabulary,  at  other  times  the  narrative 
matter ;  at  one  period  the  grammar  of  the 
language,  and  at  another  the  descriptions 
of  ceremonies,  formed  the  subject  of  dis* 
course,  indiscriminately,  as  opportunity 
offered :  consequently,  many  phrases  may 
have  been  used  which  the  judicious  cri- 
tic will  perhaps  think  too  familiar  and 
conversational,  and  which,  under  other 
circumstances,  would  easily  have  been 
avoided.  In  short,  it  is  the  excellence  of 
the  materials,  tolerably  wuil  arranged,  not 
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ttny  iUpposed  merit  in  the  coropositioD, 
whirti  is  here  oftcrn)  na  n  subject  of  claim 
to  the  honour  of  publit;  uttontion. 

In  rcfipect  to  nuturul  history,  not  niucb 
has  been  inserted,  and  tiiut  with  little  or 
no  attempt  at  ncientiftc  diitinctions  of 
teruifl ;  for  thin  lacing  a  branch  of  know* 
ledge  with  which  Mr.  Miirinor  waa  but 
little  acquainted,  such  diiitinctions  might 
only  lead  to  error  and  confusion ;  besides, 
this  subject  has  been  in  some  degree 
handled  by  other  travellers,  whilst  the  to^ 
pics  with  which  Mr.  Mariner  is  intimately 
conversant  are  those  upon  which  we  h^ve 
hitherto  had  least  information,  and  to 
such  wc  liiivo  luu'ordingly  thought  it  best 
to  confine  our  suliject.  It  is  hoped,  there- 
fore, that  all  (lerK^icncius  in  regard  to  bo- 
tany, zoology,  and  mineralogy,  will  be 
thought  amply  coinponHiited  by  abun- 
dance of  information  in  ruapect  of  the  r&. 
ligiouB  and  politltrul,  moral  and  domestic 
habits  of  an  interesting  portion  of  the  hu- 
tnan  spfcirs,  in  whose  character  there  is 
UDdMiM|dly  much  to  be  admired,  and  a 
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vast  deal  that  lays  a  just  claim  to  0ur 
attentive  observation. 

The  piece  of  music  which  is  noted  down 
in  the  second  volume,  p.  338,  I  am  in- 
debted for  to  an  intelligent  friend,  who 
did  me  the  favour  to  express  it  upon 
paper,  from  Mr.  Mariner's  voice. — A  note 
ought  to  have  been  inserted  in  Vol.  I.  p. 
68,  referring  to  the  "  transactions  of  the 
missionary  society,''  from  which  it  ap- 
pears that  only  a  few  of  the  missionaries 
were  killed,  and  not  the  whole,  as  stated 
by  the  king  to  Mr«  Mariner.

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f»he  weighed  anchor  again,  passed  thfough  the 
Downs  with  a  fair  wind,  and,  sailing  down  the 
Channel,  proceeded  on  her  intended  voyage. 
No  particular  circumstance,  worth  mentioning, 
occurred  during  several  weeks,  except  the  Icms 
of  a  seaman,  who  was  found  one  morning  dead 
in  his  hammock,  without  having  had  much 
previous  illness.  The  wind  continued  fair,  but 
variable.  On  the  20th  of  March,  in  the  after- 
noon, the  mizen  mast  gave  way  by  the  jerk  of  a 
swell,  and  was  found  much  decayed  under  the 
copper,  in  the  way  of  the  mizen  gaff:  this  dd- 
mage,  however,  by  the  next  day  was  completely 
repaired.  On  her  arrival  (April  9)  in  lat.  21. 
ft6.  long.  38.  38.  a  very  heavy  gale  came  on. 
The  foretopsail  yard,  being  now  discovered  to 
be  rotten  in  the  slings,  was  sent  down  and  re- 
placed by  a  new  one.  The  gale  continued  to 
increase,  and  from  three  to  five  in  the  morning, 
continual  flashes  of  lightning  came  on  from 
different  quarters,  with  loud  and  repeated  claps 
of  thunder,  succeeded  by  very  heavy  rains. 

From  this  period  till  the  time  of  her  arrival 
off  the  river  of  Plate,  the  weather  was  change- 
able, and  for  the  most  part  stormy.  On  the 
6th  of  May  she  commenced  her  cruize  in  this 
river;  nothing  particular,  however,  occurred 
for  several  days,  except  the  loss  of  a  boy,  who

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iiaU  to  be  broud^ht  on  board,  which  being  done, 
they  were  seized  up  and  received  a  dozen  laahes 
each.  Their  object  was  to  have  gone  over  to 
Maldonodo,  but  a  river  lying  in  the  way,  one 
of  them  not  being  a  Bwimmer,  and  the  other 
unwilling  to  proceed  by  himself,  they  thought 
proper  to  return. 

On  the  mth,  finding  it  impossible  to  remain 
in  the  river,  owing  partly  to  the  strong  flood 
and  partly  to  contrary  windfl,  she  stood  out  of 
the  river  and  bore  away  on  her  voy^e.  'i'he 
next  day  very  heavy  gales  coming  on,  she  watt 
found  to  make  much  water  from  a  leak  sup- 
posed to  be  on  the  larboard  bow,  near  the  sur- 
face of  the  water,  which  was  afterwards  found 
to  be  the  case.  The  Falkland  Islands  appeared 
within  flight  on  Friday,  the  Slst,  a  few  days 
■fterwhich,  the  weather  becoming  calm,  with  a 
Nmooth  sea,  the  carpenter  was  let  down  over  the 
larboard  bow,  to  nail  lead  and  canvass  over  a 
cracked  plank,  now  discovered  to  be  the  source 
of  the  leak. 

Monday,  the  17th  of  June,  Cape  Horn  bore 
W.  by  S.  four  leagues.  The  weather  was  veiy 
itnowy.  The  leak  still  continued.  On  Wed- 
newlay,  the  26th,  Gilbert'!  Ulrnid  bore  N.  Ave 
leagues.  From  this  place  ihe  took  «  fteih 
departure.

When  she  was  off  the 
island  of  St.  Mary's,  two  boats  were  sent  on 
shore  for  vegetables :  a  few  men  sick  of  the 
Hcurvy  were  also  sent  on  shore  to  refresh.  On 
the  20th  of  July  iilie  arrived  off  <iuiri(|ujnu,  an 
island  near  the  liay  nf  Conception.  Here  four 
boats,  well  armed  and  manned,  were  sent  on 
shore  to  procure  stock.  They  were  commanded 
by  Mr,  J.  I'arker,  first  lieutenant ;  Mr.  IlifBsel, 
second  lieutenant ;  Mr.  Brown,  whaling-mas- 
ter; and  Mr.  MiVlianis,  officer  of  marines. 
I'he  bout(4  re])reHented  to  the  iuhahitantK  that 
the  Port  au  l'rin<'c  wan  an  American,  whilst 
they  received  information  in  retuni,  that  there 
were  two  t'nglisli  whalern  in  the  Imy,  exactly 
as  was  stated  by  the  Karl  St.  Vincent.  The 
boats  waited  till  diiHk,  and  then  pnitreeded  from 
the  island  to  Conception,  being  well  assui«d 
by  Thomax  'J'nrner  that  there  were  no  guns 
mounti^  there,  nor  any  batteries ;  and  of  this 
be  was  fully  convinreil,  he  said,  having  for- 
merly been  on  shore  there.  The  weather,  un- 
fortunstely,  wainawAaT  o,  MJiich  ctrcunutance 
prevented  tbe  ^

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tlw  HaiwI  people  In  roifard  to  the  uapture  of  the  fort  au

On  Monday,  the  6th  of  Aujo^st,  the  Port  au 
Prince  weighed  anchor,  worked  out  of  the  bay, 
'  and  made  all  sail  to  the  northward ;  and,  on 
the  Friday  following,  arrived  in  Caldera  Bay. 
Here  a^^fi^ierman  was  employed  to  go  to  Co-  ' 
piapo,  ^  town  fifteen  leagues  up  the  country,) 
to  employ  himself  diligently  in  informing  the 
inhabitants  that  the  vessel  was  an  American 
smuggler  with  contraband  goods.  The  next 
night  eleven  of  the  ship's  company  deserted 
and  went  on  shore,  the  gunner,  who  was 
one  of  them,  having  procured  them  pistols, 
cutlasses,  and  ammunition.  In  the  morning 
Captain  Duck  was  informed  by  some  Indians 
that  they  had  met  the  deserters  on  their  road 
to  Copiapo.  He  immediately  wrote  to  the 
governor  to  inform  him  that  they  were  muti- 
neers, and  to  request  him  to  send  them  back. 
The  following  day  five  Spanish  gentlemen  ar- 
rived from  Copiapo,  who  stated  that  they  had 
met  the  deserters  four  or  five  leagues  from  that 
town,  and  had  been  informed  by  them  that  the 
ship  was  an  English  privateer,  in  consequence 
of  which  they  had  sent  back  the  greater  part

IVo  •i3t*poundeni  were  put  on  boaed 
the  lieifonio  brig  to  anchor  before  Uie  to>vn, 
and  cover  the  men  while  landing,  u«  the  Port 
au  Prince  could  not  get  clone  enough  in  »hore. 
The  following  day,  ut  nine  oVluck  A.  M.  the 
•hip  and  brign  caine  to  an  anchor  at  Ciuuuu,  a 
•mall  village  about  a  mile  to  Uie  southward  of 
Ililo.  The  boata  were  now  •ent,  with  forty- 
Ave  men,  on  board  the  liegtuiiu,  which  an* 
i*hored  at  ten  before  the  town,  commenced 
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town  of  Hllo  and  bumi  It  to  the  gTouad—ijOtt  of  the 
Begoniu  brig  by  fire— Capture*  a  amaU  .Spanlab  brif— 
Ptclu  up  a  boat  with  aix  haoda  on  board,  briunging  to 
the  MIoerva,  South  whaler,  whoae  crew  had  mutinied 
— Palla  In  with  the  Lui^  privateer— In  citmpMny  with 
the  Lucy,  enKojcca  the  HpanUh  frifpitc  Aiimit — Mnkea 
Chatham  l*tand,  and  part*  eam\Hiny  with  the  Lucy— 
Arrives  on  the  whaling  ground — Make*  the  Ula  of  l*lni« 
— {Captures  three  Spanlth  ve*«cl*— Anclwini  In  Taciuiies 
Koada— Salt*  and  onchor*  in  Tola  miul*— Frictiilly  re- 
ception from  the  governor  of  'I'ola — Anecdote  of  thn 
governor's  daughter. 

On  Tuewlay,  February  12,  IWVi,  iit  clcvi-n 
o'clock  A.M.  the  Port  im  Prinre  wcighi^l  an- 
rtmr  at  flTnTi-^Piirl,  mn<lc  miil,  and  «'orkr-cl 
t'down  thf  river.  At  twi-lvc  I*.  M.  nUi*  t-Htuv.  tn 
Hi  Hnrlior  ni  llir  Wnrp.  Ttir  fitllonitif^  dny 
TOb.  I.  n 
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Nuestra  Seflofa  del  Carne  la  Serena,  boond 
to  Guiana,  for  manure.  At  ten  A «  M.  a  boat 
WM  Men  pulling  towards  the  ship,  which,  in 
tke  course  of  an  hour,  came  alongside,  with 
fix  men,  and  proved  to  belong  to  the  Minervi, 
South  whaler.  Captain  Obit  Cottle,  of  Lon- 
don; Mr.  Matthew  Johnson  first  mate,  and 
Mr.  Benjamin  Bernard  second  mate.  The 
boat  stated,  that  the  remainder  of  the  ship's 
company,  nineteen  in  number,  had  muti- 
nied, shot  the  captain,  and  allowed  them 
to  have  the  two  boats.  These  six  and  four 
more  were  permitted  to  leave  the  ship  with 
the  two  boats ;  but  after  hairing  been  ten  days 
at  iN^a,  i\m  four,  being  much  fatigued,  went  on 
sham  In  the  jolly  boat;  since  which  the  re« 
fflalfiitiK'  six  had  been  fourteen  days  in  the 
whaling  boat  bafore  they  fell  in  with  the  Port 
au  Prince.  When  they  left  the  Minerva  the 
mutineers  hoisted  a  black  flag,  and  declared 
themselves  at  war  with  all  nations. 

On  Thursday,  the  19th,  a  thousand  dollars 
were  discovered  on  board  the  prize  brig,  as 
also  plate  to  the  value  of  three  or  four  hundred 
dollars.  She  was  afterwards  given  up  as  a 
cartel,  all  the  prisoners  being  put  on  board  of 
her.

In  the 
afternoon  Nhe  Haw  a  nail,  ((ave  eha^*,  came  Up 
with  her  nt  live  P.  IM.  and  flred  neveml  nhot;

On  iTiday,  the  4th  of  Oetoher,  a  nail  being

The  enemy  neeing  thiM,  tiaide^J  off 
on  the  name  tac;k«    The  Tort  au  Frinee  im- 
mediately bent  a  new  main*top^aii,  when  the 
Aatrna,  finding  the  did  not  gain  ground,  wore 
ahip  and  nt/iod  in  for  Faita.  Thit  l^ort  au  Vrifu'4* 
waa notable  U)  follow  her,  and  fVMVM  the  iu;tion, 
oo  aeeount  of  her  fore-cap  lieing  nhot  away, 
haiidca  tba  otber  damage  io  ber  rigging  and 
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hull.  Slia  Imd  only  one  liul  killed  by  a  grape- 
shot,  whirh  Hounded  him  uiiH(*rably:  he  lived 
tibont  an  hour.  'Miroo  otlwrn  w«irc  HiighUy. 
wounded.  A  ihw  following  duyN  were  cDlf 
ployed  in  rqmiring  diunugeN.  Tin*  Port  au 
Fringe  prorured  u  fri'Mh  NUpply  of  nhot  from 
the  Kn<7,  who,  being  in  want  of  proviitioni, 
received  the  whole  of  the  Htoek  from  the  prizei 
whieh  wuM  then  ordered  to  proreed  to  Jamei'/ 
Uland,  one  of  the  (ilatlipago  iNJandM. 

On  1  iieHday,  the  Hth,  in  the  aflernoon,  being 
to  windward  of  Faita,  the  two  MhipM  bore  up 
for  the  roadn,  where  the  Antnea  waM  seen 
hanh*d  ehme  up  in  tht^  head  of  the  buy:  they 
imnuMliutely  ntood  in,  and  reconnnenred  ae.tion 
with  the  frigate,  whieh  waPi  eontinued  for  more 
than  an  hour,  during  whieh  the  INul  au  Trince 
receivtMJ  nniMiderabh*  damage.  Ah  the  Amtriea 
waH  haidiMl  in  nhore,  firm  uh  a  battery,  with 
HpringH  on  her  ealdeN,  her  Mhot  wc!re  Hure  to 
tell ;  and,  an  the  two  Hhipn  were  (dHiged  to  en- 
gage lier  unchir  weigh,  they  found  it  impoHsi- 
ble  to  take  her.  Two  rannonaduM  were  din- 
mounted  on  the  i|uarter-deek  of  the  Port  au 
Frin<  e :  nhe  had  alno  one  nuin  killed  by  an 
eighteen  pounder,  whieh  eanie  through  the 
bendN  into  the  coek-pit. 

J  he  two  «bip«  now  stood  out  of  the  buy  in 
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company,  proceeded  on  their  voyage,  and  on 
Wednesday  the  10th  made  Chatham  Island, 
one  of  the  (jailipagos.  On  the  foiioHing  day 
they  came  to  an  anchor,  hut  saw  no  signs  of 
Ae  prize  that  had  been  ordered  to  proceed  to 
this  quarter,  nor  ever  afterwards  heard  of  her. 
Whilst  at  this  place  some  turpi n  (land  tortoise) 
was  procured  from  on  shore ;  and  all  the  plate 
ind  dollars,  which  had  been  taken  by  the  two 
ships  in  company,  was  equally  divided  between 
uiem. 

On  Sunday,  the  3d  of  November,  having 
parted  company  with  the  Lucy,  the  Port  au 
Prince  gave  chase  to  one  of  three  ships  which 
appeared  in  sight,  and  coming  up,  found  her 
to  be  the  American  ship  Neutrality,  Captain 
Foulger ;  the  other  two  were  the  Britannia  and 
British  Tar,  of  London.  The  American  had 
been  in  Paita  since  the  engagement  with  the 
Astraea,  and  from  her  account  it  appeared  that 
the  frigate  was  commanded  by  a  Frenchman, 
and  had  on  board  several  of  the  men  who  had 
formerly  deserted  from  the  Port  au  Prince. 
She  had  received  orders  from  the  viceroy  of 
Peru  to  run  aground,  if  she  were  hard  pressed 
by  an  enemy,  f n  the  late  engagement  nhe  was 
much  damaged  in  the  hull ;  her  fore-top-mast 
was  shot  away,  forty  hands  killed)  and  one  hun- 
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dnd  Mid  twenty  woiiucIimL  Sha  would  in  all 
prolMibility  have  «tnick»  had  the  not  heani  (huB 
the  de«erterci  that  the  Port  au  IMnce  wan  ftry 
deficient  in  men  and  tliot, 

*rhe  »hip  had  now  arrived  on  her  whaling 
fpround,  an<i  kept  therefore  a  yood  look  out  for 
whaler,  atvortlinir  to  her  inntnictionn.  Till  tl|ft 
latter  end  of  January^  ItiOlK  ulie  kept  her  eruiae 
between  Uie  latitudes  I.  10.  S.  and  00.  M.  N. 
but«  o\%  inijf  to  the  aearcity  of  whale«^  had  very 
little  HuoceMa  On  the  2itd  of  thin  mtMith,  by 
the  mivioe  of  Mr.  Hn>wn«  the  whaliuff^niiuter^ 
•he  pnictH^letl  to  nhift  hor  wlmlint(-ground  more 
to  tilt'  utirthwuni  and  eimtward.  During  this 
interval  nti  particular  trannaetion  oeourreti,  ex* 
rept  thiit  Mr.  JohuHim  and  Mr.  lienmnl«  whO| 
it  nia\  Ih'  recolleetetl,  nere  the  tirnt  and  Meeond 
mateHofthe  Minerva,  (tlie  South  ^^halerwhoae 
crew  had  mutiuietl),  went  on  iHaml  the  Re* 
becca,  hound  »htirll>  for  Kni^flaud.

pigt,  a  niimber  of  (os%\n,  Sec.  i  he  next  day 
she  took  a  catioe,  laden  with  jerk  lieef  and 
pork ;  but  iinderfitandinH:  that  it  l>elonged 
to  the  jfovernor,  immediately  lilierated  it,  by 
way  of  return  for  bin  pcditenewi.  It  mifflit  have 
been  mentione^l  before,  that  whil«f  at  l*aramet 
a  relation  of  the  ifovernor  requeiftetl  a  pannage 
to  Tola,  whirh  the  ciiptain  readily  complied 
with,  entertaineil  him  verv  well  on  board,  and 
•et  him  »afe  on  nhore  at  tola.  Thin  rircum* 
•tanre,  no  doubt,  in  a  iprent  meanure,  i^ve  rise 
to  the  uiiunual  p<»litenefin  of  the  ic^vemor. 

Duriu)^  the  time  the  nhip  remained  at  thin 
place,  the  oftieem  were  very  well  received  and 
entertaineil  at  the  i^overnor^n  houne.  He  wan 
a  verv  «r**ntlemJifily  old  man,  kept  a  ifo^d  table, 
and  \MtH  happy  to  nee  hin  frientln*  lie  hail  an 
only  dauj^hter,  a  very  ajfreeable  i^irl,  of  about 
wxteen,  who  had  junt  eome  from  a  nunnery, 
where  nhe  had  reei^ived  her  education.  She 
wan  ifreatly  roneenied  at  hearing  of  the  depre- 
dationn  eommitted  by  the  Port  au  Prince,  par- 
ticularly at  Hilo,  where  the  church  wan  plun- 
dered of  ftn  ccMinerrated  venn^fln.  The  attack 
which  liiul  been  meditated  upon  the  nunnery 
to  the  southward  of  ('alao  nhockc<l  her  ex- 
tremely ;   she  lifited  up  her  hands  and  eyen, 
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Uttered  some  expressions  in  Spanish,  and  la* 
boured  for  a  little  time  under  considerable 
agitation.  8he  expressed,  in  tolerably  f^ood 
English,  her  sentiments  upon  these  subjects, 
in  particular  to  young  Mariner,  then  about 
fourteen  years  of  age,  and  told  him  she  was 
quite  certain  his  ship  would  never  again  reach 
England.  Among  other  things,  she  asked  him 
if  he  had  had  any  hand  in  robbing  the  church 
at  Hilo ;  to  which,  when  he  replied  jocosely 
that  he  only  knocked  down  as  many  images 
as  he  could  reach,  she  predicted  that  he  would 
never  again  see  his  father  and  mother,  and  that 
the  ship  and  all  the  crew  would  certainly  be 
destroyed,  as  a  just  judgment  from  (lod,  for 
the  heinous  sacrilege  committed  by  them. — 
Mariner  told  her,  that  if  she  were  in  England 
she  would  stand  a  chance  of  being  punished 
for  a  witch :  the  observation  caused  her  to 
laugh,  but  produced  him,  at  the  same  time,  a 
pretty  smart  box  on  the  ears.  So  great  a  fa- 
vour, from  so  fair  a  hand,  could  not  but  be 
received  in  good  part ;  he  accordingly  took  the 
first  opportunity  of  going  on  board  and  bring- 
ing her  a  cheese,  as  a  present  (the  scarcity  of 
the  article  rendering  it  valuable  at  this  place). 
She,  M'ho  would  not  be  behindhand  in  gene- 
rosity, taking  a  pair  of  gold  buckles  from  her 
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nhoes,  (ftive  tliom  to  liim,  hut  not  ^vithout  re« 
mindin|i(  liirii  tliiU  hv  Monid  never  aiufain  net 
home ;  iumI  tliiit,  therefore,  the  hneklen,  which 
«he  preNented  nuTely  hh  an  aeknonleH|Ufnient| 
wouU)  not  \u\\f(  he  of  nerviee  to  him.  He  little 
thought  at  tliin  time  that  her  prediction  was 
dcHtined  to  he  for  the  mont  part  fulfdled,  and 
that  hy  nn^re  hair-hreadth  eHcuipen,  hin  ^tjod 
fortime,  after  a  hipne  of  jearn,  wonhl  hrinff 
him  throii|i(h  unforeseen  difTleultieH  and  dan- 
gem,  home  to  hiH  nativr  <*ountrv,  thou|uch  never 
to  the  Hi|i(lit  of  hiN  mother,  who  died  durinf(  hia 
abiienee,  leaviniuc  hin  father  to  retlect  on  the  nn- 
certain  fate  of  a  Hon,  wtiom  he  could  Hcarcely 
hope  to  Hw  again.

f  indiiif;  the  leak  inoreane,  h\\v  proceeded 
towards  the  ishin<l  of  (ocoh,  to  careen.  On 
Friday,  the  14th  of  iVbruarv,  at  nuuHet,  this 
island  appeared  W.  {  S.  twc*lve  leau'ues,  and 
the  next  chiy  she  came  to  an  anchor  in  ('hat- 
ham  Hay.  The  >vatc*r  cankN  beinf^:  nent  on 
shore  to  fdl,  they  beK:an  to  careen  the  ship. 
On  runnin|E|f  the  f^unn  over  to  ntarboard,  and 
hceliiiK'  the  Hhip  four  Htreakn,  the  hnik  was 
fotuid  to  |>roce<Ml  from  a  (fravinff-piec^c  not  lie- 
iTiK  proptrly  Hcfcun^d  under  the  fore-chains. 
1  he  roppcr  under  the  hirboard  l)ow  was  found 
to  bo  in  a  bad  Mate;  it  wan  acf^ordiuR'ly  strip- 
ped olV,  and  ^'-inch  boani  was  \iHVi\  for  slieath- 
in((.  On  'l'ueH<hiy,  the  18th,  th<*  principal  teaks 
were  couMicUtred  to  be  pnlty  mtII  Ntopped,  the 
ship  nuikinf(  considerably  b  hs  wat<*r,  and  she 
was  thenfore  rii^^hted.  Aft<!r  woodin^'t  \^ater- 
ing*,  and  painting,  she  weighed  anclior  on 
the  'i&th,  and  made  sail  towards  the  whaling 
ground. 
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commencing  with  heavy  rains,  thunder,  and 
lightning.  On  the  Monday  following  the  boat 
returned  again,  with  information  that  the  man 
of  war  brig  had  hauled  into  the  mole.  The 
merchantman  was  still  riding  at  anchor,  seem-* 
ingly  ready  for  sea.  The  boat  was  again  dis- 
patched ;  but  she  rptumed  on  the  Wednesday , 
following,  when  every  thing  was  still  in  the 
same  state.  It  was  now  resolved  to  make  all 
sail,  and  steer  for  St.  Ulan,  with  intention  of 
cutting  out  the  ship  in  the  night.  At  ten  P.  M. 
she  approached  the  ro<!k  Fedro  de  Mar,  to  be 
in  readiness.  At  this  time  there  came  on 
a  heavy  squall,  with  thunder,  lightning,  and 
much  rain.  Towards  midnight  it  became 
calm,  and  the  boats  were  prevented  from  ef- 
fecting their  purpose  :  they  were,  however,  sent 
to  the  rock,  to  )>e  in  readiness  to  pursue  their 
object  the  following  night.  Before  day-break, 
a  small  land  wind  springing  up,  the  Port  au 
Prince  got  off  from  the  land  without  being  dis- 
covered. As  soon  as  day-light  appeared,  the 
boats  perceived,  from  the  rock,  that  the  vessel 
had  attempted  to  come  out,  but  being  becalm- 
ed, had  dropped  anchor  five  or  six  miles  from 
the  batteries.  One  boat  was  immediately  dis- 
patched to  the  Port  au  Prince,  to  inform  her  of 
the  circumstance,  whilst  the  two  remaininif 
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boiitji  proo('t'cl<«d  to  take  poMeimion  of  hw.  At 
noon,  ti  freuli  braese  npring'iiiij;  up,  the  f^ort  mi 
Prinee  iniide  alt  aiiil,  uiul  steered  towards  8t. 
Bin*.  At  thiw  P.  iVI .  the  boatii  took  poaaeMioii 
of  their  e\|>eeted  prize,  whieli  proved  to  be  th^ 
eorbetfi  Santa  Anna,  (^aptain  IVanelftro  IHier- 
tM,  lailen  with  pitch,  tar,  and  eedar  board»| 
bound  to  (iuiaquil.  The  Spaniards  had  cut 
their  eabhs  and  made  an  attempt  to  run  in 
under  the  batterien,  (nit  tlie  boatn  taking*  po«* 
Marion  of  tier  in  time  prevented  that  intention* 
At  day*liflfht  the  foHowinH;  morning  twenty 
priaoneiiA  were  ment  on  nhore  In  the  Ionf;«l^At : 
two  ncffroe*  and  two  Spanitirdn,  who  entered 
for  the  Port  an  Hrim»e,  were  retained.  The 
two  nep'ocH  would  have  been  nent  on  shore' 
also,  hut  they  fell  on  their  knees,  and  bejfgfed 
and  prayed  hard  to  be  kept  on  boaiil :  the  cup- 
tain  of  the  prixe  was,  indeed,  verj'  anxitius  that 
they  should  be  sent  on  shore,  as  they  were  the 
property  t>f  the  owner;  but  <*aptain  l)uek*i< 
humanity  would  liy  no  means  consent  to  this  r 
for  they  claspnl  his  knees,  and  entreated  him 
with  such  earnest  looks  and  words  of  persua<« 
sion,  that,  although  he  had  no  use  ftn*  them,  he 
c«uld  not  but  listen  to  their  request :  they  afterJ 
wards  turne<l  out  to  be  very  honest,  faithftd  fel- 
lows.   From  the  priie  were  taken  two  bulloeks/ 
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«  pig^  two  hundred  weight  of  tireiul,  a  qtmntity* 
of jerk'tieef^  fowlti^  ptiiApkffuii  und  one  hundredi 
mid  ievenU^en  dollars  aiid  three  qiiartern.  Tb^ 
commatid  of  tlie  priM  wa^  givcni  Ur  Mr.  IVIae« 
larefi^  with  twelve  haiidii,  tiefideti  a  Hpatitardt 
to  navigate  her,  with  orderu  to  prweed  to  Port 
Jaek«on,  and  proper  in«truetioni»  how  to  act  on 
hii(  arrival  there. 

On  the  29d  of  «f fine  the  Spaniard  on  tnmrd 
informed  ttie  captain  that  two  vemiel^  were  ex« 
pected  daily  at  Acapulco,  from  Gfiiai|uiK  They 
were  laden  with  coeoa,  and  had  mailed  from  th« 
latter  place  but  a  few  day»  after  the  Hanta  UU 
dora*.  Ttie  question  of  profiriety  in  looking 
after  thcM  veMeli  tiow  occMioned  a  ilii^iite 
between  Captain  Duck  and  Mr.  Brown,  the 
wlialing'Hiarter*  The  captain  wan  of  opinion 
that  tlicM  ve«iek  should  be  looked  after,  al« 
though  contrary  to  their  inntnictionii  r  lVfr« 
Brown,  on  the  other  hand,  contetided  that  the 
whaling  cruize  should  alone  o<;ciipy  tlieir  at« 
tention,  although  the  ground  appeared  «o  bad. 
It  waa,  however,  at  Ifmgtb  determined  that  the 
Port  au  Prince  should  proceed  for  the  island 
of  Ceros,  to  make  up  for  her  ill  success  in  her 
whaling  cruiaee,  by  laying  in  a  cargo  of  elephant 
oil  and  seal  skins,  this  being  part  of  her  instrue-^ 
tioos*    The  two  vessels  laden  with  cocoa  were 
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therefore  not  wiiitecl  for,  although  they  would 
undoiihtiMlIy  have  boon  rich  prixen.  Here  it 
may  with  propriety  be  remarked,  that  had  the 
Port  an  Vritivv.  l)een  fitted  out  ah)ne  m  a  priva- 
teer, Hhe  might  have  made  a  good  voyage ;  or 
had  her  InNtruetiouH  been  in  muli  diHcretionary 
termi^  (hut  tin*  (*aptuin  tuiuhl  have  ac^ted  accord- 
ing to  hiH  own  judgment,  Hhe  might  equally 
have^  made  a  nuoceKiful  cruixe.  Hut  having 
two  objectM  in  view,  the  attention  lieing  divided 
between  them,  and  all  operationii  being  fettered 
by  the  rigidneMof  the  instruction!,  her  •uccesa 
waH  far  leia  than  what  it  otherwise  would  have 
)>een. 

^fo  circumHtance  of  importance  occurred  up 
to  the  3(Hh  of  July,  when  the  inland  of  ( 'eroii  ap» 
peiirfHl  within  night,  bt^aring  IV.  W.  i  N.  twenty 
milcH.  'J1ie  following  day  a  boat  was  sent  on 
•bore  at  one  of  the  San  Henito  tilandn :  ahe 
brought  back  infnrmatioTi  that  the  place  waa 
well  Mtocked  with  aea-elephantH  and  Heals.  In 
«the  mean  time  the  ship  procee<Ied  towards  the 
island  of  ( )eros,  and  on  Friday,  the  1st  of  Au- 
gust, she  came  to  an  anchor  at  the  S.  E.  part  of 
Ihat  island. 

*  On  Sunday  the  carpenter  was  employed  in 
examining  the  stat^;  of  the  vessel,  and  after  rip- 
ping oflf  the  copper  from  the  bowis  and  taking

On  ThurtMUy,  tlie  7fth  of  August,  tbeO^Caeiir 
an  American  (diip,  from  Boston,  cskme  to  mi 
«nehor  at  ihiw  island.  This  vessel  brought 
ioformalion  thai  a  l^panish  stoop  of  war  was  at 
aaehor  in  an  iniet^  about  three  days  sail  to  the 
northward,  on  the  eoast  ol  Califomia.  She 
had  been  sent  by  the  yieeroy  of  Peru  to  re^ 
'£^iwe  the  tributes  from  the  different  i^oveniors 
^9U  that  eoast ;  but  on  her  retom,  bein^^  wery 
leaky,  and  her  crew  in  a  bad  stale  of  health, 
ahe  WMM  obliged  to  put  into  that  plai^  to  k^ 
fresh,  till  aasistaoee  could  be  proc^jred  from 
Aeapuleo.  These  tributes  were  partly  in  mo^ 
ttey  and  partly  hi  raluable  furs ;  and  a  rery 
Heh  prf»,  no  doubt,  she  would  have  proved, 
and  very  easily  taken,  had  not  imtoward  ^etd$ 
mrd»ed  matters  otherwise,  l^he  people,  of 
course,  were  eager  to  possess  themselves  of  so 
esceelbmt  a  prize ;  and  Captain  Duek,  amcioua 
to  study  the  real  interest  at  the  owners,  aU

«lieir  imtructiont,  promited  the  crew  to  go  in 
ironuit  of  their  so  much  wished  for  object,  urn 
soon  as  he  felt  himself  a  little  better*  He  did 
Jiot  live,  howevei^  to  ^^xecute  his  intentions; 
for  he  died  on  Monday,  the  11th  of  August,  at 
half  past  seven  in  the  afternoon;  The  oom^ 
mand  of  the  veHSf^l  now  devolved  on  Mr« 
Brown,  whaliug-mastei^  who  very  much  dis- 
4ippointed  the  expectations  of  the  men,  by  re« 
ftising  to  look  after  the  sloop  of  war ;  urging 
4MI  his  reason,  that  the  ship  was  in  a  very  leaky 
state,  and  withal  deficient  in  shot.  He  more- 
over stated  his  intention  of  proceeding  to  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  to  put  the  ship  in  such  a 
Mate  as  to  enable  her  to  proceed  to  Port  Jack- 
.son,  for  a  thorough  repair. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  the  13th  of  An* 
Ifiist,  C*aptain  Duck  was  buried  on  shore :  the 
captain  and  crew  of  the  0*Caen  attended  the 
ceremony.  A  cedar  board  was  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  grave,  in  place  of  a  tomb-stone,  on 
which  the  name,  age,  and  pfofession  of  the 
deceased  was  carved  out:  he  was,  indeed,  a 
very  worthy  man,  bore  a  most  excellent  cha- 
racter, and  was  much  lamented  by  the  crew, 
many  of  whom  shed  tears  of  unfeigned  sorrow 
on  Uie  occasion.  In  the  aftenioon  of  this  day 
the  conduct  of  Mr.  Brown  was  considered  very

unwarrantable,  as  lie  obliged  them,  notwith'-^ 
standing  all  remonstrances,  to  try  out  oij,  thoughr 
several  of  them  refused  ;  swearing  they  woul4 
pot  work,  unnecessarily,  on  a  day  rendered  sa- 
cred by  the  burial  of  their  captain.  All  this 
served  to  increase  the  general  discontent  on 
boards  ' 

On  Saturday,  the  23d  of  August,  the  Port  au 
Prince  weighed  anchor,  having  laid  in  a  con*, 
siderable  quantity  of  oil,  and  stood  out  of  th0 
bay.  The  O'Caen  still  lay  at  anchor.  Oii. 
Monday,  the  25th,  she  came  to  an  anchor  at  the 
Benito  Islands,  where  she  remained  till  Mour 
day,  the  15th  of  September,  having  salted  and 
\eiid  in  8338  seal  skins.  During  this  time  she 
received  from  the  captain  of  the  O'Caen  a  pre-, 
sent  of  two  deer ;  he  having  discovered  a  con- 
siderable number  in  the  interior  of  the  island. 

On  Monday,  the  15th  of  September,  the  Port 
au  Prince  weighed  anchor.  The  following  day 
the  ship  was  found  to  make  more  water  than 
usual,  from  it  leak  in  her  larboard  bow.  On 
Wednesday  the  island  of  Guadaloupe  appeared 
within  sight,  in  lat.  28. 48.  N.  long.  118.30.  W, 
bearing  N.  N.  E.  four  or  five  leagues.  The  leak 
was  now  found  to  have  increased  two  inches 
per  hour  more  than  its  usual  quantity.  The 
next  A9y%  Jboa^  was  sent  tp.  sound  under  die 
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lee  of  the  island  for  an  anchorage ;  she  retumedi 
however,  witli  a  very  indifferent  account  of  it^ 
and  reported  to  liavc  found  neither  seaU  nor 
sea  elephants. 

On  Friday  the  lOtli  of  Septemlier  the  ship 
stood  out  to  sea,  takinif  a  fi^sh  departure  firom 
tliis  place,  for  the  island  of  Owliycc.  The  leak 
was  now  found  to  have  increased  so  as  to  be  at 
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the  rate  of  seventeen  feet  in  twenty-four  hours^ 
On  Saturday  the  27th  it  was  found  to  be  consi- 
derably decreaseil ;  although  it  had  been  blow^ 
ing  fresh  for  three  days. 

On  Sunday  the 28th  of  Septenibi  r,  at6  A.  M. 
Owhyee  appeared  within  Higlit  bearing  W .  by  N, 
20  leagueH:  the  nhip  whm  now  hauling  up  for  the 
north  end  of  the  island.  During  the  night  she 
kept  a  shons  course :  several  lightn  were  per- 
ceive<l  in  different  parts  of  the  island.  J'he 
next  day  at  noon  several  of  the  natives  came 
on  board,  and  shewed  tokens  of  great  iricnd- 
ship.  At  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  ship 
anchored  in  Toeigh  bay,  and  traded  with  the 
natives.  On  Thursday  the  ninth  of  October 
ilie  weiglie<l  anchor,  and  made  sail  fmm 
Owhyee,  for  M'oahoo ;  and  on  Fricky  at  noon 
came  to  an  anchor  in  Anahooroobay.  Whilst 
waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  enter  the  close 
hwbour»  the  inhabitants  came  on  board  and

ceding  evening:  the  noise  occasioned  bj 
clearing  them  away,  as  the  uproar  above  be- 
gan to  cease,  would  undoubtedly  have  attracted 
the  notice  of  the  Indians ;  he  therefore  returned 
to  the  magazine,  where  he  found  the  cooper  in* 
great  distress  from  the  apprehension  of  his  im- 
pending fate.  Mr.  Mariner  next  proposed  that' 
tiiey  should  go  at  once  upon  deck,  and  be  killed 
quickly,  while  their  enemies  were  still  hot  with 
daughter,  rather  than  by  greater  delay  subject, 
themselves  to  the  cruelties  of  cooler  barbarity. 
After  some  hesitation,  the  cooper  consented  to 
follow  if  Mr.  Mariner  would  lead  the  way. 
Mr.  Mariner  thereupon  went  up  into  the  gun- 
room, and  lifting  up  the  hatch  a  little,  saw: 
Tool  Tool  and  Vaca-ta-Bola  examining  Cap^ 
tain  Duck's  sword  and  other  arms  that  were  in 
his  bed-place.  Their  backs  being  turned,  he- 
lifted  off  the  hatch  entirely,  and  jumped  up 
into  the  cabin:  Tool  Tool  instantly  turning- 

▼etitive  of  f ttoh  consplradei  for  the  tatutt,  when  those  on 
•hore  would  wHneM  the  fudden  snd  ftwful  fate  00  tmcs- 
pactedly  tCCendiiig  the  perpetmton.

roimd,  Mr*  Mariner  pnmented  hi«  bancb  op^, 
to  signify  that  he.  wan  utiamied  and  at  their 
■lercy:  be  then  uttered  aroghahl  (a  word 
of  fnendly  nalutation  aroonti^  ^^  Sandwich 
ialanderi)  and  aaked  him  partly  in  Enf(ltah, 
•od  partly  in  hin  own  hinipruage,  if  he  meant 
to  kill  him,  w  be  wan  quite  ready  to  die: 
Tooi  Tooi  replied  in  broken  Englinh,  that  he 
•hould  not  be  hurt,  an  the  chieft  were  already 
in  poiweMiion  of  the  iihip.  He  then  a^ked  him 
bow  many  personn  there  were  below,  to  whieh 
Mr.  Mariner  answered,  that  there  wan  only 
one :  he  then  called  up  the  cooper,  who  had 
not  followed  him  the  whole  way.  I'ooi  Toot 
led  them  upon  Aevk  towarda  one  of  the  chiefli 
who  Imd  the  direction  of  the  conftpiracy.  The 
(brat  object  that  atruck  Mr.  Mariner'^  aiflfht,  on 
coming  upon  deck,  wait  enough  to  thrill  the 
ilouteitt  heart :  there  »Ht  upon  the  companion 
a  abort  sc|uab  naked  fiff  ure,  of  about  fifty  yean» 
of  agfe,  with  a  aeaman^ii  jacket,  Aoaked  with 
Mood,  thrown  over  one  nboulder,  on  the  other 
retted  bin  ir<m«wood  elub,  upattered  with  blood 
•ad  braiuM,-^and  what  iuc^reaaed  the  ffi((htfuU 
neif  of  bin  appearance  wan  a  couHtant  blinking 
with  one  of  bin  eyen,  and  a  horrible  couvulnive 
motion  with  one  aide  of  bit  moutli.  On  an* 
Toi..  1.  a 
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other  part  of  the  deck  there  lay  twenty-two 
bodies  perfectly  naked,  and  arranged  t»ide  by 
uide  in  even  order.  They  were  i*o  dreadfiilly 
bruised  and  battered  about  the  head,  that  only 
two  or  thr6e  of  them  could  be  recognized.  At 
this  time  a  man  had  just  countcKj  them,  and 
was  reporting  the  number  to  the  chief,  who 
sat  in  the  hammock -nettings ;  immediately 
after  which  they  began  to  throw  them  over- 
board. Mr.  Mariner  and  the  cooper  were 
now  brought  into  the  presence  of  the  chief, 
who  looked  at  them  awhile  and  smiled,  pro- 
bably on  account  of  their  dirty  appearance. 
Mr.  Mariner  was  then  given  in  charge  to  a 
petty  chief  to  be  taken  on  shore,  but  the 
.cooper  was  detained  on  board. 

In  his  way  to  the  shore  the  chief  took  his 
shirt  from  his  back.  The  circumstance  of  his 
having  just  escaped  death  was  by  no  means  M 
consolation  to  him :  reserved  for  he  knew  not 
.what  hardships,  he  felt  his  mind  hardened  by 
a  sort  of  careless  indifference  as  to  what  might 
happen ;  if  he  had  any  consoling  hope  at  all^ 
it  was  that  he  might  be  going  on  shore  to  be 
killed  by  the  hand  of  some  chief  not  sated 
with  that  day's  slaughter.  His  companions, 
for  ought  he  knew,  were  all  killed ;  at  least, 
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lie  wa«  tnomlly  rertaiii  tlint  liitnHelf  md  th« 
<Hx>per^  wen^  the  (inly  (mtmoiim  liviiipf  of  %\\ 
ivho  WMT  on  boiinl  at  the  time  thin  tnoftt 
bhHMly  niniuiaore  wan  peqirtrateil :  and  at  to 
tho»e,  wliOy  IVoui  bad  or  tnjiidioious  ntotiveni 
had  led  th<'  ahip  the  (hiy  liefore,  they  were 
probably,  by  thii«  time  at  leant,  aeimred^and 
waiting,  like  himnelf,  Mitli  anxioua  denire  to 
know  whether  iipee«ly  deatli  or  defrrndinfr  ster-* 
vitude  wan  to  be  their  portion. 

In  a  little  while  he  wan  landed,  and  leil  to 
the  moHt  northern  pfirt  of  the  inland,  ealled 
CVoolo,  where  he  aaw,  without  beinj;  mneh 
affec^ted  at  the  H\f(\\U  the  euune  of  all  that  day's 
diaaaterH,  Mr.  Hrowoi  the  whaling  maater^ 
lyitiK  dead  upon  the  beaeh:  the  body  was 
nakt'dy  and  mueh  bruined  about  the  head  and 
cheat.  Hiey  asked  Mr.  Mariner,  by  woi*ds 
and  aigns,  if  they  had  done  rifrht  in  killinfr 
him ; — m  he  returnc*d  them  no  answer,  one  of 
them  lifted  up  his  club  to  knock  out  hii 
brains,  but  was  prevented  by  a  superior  chiefi 
who  ordonnl  Uiem  to  take  their  prisoner  on

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board  a  large  sailing  cnnoe.  Whilst  here,  he 
observed  upon  the  beach  an  old  man,  whose 
countenance  did  not  speak  much  in  hia  fo- 
Tour,  parading  up  and  down  with  a  large  ctob 
in  his  band.  At  this  time  a  boy,  who  had 
just  come  into  the  canoe,  pointed  to  a  fire  at 
a  little  didtance,  and  addrcsNing  himself  to 
Mr.  Mariner,  pronounced  the  word  mdte* 
(meaning  to  kill),  and  made  such  signs  that 
could  give  him  to  understand  nothing  less 
than,  that  he  was  to  be  killed  and  roasted: 
this  idea  roused  him  from  his  state  of  mental 
torpor,  and  gave  him  some  alarm,  which  was 
not  lessened  by  the  sight  of  tlie  old  man  just 
mentioned,  who  appeared  in  no  other  light 
than  that  of  an  executioner  waiting  for  fais 
victim.  About  half  an  hour  afterwards  a 
number  of  people  came  to  t^e  canoe,  landed 
him,  and  led  him  towards  the  fire,  near  which 
he  saw,  lyiiig  dead,  James  Kelly,  WiUiam  Ba- 
ker, and  James  Hoay,  three  of  those  who  had 
first  mutinied.  Some  hogs  were  now  brought 
to  be  cooked ;  and  Mr.  Mariner  was  pret^ 
well  undeceived  respecting  what  he  had  un- 
derstood from  the  gestures  of  the  boy  in  the

Ffttm  thin  plapfl  he  wan  led  towimlH  the 
ialand  of  Fua.  On  the  way  they  Htupped  ut  a 
liut,  where  tliey  Mtripitetl  him  of  hU  trowiteni, 
notwithatandinH:  \m  eameiit  NulidtutiuiiM  to 
retain  than;  fur  he  already  felt  tlie  eflect  of 
Uw  autt  upon  his  huek,  and  dremled  it  total 
expoaure  to  it«  heat.  He  \va»  now  led  ahout 
bare-footed,  and  without  any  tiling  tu  cover 
biffl,  the  heat  hliNtering  Ihm  Mkiii  in  a  juoHt 
ibooking  manner.  Kvei-y  uuw  and  then  iiome 
OT'Other  of  the  iiativeit  ouiiit;  tip  tu  liini  IVuiii 
motivea  of  euriotily,  felt  hit  Hkiii  to  loiiipiire 
it  with  their  own,  or  likitm^d  it  rutlii-r  (an  he 
aAerwardH  tinilemtoul)  to  the  itkiii  of  a  Meraped 
bog,  trom  itH  whiteneiw  :  I'rum  inallri;  nr  waii- 
lonnew  they  Mpat  upon  him,  jiuithed  him  ul)out, 
Mul  threw  aticka  and  tiunm-iiut  ithellN  at  him, 
W  thit  bii  head  wan  rut  iu  aeverul  ptureH. 
After  having  tima  tantali^i-d  liiin,  and  led  him 
I  ftbmt  fnr  n  eonniderahh^  length  of  time,  tw  faiit 
i  the  HureiM-KH  ul'  Iuh  finU  would  permit  him  to 
^alk|  a  woniiin  hii[)peniiig  to  piiait  near  at 
■nd,  fVom  motivcb  of  compawion  khv*:  him 
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an  apron  maile  of  the  leavett  of  tlie  vMne'trettf 
witli  wbirli  lie  watt  periiiitteil  to  cover  liimnelf. 
Coming  at  lenf^li  to  a  tiut,  tliey  ('.ntcrttti  and 
tat  down  to  drink  cava*,  putting'  him  in  a 
corner,  and  den'iritnf  liiiii  Uy  Ni^D«  to  ait  down, 
it  ticing  conttidered  very  diifreitpertfiil  t/i  atand 
up  before  a  anpcrior;  the  prinriple  of  (vhich 
point  of  etiquette  will  he  explained  in  anottier 
plB«:e.  Wlii)«t  hitt  [»erM.'<-,utor)i  were  thnii  re- 
galing thenmelvcH,  a  man  entered  the  hot  in 
great  haste  i  and  having  wtid  twrniething  Up  the 
company,  took  iVIr.  Mariner  away  with  him, 
Aa  they  were  going  along  they  met  one  of  the 
Kandwieh  iMiandffni,  whom  the  Fort  an  Prince 
had  brought  from  Anahtmro  Bay,  who  gave 
Mr.  Mariner  to  undenttand  that  l-'inow,  the 
king  of  the  itttandH,  ha/l  tient  for  him.  When 
he  arrived  in  the  kingV  pr«w^nre,  the  king 
lieckoned  to  him,  and  nia^le  ttigiiH  that  he 
Khould  Hit  near  him.  Ah  he  eiitixed  the  place, 
the  king'H  women,  who  Hat  at  the  other  end  of 
the  room,  at  the  xight  of  him  in  the  deplorable 
condition  in  which  he  wan,  with  one  voice  ut- 
tered a  cry  of  pity,  heating  their  hrcaatit,  and 
exclaiming,  O  ymo!   cluoilofa!     \\m\    poor

wan  very  dirty,  and  mmdi  wounded,  he  dciiired 
one  of  hilt  wummi  attrndaiilii  to  Uike  him  Ut  a 
p<md  within  the  fciicinfj:  of  tlir  houw,  where 
he  miKht  wmih  hiniHcir,  ll<-rc  hi'  miule  hini- 
M-lf  iM  rlf»n  a*  mere  watirr  could  uiakit  lilui; 
hut  finding  (lie  dirt  ilid  not  come  rciulily  ofT 
hiH  ffi'i,  nlie  hroufflit  iM)me  mnd,  and  licgnn  to 
ficru)>  llieni  with  it:  whi'ti  hi;  complaimtl  that 
thin  hurl  him,  vhe  wiid  wmielhinKi  which,  at 
that  time,  Iw.  did  not  clearly  iindenitand,  im- 
plyiuff,  that  Mucli  wan  llie  TouKn  minU--  of 
washinK'  HeiuK  now  pretty  well  waithed,  he 
ajpuii  came  in  prem-nci;  of  the  kintf*  and  wuv 
vent  tu  the  otlnrr  end  of  the  hoiiiw,  where  he 
waa  oiImI  all  over  with  iuiiidHl-w<i«M)  uri,  wliicli 
felt  very  af^reeable,  alleviating  the  amart  of  hit 
i  and  ipvatly  refreshing  him.    lie  now

Two  men,  who  hiul  iitru)(gled  out  of  thii 

body  of  wiiter  itnd  oil,  iitrong:ly  exprenurd  their 

amaasement  (nn  they  atWrwAnliOipliiined  them* 

•elvcfii  to  IVIr.  Mnriner,  when  lie  umlemtood 

their  ltin|(uaKe)  at  the  diHlculty  they  experi* 

diced  in  rining'  throU|(h  the  oil :  they  could 

swim  in  t\m  water  below  easily  enoufrh,  but  at 

soon  iiM  they  enicrH:e<t  from  the  water  into  the 

litratuni  of  oil  above,  the  Ivfm  MpeciHc  gravity  of 

tlie  latti*r  rendeitnl  their  amcent  difficult.   They 

comprahendcMi  the  reaiMui,  however,  very  well, 

119  mioii  a«  he  liad  learned  the  language  mtfll- 

elently  to  (^\plain  it  to  them.   Three  other  men 

Were  at  the  wiiiie  time  severely  wounded,  by 

some  butts  bursting  out  on  them  while  they 

ivrrc  in  the  act  of  knocking  oil*  the  hoops. 

Finow,  observing  one  of  the  native!  btislly 
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employed  in  cuttjog  out  the  iroh  fid  from  IIiq 
main  top-gal  lant-mast,  aod  as  he  wom  a  low 
fellow,  whom  he  did  not  choose  should  take  such 
a  liberty,  be  was  resolved  to  put  a  stop  to  hit 
work  ;  so  speaking  to  a  Sandwich  islander,  who 
was  amusing  himself  on  deck  hy  firing  off  his 
musket*,  he  bade  him  try  to  bring  that  man 
down  from  aloft :  without  the  least  hesitation 
he  levelled  his  piece,  and  instantly  brought  him 
down  dead  :  the  shot  entered  his  iKKly,  and  the 
fall  broke  both  thighs  and  fractured  his  skull ; 
upon  which  Finow  laughed  heartily,  and  seemed 
mightily  pleased  at  the  facility  with  which  it  was 
done.  When  Mr,  Mariner  understood  the  lan- 
guage, he  asked  ^e  king  how  be  could  be  so 
seemingly  cniel  as  to  kill  the  poor  man  for  so 
trifling  a  fault :  his  majesty  replied  that  he  wa« 
only  a  low,  vulgar  fellow  (a  cook) ;  «od  that  his 
life  or  death  was  nf  no  consequence  at  all  to 
society  f. 

On  Tuesday,  the  9th  of  December,  it  being 
if>ring-tides,  the  ship  floated,  and  was  warped

in  to  low  water  mftrk.  In  the  i*vi»ninpf  thi-y  set 
fire  to  her,  in  order  to  ^'et  more  eaitily  nfter- 
wardi  at  the  iron  work.  All  the  M'reat  M'un»  on 
board  were  loaded,  and  a«  they  he^'an  to  b# 
heated  by  the  g'eneral  eon  flag-ration  they  went 
off,  one  after  another,  prodnrinjtr  a  terrible  panio 
among*  all  the  native?*.  Mr.  Mariner  wa«,  at 
thin  time,  afiileep  at  a  hotme  near  the  Mhoret 
beinff  NOon,  however,  awakened  by  the  noiM 
of  the  n\mn^,  he  saw  several  of  the  nativeK  mii- 
ning  into  the  houne,  in  a  great  frig'ht ;  they,  no 
doubt,  thought  every  thing  wai  going  to  wreck 
and  rnin :  i«ieeing  their  diMtreNn,  he  gave  them 
to  understand,  by  i«ignii,  that  nothing  was  to  be 
feared,  and  that  they  might  go  to  uleep  in  safcity* 
After  the  f(um  had  eeaned  tiring  he  went  down 
to  the  beaeh,  attd  found  the  Mhip  burnt  to  thi 
water's  edge.  He  walked  to  the  hou«e  again, 
flUed  with  melancholy  reflectionii,  and  retiring 
to  his  mat,  sleep  at  length  brougJit  a  temporary 
relief  to  his  afflietions. 

The  next  day,  as  soon  as  it  was  day*light, 
the  natives  floeked  to  the  beaeh,  and  by  the 
direction  and  assistance  of  Mr.  Mariner  and 
some  of  the  ctcw,  got  Ave  of  the  carronadei 
on  shore,  by  tying  a  rope  roiuid  them,  and 
dragging  them  with  the  main  strength  of  two 
or  three  hundred  men.    A  few  days  afterwafdi^ 
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three  more  rBiTaiiiuIe»  were  brought  on  shore 
in  like  manner,  atid  aim  four  long  fpitiv,  hitt 
which,  on  accjmnt  of  tlieir  weight,  were  never 
afterwards  made  u»e  of. 

About  a  week  now  elapwed,  without  any  ma- 
tertal  rintumDtauee  oixurring;  during  which 
time  Mr.  Mariner  kept,  for  the  most  part, 
within  doors,  by  the  wlvice  of  Finow,  lest  he 
should  be  itgured  by  the  wantonness  or  malice 
of  the  lower  orders,  who  took  ereiy  opportu- 
nity of  insulting  him.  On  the  16tli  of  Oeeem- 
ber,  Firiow,  having  a  mind  to  go  to  the  island  of 
Wbiha,  for  the  sake  of  the  recreation  of  shoot' 
ing  rats,  invited  Mr.  Mariner  to  accompany 
him.  The  inhabitants  of  this  island  made 
great  rejoicings  on  account  of  Finow's  arrival, 
lie  remained  there  three  or  four  days,  spending 
the  time  principally  in  shooting  rats*  and  birds. 

One  morning  during  Finow's  stay  at  this 
island,  some  of  the  natives  brought  tif  Mr. 
Mariner  his  watch,  which  they  had  procured 
from  ont  of  his  chest,  and  with  looks  of  cu- 
riosity inquired  what  it  was.  He  took  it  from 
them,  wound  it  up,  put  it  to  the  ear  of  mie  of 
them,  and  returned  ft ;  every  hand  was  now 

*  itsto  «rs  fnqumdy  wml  m  m  srtitdt  of  ikt  by  lbs 
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outstretched  with  eagerness  to  take  hold  of  it  $ 
it  was  applied  in  turns  to  their  earn ;  they  were 
astonished  at  the  noise  it  made ;  they  listened 
again  to  it ;  turned  it  on  every  side,  and  ex- 
claimefl  '' mo-ooi''  (it  is  alive!):  they  then 
pinched  and  hit  it,  as  if  expecting  it  would 
squeak  out ;  they  looked  at  each  other  with 
wonder,  laughed  aloud,  snapped  their  Angers, 
and  made  a  sort  of  clucking  noise  with  the 
tongue  (expressing  amazement).  One  brought 
a  sharp  stone,  for  Mr.  Mariner  to  force  it  open 
with ;  he  opened  it  in  the  proper  way,  and 
shewed  them  the  works ;  several  endeavoured 
to  setxe  hold  of  it  at  once,  and  he  who  got  it  ran 
away  with  it,  and  all  the  rest  after  him.     In 

« 

about  an  hour  they  returned  with  the  watch 
(onipletiAy  broken  to  pieces.  One  had  the 
ciise,  another  the  broken  dial,  and  the  wheels 
and  works  were  distributed  among  them.  They 
then  gave  him  the  fragments,  and  made  signs 
to  htm  to  put  it  together,  and  make  it  do  m  it 
did  before :  upon  which  he  gave  them  to  un- 
derstand that  they  had  killed  it,  and  that  it  was 
impossible  to  bring  it  to  life  again.  The  man 
'Who  ccuinidored  it  his  property  exclaimed  moiv* 
mow  (Kpoiied  I),  and  made  a  hissing  noise,  ex- 
pressive of  disappointment :  he  accused  the  rent 
of  using  violence,  and  they  in  return  accused 
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him  and  one  another.  Whilst  they  were  thus 
in  high  dispute  there  came  another  native,  who 
had  Keen  and  learned  the  use  of  a  w.itvh  on 
board  a  Trench  ship ;  when  he  understood  the 
cause  of  their  dispute,  he  called  them  all  cow 
vaie  (a  pack  of  fools],  and  explained,  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner,  the  use  of  the  watch  :  making 
a  circle  in  the  sand,  with  sundry  marks  about 
its  circumference,  and  turning  a  stick  about  the 
centre  of  the  circle,  to  represent  an  index,  he 
informed  them  that  the  use  of  the  watch  was 
to  tell  where  the  sun  was;  that  when  the  sun 
was  in  the  east  the  watch  would  point  to  such  a 
marii,  and  when  the  sun  was  highest  it  would 
point  here,  and  when  in  the  west  it  would  point 
there ;  and  this,  he  said,  the  watch  would  do, 
although  it  was  in  a  house,  and  could  not  see 
the  sun ;  and  in  the  night-time,  he  added,  it 
would  tell  what  portion  of  a  day's  length  it 
would  be  before  the  sun  would  rise  again.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  convey  an  adequate  idea 
of  their  astonishment;  one  said  it  wan  an  ani- 
mal, another  said  it  was  a  plant:  anil  when 
this  man  told  them  it  \\n»  niauui'tu-tured. 
all  exclaimed ii'onno0a  boto/  what  an  ingeniota 
country !  All  this  Mr.  M  uioer  coUecUHl  p 
by  their  gesture!,  $» 
when  he  luidento' 
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Tpmed  with  this  man,  who  always  prided  biiii^' 
itlf  upon  ht»  knowledge  of  the  iim  of  a  watchi 
calling  himnelf  Papalanp  (an  finropean). 

About  the  l3(Hh  of  December,  Mr.  Marinor 
returned  to  Lefooga  along  with  Finow.  Hin 
life  was  still  not  only  uncomfortable,  but  often 
exposed  to  many  dangers,  or,  ot  best,  he  suflerad 
many  insults  from  the  wantonness  and  maknro- 
lence  of  the  lower  orders.  Tool  Tool  waa  by 
no  means  his  friend,  but,  on  the  contrary,  en^* 
deavoured  to  persuade  Finow  to  kill  both  him 
and  the  other  KnglisiimHn  ;  lest  a  ship  should 
arrive,  and  learning  from  them  the  fute  of  the 
Port  nu  Frinre,  take  an  ample  revenge  for  the 
injury  done  their  countrymen  :  but  Finow,  for*- 
tunntcly,  wa!4  not  of  this  opinion  ;  he  conceived 
thut  white  people  were  of  too  generous  and  for- 
giving u  tmnpcr  to  take  revenge,  and  therefore 
d(*i*lined  doing  them  any  farther  misi^hief.  He 
had  probably  acquired  this  fiivourable  idea  of 
us,  from  observing  that  Europeans  were  not 
accustomed  to  knm^k  out  the  brains  of  those 
under  their  command  for  every  trifling  offence ! 

As  Mr.  Mariner  had  in  his  possession  a  few 
printed  bookn  and  some  writing  pap<*r,  he  was 
often  fo»ind  by  Finow  either  writing  or  read- 
ing: one  day  the  latter  desired  him  to  give  up 
all  his  books  and  papers  ;  which,  when  ha  had 

voL«  I.  r 
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done,  he  had  the  mortification  to  find  that  tlie^' 
were  ordered  to  he  burnt.  Ou  requiring  an 
explanation  of  this  extraordinary  conduct,  op 
the  part  of  a  man  who  appeared  on  other  occa- 
sions to  be  »o  much  his  friendj  he  wag  informed, 
tfarougii  the  medium  of  Tooi  Tooi,  that  the 
king  could  not,  on  any  account,  allow  him  to 
practise  witchcraft  to  the  injury  of  the  Tonga 
people ;  and  that  it  was  well  known  to  the  king 
and  many  others,  that  those  books  and  papers 
were  instrumenis  and  means  of  invocation,  to 
bring  down  some  evil  or  plague  upon  the  coun- 
try. Mr.  Mariner  could  not  very  well  compre- 
hend Tooi  Tool's  interpretation ;  but  wheu  he 
afterwards  understood  the  language,  the  king 
explained  to  him  bis  opinion  of  books  and  pa- 
pers, and  gave  bis  reasons  for  that  opinion,  ii* 
the  following  account.

'*  he  had  vHCfiptrd."  (Il«  bad  aetindly  eiirapeil 
Arom  Botany  Hay.)  '*  'I'he  people  thi'ii  Ite^rau 
"  to  treat  IVlorH:an  with  every  Kpeiiei*  of  iriNult, 
"  •©  that  liiN  life  wuM  very  Huc^omforlable,  antl 
"  often  in  ^rr-at  dunffet-.  Morgan  in  IiIn  turn 
.  *'  told  the  elij.  Is  ivho  l/iri/  Merr  ;  viz.  that  they 
!  ini>u  HeuL  out  by  the  king  of  Dnglanrj, 
Al'brJuK  >i  itenlilence  upon  the  people  of 
Ujl[U,  jiikI  tliiii  iliey  iireonJitigly  Hhut  tbcni- 
ii|i  ill  (liJH  lioiiHC,  bi  pt'rforin  wileh- 
L  make  iiHHtitiitiouM,  whieh  wai  the 
V.  iliattlienrug(nl:"(ther<! 
iidivtiu'*':  <>t  the  lime,  whieh 
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was  very  fatal  among  the  chiefs,  two  or  three 
dying  every  day)  '^  and  that  all  their  books 
"  were  books  of  witchcraft.  The  chiefs  began 
^^  to  take  Morgan's  statement  into  serious  con- 
^'  sideration  ;  there  certainly  was  a  great  mor- 
^^  tality  among  them  :  the  white  men  often  as- 
*'  sembled,  and  sang  very  loud  ;  besides  which, 
^'  they  would  not  let  the  Tonga  people  be  pre- 
♦*  sent;  and  to  prevent  them  even  from  peeping 
^'  through  the  crevices  of  the  reed  fencing 
**  of  the  house,  they  stopt  them  up  with  all 
^'  kinds  of  filth,  knowing  that  the  cleanliness  of 
"  the  Tonga  people  would  not  then  allow  them 
**  even  to  approach.  And  the  chiefs  said  to 
**  themselves,  if  these  people  are  doing  no 
**  harm,  why  do  not  they  allow  us  to  be  pre- 
"  sent  ?  we  do  not  conceal  our  ceremonies 
*^  from  them,  why  do  not  they  expose  theirs  to 
^'  us  >  In  the  mean  while  Morgan  said  to  the 
*'  chiefs,  '  You  see  the  effect  of  their  incanta- 
'*  '  tions;  several  of  you  are  dying  every  day ; 
*'  '  by  and  by  you  will  be  all  cut  off,  and  the 
^'  '  king  of  England  will  take  possession  of 
♦'  '  your  islands  ;  for  although  you  have  the  re- 
"  '  medy  in  your  power,  you  will  not  make 
*'  '  use  of  it/ — The  chiefs  took  the  alarm  in 
^^  time;  they  rushed  upon  the  white  men,  and 
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''  killed  nil  hilt  three,  wlio  wt^e  iit  tluit  timt; 
•'  \iui\vr  tin?  protection  of  Veachi ;''  a  gi^eat  chief, 
hereafter  to  he  itotirecl. 

Such  waN  the  caufie  of  the  fate  of  the  miiKiioii- 
arien,  m  related  hy  the  kinif  to  Mr.  Mariner^ 
who  often  afterwardn  heard  the  name  relation 
from  other  chiefn.  lie  enqnired  what  hecame 
of  the  three  that  \ver<»  under  the  protection  of 
Vearhi,  unci  learnt  that  they  wttre  killed  during 
a  civil  war :  they  might  indeed  have  made*  their 
eiirape,  along  with  Home  natives  who  invited 
them  into  a  canoe,  which  waw  going  to  another 
iNland,  hut  they  chone  to  remain ;  urging  for 
their  reason  that  they  had  not  quarrelled  with 
any  of  the  1Vmga  people,  and  that  rotiNequently 
they  Hhould  not  he  hurt ;  the  otherN  informed 
th(*m,  however,  that  it  wan  the  Tonga  custom 
not  only  to  kill  an  enemy,  but  alio  all  hiM  friends 
and  relatiouN,  if  possible :  the  three  mission* 
aries  then  replied  that  as  they  had  done  no 
harm,  and  nusmt  no  harm,  their  (i(k1  would 
.  protect  them :  at  this  moment,  a  party  of  na« 
lives,  who  were  lying  in  wait  in  a  neighbouring 
thicket,  rushed  out  and  killed  them  with  their 
spears.  Thc^  nativt^s  in  the  canoe  pushed  off 
from  the  shore,  and  made  their  escape.— How 
necessary  it  is  to  know  the  customs  of  the  coun^ 
try  I  how  baneful  it  is  to  be  presumptuous  I  Our

bcftt  intentionN  may  b«  ruined  by  the  i^norunre 
of  the  one,  anfl  influence  of  the  other. 

But  to  return  from  thin  dimension  ;  Mr.  Ma- 
riner, and  hin  rompaniontt,  ignorant  of  the  lan- 
guage of  the  country,  and  of  the  customs  of  the 
p(;ople,  were  often  much  distressed  for  want  of 
food :  sometimes  food  was  brought  to  them,  hut 
often  not;  sometimes  they  were  invited  by  the 
tiativfts  to  walk  into  th(>ir  hniiHcs  and  eat  with 
them ;  but  frerjiiently  they  secmwl  to  be  quite 
neglected,  and  were  reduced  to  the  necessity  »f 
procuring  what  they  wanU»d  by  stealth.  At 
length,  through  Tool  Tooi's  interpretation,  Mr. 
Mariner  made  known  their  wants  to  the  king, 
upon  which  the  latter  seemed  greatly  surprised 
ttl  their  tipparcnt  stupidity  ;  and  enquired  how 
food  was  obtained  in  Kngland:  and  when  he 
heard  that  cvpry  man  procured  the  necessary 
Hupplies  for  liimftelf  and  family  by  pvnrliase, 
Dud  that  his  friendf>,  for  the  most  part,  only  par* 
took  by  invitation,  and  that  strangers  were 
»ir«rrfly  ever  invited,  unleiit*  with  a  view  of 
foruilitg  an  ni-qiifltntnnce :  Ik-  I'UikIu'iI  at  what  i 
he  called  (he  ilbD>^'  "  md  lelliitineBa  nf  the  i 
white  people;  ai  dr.  >**^#r  that  thej

Aft  we  are  now  about  to  enter  upon  a  new 
ficKUG  of  thingM,  in  whieli  the  politieal  intereNtM 
of  theiie  ihlandit  are  particularly  eom.erned,  it 
becomen  ueeenMary  to  ailurd  a  genc^'al  view  of 
their  history,  from  the  time  of  Captain  Cook; 
and  partirularly  for  the  twelve  or  tifU^en  yearn 
previouft  to  Mr.  Mariner'^  arrival  there,  with  a 
view  to  understand  perfectly  the  state  of  thiufci 
aw  he  found  it, 

At  the  time  when  Captain  Cook  wan  at  these 
jslandH,  the  habits  of  war  were  litth;  ktiown  to 
the  natives;  the  only  quan*els  in  whic^h  they 
had  at  that  time  been  enf^af^ed  had  been 
amoiiK*  the  inhabitants  of  the  l^Wjee  islandSi 
about  120  leag'ueHto  the  westward  ;  for  having 
been  in  the  habit  of  visiting;  these  islands  i'or 
sandal  wood,  &e.  they  oeeasionaHN  itssisted  one 
or  other  of  the  warlike  parties  aj^ainst  the  out*- 
my.  The  bows  and  arrows  wliieh  before  that 
period  had  been  in  use  amon{;  the  people 
of  'rong;a  were  of  a  weaker  kind,  and  fitted 
rather  for  sport  than  war, — for  the  purpose 
of  shootin((  rats,  binls,  6ce.  l*'rom  tlie  ftercs 
and  warlike  people  of  those  iftlattdi^  however, 


(Lhtty  NOMn  hmniml  to  cutiitruct  bou^n  and  arrown 
4>f  a  muiJi  murv  martial  aud  iunnidable  iiatura ; 
and  noun  lidcaniij  a<.*i|uuiutud  with  a  better  form 
iil'thtt  Mprar,  uud  a  f«upc;rior  tiitithod  of  UuldioK 
and  throwing:  thiM  iniMile  weapon.     1'li<'    alMo 
imitated  tlK^inbydegrDCM  in  the  practice  of  paint- 
iiig  their  (uhvm,  and  tiMiiifc  a  peculiar  drcn^ii  in 
time  of  war,  Kmnyc  *^  'hiri'e  iippearancef  calcii- 
latiui  to  strike  ti^rror  into  the  niindN  of  their 
eneuiJcN.    I  hcMc  martial  improvementH  were  in 
their  pro^'rcMM  at  the  time  of  C'aptain  l-ook'n 
arrival,  but  not  in  ly^cneral  prai^tice ;  for  haviii|{ 
fit^w  or  no  civil  diMMciiHiunM  anions;  theniHi^lvcM, 
the  knowlrdiJceofthcMc  thiii|j^MwaNeontIninl  prin- 
cipally to  a  linv  yonniJCchiclM  und  their  adherenti, 
who  hud  been  at  the  i'«H'jn*  irtlanda.     ( Captain 
(  ook  dcKcribi*piMonic  evolutions  practiited  by  the 
ntitivcN   UN  bcinfjf  fornm  of  war,   and  indeed 
they  luivc  that  appcanmcc ;  but  they  are  to  h^ 
rouHideriMl  rather  mm  kuuh^n  and  dain^ea,  which 
the  'rouffii  peoph*  hud  learnt  from  the  iilatldof 
Ncnha.     None  «d'  tint  oldest  native*  could  g;ive. 
Hiiy  iu'couut  of  their  lirMt  discovery  of  the  Fee • 
Jee  iHlitndK,  but  Hay  they  went  to  the  Feejee 
ishinds  before  the  natives  of  those  islands  came 
to  thctui :   pcrhupH  their  (*auoes  we  <    drifted 
llirre  by  stron^^  easterly  winds.— *Uiiice  i  Cap- 
tain C'ook's  time,  a  certain  chief  at  Ui#  Mmvd

Thry  had  previouHly  taken  an 
oath,  hy  their  rimpective  tiitutiiriiodn  and  their 
fktherN,  tiot  tu  bc'tnty  one  ancilhcr  und«r.pe- 
:nalty  of  death  {  and  if  on  the.-Ks  oeeaHionii  they 
.met  witli  a  HtmriKtir,  who  would  not  readily 
enter  inti>  their  viewn,  they  put  it  ont  of  lii* 
power  lo  diNuover  tlitMn,  by  <li«pat4;hing  him 
without  farther  eeremony. 

'riiJMrbii'fHiid  hiM  eouipaniunH  being  arrived 
at  tlie  I'uejee  ixlaiidM,  employed  themnelvei  in 
the  wiiy  Htiituble  to  their  ineliuationii ;  Bome- 
.tinler<joitlil)^' one  party,  NomctinieH  another,  an 
cupriee,  or  llie  lictpen  of  plunder,  U'.d  them :  and 
AH  inuriy  of  theNe  iNhindN  were  not  only  at  war 
with  oiH!  another,  but  uIho  had  eivil  diiwieniiionii 
amoTijf  theinnelveH,  two  or  tju-ee  garrinoni  on 
one  iNhitid  bein^  iu  a  ittute  nf  wiirfurt*,  one  with 
another,  (uud  tliiit  whn  the  enoe  in  neveral 
rOf  them)  the  new  eoinera  foun<l  a  choice  of 
i«IQp|uymeiit  ready  pr?pured  for  them. 

Titvy  retnuiui'ii  iit  the  Feejee  inhuidn  about 
I  anil  u  hiiir,  towordi  tlm  end  of  which 
re  iini  coBteated  with  joiainR 
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the  wars  of  others,  but  entered  into  one  of  their 
own,  for  the  gi'eater  acquirement  of  phinder; 
an,d  their  superior  bravery  rendered  them  very 
successful.  Tired  at  length  with  their  long 
absence  from  home,  they  returned  to  Tonga ; 
leaving  their  own  canoes  behind  them,  and 
coming  away  in  the  better  formed  ones  of  the 
Feejee  islands.  In  their  passage  however  they 
experienced  a  heavy  gale,  during  which  one  of  ' 
the  canoes,  with  some  of  the  choicest  men,  was 
lost.  On  the  arrival  of  the  remainder  at  the 
island  of  Tonga,  they  found  the  place  in  a  state 
of  insun*ection ;  the  cause  and  circumstances 
of  which  are  as  follow  : 

Long  before  the  period  of  Tooi  Hala  Fatai's   ' 
departure  for  Feejee,  Toogoo  Ahoo  had  suc- 
ceeded to  the  throne ;  but  had  held  the  reins   ' 
of  government  not  with  the  complete  satis&c-  i 
tion  of  his  people :  far  from  it.    He  is  reported  * 
to  have  been  a  man  of  a  vindictive  and  cruel  % 
tum  of  mind,  taking  every  opportunity  to  exert , 
his  authority ;  and  frequently  in  a  manner  not 
only  cruel,   but  wanton:   as  an  instance  rf^ 
which,  he  on  one  occasion  gave  orders  (which. 
were    instantly   obeyed,)  that   twelve  of  hii 
cooks,  who  always  were  in  waiting  at  his  public 
ceremony  of  drinking  cava,  should  undergo  tbt 
amputation  of  their  left  arms,  merely  to 
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ffUiHli  Ihfiii  fniiii  ollin-iiifii :  iiiiil  fitrtlic  viinitv

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house  with  their  followers,  whom  they  placed 
around  it  as  watchful  guards,  ready  to  dispatch 
all  who  might  attempt  to  escape  from  the 
place:  of  these  Finow  took  the  command^ 
whilst  Toobo  Neuha  entered,  armed  with  his 
axe,  and  burning  with  desire  of  revenge.  As 
he  passed  along,  on  either  hand  lay  the  wives 
and  favourite  mistresses  of  the  king,  the 
matchless  beauties  of  Tonga,  perfumed  with 
the  aroma  of  sandal  wood,  and  their  neck» 
strung  with  wreaths  of  the  freshest  flowers : 
the  sanguinary  chief  could  have  wept  over 
their  fate,  but  the  freedom  of  his  country  was 
at  stake,  and  the  opportunity  was  not  to  be 
lost.  He  sought  the  mat  of  his  destined  vic- 
tim, where  he  lay  buried  in  the  profoundest 
sleep :  he  stood  over  him  for  a  short  moment, 
but  being  willing  that  he  should  know  from 
whom  he  received  his  death,  he  struck  him 
with  his  hand  upon  the  face :  Toogoo  Ahoo 
started  up, — "  'Tis  I,  Toobo  Neuha,  that 
strike,"'  and  a  tremendous  blow  felled  him  to 
the  ground,  never  to  rise  again.  Horror  and 
confusion  immediately  took  place :  Toobo 
Neuha  snatched  up  the  late  king's  adopted 
son,  (a  child  of  three  years  old,)  whom  he  was 
desirous  of  saving,  and  rushed  out  of  the  house 
as  the  guards  of  Finow  rushed  in,  when  speedy 
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dnlh  nilenced  the  Mream*  of  thoic  viho  but 
now  lay  repoBeil  in  the  arms  of  tilerp. 

The  two  chiefs  and  their  followera  betook 
tbenuelres,  as  quickly  a«  possible,  to  Hahafp, 
the  northern  part  of  the  island.  Early  in  the 
morning'  confusion  and  dismay  reigned  in  the 
island  of  longa — men  and  women  ran  they 
knew  not  whither,  unknowing;  whether  to  join 
this  parfy  or  that — old  men  were  seen  making 
speeches  to  the  people,  enroiira),(inf<  them  ta 
avenge  the  death  of  their  chief: — the  numerouit 
relattous  and  friendn  of  the  deceased  king  ran- 
■bout  beating  their  breasts  and  weeping: — 
•hells  were  heard  blowing  in  every  qnnrter, 
•s  the  signals  of  war  and  dislurhnnre, — here 
to  assemble  the  friends  nf  the  late  How,* — 
there  to  summon  together  the  partizaiiH  of 
liberty. 

Finow  and  Toobo  Nctilisi,  in  tlie  rnnrw;  of 
•  few  hours,  awtembled  together  »  mnNide'rable 
number  of  adherentt,  with  Mlinni,  after  having 
launched  their  canoei*  in  case  their  retreat  from 
the  island  should  be  neccmnr)',  Ihey  proceeded 
to  Hihifo  (the  place  where  the  How  was 
killed).  When  they  arrived  here,  their  fir!«t 
eoncem  was  to  destroy  the  encmy'n  cnnopifi ; 

•  King. 
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and  they  succeeded  in  doing  if,  after  lome 
opposition.  They  next  directed  their  inarch 
to  the  place  where  the  loyaliBta  were  aiisem- 
bled,  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  distant 
from  Hibifo,  and  a  general  battle  took  place^ 
which  lasted  till  night,  with  great  slaughter  on 
both  sides:  Finow's  party,  however,  was  at 
length  repulsed,  and  forced  to  fly  back  to  }Ia- 
hagi,  where  it  remained  till  the  evening  nf  ttia 
vnsuing  day,  when  an  event  happened  which 
reinforced  its  strength,  and  gave  tlir  allied 
chiefs  and  their  followers  fresh  spirits  for  the 
combat ; — this  was  the  arrival  of  the  two  ca- 
noes with  Tool  Hala  Fatai  and  his  bold  ad' 
venturerK  from  the  Feerjee  islands.  This  chief 
and  bis  warlike  companions,  ever  ready  to 
^nter  into  a  new  contest,  immediately  joined 
Finow,  and  swore  allegiance  to  his  cause. 
The  very  evening  of  thtir  landing,  however, 
their  '  leader,  Tooi  Hula  Fatai,  felt  himself 
much  indisposed ;  and  as  his  disorder  hourly 
increased,  he  was  seized  with  the  apprehension 
that  his  complaint  was  mortal.  With  this  idea 
strongly  Impressed  upon  his  mind,  he  proposed 
that  they  should  sally  f"  -lli  us  uurly  *"  poBttiUla 
the  ensuing  moruii: 
he  hud  any  stren§ 
means  he  might  ei 
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(lii>  |[fluriouah  iit  the  Md  of  buttle.  Scim-rly 
had  the  8un  ri^^en,  wheu  the  three  chiels  uud

Was  wknowledged  kin<r.  In  thi^  Itattle  n 
number  of  ehieft  and  mataljoole?  (niinintt-nt 
and  attendants  of  rhiefs)  were  taken  prisoners, 
all  of  whom  having  been  in  the  immediate 
•errice  of  the  late  king,  were,  by  the  orders  of 
Finow,  put  to  death  in  Tarions  ways.  Some 
Were  put  on  boanl  old  and  nseh-wa  <'arioe9, 
wbieh  were  then  senttled,  anil  immediately 
mmk  ;  others  were  taken  three  or  four  tesigiie* 
out  to  sea,  and  being  put  in  old  leaky  ranoes, 
and  tied  hand  and  foot,  were  left  gradually  tn 
sink.  Those  against  whom  Finow  entertained 
the  greatest  inveteracy  were  taken  to  the  island 
of  Lofanga,  and  there  tied  naked  to  stake! 
driven  in  the  ground,  or  to  the  tnttiks  of  treen, 
and  left  to  starve  to  denth:  nliilrtt  they  werti 
in  this  miserable  situatHui,  il  is  painful  lo  i

They  uIbo 
cut  up  a  quantity  of  sheet  lead,  and  made  it 
up  in  rolls  to  be  used  as  shot.  During  this 
time  every  preparation  was  also  makinfj;  by 
the  natives  for  the  approaching  war;  thf^y  re- 
paired the  sails  of  their  canoes,  rollected  their 
arrows,  spears,  and  clubs ;  and  the  women 
employed  themselves  in  packing  up  bales  of 
gnatoo  •  mats,  &c. 

One  day,  whilst  these  preparalions  were 
going  forward,  the  king  asked  Mr.  Mariner 
whether  he  had  a  mother  living ;  upon  his  reply- 
ing in  the  affirmative,  he  appeared  much  gri«!vcd 
that  he  should  be  separated  so  far  from  lier. 
It  is  a  custom  in  the  Tonga  islands,  for  men, 
(and  sometimes  women,)  to  adopt  or  rlionse  a 
foster  motlier,  even  though  ihey  have  llieir 
own  natural  mother  living,  with  a  view  of 
being  better  provided  with  all  nerrHMaries 
and  conveniences,  as  cloth,  oil,  fijod,  Jfer.  On ' 
this  occasion  the  king  appointed  one  of  liii 
wives,  IVlati  Habe,  to  be  Mr.  Mariner's  adopted 
mother,  telling  him,  that  if  there  was  any 
thing  he  wanted  to  make  his  situation  mon

Shr  had  hrcnmn 
inmiiH'  ill  coriwiini'iK'p  of  cxccHKivi'  ffricf, 
parlly  omwioni'd  liy  tlic  death  of  u  iieiir  reln- 
tidii,  lint  [iriiieipally  hy  her  t-hiid  hciiiK  taken 
tVoiii  Ix'r  to  he  HlrHll^'h'd,  tin  an  olferinij'  lo  the 
K<mIh,  fur  Ihe  reeovery  of  liit*  niek  father.  Ah 
thJH  poor  W(iinai)  hiin  eotlHiflered  of  no  itxc  to 
mteiely.  I  iii'iw  »hh  di-HiroiiH  tliat  Hlie  Nlioiild  he 
put  mil  of  llie  tvay  :  nii<l  aH  hi^\>HN  atni  iiiiximm 
n^aiii  li>  uJtnertH  tJM'  exeentioii  of  a  iiiiinket 
ball,  III'  <tiie  day  desired  Mr.  Mariner  to  hIiooI 
her:  Ihe  laller  entreated  lo  he  exeimed  from 
thiM  iiiiui'iilefiil  taitk,  imttiiiiiifj;  Ihe  kintf  Ihnt  hr 
wai  pertiH-tly  utllitiK'  to  rink  hin  life  in. hid  ler- 
liw.  a^'iliilNt  liiH  eiieinien  ;  htit  Ihal  it  Man  qnitf 
iriiiliiit^  lo  llie  Henliineiit  of  lh(!  retififion  in 
whiili  III-  li'id  liiro  brought  np,  and  '■>  the 
hii  coiinirt,  to  dnttoy  an  iitiioreni 
i  in  c    ^  blood.    Cinow  tnme- 
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diately  admilted  the  excuse,  without  htjiny*  at 
ail  oflTended,  aud  the  ualbrtuuate  woman  for 
that  time  escaped.  A  few  day«  afterwards, 
however,  as  she  Mas  walking  about  upon  the 
befieli,  J'inow  ordered  a  Sandwich  ishmder 
who  way  at  hand  with  his  musket  to  shoot 
her  :  >vitli  ready  acquiescence,  he  hndhd  his 
piece  and  shot  her  dead  upon  the  spot.  iVIr. 
Mariner  was  at  a  litthi  distance,  aud  saw  the 
fact  without  havinj?  had  it  in  his  power  to  pre- 
vent it.  She  had  just  been  in  the  net  of  pick- 
ing up  a  shell  or  something,  as  the  sh<it  struck 
her;  when  she  screamed  out,  and  springing  two 
or  three  feet  from  the  gi'ound,  fell  into  the  sea. 
The  people  in  general  were  rather  glad  that 
8he  Mas  dead,  as  she  u^-ed  to  break  in  upon 
religious  ceremonies,  and  on  other  occasions, 
when  they  Mere  drinking  cava,  and  danc^e 
about  to  the  annoyance  of  every  body,  some- 
times with  scarcely  any  clothes  on,  uhicli  is 
considered  very  indecent  and  disrespectful. 

All  things  be'mg  now  j)repared  for  the  inva- 
sion of  Tonga,  the  gods  were  invoketl ;  and 
the  priests  assured  Finow  of  success  *.     I'he

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others  running  up  in  the  same  way,  exclaimed, 
"  Fear  not,  Finow;  no  sooner  shall  we  land  at 
"  Tonga  than  here  is  the  club  with  which  I 
"  will  kill  any  one  who  dares  to  fight  against 
**  us/'  Finow  and  the  chiefs  thanked  them 
for  their  sentii^ents  of  love  and  loyalty,  and 
then  he  addressed  them  in  a  speech  to  the  fol- 
lowing purpose :  "  Be  brave  in  battle ;  fear 
*'  not  death :  it  is  far  better  to  die  in  war  than 
**  to  Hve  to  be  assassinated  at  home,  or  to  die 
**  of  a  lingering  disease/' 

After  remaining  a  day  and  a  night  at  this 
island,  they  again  put  to  sea  with  the  additional 
force  of  six  canoes,  and  made  sail  for  Namooca, 
where  they  arrived  in  a  few  hours.  Here  they 
had  another  review  like  the  former ;  and  after 
remaining  two  days,  sailed  with  all  the  rest  of 
the  forces  of  the  confederate  islands,  amount- 
ing in  all  to  about  one  hundred  and  seventy 
canoes,  direct  for  Tonga.  Owing  to  the  calm- 
ness of  the  weather,  they  did  not  reach  Tonga 
the  same  evening  in  sufficient  time  to  land, 
but  went  on  shore  at  a  small  island  close 
by,  called  Pangaim6too,  where  they  passed 
the  night. 

Before  morning,  several  presents  were 
brought  to  Finow  and  his  chiefs,  by  the  people 
living  at  a  consecrated  place  on  the  island  of 
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Toiifpit  nilird  IVIufknini.  Miifiiii)rii  i«  n  pieee 
urirruuiitl  about  hiiir«i  iuilotti|Uiiiv«  nitiiMtnlufi 
the  M'wtoni  fuirl  of  iIm^  Mmni  of  Ioiikii,  In 
thini  «|iot  nre  the  Kiiivm  viiere  thr  (riinitrKt 
chiefii  from  time  imuHunoriiil  liuve  Im^ii  burietl* 
mid  the  plnee  i«  therefore  eoitiiiUeretl  meretl :

All  who  went  for  thin  purpose  put  tm 
nmH  intend  of  their  u»uul  dre»m  nnd  wreiith» 
made  of  the  leaven  of  the  itl  tree*  round  their 
necka  (i«igiiit)eiMil  of  renpH^t  and  humility). 
The)  nat  down  erowi-leg)|ed  (the  u»ual  way  of 
«i?tin^)  iM^fore  theHfmve  ;  Fiiiow«  aa  ^ell  aa  the 
tthX,  beatinif  their  eheek^  nith  their  fi»t«  ibr 
aboui  half  a  minute,  without  »peakiu(^  a  word.

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One  of  the  principal  matabooles  then  ad- 
drcBsed  the  spirit  of  Finow'»  father  to  the  fol- 
lowirif^  purpoBc  :  "  Behold  the  man  (meaninfr 
"  Finow)  who  hds  rome  to  Tonga  to  fi^lit  hit* 
"  enemies ;  he  pleased  with  him,  and  tyrant 
"  him  thy  jirotection ;  he  comes  to  battle, 
"  hopinf^  he  is  not  doing  wruii^ ;  he  hiiM  al- 
"  ways  held  Tooitonga*  in  the  hii^hent  rcMpeet, 
"  and  has  attended  to  all  relif^ious  reremonies 
"  with  exactness."  One  of  the  attendiiiils  then 
went  to  Finow,  and  received  from  him  a  piece 
of  caTa  root,  which  he  laid  down  on  the  raided 
knount  before  the  Fytoka  (biirying-plaee).  Se- 
veral others,  who  had  pieces  of  cava  root  in 
their  hosoms,  went  up  to  the  grave  in  like 
manner  and  deposited  them.  The  ceremony 
being  thus  finished,  Finow  and  his  frientls  re- 
turned to  the  beach,  where  a  large  root  of  cava 
Was  brought  to  them  as  a  present,  J>y  Hie  chief 
•f  the  consecratt-'d  place,  on  which  tliey  re- 
galed. 

During  this  time,  -*fte  greater  part  of  the 
men  who  were  not  yet  disembarkctt  employed 
themselves  in  preparing  for  battle,  again  paint- 
ing tlieir  bodicN  and  fitcett  after  varioim  fanciful 
forms.  The  enemy  on  shore  were  also  in  ■ 
state  of  preparalion  : .  they  uliontcd    ihc  war-.

In  the 
mean  while,  the  carroaades  were  dismounted 
from  their  carriages,  slung  on  poles,  and  con- 
veyed over  a  shallow  reef  to  the  shore.  The 
whole  army  being  landed,  and  the  guns  again 
mounted,  the  latter  were  drawn  up  before  the 
garrison,  and  a  regular  fire  was  commenced. 
Finow  took  his  station  on  the  reef,  sealed  in  nn 
English  chair,  (from  the  Port  au  Prince)  for 
his  chiefs  would  not  allow  him  to  expose  his 
person  on  shore.  The  fire  of  the  carronades 
was  kept  up  for  about  an  hour:  in  the  mean 
while,  as  it  did  not  do  all  the  apparent  mis- 
chief to  the  exterior  of  the  fortress,  owing  to  the 
yielding  nature  of  its  materials,  that  the  king 
expected,  he  sent  for  Mr.  Mariner,  and  ex- 
pressed his  disappointment :  the  latter  replied, 
that  no  doubt  there  was  mischief  enough  done 
on  the  inside  of  the  fori,  wherever  there  were 
resisting  bodies,  such  as  canoes,  the  posts  and 
beams  of  houses,  &c. ;  and  that  it  was  already 
very  evident  the  besieged  had  no  reason  to 
think  slightly  of  the  effect  of  the  artillery,  see- 
ing that  they  had  already  greatly  slackened  thdr 
exertions,  not  half  the  number  of  arrows  being: 
now  discharged  firom  the  fort;  arising,  ia  «II 
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prububJIity,  from  thff  niiiiilier  of  the  aUin,  or 
of  tlioMc  who  liHil  fled  up  int^i  tlie  rotintry.  It 
WW  uiiw  rmolvetl  lu  M*t  Hnt  (u  t)i«  place ;  for 
wliirh  pitrpfHu;  a  miiiil)«r  of  torfliCH  were  pre- 
pared and  liifhtfd,  and  un  uttu<-k  whn  mailt 
upon  tlKMiiitf'f  fitricinfj; ;  it  wan  found,  howeveri 
l>iit  wfukly  defended,  and  wan  tunm  taken :  for 
the  dour-[HMttN  beinf(  nIioI  uw«y,  nn  eaay  en- 
truice  u)u  obtained,  A  i-onMideruble  portion 
of  tlie  inner  (enimig  wwi  itow  found  undefend- 
ed,  and  foHnrdit  tliio  plni-e  a  party  runheil  witli 
lifcliitnl  lurelifN,  wbilM  llie  enemy  were  kept  iu 
play  elKtmlien*:  Ibe  conflaffratioii  spread  ra- 
pidly on  I'Vcry  (tide  ;  and,  an  the  liiwieKcd  en* 
deuvaurifl  lo  make  their  eM-ai)e,  their  bralnit 
Wen-  kiim-ked  out  by  a  party  of  the  beiiiegrn, 
Htiitiunitil  at  the  back  of  the  fort  for  the  pur- 
poHi-.  During  ihiN  time  the  ifutm  kept  up  a 
n^K'''^"' ''''''  ^i''*  bliiiik  cartridffeN.  merely  lo 
intioiidali!  the  niemy.  The  eont|uer(trit,  rliib 
in  hand,  entered  the  place  in  wveral  tpiartera, 
and  hIcw  mII  lh«y  met,  men,  woukmi,  and  cbiU 
drmi.  The  wcnc  wuii  truly  horrible.  Tbewar- 
wliuop  nIiouImI  by  Ihi:  combiLliuitM,  the  heart- 
rending McrciimK  oi'  the  women  ami  ithildren, 
ilie  KrouuH  of  the  wounded,  the  niinihi'r  of  the 
dead,  and  thit  fienreiiew  of  the  eonfliiKftiUun, 
fbnued  a  picture  almoat  t<H>  d'titlructitiK  ttn*l 
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^wful  for  the  mind  steadily  to  contemplate. 
Some,  with  a  kind  of  sullen  and  stupid  resign ar 
tion,  offered  no  resistance,  but  waited  for  the 
hand  of  fate  to  dispatch  them,  no  matter  in 
what  mode :  others,  that  were  already  lying  on 
the  ground  wounded,  were  stuck  with  spears^ 
and  beaten  about  with  club^  by  boys  who  fol- 
lowed the  expedition  to  be  trained  to  the  hor- 
rors of  war,  iand  who  delighted  in  the  oppor- 
tunity of  gratifying  their  ferocious  and  cruel 
disposition,  Every  house  that  was  not  on  fire 
was  plundered  of  its  content^ ;  and  the  con- 
querors made  a  considerable  booty  of  bales  of 
gnatoo,  mats,  &c. 

In  a  few  hours,  the  fortress  of  Nioocalofa, 
which  had  obstinately  and  bravely  defended 
every  attack  for  eleven  years,  or  more,  was 
thus  completely  destroyed.  M  hen  Finow  ar- 
rived upon  the  place,  and  saw  several  canoes 
which  had  been  hauled  up  in  the  garrison, 
shattered  to  pieces  by  the  shot,  and  discovered 
a  number  of  legs  and  arms  lying  around,  and 
about  three  hundred  and  fifty  bodies  stretched 
upon  the  ground,  he  expressed  his  wonder  and 
astonishment  «it  the  dreadful  effect  of  the  guns. 
He  thanked  his  men  for  their  bravery,  and  Mr. 
Mariner  and  his  companions  in  particular,  for 
the  great  assistance  rendered  by  them. 


i 
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A  fow  of  the  enemy,  h^Iio  had  i*ficape<l  the 
general  ulaiighter,  were  taken  pri^onem.  They 
guve  a  <*uHous  fleHcription  of  the  effect  of  the 
giinn.  They  fle<rlare<K  that,  when  a  ball  enter* 
ed  a  houm*,  it  diil  not  proeeini  Ntraif^ht  forwant, 
but  went  all  round  the  place,  an  if  Mcekinff  for 
men  to  kill;  it  then  went  out  of  the  houne  an<l 
Hitennl  another,  »till  in  m^arch  of  food  for  itn 
veni^eance,  and  no  on  to  a  third,  &c. ;  somi*- 
timen  it  would  fitrike  the  corner-pont  of  a  houMe, 
and  brinff  it  all  down  together.  The  chieAi, 
Meeifi^  all  thin  dreadful  mim^hief  ffoin^f  forward. 
Hindered  ntill  more  tremendoUM  by  their  own 
imagination,  nat  in  couMultatiou,  upon  one  of 
the  lar^^r  ranooH  juMt  mentioned,  anil  came  to 
a  «h*ff!rniina1ion  to  ruMh  <mt  upon  the  white 
turn,  atui  take  poHHcHnion  of  the  ^uun  :  thin 
waHHearcely  rcHolveil  upon,  when  a  nhotMtnu'k 
the  eanoi*  on  which  they  wen?  ffittiu^,  and 
fihaft4TiHl  it  to  pief*rN.  Thin  no  damped  their 
courage,  that  tliey  ran  ff>r  Heiniriiy  to  our  of 
the  inner  hoUHen  of  the  ^arrinou,  when  their 
diHtreiMi  waM  murli  in<TeaHed  by  finding  their 
men  dcMertin^  the  plari%  and  nmninp;  up  into 
the  country.  I  Inm  every  thing  wan  (Toinjif  to  dr- 
Mruction  within,  although,  without,  the  damage 
appeared  in  FinowV  cyeji  no  inc^niHidemfde ; 
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hut  be  had  formed  hi«  judfj^ent  of  the  cfTet-t 
of  the  f^unH  hy  their  efiect  upon  the  fencinf^. 

'I'hc  king,  havinf(  fiiiiBhed  this  atTnir,  he^ati 
to  thhik  of  returning  to  Pangaimoton :  Mr. 
Mariner,  indeed,  nnileavonred  to  |H:rHiia<le  him 
to  follow  op  the  udvantageH  of  hiti  victory  by 
immeiliately  laying  tiiege  to  another  fortrem, 
which,  no  doubt,  would  nmin  have  fallen  into 
tlieir  hands ;  and  the  whole  inland,  being 
fttruek  with  dismay,  would  readily  liave  sub- 
mitted to  hitt  government.  Hut,  it  neemn,  Vi- 
now  was  not  yrt  the  complete  warrior  ;  or  he 
thought,  perhaps,  that,  having  Huch  powerful 
weapons  in  hin  pouMMion,  he  could  reduce  the 
ittluhd  at  any  future  lime. 

Pangnimotoo  itt  not  more  than  three  i|uarters 
of  a  mile  dintiint  from  Tonga,  Hcparatcd  from 
it  only  by  a  long  narrow  reef.  To  thin  place 
Finow  relnrned  with  all  bin  men,  inlr'nding  to 
go  back  to  longa  another  day.  Am  fmon  as 
they  landed,  they  sat  down  to  eat,  not  having 
taken  any  refreshment  tinre  morning,  with  the 
exception  ot*Honie  of  the  men,  whoiw  Hlomacht 
not  being  lb<>  npoMt  delicate,  had  partaken  of 
Mome  yanix  and  plantains  that  they  found  roait- 
ing  along  with  the  bodies  of  the  dead  in  the  ,. 
general  conflngntion  at  Nioocalora, 
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Tlify  rpTtiRinrd  ■evernl  lUyii  at  thii  tiland, 
<litrin|K'  whtrb  tiitip  wvernl  cnnnpn  weiv  Knt  in 
uniinJrilmbilPf)  pnrtofrnngAfnrtlicpiirpniie  of 
{tfocuriiiK  tfwili)  to  reboilfl  tli«  rnrtrpNNuf  Moo- 
ratoffl.  I  hii  strp  wnn  tnketi  hy  Hit-  tidmnnt* 
linn  of  thr  ffodii,  who  i^pit  coimiiltnl  on  the 
uccBiinn  thmiitih  tlir  mpHiiini  of  the  priViitB. 

Ai  thn  invorntkin  nf  thr  ^Hn,  nnti  iimpira' 
lion  of  the  priwtj*.  are  HrcnmntarirM  lh«(  will 
iiftpn  tippur  in  tho  courup  nf  thin  work,  it  will 
he  wpII  to  take  thf  predptit  opportunity  of  He- 
Hcriliii)|Lr  them. 

The  iiijrht  previonw  to  the  I'onun  lint  inn  nf  the 
oracle,  the  chief ordeif  hin  raokH  to  kill  and  pre- 
pare n  liii^.anil  toprnmre  a  Imnkflnframfi,  and 
hvo  liiincheH  nf  ripe  plantain*.  'I  liexe  ihin^it 
hcinff  (rut  ready,  Ihc  next  mnrniutf  they  are 
cim-ied  to  the  place  when?  the  pricni  reoiilm.  or 
wherever  he  may  he  at  tliiit  time ;  the  prient  il 
wnielinicH  prrviotmly  apprized  nf  tlie  rln  iim- 
tlanrp,  Ht  uilirr  timew  not.  The  ehiefn  and 
matahonleit  rlnihr  theni'ielvcn  in  mntn,  and  re< 
P«ir  tn  (he  pinre  where  the  priei«l  in  In  l)p  found : 
""'t  ia  at;  H  honite,  the  priipt  peat«  Itimaeif  jupt 
*Wdn  the  eaves*;  if  ul  a  diatance,  lip  aeal* 

'    'liiii  lutioinnnrv  built  imiiewliiit  in  lurinoCu  diutl,  open 
U)<1  11)1!  tmvvi  ruining  wllhlo  nbout  lour  ieet  of  Mir 
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himi^elf  on  any  convenient  spot  of  ground,  and 
the  matabooles  seat  themBelveB  on  either  hand» 
so  as  would  form  a  circle,  or  rather  an  ellipsis, 
if  there  was  not  a  considerable  vacant  space 
left  opposite  the  priest.  In  this  space,  at  the 
bottom  of  the  circle,  sits  the  man  who  prepares 
the  cava,  the  root  being  previously  chewed  by 
the  cooks,  attendants,  and  others,  who  sit  be* 
hind  him :  behind  these  again  sit  the  chiefs  in- 
discriminately among  the  people.  The  chiefs 
take  this  retired  and  humble  station  on  account 
of  the  sacredness  of  the  occasion,  conceiving 
that  such  modest  demeanour  n^ust  be  acc^eptable 
to  the  gods. 

As  soon  as  they  are  alt  seated,  the  priest  is 
considered  as  inspired,  the  god  being  supposed 
to  exist  within  him  from  that  moment.  He 
sits  for  a  considerable  time  in  silence,  with  his 
hands  clasped  before  him;  his  eyes  are  cast 
down,  and  he  remains  perfectly  still.  During 
the  time  that  the  victuals  are  being  shared  out, 
and  the  cava  being  prepared,  the  matabooles 
sometimes  begin  to  consult  him  ;  sometimes  he 
answers  them,  at  other  times  not;  in  either 
case  he  remains  with  his  eyes  cast  down.  Fre- 
quently he  will  not  answer  a  word  till  the  re- 
past is  finished,  and  the  cava  too.  When  he 
speaks,  he  generally  begins  in  a  low  and  very  al- 
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lered  tone  of  voicr,  i^hM^h  ((rfiulually  ritet  to 
nearly  ite  nutiiral  piU;li,  tlioijf(h  imoietiniet  a 
little  above  it.     AH  that  he  »ay«  i»  »uppoMecl  to 
be  the  derlanition  of  the  tfodi  atnl  he  acTord- 
tngly  Kpeak»  in  the  Hmt  pemon  an  i£  he  were 
the  goil.     All  thi»  in  done  (generally  without 
any  apparent  inward  emotion  or  outward  agi* 
tation ;  but  i»ouietinu;f»  iiin  eountenanee  bec^omee  ^ 
Aeree,  and,  ai^  it  were,  inflamed,  and  hiu  whole  ' 
frame   a|i{itat<;d    with   inward   feeling;   he  in 
iei/eil  with  an  nniverHat  trembtin|i{;  the  per- 
spiration breaks  out  on  hifi  forehead,  and  his 
lipN,  turning  black,  are  convulsed^,  at  length 
tears  sUirt  in  floofls  from  his  eyes,  his  breast 
heaves  with  great  emotion,  and  his  utterance 
is  I'lioked.      Jhese  symptoms  gra<lually  sub- 
side.     Before  this  paroxysm  eomes  on,  and 
after  it  is  over,  he  often  eats  as  miieh  as  four 
hungry  men,  under  other  <*in*umstanees,  rould 
devour.     Tin?  fit  being  now  gone  of^',  he  re- 
mains for  some  time  ealm,  and  then  takes  up 
a  elnb  that  is  (>laeed  by  him  for  the  purpose, 
turns  it  over  and  regards  it  attentively ;  be  theB 
looks  up  earnestly,  now  to  the  right,  now  to  the 
left,  and  now  Hgain  at  the  elnb;  afferv^ards  ha 
looks  up  again,  ami  about  him  in  like  manner, 
and  then  again  Axes  his  eyes  upon  his  club, 
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and  fK>  on,  for 'several  timet* ;  at  lenj^h  he  fiud- 
denly  raises  the  club,  and,  after  a  moiufnt's 
pause,  strikes  the  ground,  or  the  a«ljacent  part 
of  the  house,  with  considerable  force :  imme- 
diately the  god  leaves  him,  and  he  riffes  up  and 
retires  to  the  back  of  the  ring  among  the 
people.  If  the  company  now  wish  for  any 
more  cava,  Finow,  or  the  greatest  chief  pre- 
sent, goes  and  sits  at  the  head  of  the  ring. 

It  might  be  supposed  that  this  violent  agita- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  priest  is  merely  an  as- 
sumed appearance  for  the  purpose  of  popular 
deception  ;  but  Mr.  Mariner  has  no  ri-axoit  at 
all  to  think  so.  There  can  be  little  f)<iubt, 
however,  but  that  the  priest,  on  such  ociaHirjiis, 
often  summons  into  action  the  deepest  feelings 
of  devotion  of  which  he  in  susceptible,  and  by 
a  voluntary  act  disposes  his  mind,  an  much 
as  possible,  to  be  powerftitly  aflrcctc<l :  till  at 
length,  what  began  by  volition  proceeds  by 
involuntary  effort,  and  the  whole  mind  and 
body  becomes  subjected  to  the  overruling  emo- 
tion. But  there  is  nothing  new  in  all  thrH : 
ancient  times,  as  well  as  mo4Jem,  afford  nu- 
merous instances  of  this  nature;  and  savage 
nations,  as  Welt  as  civilized,  display  ample  U:K' 
timony  that  ftdse  religions,  and  false  uotionii  of 
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reli|i(ion,  art  upon  Home  miiuU  with  utivli  ex- 
traonliimry  impulMi,  that  they  ara  miittiiken 
for  diviiiL'  iiMpiratioiiH, 

It  hnppenit  in  the  Tnngu  iBlundH^  that  per^ 
tionti,  who  lire  not  prieMta,  are  ollen  vJNitetl  by 
tlie  ((otiN,  piirticulnrty  ft-miilert,  but  wliii  Hre 
never  aft'ected  in  the  manner  above  (hwrrilwd : 
they  are  generally  ktw  spirited  unit  thuii^htful, 
UH  if  BQine  heavy  miitfortnne  had  befallen  litem, 
and,  ai  the  aymptom  inereafteti,  they  ^enerully 
Mhed  a  proAiHJoii  of  team ;  they  HDnietimeH 
Mwuon  away  for  a  few  ininitteR :  the  beijfht  of 
the  paroxyHnj  trenerally  laati  from  a  tptarlcr  to 
half  an  hour.  These  are  aUo  called  titM  of  in- 
Kpiration,  and  are  firmly  believetl  to  lie  viiirta- 
lionH  from  Hoiiie  fi^oA  whu  ai-enHes  the  party  of 
iM-^Iect  <if  reliKiouH  duty,  not  by  an  apparent 
iiiiflthlo  warning',  but  by  an  inward  eonipune- 
tion  of  coniMiience.  Hnt  ihwe  thitifr*  are  aliiu 
coirimou  euon)(h  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  at 
home  na  well  an  abroad.  Some  of  the  nativeii 
are  Kuch  adepts  at  thin  Dort  of  myiterioiiH  ron- 
veraation  with  the  divinities,  that  they  can 
bring  on  a  fit  of  innpiration  whenever  they  feel 
their  mind  at  all  lu  diapoied.  Mr.  Mariner, 
iiiilfed,  did  oure  witneas  a  rave  instance  of  a 
iiiiui  whii  wuM  disappointed  in  tlilM  purtirular: 
tlmling  himvell',  as  he  thought,  about  to  be  in-

spired,  some  cava  was  brought  to  him  (as  is 
usual  on  such  occasions),  but,  in  a  little  while^ 
he  was  obliged  to  acknowledge  that  the  god 
would  not  visit;  at  which  all  present  were 
greatly  surprised,  and  so  the  cava  was  taken 
away  again. 

These  imaginations,  however,  have  some^ 
times  produced  very  serious  consequences :  to 
give  an  instance;  on  one  occasion  a  certain 
chief,  a  very  handsome  young  man,  became 
inspired,  but  did  not  yet  know  by  whom  ;  on  a 
sudden  he  felt  himself  exceedingly  low  spirited, 
and  shortly  afterwards  swooned  away ;  when 
recovered  from  this,  still  finding  himself  very 
ill^  he  was  taken  to  the  house  of  a  priest  ^^ 
who  told  the  sick  chief  that  it  was  a  woman, 
mentioning  her  name,  who  had  died  two  years 
before,  and  was  now  in  Bolotoof  that  had  in-* 
spired  him ;  that  she  was  deeply  in  love  with 
him,  and  wished  him  to  die  (which  event  wan

becomes  immediately  inspired^  and  remains  almost  constantly- 
in  that  state  while  the  sick  |)erson  is  with  him.

dayN  afterwardn.  Mr.  IVIuntier  viNit4?d  the  fiiek 
etiief  three  or  four  timett,  at  (he  houHe  of  the 
{irient,  and  heard  the  latter  foretel  Win  death 
and  the  oeeamon  of  it. 

Now  wf*  tin*  npon  thin  Nnhj(*rt.  it  may  not  he 
aniiMH  to  mention  that  FinowV  non,  who  at  thin 
period  of  our  hintory  wan  at  thi*  IMavig^ator'H 
inhindN,  nMe<l  to  be  imipired  by  the  fipirit^of 
TooK^m  Ahoo,  the  lati*  kin^jf  of  lonKa,  who  it 
nniy  be  reroHei*ti*d  wan  aitwiMi«inat(td  by  I'inow 
and  Toobu  Neuha.  When  thin  yonnff  rhiet* 
rrtnrned  to  llapai,  Mr.  Mariner,  who  wan 
U|ion  a  footing*  of  great  friendnhip  with  hint, 
one  day  ai«ked  him  how  he  felt  himnelf,  when 
the  Npirit  of  Toogoo  Ahoo  visited  him  ;  he  re* 
{ilied  that  he  rould  not  well  deneribe  bin  IVeU 
iagpi,  but  the  bent  he  rould  nay  of  it  wan,  that 
his  frit  himself  all  over  in  a  iflow  of  heat  and 
quiti*  renth'NN  and  unc!omfortable,  and  did  not 
feel  bin  own  pergonal  identity  an  it  were,  but 
felt  nn  if  he  had  a  mind  diiferent  from  bin  onu

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natural  mind,  his  thoughts  ^vandering  upon 
strange  and  unusual  subjects,  although  per- 
fectly sensible  of  surrounding  objecti^.  He 
next  asked  him  how  he  knew  it  was  the  spirit 
of  Toogoo  Ahoo  ?  his  answer  was,  *'  there's  a 
fool !  how  can  1  tell  you  haw  I  knew  it ;  I 
felt  and  knew  it  was  so  by  a  kind  of  conscious*- 
ness;  my  mind  told  me  that  it  was  Toogoo 
Ahoo/'  Finow  used  occasionally  to  be  inspired 
by  the  ghost  of  Moomooi,  a  former  king  of 
Tonga. 

We  must  now  return  to  Finow  and  his  army 
at  the  island  of  Pangaimotoo. 

A  sufficient  quantity  of  reeds  and  stakes 
having  been  procured,  Finow  and  his  army 
left  Pangaimotoo  and  landed  at  Nioocalofa,  foi* 
the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  colo  (or  for- 
tress.) The  plan  was  marked  out  somewhat 
different  from  the  former,  and  larger,  as  being 
judged  more  suitable  to  their  views ;  a  vast 
number  of  hands  were  employed,  and  in  two 
days  the  building  was  finished  :  a  few  altera** 
tions  and  additions  were  afterwards  made  as 
occasion  and  convenience  required.  During 
the  time  this  was  about,  several  of  the  men 
got  dangerously  wounded  by  falling  into  the 
lovosas   and    sokies,  *   of  which    there    were

the  cncniy^  when  one  man  was  killed^  but  the 
reat  «aca|HHl  back  to  the  colo«  Tpon  thiik  a 
hotly  of  t^o  huudi^l  «^t  out^  (Mr  Mariner 
among  thcniO  in  pumuit  of  the  enemy :  they 
(bunti  Uicm«  and  were  kept  at  a  running  lights 
till  they  >u^re  dtHH)ytHl  In^yond  a  place  where 
anotiier  party  of  Uie  enei^v  lay  concealeth  who 
inmuHliatel)  roae«  attacketl  them  in  the  rtHir« 
%nd  killetl  about  thirty*    The  llapai  |MHiple

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now  began  to  run,  and  Mr.  Mariner  with  four 
of  the  natives  who  were  engaged  with  a  sepa-^ 
rate  party  of  the  enemy,  found  it  necessary  to 
decamp  also  :  in  crossing  a  field  of  high  gratis 
Mr.  Mariner  fell  into  a  hole  six  feet  deep ;  his 
four  faithful  friends  were  resolved  to  save  hitn, 
and  three  defended  the  place  with  their  spears, 
while  one  helped  him  out :  one  of  the  three 
was  killed  on  the  spot.  Being  extricated  from 
his  perilous  situation,  and  finding  a  large  body 
of  the  enemy  close  upon  them,  they  resolved  to 
sell  their  lives  to  the  utmost  advantage.  At 
this  moment,  their  own  party  looking  round 
and  seeing  these  four  bravely  make  a  standt 
came  up  with  all  speed  to  their  assistance,  and 
a  general  battle  took  place,  which  was  obsti* 
nately  fought  for  some  time,  but  at  length  the 
enemy  was  completely  put  to  the  rout.  Whilst 
this  was  going  forward,  a  Hapai  chief  at  some 
distance  from  this  party  met  a  Tonga  chief 
under  the  same  circumstances:  they  imme* 
diately  engaged  with  their  clubs;  one  how* 
ever  being  soon  disarmed,  and  the  other  hav- 
ing broken  his  club,  they  fought  a  long  time 
with  their  fists  ;  and  when  they  were  so  weak 
that  they  could  not  strike,  they  grappled  with 
each,  other,  and  both  fell  to  the  ground  unable 
to  stand  any  longer:  the  Tonga  chief,  inca- 
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Upble  at  it\juring  hit  aiitaifoiiitt  in  any  oUier 
^^y«  K^^  tiinfltifrem  into  hiii  mouth,  and  ^ftiawfcl 
them  dreadfully  :  after  havin(f  thu»  laid  for  a 
lonir  tim<'  lo()kinf(  at  each  otlier^  tlicy  irathered  a 
little  fn*iili  Mtrenf(th,  a^id  by  mutual  agreement 
eaeh  crawled  home  to  hia  n.n»)>ertive  fort. 

The  llapai  men,  on  their  way  back  to  Nioo« 
calofa,  ff>uud  iieveral  of  their  party  in  different 
parte  of  the  mad,  who  were  unable  to  prooeed 
on  a<!Count  of  their  wounda.  But  they  were 
too  w(*ak  tlieroHelycHi  to  carry  tliem^  and  were 
oblige<l  to  leave  them  to  the  mercy  of  tlie  enemy. 
They  at  length  arrived  at  the  colo,  tired  and 
fatigued  beyond  conception,  with  about  lifteett 
prisoncm. 

The  following  day,  aome  of  the  youniper 
chiefii,  who  had  contracted  the  Fe<yee  habita, 
propoaed  to  kill  the  priaonera,  leat  they  ahould 
make  their  ea(*ape«  and  then  to  roaat  and  eat 
them.  Thia  pro|KNMil  was  readily  agreed  to,  by 
iome,  becauae  they  liked  thia  aort  of  diet,  and 
by  otht^ra  bp<*uuae  they  waQt«<l  to  try  it,  think* 
ing  itamuuly  and  warlike ^abit:  there  waa 
alao  another  motive,  via.  a  great  scarcity  of 
proviiniouH ;  for  aome  canoea  which  had  been 
nfnt  to  the  llupai  iilanda  for  proviaiona  wt*re 
uuuccouutubly  detained,  and  the  garritiou  waa 
already  threatened  with  diatreaa.     Some  of  the

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prisoneri  were  won  divpatebed :  tlurir  fle»h  w»» 
e»t  op  into  nnall  portiom,  wuhed  with  m»- 
water,  wrapped  up  in  plMntsin  litav««,  and  rmurt- 
«d  tmd«r  boi  stone* ;  two  or  tfiree  were  emboW' 
elledandbakedwboUtbeMimeaaapifr*.  Mr. 
Mariner  was  not  tempted  to  partake  of  tlii« 
kind  of  diet,  though  the  «me1l  of  it,  when 
cookedt  waf  exceeding ly  delieioud,  A  few  day« 
now  el^Med  wttiiout  »tty  ffigns  of  the  canoef 
from  Hapai,  wid  the  diatresa  of  thoae  who  did 
not  ebooae  to  eat  human  fle^  wa»  very  grmt, 
Mr.  MMiner  had  been  two  dayi  awl  a  half 
without  eating  any  thing;  when,  pawing  by  a 
houae  where  they  were  cooking  wmethii^,  be 
walked  in,  with  the  pleaaing  hope  of  getting 
■mieAing  that  his  atomaeh  would  bear,  if  it 
were  only  a  piece  of  a  rat;  on  enquiry,  he  «a« 
told,  they  bad  got  iome  pork,  and  a  man  offer- 
«ul  him  a  pleee  of  liver,  whicb  be  eagt^rty  ac- 
(>«pted,  and  waa  raieing  to  bia  month,  wIm^  Iu 
aaw,  by  the  mile  on  the  countenance  of  the 
man,  that  it  waa  hufflwi  liver;  overcome  by 
dii^fuat,  he  threw  it  in  the  man'a  (tu-r,  who 
ofily  laughed,  and  aaked  him  if  it  was  not  bet' 
ier  to  eat  good  meat  than  die  o(  hunger. 
U'ben  Captain  ('ook  viaiteU  thetie  ialan^b),

1m  mMlc  M  l(w  tteoni  vol,  efthv  wfrk. 
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raiiiiibalitm  ^m  •OAively  thought  of  tmotigtt 
them :  but  the  Fetjee  peopli^  soon  tauglit  them 
this,  M  \yell  m  thf^  Art  of  war ;  and  a  ftmiiuei 
which  huppt'nml  «ome  time  afterward»i  render* 
ed  the  expedient  for  a  time  alttioit  neceiMry. 
On  thin  oocMion  they  wny-lntd  and  murdered 
one  another  to  supply  themselves  with  food ; 
tnd  they  still  tell  an  anecdote  of  four  brothens 
whO|  in  this  time  of  scurcity^  invited  their  aunt 
to  come  and  partake  of  a  large  yam,  which 
they  said  they  had  secretly  procuiwl :  the  poor 
woman,  glad  of  the  idea  of  getting  something 
to  oat,  and  pleased  witli  the  kindness  of  her 
nephews,  went  tf>  their  house,  where  they 
noon  dispatched  heri  and  she  herself  formed 
the  materials  of  a  repast.  Since  that  period, 
\Uvvv.  was  a  givat  scarcity  at  one  of  the  for- 
tif.sscs  on  tlic  island  of  Tonga,  called  Nookoo 
N(K>koti :  two  daughtcrsof  a  chief  of  tliis  place 
ugivcd  to  play  at  the  game  of  lafo^  against  two 
young  chiefs  belonging  to  the  same  place,  upon 
the  following  conditions :  if  Uie  girls  won  the 
(fame,  tlicy  were  to  divide  a  yam,  which  they 
had  in  their  possession,  and  give  half  to  the 
young  chiefs ;  but  if,  on  the  contrary,  these 
won  the  game,  they  were  still  to  have  half  the 
yam,  but  were  to  go  out  and  kill  a  man,  and

young  men  Bet  out,  under  rover  of  the  rIarkniM 
of  the  night,  Hnil  coneealeil  tliemw-lveH  near  an 
enemy's  fortress.  Farly  in  the  morning,  a 
man  rame  out  of  the  fortresH  to  fet^rh  Home  aatt 
water  from  the  Bhor«  in  ewoa-niitihelU,  whieh 
he  earried  with  him  for  the  pnrpoHe.  When 
he  approaehed  th«  plai>e  where  tlie  two  lay 
cntu'eaieii,  they  aturted  out  upon  him,  killed 
him  with  their  ehihs,  and,  at  the  riak  of  their 
lives,  brought  his  iKwIy  to  Niwkoo  Nuokoo. 
where  they  divided  it  in  half,  and  foithfiilly  per- 
tormed  their  promise  with  the  young  women- 
It  was  more  tlmn  a  fortnight  helore  the  ra- 
noes  returned  from  the  llapui  islands  with  a 
supply  of  provitiions,  owing  to  the  tr.ni  eUitf.  of 
the  weather.  Shortly  after,  the  garrison  of 
Noekoo  Nookoo  sent  to  request  leHVe  to  Imry 
th«dead  hodit^s  of  their  relations  who  had  fallen 
during  the  siege.  This  Iteing  granted,  th^ 
eame  and  singled  out  alwuthalf  a  dozen,  from 
the  350  that  lay  alH>nt,  whom  they  knew,  from 
particular  rireiimstan^es,  to  Itc  tlif^ir  relaiiarai*J 
These  they  took  home  lo  N<^)oUoo  Na 
leaving  all  the  rmt  wbeK  Uicy  lound  1 
Every  day  »  number  of  desiTteri  J 
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I'civnt  ffArritMiiiM  I'liiuo  iivrr  to  Tiituw :  thvy  ull 
hritiiKtit  iiitt-lliffiuM-i-  tliHl  l''iiHMV  itiiKlil  iliurtly 
expi'ii  Hit  allurk  tViiiii  nia*  m-  iillirr  iif  lUvta :

d^.iMiriiicr   flnt    nrrivtHl    m    iUcm- 
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islands,  Tooitonga,  the  predecessor  of  the  pre- 
sent Tooitonga,  had  just  died,  and  the  cere- 
mony  of  his   burial  was    being  performed  ; 
though  this  gentleman  had  not  the  opportunity 
of  witnessing  it.     All  the  feasting  consequent 
upon  this  event  being  over,  the  taboo   was 
imposed  upon  the  articles  above  named  ;  and 
now,  after  the  lapse  of  eight  months,  comes 
the  period  to  take  it  off,  and  the  ceremony  of 
doing  this  is  called  fuccalahi.      It  must  be 
mentioned,  by  the  way,  that  two  or  three  planta- 
tions are  not  subject  to  this  taboo,  to  the  end 
that  hogs,  fowls,  and  cocoa-nuts,  may  be  fur- 
nished for  occasional  religious  ceremonies,  and  ' 
for  the  consumption  of  the  higher  order  of 
chiefs.  If  the  above  ceremony  is  not  performed 
in  due  time,  it  is  supposed  that  the  Gods  will 
become  exceedingly  angry,  and  revenge  them- 
'  selves  by  the  death  of  some  of  their  great  chiefs. 
Finow,  as  before  stated,  seeing  no  appear- 
ance of  an  enemy,  and  being  anxious  to  return 
to  Ilapai  for  the  performance  of  this  ceremony, 
consulted  the  Gods,  and  was  admonished  by 
them  to  proceed  to  the  Hapai  islands  as  soon 
as  possible.     With  this  view,  he  at  first  in- 
tended to  make  some   further   arrangements 
with  Tarky',  and  to  leave  a  hundred  of  his  men 
ijo  garrison  Nioocalofa  till  his  return :  but  being

ndviMecl  not  to  do  no,  lei«t  thin  Hiiff  nhotilcl  provr 
tmidierotm,  tind  pntliiihnndrH  men  to  dctitli, 
lif  irnolvwl  to  give  the  fortrcin  wholly  tip  to 
Tttrky'V  poMemiion,  nnd  not  run  the  HnIc  of 
loninfc  hill  men.  He  necordin^'ly  ordered  the 
ranoefi  to  be  Iftunrhed,  nnd  stored  with  provi- 
nionH ;  iind  hnving'  given  up  Niooealofn  to  Tar- 
ky%  rhieft,  upon  their  faithrul  promise  to  tiikr 
ill  due  onre  of  it,  he  went  on  hodrd  with  nit 
hi«  nrmy  the  »anne  afternoon,  nnd  landed  at 
Panfraimotoo,  intending'  to  inil  the  following 
morning'  for  the  Mnpai  iilnndi. 

During  the  night,  n  grent  fire  wni  nern  at 
Tonga,  townrtii  the  fortrewn  of  Niooealofn,  nnd 
it  M'liiii  »u»peeted  to  be  on  Arc;  but  whether 
fi*oni  ncrideut,  or  the  treuc^hery  of  Tnrky\  Tiuow 
wa»  ronolved  to  lenrn  nn  noon  nm  powiible.     He- 
fore  Nun-rine,  therefore,  he  went  out  n  rnnoe  to 
mwke  enquiry :  it  noon  retiirued  with  the  in- 
formntion,  received  from  n  well  disponed  nub- 
jeet  of  Tnrky',  that  the  plnee  wan  burnt  by  or- 
der of  that  chief,  whilst  FinoM  wns  in  sight,  on 
purpose  to  vex  and  irritate  him,     At  this  in- 
sult, Finow  was  so  enrngetl,that  he  resolved  to 
go  buck  immediately,  and  exterminate  Tarky 
and  all  his  liunily :  but  the  priests  persuaded 
liim  nut,  reminding  him  of  the  admonition  of 
the  Cflods.    This  eireumstance  so  affected  him. 
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(iiat  it  prevented  hi*  departure  till  the  followinf; 
moniing.  Id  the  mean  lime,  a  Tonga  chief, 
Filimoeatoo,  and  his  family,  having  obtained 
permission  from  the  superior  chief  of  his  gar- 
rison (that  of  Hebefo)  to  join  Fiaow,  as  he  was 
his  relation,  arrived  at  Fangaimotoo,  and  en- 
tered into  Finow's  service.  During  the  day,  an- 
other circumstance  f>ccurred  which  amused  the 
king,  and  served  to  quiet  the  ruffled  state  of  his 
temper.  Mr.  Mariner,  having  heard  that  Eu- 
ropean ships  more  frequently  touched  at  I'onga 
than  ftt  any  of  the  other  islands,  had  writ- 
ten, uhile  yet  at  Tonga,  an  English  letter 
(with  a  solution  of  gunpowder  and  a  little  mu- 
cilage for  ink),  on  some  paper  which  one  of 
the  natives  had  had  a  long  time  in  his  poBses- 
sion,  and  addressed  it  to  whomsoever  it  might 
be,  stating  the  circumstances  of  bis  mtuation, 
and  that  of  his  companions.  This  letter  be 
had  confided  to  the  care  of  the  chief  of  Mafan- 
ga,  (the  consecrated  place  formerly  mentioned] 
with  directions  to  give  it  to  the  captain  of  any 
ship  that  might  arrive  at  Tonga.  'J'ooi  Tooi, 
(the  Sandwich  islander]  having  somehow  heard 
ofthit  letter,  mentioned  it  to  Finow,  and  re- 
presented it  to  be  a  notice  to  European  sbipfi 
.  of  the  fate  of  the  Port  au  Prince,  and  a  request 
to  take  revenge  for  the  destruction  of  her  crew.

turn, if  poMMibh-s  to  tlii*ir  natives  rountry.  ThiM 
waM  not,  indiunl,  thtt  tnn*  Nulwtancf*  of  tho  lot- 
U*r,  but  it  wiiM  vvhiit  wan  h*aiNt  likcHy  to  ^'ivt*  of- 
U'urv. :  and  tlia  rhiid'  acrcordiuKly  rrmarktd, 
that  it  wiiM  vrry  natural  for  thcMc«  poor  fidlown 
to  wImIi  to  K'o  bark  to  tlirir  nativt*  rountry  and 
frifudH*.

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Tliiti  mode  of  communicating  lentiment  was 
an  inexplicable  puzzle  to  Finow ;  he  took  the 
letter  again  and  examined  it,  but  it  aflbrded 
him  no  information.  He  thought  a  little  M'ithin 
himself;  but  his  thoughts  reflected  no  light 
upon  the  subject.  At  length  he  sent  for  Mr. 
Mariner,  and  desired  hitn  to  write  down  some- 
thing: the  latter  asked  what  he  would  choose 
to  have  written  ;  he  rephed,  put  down  me  :  he 
accordingly  wrote,  "  Feenow"  (spelling  it  ac- 
cording to  the  strict  English  orthography] ;  the 
chief  then  sent  for  another  Englishman,  who 
had  not  been  present,  and  commanding  Mr. 
Mariner  to  turn  his  back,  and  look  another 
way,  he  gave  the  man  the  paper,  and  desired 
him  to  tell  what  that  was:  he  accordingly  pro- 
nounced aloud  the  name  of  the  king,  upon 
which  Finow  snatched  the  paper  from  \m 
hand,  and,  with  astonishment,  looked  at  it, 
turned  it  round,  and  examined  it  in  till  direc- 
tions: at  length  he  exclaimed,  "  This  is  nei- 
ther like  mjself  nor  any  body  else !  where  are 
my  eyes,  where  is  my  head  ? — where  are  my 
legs  ?— How  can  you  possibly  know  it  to  be  1  ?" 
and  then,  without  stopping  for  any  attempt  at 
ail  explanation,  he  impatiently  ordered  Mr. 

■oncn,  and  heep  thim  lu  hovtaigL's,  till  Mr.  Muri 
compuiioiu  were  delivered  up.

Mwiiif>r  to  write  wimetbinit  «\m!,  iind  tlm»  «ni- 
ployod  him  for  three  or  fuur  hoiini  in  putttnfi 
down  the  immes  of  different  permn*,  plitveH, 
Mid  thlngH,  and  makfuK  the  other  man  read 
them.  Thii  afforded  extraordinary  divenlon 
to  l-'inow,  and  to  all  the  men  and  women  pre- 
aent,  partlnutarly  at  he  now  and  then  whiipennl 
a  little  love  anerdote,  which  was  strictly  writ- 
ten down,  and  audibly  read  by  the  other,  nut  a 
llttte  to  the  conOitiJon  of  one  or  other  of  the 
ladifH  [ireHent:  but  It  wan  all  taken  in  gooil 
humour,  for  curloaity  and  aitoniabment  were 
the  prevalllMir  pattaiona.  How  their  namea  and 
eir^-umtiianceti  coultl  beeommunicated  throuffb 
wi  iiiyHteriuui  tt  ehannel,  waa  altogether  pant 
tlit'ir  i-oniprehenaion.  Pinow  had  lon^  affo 
frtnufd  bin  opinion  of  booki  and  papem  (iu>e 
p.  iU\),  Hud  thia  u«  much  reaembled  wjiehcrafi 
an  ruiy  thJnff  he  had  ever  aeen  or  heani  of. 
Mr.  IMuriuer  in  vain  attempted  to  explain. 
tie  hud  yei  loo  alander  a  knowledge  of  their 
lanKuage  to  make  bimaelf  clearly  underatixMl: 
and,  indeed,  it  would  not  have  been  an  eatiy 
mutter  to  have  explained  the  rompoailion  of 
elementary  aounda,  and  of  arbitrary  tigrn  rx- 
prewlve  of  them,  to  a  people  whoae  minda  wrre 
Ireudy  luruicil  Ui  utlier  modea  of  thinkinK<  t>nd 
i  IftiiffuaKf  bati  fvw  Dxprewiiuna  but  wbai 
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conceraefl  tht;  ordinary  affaini  of  life.  The 
only  rational  nuMle  would  hzvn  bfx-n,  to  have 
iaverilcil  a  »yHtcm  »f  ipetllnf(,  and  tn  have 
Ifoat  Uiruii((li  tint  uwial  routine  of  tea«;hinff  it. 
Finow,  at  lenf^tli,  thought  he  had  ffot  u  iiulion 
of  it,  and  explained  Ut  thoK  about  him  that  it 
wait  very  fwiwihle  t»  put  down  a  mark  or  «if(n 
of  flomethiii^:  that  had  heen  Meen  hoth  hy  the 
writer  and  rea<ler,  lutd  which  Mhoiild  he  mil' 
tnally  luiderHt^MKl  hy  them:  hut  IMr.  Marrner 
inuiHfdintely  informed  him,  Ihni  he  roiild  write 
down  any  thin«  that  he  had  never  Mi;en :  ttie 
liinK^  directly  whutpered  to  him  to  put  'VwtmHt 
Ahoo  (ttie  kin«  of  Tong^a,  whom  he  and  'I'oolw 
Neolia  had  aHMumiiiated  many  ycurM  before 
Mr.  Mariner'H  arrival).  Thin  wan  af<;ordinKly 
done,  and  the  other  rvtul  it ;  when  l-'inow  wa« 
yet  moTf!  atttonjiihed,  and  declared  it  to  he  the 
mcM  wonderful  thiuff  he  had  irver  hmrd  of. 
lie  then  (hTwred  him  to  write  "  Tarky',"  (the 
chief  of  the  tfwriium  of  Ifea,  whom  Mr.  Ma- 
riner  and  hift  eorapanioiu  hwl  not  yet  neen; 
this  chief  wan  hiind  in  one  eye).  When  "  Tar- 
ky"' wa»  read,  l-'inow  emtuinfti  whether  he  wm 
hlind  or  not;  thi«  wa*  piittiof;  writing  Ut  an 
unfair  test!  and  Mr.  Mariner  t^ild  him  that  be 
had  only  written  down  thi:  ni^ri  niuiHlinif  for 
the  MOund  of  hi*  name,  and  not  foi-  the  de-  ■ 
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■criptiMi  of  111*  pcnon.  H«  was  thrn  ordered 
to  writt,  *•  2'arkj^^  bUnd  in  hit  1^  «ife,"  which 
was  done,  untl  reed  to  the  incmMHl  Uitonieh- 
ment  of  every  body.  Mr.  Mariner  then  toM 
him  that,  in  Mveral  parte  of  the  World,  m«e- 
laytM  wero  wnt  to  frreat  dietaiicei  thruufrh  the 
Mmc  medium,  and,  betn^  folded  and  fliateneil 
up,  the  bearer  could  know  nothing  of  thn  i^on- 
tentN ;  and  that  the  hintorioH  of  wlioltt  natione 
trero  thuii  handwl  down  tn  poMt«rity,  withnul 
•polling  by  being  kept  (aa  he  cbnii«>  to  nx- 
preM  hirnvftf).  l'*inow  acknnwIeilf^Ml  thi<i  to 
be  a  moNt  noble  invention,  but  added,  that  it 
would  not  at  all  do  for  the  'rangu  iHlandR,  thai 
th«r(>  would  be  nothinff  but  diiturbanrea  and 
eonapirtuiieH,  and  be  iihould  not  bi-  nun*  of  hie 
lifif,  pitrhapA,  another  month.  He  fonffimcd, 
liowttver,  tbat  hti  ithiinid  like  to  know  it  bim- 
leir,  niid  for  all  the  women  to  know  it,  that  be 
iniKbt  niaki«  love  with  lean  rltk  of  diHtover}', 
and  not  ho  mtioli  rlmn^e  of  ^ettinK  IiIh  brain* 
kn(K-.kud  out  by  thrir  btiHbaniU. 

'rhii»cin:um«tani;(!»tc-rv4!d(j[r«'atly  lonnnin*  and 
iRtentHtFiiinwitudalthiHcliit^fitdurin^tbfirdtiy'H 
•tay  at  I'nuK-iiiinntnii.  'V\w  foltowiiitr  rnorriiuff 
theyaif^iiu'tnttarked,  and  Huilinffwitli  n  favour- 
ablf  witxl  lot-  llic  llttpaj  iolandH,  tht'y  iirrivMl 
k:h,  luid  ultimately  at  Lffuoga. 
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Orders  were  now  isBued,  and  preparstiont 
#ere  ipeedily  made  for  the  ceremony  of  fucca^ 
lahi.  The  placet  appropriated  for  this  cere- 
mony  were  two  marl/s,  and  the  grave  of  Tooi- 
tonga.  For  dUtinction'it  laket  we  hUbII  call 
the  iirit  marly  Tooitonge's,  and  the  second 
Finow's.  Tooitonga's  marly  in  near  liiit  own 
residence,  and  on  this  were  erected  four  co- ' 
lumnx  of  yams  in  the  following  manner:  four 
poles,  about  eighteen  feH  long,  wer**  fixed  up- 
right in  ttiu  ground,  to  the  depth  of  a  (ew  ff  ;r;t, 
«t  about  four  feet  distance  from  each  other  in  a 
quadrangular  form  i  the  spaces  between  them, 
all  the  way  to  the  top,  being  crossed  by  smaller 
polew  about  six  inches  diitant  irom  eacli  other, 
and  lashed  on  by  the  bark  of  the  fow  (Hpecies 
of  the  Hibiscus) ;  the  interior  of  this  erection 
being  61led  up  as  they  went  with  yams ;  and 
afWrwards  other  upright  poles  were  litHhed  on 
to  the  top  with  cross  pieces  in  like  manner, 
iitill  piling  up  the  ya^s ;  then  a  third  set  of 
poles,  &.C.,  till  the  column  of  yams  was  about 
fifty  or  sixty  feet  high,  when,  on  the  top  of  all, 
was  placed  a  cold  baked  pig.  Four  such  co* 
lumns  were  erected,  one  at  each  corner  of  tbe 
marly,  the  day  before  tbe  ceremony,  and  thrw 
or  four  hundred  hogs  were  killed,  mui  ubont 
half  baked.    Tbe  ibUff*   BA^the  lioga  were 
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t-'urried  tu  tlii*  kiitK'H  nmH>,  ithoMt  n  <))mrlt*r  uf 
II  inllf  otr,  Hiid  )tlni>Ml  ii|tiiii  till*  Krniiiiil  Uvfvrn

round  U»}  kiiiK'N  iimrly.  (It'vuaiuiiiilly  mttUM 
of  lb«ni  (ptt  up  lu  miiiiNe  tlitiiuatjlvm  mtd  the 
HMt  of  tilt!  L>niii[mny  by  wrt*NtUtiy  with  one 
•ttoUier.  Thi'  k'mpi  uiid  biia  riiiulH,  ull  dmiicU 
in  plnitiiH  fcimtut),  were  ulreafly  Mktrd  in  tlie 
beaae,  vinwinf(  what  wan  koihk  forward.  Tb* 
cempuny  boiiiK,  ai  lt>iif(ih,  all  arrived,  and 
barlnff  aeatcd  llit'tntwlvt-a,  tbukitiK  Kavi*  noUw 
that  tbti  roriiinony  wi»  to  beycm.  'I'litt  young 
rhiefii  and  warriuni,  and  tItoMi  who  prided 
ihemwlveH  in  their  itreuKtb,  then  i^ot  up  tiugly, 
ind  endeavoiirud  in  turn*  tn  carry  ofrthe  largevl 
hog:  when  onr  failed,  another  tjitnl;  then  a 
■bird,  and  mu  on,  till  fvttry  mw,  tliui  t-ltoHr,  bad 
mada  a  trial  of  Ihh  ■trrn((lli.  To  turry  one-  of 
tbc  largMt  ltof(B  Ih  not  a  tiling  vutty  to  lit*  iloue. 
OR  aoeount  of  it*  frrruHJneM  hn  wt-ll  m  itv 
bright  1  hut  it  iillonl^  u  KiiiNiilcriiblt:  Hlmrv  of 
|iver»ion  to  ici>  a  omn  cnilMAtinK  u  largv  fat 
I  hoff,  and  vmlvuvoutinK  to raiie  it  on  Wu 
liar.    An  Ihe  hui    iMit  fumtd  loo  heavy  for 
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one  man's  strength,  it  was  carried  away  by 
two,  whilst  a  third  followed  with  its  liver. 
They  were  deposited  on  the  ground  near  Tooi- 
tonga's  marly,  where  the  men  waited  till  the 
other  hogs  were  brought*  In  the  mean  time 
the  trial  was  going  on  with  the  second  hog, 
which  being  also  found  too  heavy  for  one  man^ 
was  carried  away  by  two  in  like  manner ;  and 
so  on  with  the  third,  fourth,  &c.,  the  largest 
being  carried  away  first,  and  the  least  last. 
The  second,  third,  fourth,  &c.  afforded  more 
sport  thian  the  first,  as  being  a  nearer  counter- 
balance with  a  man's  strength.  Sometimes  he 
had  got  it  nearly  upon  his  shoulder,  when  his 
greasy  burden  slipped  through  his  arms,  and, 
in  his  endeavour  to  save  it,  brought  him  down 
after  it.  It  is  an  honour  to  attempt  these 
things,  and  even  the  king,  sometimes,  put  his 
hand  to  it.  The  small  hogs  and  pigs  aflTorded 
no  diversion,  as  they  were  easily  lifted  and  car- 
ried ^  away,  each  by  one  man,  and  deposited, 
not  at  the  outside  of  Tooitonga's  marly  along 
with  the  largest  hogs,  but  carried  at  once  into 
it,  where  the  cars  of  yams  were  also  dragged 
one  at  a  time.  When  every  thing. was  thus 
cleared :  from  the  king's  marly,  the  compkny 
got  up  and  proceeded  to  the  other  marly,  where 
ttiey  again-  seated .  then^selves,  whilst  Toot*

toiiffii  prt'Midi'd,  mid  ilia  kiiiy  and  liiM  cliiefm^ 
out  of  renpaoti  nut  on  the  oiitMidc^  of  the  riii|f 
Hiiiiin|i(  the  f(raat  body  of  the  people.  l*he 
Urfre  liofifii  wlijrh  had  het^ii  depoiiited  iti  the 
ttei|;(hboiirhood  of  the  marly  were  now  to  be 
broiiffht  Jiii  eiieh  by  one  man«  and,  aw  it  had 
been  found  that  one  manV  ntrenirth  wiin  not 
Auffieient  to  raimt  any  of  them  upon  hiii  mIiouN 
dera,  tno  othei^n  were  allowed  to  I  ill  the  hog 
and  plate  it  upon  liiN  nhouldem  for  him,  and 
then  he  tottered  in  with  bin  loait,  followed  by 
another  man  with  the  liver;  and  in  thin  man- 
ner all  the  hof^M  and  their  liveni  were  carried 
ijii  and  depoMited  in  two  or  three  rowK  before 
TooiionKa.  Their  number  wa«i  then  t^ounted 
by  the  head  eookM  of  Tooitonga  and  Fitiow, 
and  iinnouneml  aloud  to  Tiioitonga  by  hi»  own 
head  (*ook ;  the  nunilKT  of  earn  and  pilen  of 
yauiH  wiu  iiImo  announced  at  the  Manie  tim«. 

1  bin  being  done,  about  twenty  of  the  largest 
bog>»  were  carried  to  'rooitonga'M  burying- 
plaee,  ntiarly  an  hundred  yardM  diMtant :  thone 
ivhieh  went  too  heavy  tor  one  man  to  lift  being 
put  upon  liiM  AhoulderM  by  two  others,  &e.,  an 
before,  (ind  dcpoiited  near  the  grave;  one  car 
of  yaiiiN  wan  alno  taken  and  left  in  like  manner. 

T\uH  portion  of  pork  and  yam  being  di^i- 
po»ed  of,  the  remainder  waa  «liared  out  in  the 
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following  manner :  one  column  of  yams  wad 
allotted  to  the  king,  to  be  removed  in  the 
afternoon,  and  to  be  disposed  of  as  he  pleased : 
(he  always  shares  it  among  his  chiefs  and 
fighting  men:)  another  c6lumn  was  allotted 
io  Veachi  ♦  and  two  or  three  other  chiefs :  the 
third  was  giten  to  the  gods;  (the  priests 
always  take  care  of  this  portion ;)  and  the 
fourth  Tooitohga  claimed  for  his  own  share. 
As  to  the  cars  of  yams,  they  were  never  in- 
quired after:  Tooitonga  generally  takes  care  of 
them,  and  appropriates  them  to  his  own  use, 
and  that  of  his  numerous  household,  not  that 
he  has  any  legal  right  to  them  beyond  custom 
and  sflent  consent.  The  hogs  were  disposed 
of  in  like  manner :  the  greatest  quantity  to  the 
greatest  chiefs,  who  share  them  out  to  the 
chiefs  immediately  below  them  in  rank,  and 
these  again  to  their  dependants,  till  every  man 
ill  the  island  gets  at  least  a  mouthful  of  pork 
and  yam.  The  ceremony  now  concluded  with 
dancing,  wrestling,  &c.  after  which,  every  per-< 
son  present  having  secured  his  portion,  retired  to 
his  home  to  share  it  with  his  family.    From  thisi 

*  Veachi,  like  Tooitonga,  is  a  divine  chief,  that  is,  de- 
scended from  .a  god;  he  is,  however,  inferior  to  Tooitonga, 
but  higher  in  rank  than  the  king:  see  second  vol.  of  the 
work. 


moment  tU6  taboo,  or  prohibition  upon  hogn, 
(owln,  and  cocoa  nuts,  was  null  and  void. 

The  hoffii  and  yamn  left  at  TooitongaN 
grave,  having  remained  there  teveral  dayn^ 
(till  the  pork  Ntunk,)  were  shared  out,  by  order 
of  Tooitonga,  to  all  who  chose  to  apply  fpr  a 
portion.  They  belong  indeed  properly  to  the 
principal  chiefs ;  but  as  they  arc  accustomed 
to  feed  upon  meat  in  a  better  state  of  preserva- 
tion, they  forego  their  claims,  and  allow  tbi 
lower  orders  to  eat  it  for  them.  Mr.  Mariner 
fould  not  learn  why  the  pork  was  thus  left  till 
it  was  scarcely  eatable — the  only  answer  lie 
could  get  was,  that  such  was  the  ancient  cus- 
tom. It  may  be  considered  an  offering  tq 
Tooitonga's  ancestors,  which  it  would  be  sa* 
rri legions  to  take  away  while  it  was  good  for 
any  thing. 

I'inow  had  three  daughters,  the  oldest  of 
whom,  now  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  had 
been  long  betrothed  to  Tooitonga,  who  having 
expressed  his  wish  that  the  marriage  should 
take  phuu*,  Tinow  gave  orders  for  the  ne^v^-* 
sary  preparations,  about  five  days  after  il*e 
above-mentioned  ceremony.  Tooitonga  was  now 
about  forty  years  of  age.  I'he  particulars  of  this 
chiefs  niarrittgr,  which  wits  somewhat  different 
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from  those  of  other  chieb,  shall  be  here  de- 
wribed. 

The  yoang  lady  having  been  profusely 
anointed  with  cocoa-nut  oil,  scented  with 
Bandal-wood,  was  dressed  in  the  choiceat  mats 
of  the  Navigator's  islands,  of  the  finest  texture, 
and  as  soft  as  silk ;  so  many  of  these  costly 
mats  were  wrapped  round  her,  perhaps  more 
than  forty  yards,  that  her  arms  stuck  out  from 
her  body  in  a  ludicrous  manner ;  and  she  conld 
not,  fltrirtly  speaking,  sit  down,  but  was  obliged 
to  bend  in  a  sort  of  half-sitting  posture,  lean- 
ing upon  her  female  attendants,  who  were 
under  the  necessity  of  again  raising  her  when 
she  required  it.  A  young  girl,  about  five  years 
of  age,  was  also  dressed  out  in  a  similar  man- 
ner, to  be  her  immediate  and  particular  at- 
tendant. I'our  other  young  virgins,  about 
sixteen  years  of  age,  were  also  her  attendanU, 
and  were  dressed  in  a  manner  nearly  similar, 
but  not  with  quite  so  many  mats.  The  lady 
and  her  five  attendants  being  all  ready,  pro- 
ceeded to  the  marly  of  Tooitonga,  who  was 
there,  waiting  for  their  arrival,  together  with 
a  number  of  other  chiefs,  two  raatabooles  sit- 
ting before  hiui.  The  lady  and  her  attendant* 
being  arrived,  seated  themselves. ou  the  greoi 
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he(t>rp  TooitoiirrH.  Aftrr  the  Ihpm  of  r  Httlc 
limr  n  woiniiit  rntcred  tlw  rircle  with  her  Atot 
(-overall  up  with  white  gnutoo  t  ihe  went  into 
th(>  liniiMc  of  the  mnrly,  Hiitl  procredod  townrdi 
the  upper  end,  where  them  lat  another  woman 
ill  waitinff  with  a  lar^e  roll  of  gnutoo,  o  wooden 
pillow  *,  and  a  banket  containing  bottle*  of  oil. 
The  Woman,  whom  face  waa  veiled,  took  the 
Bitatoo  from  thr  other,  wrapped  henelf  np  in 
il,  and  laying  liei-  head  upon  the  wnodeii  pil- 
low, wriit,  or  prett'inlrd  to  go,  nisi  itnlrep.  No 
Moncr  wnn  thiR  done  than  I'ooilonga  rove,  up, 
and  tiiklng  \m  bridr  by  her  hand,  led  her  into 
tlif'  Ihium',  iind  Ht'iitcil  lier  on  liin  h'ft  hand, 
'I'vrnly  baked  hogn  were  now  brought  into' 
llti-  v'nvW  of  the  ninrly,  and  ii  numbrr  of  ex> 
|irrt  i-ookpi  catnc  wilti  kniv<<t>  (procured  from 
Diirnpciui  i«lii(M;  Inrrnrrly  they  uml  bamboo) 
III  try  Ihcir  Hkill  in  cni'ving  with  Hjieed  iiud 
(Irxtrrily,  which  in  ennitidrred  u  tifreat  rerom- 
iiieiKbktinn.  A  ciuiiiidrrHblr  part  wiim  nhaml 
nut  to  llir  r.blefH,  each  taking  him  portion  and 
putting  it  in  liiit  boiiomt>     I'hc  rt-rniiiudrr  of

for  at  an  appointed  signal.  The  woman  who 
had  laid  herself  down,  covered  over  with  gna- 
too,  now  rose  up  imd  went  away,  taking  with 
her  the  gnatoo,  and  the  basket  containing  the 
bottles  of  oil,  as  her  perquisites.  Tooitonga 
then  took  his  bride  by  her  left  hand,  and  led 
her  to  his  dwelling,  followed  by  the  little  girl 
and  the  other  four  attendants.  The  people  now 
dispersed,  each  to  his  home.  Tooitonga  being 
arrived  with  his  bride  at  his  residence,  accom- 
panied her  into  the  house  appropriated  for 
her*,  where  he  left  her  to  have  her  mats  taken 
off^  and  her  usual  dress  put  on ;  after  which 
sh#  amused  herself  in  conversation  with  the 
women.     In  the  mean  time  a  feast  was  pre- 

•hould  put  their  pork  in  their  bosoms,  for  they  never  eat  it 
themselves ;  and  as  it  is  tabooed  by  touching  them,  no  other 
native  of  the  Tonga  islands  may  eat  it :  so  that  it  generally 
£U1b  ultimately  to  the  lot  of  the  natives  of  the  Feegee  islands, 
or  other  foreigners  present,  who  are  not  subject  to  the  taboo 
of  Tonga,  For  the  nature  of  the  taboo,  reference  must  be 
made  to  the  second  vol.  of  the  work. 

*  It  must  be  noticed  that  every  great  chief  has  within  his 
fencing  several  houses,  one  or  more  of  uhich  always  belongs 
to  his  wives.  He  seldom  goes  to  their  house  to  sleep :  he 
generally  sends  for  one  to  sleep  with  him ;  at  least,  this  is 
always  the  case  with  Tooitonga,  for  nobody  can  eat,  drink, 
or  sleepy  in  the  same  house  with  him  without  being  tabooe4 
(see  Jeieo.) 
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pared  for  the  evening,  of  pig9,  fowls,  ytms^ 
kc.  and  cava:  this  was  f(ot  ready  on  the 
marly,  wlien%  about  dunk,  Tooitonffa  preaid* 
ing,  the  coni|>any  Mt  down  to  receive  their 
portions,  which  the  gt*nerality  reiiervtKl  to  take

home  with  them;  the  lower  orders,  indeetl, 
who    had    but  a   small   quantity,    consumed 
theirs  on  the  spot.     After  this  the  cava  was 
shared  out  and  drunk.    The  musicians  (if  so 
they  can  be  called)  next  sat  down  at  the  hot* 
tom  of  the  ring,  opposite  to  Tooitonga,  in  the 
middle  of  a  circle  of  flambeaus,  held  by  men 
who  also  held  baskets  of  sand  to  re4*cive  the 
ashes.     The  musical  instruments  consist^Kl  if 
seven  or  eight  bamboos  of  different  lengths 
and  sizes,  (from  thret^  to  six  ft^^t  long)  so  as  to 
pnxluce,  held  by  the  middle,  and   one  end 
bting  struck  on  the  ground,  diflTerent  notes 
according  to  the  intended  tune  (all  the  knots 
lH*iiig  cut  out  of  the  bamboo,  and  one  end 
pluggf^l  up  with  soft  w<H>d).     The  only  other 
instrument  was  a  pie<!e  of  split  bamlHM>,  on 
which  a  man  struck  with  two  sticks,  one  in 
eac^h  hand,  to  regulate  the  time.     The  music 
was  an  uccompuninient  to  dancing,  which  was 
kept  up  u  considerable  time*.     The  dancing

Tooiti^tiga  being  arrived  at  his  house, 
i^t  for  the  bride,  wlio  immediately  obeyed 
Hke  sunrntons,  Ttie  moment  they  retired  to- 
fether  the  lights  were  extinguished,  and  a 
4PMi|  appointed  at  the  door  for  the  purpose, 
MUMunced  it  to  the  people  by  three  hideous 
ydl^9  (similar  to  the  war  whoop,)  which  he  fol- 
lowed up  imnufdiately  by  the  loud  and  re* 
paated  sound  of  tlut  r.onc*li.

x'oiiMii^  to  a  iii'W  U!rn  in  tlin 
igtt  iilaudt,  occai>|one«l  by 
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the  political  intrigues  of  Toobo  Toa,  a  natural 
son  of  Toogoo  Ahoo,  by  one  of  that  king's 
female  attendants.  Toobo  Toa  was  the  chief 
that  formerly  had  the  direction  of  the  conspi- 
racy against  the  Port  au  Prince:  he  was  a 
man  of  not  quite  so  brave  and  disinterested  a 
spirit  as  Toobo  Neuha ;  he  partook  rather  of 
the  character  of  Finow,  with  a  little  more 
ferocity,  but  not  quite  such  depth  of  policy. 
It  will  be  recollected  that  Toobo  Neuha  was 
the  chief  that  anassinated  Toogoo  Ahoo ;  ever 
since  which  period  Toobo  Toa's  desire  of  re- 
venge  was  most  implacable;  and  he  had  made 
H  vow  never  to  drink  the  milk  of  the  c^^a-nnt 
out  of  the  shell  till  he  had  fully  acxr>mplished 
it.  He  had  indeed  all  along  espoused  the 
cause  of  Finow  against  the  adherents  of  his 
father,  which  may  seem  strange,  as  Finow 
himself  was  a  principal  accomplice  in  that 
assassination,  though  bis  policy  did  not  allow 
him  to  be  the  immediate  perpetrator,  lint 
Toobo  Toa  knew  well  that  he  should  have  no 
chance  of  success  against  so  strong  a  power  as 
that  of  Finow;  he  therefore  joined  him,  that 
he  might  have,  some  time  or  another,  an  op- 
portunity, however  dangerous  the  attempt,  of 
wreaking  a  signal  vengeance  on  Toobo  Neuhti. 
The  crisis  was  now  fast  approaching,  for  he 
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httd  well  prtparad  the  way  for  tt,  by  ccmnUifitly 
wbiiperingf  into  the  etr  of  Finow  iomething 
ditidvantageout  to  the  character  of  Toobo 
Neaha.  At  one  time  he  repreaented  him  to 
be  the  meditator  of  certain  conepiraciet ;  at 
another  aa  the  etiviable  pofieaior  of  a  happier 
itland,  (Vataoo,)  much  more  productive  of 
every  article  of  convenience  and  luxury: 
nometimee  he  insinuated  that  Toobo  Neuha 
did  not  pay  sufficient  annual  tribute,  conai- 
dering  the  fertility  of  the  ieland  and  the  eupe- 
rior  dignity  of  Finow ;  at  other  times  he  repre- 
sented him  as  ambitious,  that  he  sought  to 
gain  too  much  the  love  of  the  people,  and 
by  his  success  in  this  way  became  too  power- 
ful :  he  moreover  never  ceased  to  ri-mind  the 
king  of  the  A*equent  opposition  made  by  Toobo 
Ncuha  to  his  wise  measurt*s  in  ri'ganl  to  his 
warlike  preparations  against  Tonga:  at  last 
be  had  the  boldni^ss  to  pr«>posi?  his  ussaMsiiiii- 
tion.  Finow,  who  was  not  at  nil  startled  at 
proposals  of  this  niiturcs  but  who  rii*.ver 
wislied,  if  poMihIe,  to  appear  to  the  Mortd  as 
a  fmrty  muvvruvA^  lent  an  attinitive  mr  to 
Toobo  Toa,  atid  half  promised  his  asststarKte, 
but  advis«Ml  tlmi  the  exerution  of  Iiim  projart 
should  hi*  di^fcrr^l  till  som<*  futun*  mid  more 
flt  opportunity  offered. 
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To  filter  properly  into  tha  merit  of  this  siC" 
count,  Finow^d  character  muMt  jttll  along  be 
kept  in  vievK :  he  ^ai  a  man  of  a  deep  and 
deii^igning   tpirit,    always  willing   U)    favour 
any '  conspiracy  that  promised  to  advance  his 
interests,  but  exceedingly  cautious  how  he  let 
any  body  know  his  intentions,  even  the  pajty 
that  prdposed  it.    lie  always  conducted  him- 
self with  such  admirable  policy,  that  no  one, 
not    even   his    most   intimate    acquaintance, 
could    dive    thoroughly    into    his    projects, 
Toobo  Ncuha,/  (his  brother,)  on  the  contrary, 
wtts  a  truly  bravr  man,  and,  upon  the  whole, 
of  an  undesigning  and  exceedingly  liberal 
mind;  for  though  he  had  proposed  and  pirr- 
petrfiited  the  assassination  of  loogoo  Ahoo, 
it  M  as  believed  to  be  not  so  murh  to  avenge 
his  own  personal  wrongs  as  those  of  his  coun- 
try :  and  often  has  he  expressed  to  Mr.  Ma- 
riner  the  extent  and  nature  of  his  feelings  on 
that  occasion,  how  he  regretted  that  so  many 
beautiful  and  innocent  women  should  be  sa- 
eriflccd  at  the  same  time  (that  they  might  not 
spreail  alarm ;)  yet  how  strongly  he  felt  that 
the  liberty  of  his  country  was  that  moment  in 
his  power,  whilst  the  desire  of  avenging  its 
wrongs  was  like  a  raging  thirst  that  over« 
[lowered  every  other  sensation :  no  sooner  was 
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the  blow  struck  than  he  Mved  all  that  he  oould 
save,  a  little  ctiitcl  of  three  years  old,  which  he 
bore  away  in  his  arms  fVom  the  scene  of  slaugh- 
ter. Thi*  liberality  of  his  mind  will  appear  also 
ffom  tlut  answers  he  made  to  those  who  some- 
times  threw  out  hints  to  him  that  Finow  was 
not  his  iViend,  and  that  it  was  thenifore  proper 
for  hint  always  to  f^o  armed  :  *^  Finow/*  he  re- 
plied, **  is  my  brother— he  is  my  superior  rliief 
**  —ho  is  king  of  these  islands,  and  I  pay  him 
**  tribate  as  a  servant ;  if  he  has  any  reason  to 
**  b(«  dissatisfied  with  my  conduct,  my  life  is 
**  at  his  disposal,  and  he  is  welcome  to  take  it, 
*^  for  it  is  better  to  die  than  to  live  inno<*ent 
**  and  yet  be  thought  capable  of  treachery  ; — 
^'  besides,  I  will  not  arm  myself  against  ii 
*'  power  to  which,  as  long  as  the  country  is 
**  well  governed,  it  is  my  duty  to  submit.'* 

'I'his  brave  chief  was  slill  at  L.efooga  with 
all  his  army,  in  daily  expectation  of  receiving 
orders  from  the  king  ic>r  their  return  to  Vii- 
vaoo.  Toobo  Toa  thought  the  opportunity 
too  lulvantagcous  to  be  lost:  In*  did  not  ap- 
prove of.  the  advice  of  Finow,  to  wait  yet  a 
little  longer.  What  opportiniily,  he  thought, 
could  be  belter  than  the  present,  whih:  Toobo 
Neuha  was  still  on  the  same  island  with  him, 
and  the  king  scQUiod  disposisd  to  favour  his 
views }  lie  htul  harboured  sentiments  of  re- 
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venge  m)  long  within  hiH  breut,  and  tlie  AtrMM 
of  the  Occaniou  no  iipurred  hii  remlutktD,  that 
erery  day'o  d«lay  appeared  in  his  imaginatioii 
the  loM  of  an  age.  Finow't  fieeUnx  upon  the 
mbjecl  wan  iiuppoted  not  to  be  very  far  remote 
from  that  of  Toobo  Toa;  but  ai  he  saw  veiy 
cleariy  that  thia  chJeffe  determination  was  fulJy 
bent  upon  his  purpose,  and  required  no  encou* 
raffement  from  him,  lie  chose  merely  by  an 
outward  ithew  of  moderation  and  witidom  to 
^ve  a  sort  of  passive  consent,  and  to  remain 
by  tbiM  means  the  spectator  rather  than  the 
actor  in  the  scene,  and  «o  to  avoid  if  possible 
the  odium  of  being  an  accomplice  in  the  mur- 
der of  so  brave  and  good  a  man. 

A  few  days  now  elapited,  and  Toobo  Nenha 
was  still  among  the  number  of  the  living.  One 
evening,  about  an  hour  before  sun-set,  the  king 
desired  Mr.  Mariner  to  accompany  him  uni 
his  daughter  to  Mahina  Fekite,  about  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  off;  he  was  going,  he  said, 
to  consult  an  old  chief,  Toge  he  Mooana, 
who  resided  there,  upon  some  political  biim- 
nesH.  I'inow  usually  carried  out  with  him  a 
large  whaling  knife,  (the  blade  of  which  was 
two  feet  long  and  three  inches  wide ;)  Mr.  Ma- 
riner, observing,  on  this  occasion,  tfiat  hedid  n 
trice  hia  knffe,  asked  talm  if  In-  istiuutd  tiike  it  J 
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MM)  mm  it  1^  him :  hr  ir pIM.  No,  I  h«vf  im 
nwd  «r  it ;  Mr.  MurinM'  ohrtwl.  «iitl  f»How«t* 
him  H»tl  hJM  d«U|rhh>r,  unarmrtl.  In  tht*irwtiy 
Ihfjr  *'«mf  iitNftr  ht  *  pi»«l.  iinH  Miinw  utrppMl 
iwM(*  ttt  hikthr,  pn*ri«nii)y  MMtHin^r  "*>  Aih^iidunt 
h>  Tnnhti  Nrtihd,  tn  <t««in*  htm  tnt^mrtnhim.

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hours  Finow  came  out  of  the  inner  fencings 
followed  by  Toobo  Neuha  and  his  own  daughr 
ter ;  as  they  passed  ,on,  Mr.  Mariner  followed 
her,  and  the  female  attendant  walked  last.----It 
was  now  night,  but  somewhat  moonlight.  As 
they  passed  the  corner  of  the  outer  fencingt 
Toobo  Toa  and  the  four  men  j  ust  spoken  of  rush* 
ed  from  their  hiding  place,  and  made  a  violent 
assault  on  Toobo  Neuha:  the  first  blow  of  a 
club  he  received  on  his  shoulder,  (intended  for 
his  head:)  he  immediately  exclaimed  "'  Oyaooi 
Finow,  ten  m&te  (oh!  Finow,  am  I  to  be 
killed  ?)"  and  retiring  a  few  steps  set  his  back 
against  the  fencing:  Finow,  who  was  several 
paces  in  advance,  immediately  made  what  wa#^' 
thought  9L  feigned  attempt  to  defend  him,  ex- 
claiming "  Oyaooi  sceoke  gooa  m&te  e  tang&ta! 
(alas !  this  noble  man  is  killed  I)"  but  he  was  held 
from  his  strong,  yet  pretended  endeavour  to  run 
to  his  assistance,  by  some  other  attendants  of 
Toobo  Toa,  who  came  up  and  forced  Finow 
into  the  fencing.  (It  must  be  recollected  that 
Finow  did  not  choose  to  bring  his  whaling  knife, 
with  him.)  Toobo  Neuha,  who  was  without 
any  offensive  weapon,  as  he  had  been  without 
any  suspicion,  warded  off  several  blows  with 
his  hands  and  arms;  till  both  these  being 
broken,  he  was  uoable  to  lift  them  up,  when  a. 
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blow  from  To<ibo  To««  on  the  ba^A,  uinde 
him  atainrer,  another  knocked  him  down,  und 
he  WM  beaten  im  long  as  aigns  of  life  reniainedi 
luid  for  aome  time  after.  At  thii  moment  a 
young  warriori  wlioae  name  waa  Latoo  ila,  and 
whoae  fatlier  had  been  formerly  killed,  under 
atrong  auapiciona  of  conapiracy  by  TooIh)  Neu- 
ha,  came  up  to  the  apot,  |)oaaeaaed  by  a  apirit 
of  implacable  revenge,  lie  atruck  tlie  body 
of  the  dead  chief  aeveral  timea,  and  exclaime<i| 
^*  The  time  of  vengeance  ia  come  I  thou  haat 
^^  been  long  iMiough  the  chief  of  Vavaoo,  living 
^*  in  eaae  and  luxury ;  thou  murdcivr  of  my 
V  father!  1  would  have  declared  my  aentimenta 
^^  long  ago,  if  I  could  have  depended  upon 
*'  othera  to  aetnuid  me ;  not  that  I  feared  death 
**  by  making  thee  my  enemy,  but  the  vengeance 
\^  of  my  chief,  Toolm  Ton,  waa  6rat  to  be  aatin- 
*'  Acd,  and  it  waa  a  duty  lowed  the  apirit  of  my 
^^  father  to  preaervc  my  life  aa  long  aa  poaaible, 
^^  that  I  might  have  the  aatiafuction  to  aee  thee 
^^  tluia  lie  atinkingt  (dciul  I)''  he  thtii  repetittHi 
Ihe  blowa  aeveral  timea  upon  hia  atomat^h. 

On  the  iirat  noiae  of  theacnitHe,  Mr.  IVIariner 
imagining  that  Hnow  hiuiacif  waa  attacked, 
attempted  to  ruah  forward,  though  unarniHi, 
to  bin  aaMiatance,  but  waa  prtiveutcd  by  a  ati*ong

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instil  ^ho  fitkftfg  him  rcratid  the  body^  friniofMi 
hto  nrtiii  to  hj«  iM^.  The  trcrnien^  cm  hearinf 
the  mmnd  of  th«  blows^  and  the  excflamatton  of 
Toobo  Netihft^  rati  mtmming  itito  the  feticlngf. 
In  abcrtit  teti  mitmiim  after  the  affair^  tiearly 
two  hundred  erf  Flmm'i  people  aMetnUedf 
armed  irith  t\n\m  and  ii^ar»^  to  a  party  of 
^hom^  with  a  chief  at  their  head^  Finow  garir 
order*  to  g'o  immediately  to  Toobo  Neuha't 
people^  who  were  at  their  temporary  hoti^ei 
on  the  lAiore^  and  command  them^  in  hi»  name^ 
to  go  on  board  their  rejipeetite  eanoei*^  except 
the  principal  Vavaoo  chiefe,  who  were  to  comn 
tttto  hi«  presence.  These  orders  were  scarcely 
^ten  when  one  of  the  late  chiefs  adopted  sons 
came  before  Finow,  and  strikiniif  his  clti baifainst 
the  jfj^onnd,  etclaimed  ♦*  Why  sit  you  there  idle  ? 
— why  do  yon  not  rotise  yourself  and  ymf 
men^  to  revettf^e  the  death  of  the  fallen  hero  ? 
^*^if  it  had  been  your  lot  to  hate  sunk  thus 
♦♦  beneath  the  clnbs  of  yonr  enemies^  woitld 
**  he  hate  hesitated  to  hate  sacrificed  his  life 
''  for  yonr  retenjfe  ?— -How  gteat  a  chief  k$ 
'*  wrts !  how  sadly  he  died  \'*  Finow  made  no 
reply,  and  the  younj^  warrior  retired  a  littk^ 
and  sat  down. 
The  affection  of  the  Vataoo  people  for  tbeif 


chief  wan  fprAtt,  but  thi^y  tlioiif^lit  thi!  praMtit 
ft  very  dittdvantagfcouii  opportunity  of  neeking 
revffiiffe.  Tliry  were  iti  h  part  of  this  country 
when!  tlieir  cuemian  would  txe  vi^y  numeroua; 
their  <!Hnoefli  #ouhl  perbapa  Iks  taken  from 
them«  and  tf)ei*r  retreat  tliua  cmt  off. — When 
they  rei*eived  Finow'a  onb^rH)  (bey  immrdiaiely 
obeyed,  the  ^eat  lM>dy  of  thimi  fr^inff  into  dieir 
reii|>fetive  canoen,  lutd  their  ehii^M  roming  into 
the  kJnff'H  preNeiin* :  where,  when  they  arrived, 
they  Mat  before  him,  their  heada  bowed  down 
in  dejeii:ion  and  utU*r  HadneM.-— Finow,  in  bk 
jiiauiil  Ktyh^  of  artful  eloquener,  made  them  a 
ii|>ee<!h,  in  which  be  |NMitively  declared  bia  in- 
nm^etiee  of  the  murder,  and  hia  previoua  igno- 
rii!H*e  of  itM  hiiviuM:  been  about  to  take  plaee. 
lie  u(*knowle(lf(ed,  however,  that  loobo  l*oa 
voiifiih^d  to  him  hiM  inteutiouH,  and  aaked  hia 
aaaiHtance,  whieli  he  prouiiHed ;  but  that  he 
hail  mofle  thin  promine  without  meaiiiuf;  to  ful- 
tll  it ;  thinkiui^  by  thiM  meauH  to  mtiiafy  for  u 
time  the  urKfent  NolieitiitiouM  of  that  ehief :  lent, 
not  haviuf(  made  it,  he  Mliouhl  undertake  thb 
raab  art  before  proper  meaaureM  could  be 
adopted  to  prevent  it. 

While  he  waa  yet  apeakin|i(,  hia  own  wivea 
and  women,  haviuf(  been  Meut  for,  eame  and 
aat  down  behind  him.    Ilia  apeeeh  being  ended,

Up  deliver  hi»  «eiitiment»,  Tlie  compaiiy  fiiM 
ro^t  by  Fiiiow'0  ordeff  and  followird  him  to  hto 
hoiine.  An  he  p«Med  the  body^  hr.  ordrred  it 
to  be  lifted  op  and  cairied  before  htm.  When 
the  pTiHtmiim  urrit^f  the  bo^ly  wa^  laid  doirn 
ftn  the  outaide  of  the  hotine^  and  waahed  all  ofHf 
wffh  a  mixture  of  oil  and  water  (aa  ia  alwayft 
i^aiomary.)  Thla  ofldee  waa  performed  by  one 
of  Finow'a  witea  and  Mr.  Mariner;  nobody 
elae  oflbring  to  do  it^  on  ai5rount  of  their  ob|er* 
liona  Uf  being  tabiu/d^.    Finow'a  wife  did  not

and  not  obeert jug  bin  health  to  deeiine^  they  attributed  it  to 
Mi  Mnf  a  Avirlgne^  and  being  goteraed  by  dilfereat  Oede. 
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iU  iHH.'aum'  ulie  wm  ulrf^dy  tabooed  from 
iiaving  touohrH  tli<^  drnd  Uody  of  the  late  TooU 
toiifpi  niitr  tttontlm  beforehand  had  romeqiieiitly 
got  aecuiit«mied  to  the  iiicotivetiieiieea  of  it: 
and  IVIr  Mariner  did  not  iieaitate  to  do  this 
laat  oAiee  to  hia  ftiend^  becauae  he  had  no  an- 
|Mfratitioiia  feara  of  the  conMH|iieneea  of  not  aitb- 
ttiitttnfr  to  it.  1'he  liody»  lieing  waahed^  waa 
brought  into  the  houais  laid  on  a  large  bale  of 
irnaloo,  and  anointed  with  aandal  wood  oiL 
Toobo  NouhaV  wtvea  (ibur  in  numlicr)  now 
came  in  to  niouni  over  the  dead  Innly  of  their  de- 
parte<l  eliief.  They  entered  beating  their  breaata 
and  fae«m«  and  noreaniing  with  all  the  agony 
and  Irantie  agitationn  of  mad  women.  They 
imt  flown  ehaie  rtnnid  the  eorpiit\  and  in  a  moat 
dinnial  utrain  liegan  aingiiig

Hieae  verwen  were  repeated  over  and  over 
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again,  without  any  order,  during  the  whok 
night;  the  mourners  frequently  beating  tiieir 
breaats  and  faces,  and  now  and  then  making 
e|x:la«fiationa  regarding  themselves,  as  to  what 
lyould  beooBcie  of  them  now  they  had  lost  their 
great  chief  and  protector,  and  with  him  all 
tbeir  happiness  and  eomfort.  The  house  was 
lighted  up  by  lamps  with  <cocoa-nut  oil.  About 
one  hundred  and  ifty  persons  were  present, 
Wiong  whom  were  Finow  and  Mr.  Mariner; 
both  of  whom  staid  the  whole  night.  Finow's 
wives  retired  to  rest.  Mr.  Mariner  deeply  felt 
on  his  mind  the  depressing  influence  of  these 
florarowfol  lameuifaations.  The  poor  unfortunate 
women  at  intervals  only  sobbed  and  mourned 
for  a  time,  then  brc^ce  out  loudly  as  before ;  till 
by  degi'ees,  the  voice  growing  weak,  sunk  into 
a  hoarse  murmur ;  as  if  all  the  powers  of  the 
soul  were  fast  declining  under  a  weight  of  an- 
guish, never  to  rise  again;  then  a  heart-rending 
exclamation  of  sorrow  from  one  spread  its 
contagion  to  all  the  rest;  and  thus  was  the 
whole  night  spent  in  lamentations  for  the  death 
of  a  good  and  great  man;  who,  as  far  as  human 
judgpaient  can  determine,  was  unjustly  accused, 
and  undeservedly  sacrificed. 

During  all  this  time,  the  chiefs  and  warriors 
of  the  Ifiing  kept  themselves  on  the  alarm,  ex-

pacsting  every  moment  a  revolt  from  llie  peo- 
ple of  Toobo  Neulm.  Jlvery  tbliiK,  however, 
r«miaitied  quiet,  'riie  lul lowing  morning  Fi- 
now  iiHiued  ordeni  for  the  body  to'  bi*  (*arriq(l 
on  boiinJ  d  i^nnoe  along  with  liim,  to  {H^ocred 
to  the  iMlancI  of  Wiha ;  tbiv  waM  aocorclingly 
donti,  and  tliey  i*et  nail,  iixty  or  ne^vimty  otber 
eanotm  followi«ig,  with  tint  Vavaoo  people,  and 
neveral  of  the  kingV  warriom.  When  they 
arrived  at  VViha,  a  grave  wan  opened  for  'I'oo- 
bo  Nttuba  in  the  iytoi^a^  of  liiM  aneentorMi 
wherein  bin  Imdy  v/m  d(*poMited  in  the  pre* 
Netic^e  of  all  who  came  in  the  eano(!fi,  bewideti 
a  eonMidt*rablf  nunibcT  oi'  tho  uativrN  of  the 
iMhind  t. 

Am  iMjon  an  the  <'orpne  wai*  let  down  into  the 
grave,  ono  of  thoNci  who  had  aMMa«»Minated  hinii 
CliJoolooH,  a  great  warrior  and  a  powerful 
man,  udvaneifd  forward  into  the  middbi  of  the

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circle,  brandishing  his  club,  and  addressed  the 
Vavaoo  people  to  the  following  effect:  "  If  there 
"  be  any  among  you  harbouring  secret  thoughts 
*'  of  revenge,  keep  them  no  longer  buried  in 
"  your  bosom,  meditating  plans  of  future  in- 
"  surrection,  but  come  now  forth  and  fight  me 
"  on  the  spot,  for,  by  sacrificing  me,  you  will 
"  revenge  his  death:  I  am  the  man  who  acted 
*'  a  principal  part  in  his  death  ;  come  on,  then, 
"  one  and  all,  and  wreak  your  vengeance  on 
"  my  head!" — Nobody,  however,  accepted  this 
challenge ;  not  but  there  were  many  Vavaoo 
chiefe  who  would  willingly  have  done  it,  had 
ihey  not  thought  better  to  reserve  themselves, 
to  effect  a  future  and  more  signal  vengeance. 
The  stone  was  now  put  over  the  grave,  and  the 
company  dispersed. 

During  the  whole  of  this  time,  in  conse- 
quence of  Finow's  orders,  every  circumstance 
Mas  attended  to  that  might  prevent  an  insurrec- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Vavaoo  warriors.  I'he 
four  carronades  which  Finow  had  brought  with 
him  were  drawn  up  before  the  fencing  in  which 
he  meant'to  reside  during  his  stay:  the  Vavaoo 
people  were  forbidden  to  carry  any  offensive 
weapons,  whilst  those  of  Hapai  were  ordered  - 
to  be  under  arms,  and  to  keep  themselves  ov  . 
the  alert.

Two  or  three  dayii  after  this  funffral  cm- 
utony,  the  kitifr  Nummoneil  a  privatn  meeting 
in  his  presence  uf  the  ciiiefi  of  Hapai,  and  thnw 
of  Vavauo,  when  the  hitter  iiwore  allegianre  to 
Finow  witli  their  handfi  placed  npon  a  cnnwf- 
iTHti-d  liowl*,  whilut  cava  was  being  mixed  in 
it,  invoking  the  god,  Tooi  fooa  llolotoo,  to 
whom  the  bowl  was  consecrated,  and  praying 
him  to  punish  them  with  untimely  death  if  they 
ilionid  afterwards  break  tlieir  vow,  or  harbour 
any  thonghts  to  that  intent.  The  cava  was 
then  shared  ont,  and  the  king  informed  the 
VavBoo  chiefs,  tliat  thenceforth  Hiey  were  to 
consider  Toe  Ooinoo,  (his  aunt),  as  their  law- 
ful chief,  and  to  pay  respect  to  her  as  such,  at 
her  cava  ceremonicM :  they  accordingly  pro- 
mised all  due  submission  and  obedience  to 
their  newly  appointed  chief:  after  which  the 
anHf-ndily  nw  up,  and  dis])ersed  to  their  re- 
spective houses. 

The  following  day,  Finow,  and  all  that  had

cept the  greater  part  of  the  matabiKileii  of  the 
late  Toobo  Neuha,  who  were  detained  by  Fl- 
now,  piirwed  their  conniR  Ut  Vavnoo. 

Aboiit  afortnight  after  their  flq)artiin!,  there 
arrived  a  canoe  from  Vavaoo  with  a  mataboole, 
atid  thirty  or  forty  men,  who  were  well  aflifrt«d 
lowardN  Finow.  They  broaghtthe  nne.tpected 
information,  that  the  people  of  that  inland,  at 
the  inatigation,  and  under  thi;  g:utdance  of  ttieir 
chieT^  Toe  Oomoo  (Finow'n  aimt),  had  rome 
to  tne  rexolution  of  freeing  themMflvew  from 
the  dominion  of  the  king,  and  of  erecting 
.tiiemMlveft  into  a  separate  nation.  Tne  Oomoo, 
it  wemH,  had  made  a  apeech  to  her  ehiefit,  in 
which  nhf  declared,  that  Nlie  found  it  expe- 
dient to  fthake  off  the  yoke  of  Finow;  for,  al- 
though nlie  wart  hift  aunt,  fthr  could  not  but  re- 
member with  grntitiide  the  obligationa  ithe  laid 
under  to  Toobo  Neuha,  and  the  rcwprct  thitt 
waM  due  to  Ilia  memory:  Toobo  Neuha,  ithe 
taid,  had  been  her  particular  friend,  and  irfie 
M'afi  drtiirmiiicd  to  net  in  a  riiiiiinir  wnrfhy  Hie  M 
honour  of  m  great  a  in-.in'pi  fricnrlrthip.  Sl^in 
^hictM  iind  lualabfHiuljH 


then  appealed  to  her  chir 
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(lemandtttK  of  tliem  their  opininn,  and  whether 
they  a|jM  dlil  not  think  it  expedient  to  trm 
tfaeniwlTM  from  the  tyranny  of  Finow.  Hero 
■  eonimltatfon  bei;ftn,  which  wiu  kept  up  ft 
conNideritble  lime,  without  eomiutf  to  any  de- 
termination, iiom<!  artfuing  rather  in  favour  of 
Finow'a  conduct,  otlicm  rather  agaiimt  it ;  till, 
at  length,  an  old  wnniiin  (Miiiter  to  Toe  Oumoo), 
nwhed  into  the  middle  ui'tlie  aiwetnhty,  armed 
with  a  club  and  Hpinir,  and  hrandiithinK  them 
in  the  air,  demanded,  with  a  loud  voire,  why 
they  heiitated  ho  Ioui{  in  an  affair,  in  whieh 
honour  dearly  pointed  out  the  only  pro[>eF 
path  to  pnntue ;  '*  but,"  iibe  uddi-d,  "  If  th« 
"  men  are  turned  women,  the  women  Nhall 
"  turn  men,  and  revenjfe  tin*  ili-ath  of  their 
'*  murdered  rliifl';  h-t,  IIm'U,  llif  mi-n  titand 
**  idly  lookiiit;  OH,  iHid,  wlien  we  women  arc 
**  MaeriAued  in  the  ^loriniiH  raiiKe,  the  example 
"  may,  perhapti,  extitf  them  to  fitflit  nnd  die 
**  in  the  name  spirited  I'ndeavnor  to  ttnpport 
**  ftiid  defend  tln-ir  rinhtN."  The  warlike  de- 
elftriition  of  tlilH  heroim-  roiiM-d  the  idiielW  into 
a  "till*-  <iC,i,nviiy,  mul  dii*y  Hpi>i>dily  eame  to  a 
uliitinn  li>  liiiilfl  It  liirgfe  and  Htruutf  fortreiNi 
livuiMclvim  ia  a  Htate  uf  defence

The  propof^A  fGtirem  wm  to  be  tbt;  liirye«t 
tbut  eter  wa»  ktiof^fi  in  the  7  otiga  itftimdii^  to 
be^  ifi  »bort^  h  ibrtified  town^  capable  of  bokl« 
itig  all  the  itibabitatiti»  of  Varttoo  (about  800Q 
in  tiumber)^  with  tbdr  bouiieii  and  burying'' 
plac;eii^  io  he  built  round  the  Mooa^^  and  eon« 
•tructed^  M  iMuaJ^  of  reed  fetrnttfun^  mneh  on 
tbe  iame  plan  a»  that  of  IVioocalofa^  ibrmirrly 
described^  but  to  he  .i^urrounded  by  a  deep  and 
firni'iiet  bank  of  solid  elay^  about  twelte  feet 
higb^  with  a  diteh  on  the  inner  i»ide  of  it^  from 
whieh  the  day  would  be  fumii»hed^  and  thus 
be  proof  a^^ainst  the  guns  s  within  this  diteh^ 
ami  nejit  the  fencings  was  to  be  another  bank 
of  clay  ^  smaller  than  the  other*  The  whole  of 
the  materials  of  the  feneiiig  was  to  be  prifpor- 
tionably  strong  and  good. 

Among  a  great  deal  of  information  whirh 
the  old  mataboole  eomtnunieated^  was  that 
respecting  the  bravado  of  a  Vavaoo  warrior, 
who  declared  his  utter  contempt  of  the  guns. 
It  i»  customnry  for  every  professed  warrior, 
before  he  goes  to  battle,  or  expects  the  coming

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of  ftti  anemy,  to  give  himnelf  the  name  of  »ome 
one  particular  person,  wtiotn  lie  means  to  single 
out  and  flght.  This  warrior,  however,  instead 
of  asiiuming  the  name  of  one  of  the  enemy, 
proudly  called  himself  Fana  Fonnooa  (a  great 
gun),  declaring  that  he  would  run  boldly  up  to 
a  cannon  and  throw  his  spear  into  the  mouth 
of  it.. 

When  Finow  was  informed  of  these  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Vavaoo  people,  he  immediately 
resolved  to  make  a  descent  upon  them  with  a 
powerful  force,  and  reduce  them  into  subjec* 
tion  before  they  could  have  completed  their 
designs:  but  the  priests  dissuaded  him  from 
this  batty  project,  and  proponed,  that  it  would 
be  much  more  acceptable  to  the  gods  to  make, 
in  the  first  place,  an  offer  of  reconciliation. 
The  king,  however,  had  not  much  respec^t  for 
the  priests,  and   though   lie*   Honietimes  con- 
formed with  their  advice,  it  was  generally  be- 
cause ii  tallied  with  his  own  opinion,  or  he  did 
it  for  the  mere  outside  shew  of  veneration  for 
the  gods :  his  want  of  religion  was,  indeed,  al- 
most proverbial,  and,  on  tluH  account,  the  pco- 
pie  often  wondered  thai  lie  was  so  Huccessfnl 
in  war.     In  this  particular  instance  he  was  ho 
exasperated  at  the  conduct  of  his  aunt,  that 
not  the  persuasion  of  the  priests,  nor  the  a<i- 
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.monitiDna  of  Uie  godi,  could  prevent  him  turn*' 
iDg  hift  iinmediate  attentiou  to  the  necewwry 
preparatioBft  for  a  speedy  attack  oh  Vavaoo. 
Intermediate  uiid  unexpected  events,  hort'ever, 
put  a  stop,  fur  a  time,  to  thew  preparatiooi. 

At  thift  period,  there  arrived  from  Hamoa 
(the  Navigator's  islandB),  Finow's  son  and  heir, 
Moegnagiiongo,  after  an  abience  of  five  years ; 
with  him  came  another  great  chief,  whose 
name  wuh  Voona,  and  who  had  formerly  been 
chief  of  Vavaoo ;  they  aud  their  retinue  bad 
nailed  from  Hamoa  in  six  canoes,  one  of  which 
containing  ftixty  pemoni,  and  all  Moegna- 
gnoogo's  treaiuret,  was  lost  in  a  gale  of  wind. 
In  their  way  they  had  touched  at  Vavaoo,  not 
knowing  the  political  situation  of  the  iiland, 
and  wf;re  very  near  being  forcibly  detained ; 
but,  observing  something  suspicious  in  the 
conduct  of  the  people,  they  put  off*  to  Mca 
again,  and  thus  made  their  escape  in  time. 

Their  arrival  at  Lefooga  occasioned  great 
feasting  and  rejoicing,  which  lasted  many  dayt, 
and  serve<l  to  divert  the  king  from  his  imme- 
diate warlike  projects. 

Two  dtiPi(^liters  of  chiefb  had,  for  several 
years,  been  kept  apart,  and  reserved  to  he  the 
wives  of  the  young  prince  (as  we  shall  beg 
leave  to  cidl  him,  to  avoid  tin-  frcijiiviit  rcpa*> 
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titton  of  hit  imeouth  itamc),  ni  icon  at  lie 
•hoold  return  from  llamon.  He  had,  indeed, 
4>ruught  two  wivM  with  him,  imtivtit  of  that 
place,  btit,  fluding:  that  hii  friuiidii  ut  huiiic  had 
not  ho«n  unmindAil  of  him  In  thin  [mrtitmlur, 
he  rniolvud  to  marry  theneyoun^muiduninlHo; 
and,  partly  to  plenie  hii  own  liuniour,  And 
partly  to  afford  u  littln  umuiiement  to  tho  Iln- 
pai  puoplc,  Im  retolvfd,  ulio,  that  thr  core- 
many  Nhould  be  pvrfomied,  for  tlie  moNt  part, 
after  lliu  nmuiitir  of  (he  Navigfatur'i  iilandi. 

On  tliff  momiuK  of  the  day  of  marriatr*', 
whic>.li  WHH  n1>out  ii  week  after  the  arrival  itf 
the  priiii't^,  mtiit  of  thtt  lowiir  data  of  the  peo- 
pin  ivtTu  omployt'd  in  bringlnff  (Vom  diflVrent 
pnrtH  ot'  tlie  iHlimd,  yiimi,  ripe  plantaini,  und 
bananas;  rocou-nutu,  bread-fruit,  Huh,  and 
oakoM*.  Theae  were  pilud  up  on  the  marly 
in  four  large  hnipi,  with  a  baked  pi|r  on  the 
top  of  oarh.  1'he  peuph;  awembled  oti  the 
■pot,  di'etmnd  up  in  new  Kiimit>nta,  ornamented 
with  wreath*  of  tloMeni,  am)  with  red  ribbnndN 
made  of  the  fine  membrane  of  tho  leaf  of 
the  h  actiWt  nnirh  rcnemblinff  Rtlk :  their 
{wruuiin  wurtt  anointed  with  Hwcet-iornted  oil.

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The  spectators  seated  themselves  in  two  ■«&> 
tions  of  a  circle,  one  be^nning  from  the  righit 
the  other  from  the  left  hand  of  Finow  and  bit 
matabooles;  at  their  terminations  stood  the 
Hapai  people  on  the  one  side,  and  the  new- 
comers (most  of  them  Hapai  people  also),  oo 
the  other,  so  as  to  be  opposite  to  each  other, 
both  parties  being  furnished  with  clubs  made 
of  the  green  branches  of  the  cocoa-nut  tree. 
The  prince,  who  was  also  armed  with  a  club, 
stood  up  among  his  Hamoa  compuuions. 

The  two  brides  were  now  conducted  by  tiieir 
female  attendants  from  the  house  of  Finow 
(near  the  marly).  They  were  dretied  in  th« 
finest  Hamoa  mats  *,  but  not  in  such  profusion 
af  described  in  'I'ooitonga's  marriage,  and 
were  veiled  in  the  finest  gnatoo.  'I'bey  wert 
led  into  the  house  on  the  marly,  and  sealed 
on  bales  also  of  the  finest  gnatoo.  Here 
their  feet,  hands,  face*,  and  breasts,  wen 
Mtointed  with  a  mixture  of  sandal-wood  oil* 
and  the  purest  turmeric,  producing  a  deep 
orange  tint  on  their  skins.  They  remained 
seated  in  this  place,  to  be  q>ectator8  of  lb*

The  two  parties  being'  ready,  the  challenge! 
were  ^iveti  in  the  following  way:  a  man  from 
one  side  runs  over  to  the  opposite  party  and 
sits  down  before  it ;  he  then  demands  if  any 
one  will  engage  with  bim :  the  person  who 
chooses  to  accept  the  cballenge,  comes  for- 
ward brandishing  his  club,  when  the  two  com- 
batants proceed  to  the  middle  of  the  circle, 
each  attended  by  one  from  his  own  party  to 
assist  as  second.  They  next  determine  whe- 
ther they  shall  fight  nfter  the  I'onga  or  Hamoa 
ftwhion :  the  dilfbrence  of  which  is,  that  the 
Ilamoa  custom  allows  a  man  to  bent  his  anta> 
gontst  after  be  is  knocked  down,  as  long  as  be 
perceives  signs  of  motion :  the  Tonga  mod^, 
en  the  rontrnry,  only  allows  him  to  flourish  his 
ehlb  over  his  fallen  foe,  and  the  fight  is  at  an 
end.  i  his  point  being  agreed  on,  the  two 
champions  fur  the  applause  of  the  multitude 
Ikogin  to  engi^.  ^^  hen  they  have  finisbed, 
Uiother  party  comes  on  in  the  same  way. 
Sometimes  there  are  three  or  four  sets  of 
comlmtniiiH  fnga]|r4'd  at  the  same  time.  When 
kwinan  giiiiis  a  victory,  bis  own  par^  gives  a 
nt  of  ap*    >bation,  wo  wo,  a  ma  A>,  i  oi,

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fi,  oi^  ( the  champion  then  aUvances  towardu  tlie 
chief  ivho  pre»ides  at  the  liead  of  the  circle  (in 
this  instance  the  king),  sits  down  hefore  hiiOf 
fout  ot  respect,  then  ri#ei  immediately,  and  re- 
.turns  to  his  ewn  party. 

;  Such  was  tlie  mode  in  which  these  club*- 
Aghto  were  conducted  :  the  prince  engaged  in 
.several  of  them,  and  performed  great  feats  of 
bravery:  he  fought  no  less  than  fourteen  4>r 
fifteen  battles,  and  always  came  off  victorious^ 
,  The  fighting  with  clubs  being  over,  at  a  sig* 
.nal  from  Finow,  the  boxing  and  wrestling 
jnatches  commenced.  As  their  performances 
in  these  ways  have  been  so  accurately  de*- 
4M!ribed  by  Captain  Cook,  it  would  be  unne* 
i;^ssary  to  enter  liere  into  a  detail. 

These  feats  being  over,  the  prince  and  hii 
chiefii  retired  to  the  neighbouring  houses  to 
/dress  their  heads  with  a  sort  of  turban,  made 
of  #hite  gnatoo,  ornamented  with  small  red 
Jbathers.    Thus  equipped,  they  returned  to  tb(

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marly,  when  the  chiefs  Mt  dowi\  again  amon^ 
their  own  party,  and  the  prince  went  up  to  hit 
two  brides,  who  were  still  sitting  in  the  houses 
raised  them  up,  one  by  each  hand,  and  led  them 
forth  upon  the  marly  amid  the  acclamations  of 
the  people,  who  clapped  their  hands,  whilst 
the  matabooles  exclaimed,  maKe/  maliet  (well 
done  I  well  done  I).  The  young  chiefii  and 
their  companions  from  Hamoa,  sung  the  fol* 
lowing  song,  beating,  time  with  their  hands: 
it  is  in  the  language  of  the  Navigator's  islands, 
and  Mr.  Mnriner  does  not  understand  Uie 
meaning  of  it;  he  was  so  much  in  the  habit 
of  hearing  the  Tonga  people  sing  in  that  lan- 
guage, which  they  affect  to  admire,  though* 
tery  few  understand  what  they  sing,  that  he 
neglected  to  enquii*e  the  meaning  of  this  song; 
but  the  words,  or  rather  the  syllables  (for  it  is 
hard  to  say  whether  they  are  divided  quite 
right),  he  remembers  perfectly  well,  as  many 
of  the  people  went  about  all  the  follbwing 
night  singing  it,  according  to  the  custom  ^t 
Hamoa :  the  song  is  as  follows :

While  th»  Mnging  and  theie  acclamatioM 
wen  ifoii^  forward,  the  priiice  led  liift  hridei 
to  the  bottom  of  the  vanxiy  witfi  a  itluw  and 
dignified  ettfp,  and  then  returned,  anid  tbe 
Mme  acclamations,  into  tJie  lioiitie,  and  re> 
iieat«d  them  upon  the  bale*  of  gnat^w :  after 
which  he  commenced  a  dance  on  tti(;  mariy 
with  the  yonnf^  diieA>,  who  had  p'lt  on  liu'- 
banii.  This  dance  wa*  alMo  after  tlii*  manner 
«/the  Navigator's  i»land«,  and  Neemf»l  to  afford 
the  people  mnch  entertainment :  in  Mr.  Mari- 
ner'a  opinion,  tht*rc  wan  not  Mi  great  uu  exfai- 
bitjon  of  agility  ait  in  their  own  dtirM-eit,  but 
equally  an  much  grace,  and  Komcuiial  more 
attitude.  In  the  mean  time  the  hridcn  were 
conducts  to  the  re*idcnce  of  the  hridiTKroora. 
The  dance  being  concluded,  the  proviiifoM 
were  ^ared  out :  the  two  larger  porltonM  mtet 
Allotted,  by  Finow'a  ordera,  to  tbe  new  cfmien, 
(to  Iw  diHpoNcd  of  hereafter  a«  lli^y  thought 
proffer):  the  next  largetit  kkm  Hharrd  out  to 
all  foreignem,  vix,  nallvcH  of  I  iji,  llunioa,  the 
inland  of  I'otoona,  tkc,, ;  and  the  rcniMJoing  he^, 
at  an  appointed  ugnal,  waa  acrambled  for  by 
all  who  chow  to  try  their  ipfed  «mI  dexteritf* 


Thii  last  scene  afforded  great  diTertion  to  all 
the  ipectaton.  The  baked  pig  on  the  top  of 
the  heap  was  soon  brought  down,  and  mauled 
about  in  a  most  miserable  way;  being  torn 
piece-meal,  and  so  covered  with  sand  and  dirt 
M  to  be  quite  uneatable.  The  ceremony  was 
now  concluded  by  a  general  boxing-match; 
the  men  fVom  the  north  of  the  istand  combat* 
ing  those  fVom  the  south ;  till  at  length  the 
men  of  the  north  drove  their  opponents  en- 
tirely off  the  ground.  On  occasions  of  such 
fights  the  combatants  are  allowed  to  wear  tur- 
bans, to  resemble  more  nearly  a  real  fight.  It 
must  here  be  observed  that  turbans  are  not  al- 
lowed to  be  worn  but  in  time  of  war,  and  then 
only  by  those  who  are  going  to  battle,  unless 
on  occasions  of  formal  rejoicings  like  the  pre- 
sent, or  at  night-time  among  chiefs  and  mata- 
booles,  or  among  the  common  people  when,  at 
work  in  the  fields  or  in  canoes.  On  all  other 
occasions,  to  wear  a  head-dress  would  be  disre- 
spectful ;  for  although  no  chief  be  present,  yet 
•ome  god  may  be  at  hand  unseen.  This  cus- 
tom is  kept  up  with  such  strictness,  that  if  a 
man  were  to  wear  a  head-dress  on  other  occa- 
iionSi  he  would  be  sure  to  be  knpcked  down 
by  Hie  first  person  be  met  who  was  a  superior, 
iiii  >«PMi|  puhwff  If  be  Wirt  an  equal.    On 
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^tccnmovm^  when  a  turban  in  allowed  to  be 
'worn,  it  mimt  be  removed  from  the  head  when 
k  superior  happens  to  approach  (imlei$M  in  time 
of  actual  battle) ;  but  it  i»  u^ual  for  tlie  supe^ 
rior  to  say  to  one  wtio  is  not  much  inferior, 
**  toogoo  ho  fowi,"  keep  on  your  ,/?w,— as  we 
would  say,  keep  on  your  hat, — ^m  hicli  eompU' 
ment  is  gentrally  accepted,  l*he  kin^^  used 
frequently  to  tell  Mr.  Mariner,  that  if  he  ever 
met  any  common  fellow  with  his  head  covered, 
he  should  immediately  knoc^k  out  his  brains! 
Mr,  Mariner  was,  however,  allowed,  like  other 
foreigners,  to  wear  a  head-dress  without  any 
restriction,  as  being  supposed  to  be  governed 
by  different  gods,  and  accustomed  to  different 
manners. 

But  fai  return  to  our  subject :  it  may  be  no- 
ticed that  the  form  of  the  prince's  marriage  as 
here  related,  and  which,  for  the  numi  part,  was 
according  to  the  Uamoa  custom,  was  not  very 
different  from  that  of  the  I'onga  islands ;  but 
two  parts  of  the  Hamoa  ceremony  were  in  this 
instance  left  out,  viz,  the  payment  of  s^ime- 
thing  valuable  to  the  brides'  fathers  l>y  the 
bridegroom,  such  as  bales  of  gnat^>o,  In^ads, 
kc,  the  brides  being  virgins:  the  other  part  of 
the  ceremony,  which  in  fact  was  t^i  as^tertain 
whether  such  payment  was  justly  due,  should 
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liftfi'  been  performed  by  the  briclepfroom  (difpto 
idtnotii)  when  be  bflid  led  biff  brides  biu^k  into 
tlie  bouse,  und  re^nealed  tbem  oti  tbe  bales  of 
giUiUut :  but  tbe  rircuniNtaure  alluded  ti>,  not 
betn((  tbouf(bt  by  tbe  nativ(*fi  of  the  Tonffa 
jalandM  eouaiMtent  with  deli(!ai*y,  was  acu*or<U 
inicly  omitted. 

In  the*  vyv.uiuff  of  tbe  aame  day,  tbe  lariore 
bouae  on  tbe  marly  ivaa  li((bted  up  with  flam* 
)>eauii.  Sinfipem  and  dampers  of.llapai  aiMem* 
blefl,  and  %vaiti*d  tbe  arrival  of  the  prinee  and 
bin  llamoa  ft'iends.  In  a  short  time  they  ar- 
rived with  presents  of  fine  mats,  dried  eava 
root,  &(!.  (the  eava  rmit  of  tbe  Naviffator's 
islands  is  tfvvMly  esti^emed).  These  tliey  laid 
down  at  the  feet  of  Finow  and  bis  wife,  TooIki 
vr  Holla,  who  wen*  seatinl  op|H»site  tbe  en- 
trance. Hit  majesty  returneil  tbe  eumpliment 
by  presi*ntin|[(  tbem  with  three  or  four  Kn((lisb 
wimt-l>ottb?s,  an  bour-f(lass,  without  either 
satul  or  stand,  and  some  pieees  of  iron  hoop, 
maile  sharp  in  the  form  of  ebisels;  which 
bavinf(  received,  they  retired  and  seati^il  them- 
selves on  one  side,  oppositi*  the  party  of  llapai 
Mincers.  Tliesi*  latter  now  be((an  a  vocal  eoii« 
vert^  ill  the  lanffuaf^  and  after  the  manner  of 
tlie  llamoa  islands.  When  they  had  flnisbefl, 
those  from  llamoa  sung,  and  so  on  alternately 
tot  four  or  Ave  hours,  when  the  company  broke 
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Up.  The  brides  were  not  present  at  this  con^ 
cert;  and  the  bridegroom,  not  finding  himself 
touch  interested  in  it,  soon  gave  them  the 
slip. 

This  ceremony,  and  these  rejoicings,  being 
over,  Finow  again  began  to  turn  his  attention 
towards  Vavaoo.  In  the  first  place  he  dis4 
patched  canoes  to  the  different  liapai  i8land0, 
with  orders  to  each,  that  all  the  male  inhabit* 
ants  (excepting  two  of  the  oldest,  for  each 
plantation,  to  keep  them  clear  of  weed0,  kc. 
the  yams  being  all  planted,)  should  a0semble 
within  ten  days  at  Lefooga,  armed  with  clubs 
•nd  spears,  and  supplied  with  a  good  store  of 
provisions.  Being  all  arrived  within  the  time 
proposed,  Finow  issued  orders  to  aJl  his  forces 
to  prepare  for  a  review.  On  the  appointed  day 
they  assembled  on  a  marly',  to  the  amount  of 
about  six  thousand;  all  armed,  and  painted, 
and  dressed  according  to  some  warlike  fancy. 
Finow  then  delivered  a  speecli,  in  which  he 
declared  his  opinion  that  the  I'onga  mode  of 
warfare  had,  hitherto,  been  upon  a  very  bad 
principle ;  and  that  instead  of  running  forwards 
and  then  retreating,  accordingly  as  they  met 
with  advantages  or  disadvantage0,  they  ought 
rather  to  remain  together  in  a  body,  and  not  to 
retreat  on  every  trifliqg  occasion,  but  to  push 
forward  with  the  most  determined  courage,  and

tkua  dtih  terror  hito  tlie  minds  of  their  ene* 
miti;  or  by  ititnilitig  their  ifroutid  with  uncon* 
querable  •teadineiei  to  strike  them  with  uUm^ 
ishmetit  at  their  fortitude  and  strength:  for 
such  he  hsd  heard  was  the  way  of  fighting  in 
England,  (meaning  Europe  at  Isrge,)  and  it 
claimed  his  highest  admiration  :——«'*  and/^  he 
added,  *'  if  any  man  sees  the  point  of  a  spear 
*^  advancing  upon  his  breast,  he  is  not  to  run  back 
**  likr  a  coward,  but  push  forward  upon  it|  and 
'*  at  tile  risk  of  his  life,  deal  destruction  on  his 
''  for/*  This  last  sentence  he  bellowed  forth 
in  a  tone  and  loudness  of  voice  that  made  every 
one  tremble,  for  in  this  particular  he  was  very 
remarkable ;  when  powerfoUy  and  passionately 
excited,  the  sound  of  his  voice  was  like  the 
roaring  of  a  wild  beast,  and  might  be  heard  at 
an  incre<lible  distance. 

Having  finished  his  speech,  several  of  his 
warriors  ran  up  to  him,  striking  their  clubs 
foriously  on  the  ground,  bidding  him  not  to  be 
tfraid  of  hi«  enemies,  for  that,  comparatively 
•peaking,  there  were  no  t*eal  warrioi*s  in  Vavaoo : 
and  that  they  would  stand  by  him  to  the  very 
last  1  he  king  then  addressed  them  again, 
describing,  in  a  more  particular  manner,  how 
they  were  to  proceed  in  their  encounter  with 
the  enemyi  on  the  approach  of  whom  they  werii 
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all  to  fliit  down  on  the  ground,  and  remain  per-' 
fectly  still,  as  if  unconcerned  in  what  was  going;' 
forward ;  and  even  though  the  enemy  were  to 
throw  spears  and  discharge  arrows,  they  were 
nevertheless  to  remain  motionless  till  they  re* 
ceived  orders  to  rise  and  rush  upon  (hem  in  a 
body ;  this  they  were  to  do  with  ardour  and 
impetuosity;  and  he  was  quite  certain,  he  said, 
that  such  a  sudden  and  bold  attack  would  put 
them  completely  to  the  rout.  He  then  made 
them  practise  this  manoeuvre  several  timef. 
Lastly,  he  spirited  them  up  with  thoughts  of 
glory  and  honour,  telling  them  at  the  same 
time,  that  death  was  a  thing  to  be  despised, — 
not  to  be  feared  by  a  brave  man,  whose  name 
would  still  live  with  a  lasting  life,  when  his 
body  was  buried  in  the  dust.  He  then  dismiss* 
ed  them,  with  orders  that  those  belonging  to 
the  northern  islands  might  immediately  return 
home,  but  were  shortly  to  proceed  to  llaano, 
the  northernmost  island  of  all  the  Hapais,  and 
there  to  wait  the  arrival  of  him  and  all  his 
southern  forces  on  their  way  to  Vavaoo. 

A  few  days  after  this  review  a  canoe  arrived 
from  Vavaoo,  with  a  few  Hapai  people,  who 
were  suffered  to  leave  that  island  at  their  par* 
ticular  request.  They  brought  intelligence 
'that  it  was  not  the  wish  of  Toe  Oomoo  and  her 
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^iefii  to  be  at  war  with  llapai,  but  that  they 
considered  it  a  duty  they  owed  to  themielvet 
to  act  with  strong  measures  in  regard  to  Finow« 
whom  they  esteemed  of  so  treacherous  a  cha- 
racter, that  a  peace  with  him  now«  would  only 
be  the  forerunner  of  disaster  and  inglorious 
death  to  themselves,  and  on  this  account,  they 
chose  rather  to  meet  their  fate  in  the  field, 
than  to  live  an  idle  and  peaceful  life  for  a  short 
time,  and  at  length  be  cruelly  murdered  to 
satisfy  his  revenge. — They  moreover  stated  that 
it  was  the  determination  of  the  Vavaoo  warriors 
to  rush  out  suddenly  upon  the  white  men,  and 
take  possession  of  the  guns. 

A  few  days  aftenvards,  all  aflain  being  set« 
tied  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the  plant • 
ations,  the  canoes  were  refitted  and  launched, 
and  eariy  in  tlie  morning  the  king,  and  all  the 
forces  with  him,  (about  4000  strong)  proceeded 
to  llaniio,  about  three  leagues  to  the  north,  to 
join  those  who,  according  to  orders,  were  wait- 
ing for  tlieiu.  At  llaano,  tlie  king  was  received 
with  customary  feasting  and  rejoicing,  and  ou 
the  follo^nng  day  the  gods  were  consulted  in 
reganl  to  the  expedition.  The  answer  was 
similar  to  the  admonition  formerly  given,  viz, 
that  the  king  should  first  proceed  to  Vavaoo 
with  three  canoes  only,  with  such  men  as  Jiis4 
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few  or  nn  relatfonn  «t  Varsoo  (lent  ibty  rViauM 
bf!  tempted  to  detert)  but  abore  all  with  mteh 
mUo  a*  had  not  hr.ttn  Innftnimftntal  in  thtt  mmm- 
irination  of  Toobo  Nmha,  nor  had  itrnn  for- 
mniy  hi*  adhfrrentu,  leat  their  preMnre  mii^t 
excite  Ntfll  farther  the  anf^er  nf  the  Vavaon 
people;  and,  thna  a^^mpanied,  fihoiild  offer 
termi  of  peaee  In  the  moMt  fHendly  manner. 
Finow,  hflvinfiF  }ij  thin  time  had  mtf^rumt  op- 
portunity to  reflert  coolly  and  deliberately,  and 
therefore  more  wisely,  upon  thia  btiirineM,  en- 
tered readily  Into  the  meaAtre.  Three  canoe* 
were  got  ready,  and  Finow,  with  mmi:  nf  the 
ehoieeat  fighting  men,  of  iiuch  dearription  u 
the  oracle  approved  ttf,  went  on  l«>ard  :  Mr. 
Mariner  wa«  in  the  king'N  cano**,  and  two 
other  Kngtitihmen  were  on  boan)  oikt  of  the 
othom,  and  they  proeeedefl  towards  Vavaoo. 
An  they  approaehed  the  »h<tnM  of  tliin  inland 
they  came  np  with  aereral  eanoeo  lielofigiiiff  to 
it,  endeaTouring  to  make  their  etteajie,  for  they 
faneieil  theae  were  only  the  head  rannf»  of  a 
lai^  fleet  drawing  near  to  make  an  attWTk 
upon  VaTOfM.  The  king,  however,  informed 
tfiem  that  he  waw  ntA  coming  with  warlike 
intetitiona,  but  that  hift  object  wa«  jtrM-e,  and 
he  wa»  friiying  them  a  vimt  for  the  noli-  purpoM^ 
•f  luQuatfng  matteni  amirably ;  he  then  ^^A 
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mtMPd  tliem,  and  they  paddled  awity  imnie>- 
diately  lor  that  {Mrt  of  the  inland  where  the 
irrettt  tbrtreiHi  wai  vitiiatcd.  Ah  the  expe- 
dttiou  puued  a  poiut  about  five  milci  to  the 
Muthwurd  of  the  furt,  a  mmiber  of  nutivei 
were  teen  on  the  beach,  painted  and  dniaed 
nftvr  thu  manner  of  war,  and  armed  m  ith  clnbi 
and  ftpeun:  they  menaced  the  viiitton  with 
«vci7  martial  geature,  Airiouily  uplaahing  up 
thu  water  with  their  clube,  and  ihouling  the 
war-whoop  loudly  and  repeatedly,  y^  hen  they 
had  proceeded  a  little  farther,  there  came  np 
to  them  a  canoe  fi-om  the  garriwin,  witti  u  war- 
rior nHnit>d  Ta  e  'iangatu:  he  wiire  a  turban* 
on  liis  head,  and  Htated  that  he  cauie,  with 
leave  IVom  Toe  Oomoo,  to  eni|Mire  If  any  of 
'J'oobo  Nculm'a  niurdereiii  were  on  bonrd,  for 
lit!  was  ready,  he  Huid,  to  fight  them,  and  lay 
down  liii  life  in  honourofthat  gi-eat  and  match- 
leM  chief.  l''inow,  in  annwcr,  told  him  ttie  pnr^ 
powt  of  hi»  touiingi  and  that  tlicn^  were  none 
of  Toobo  Neuha'd  niui-dcrerii  on  Imiird,  and  a« 
to  himHelf,  liu  wan  perfectly  welt  cliMpoHed  to

I'lili  WW),  tti«i*t'urt>,  cHuieiu  an  fimnty.  TliU  heait'dreti 
Mv  bo  coiuidvnKt  a«itail  ol'dvtiiuoe,  m,  M  bmt,  vl'  iiulu* 
Itciidi'ncu  lutd  e 
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jmake  n  peace»  and,  whatever  his  etiemiai 
jnight  think  of  him,  that  waa  the  object  which 
was  nearest  his  heart.  No  sooner  did  the  Vavaoo 
warrior  hear  this  unexpected  declaration,  than 
jie  pulled  off  his  turban,  and,  taking  a  piece  of 
cava  root,  went  on  board  Finow's  canoe,  and, 
Jbaying .  presented  the  cava  to  the  king,  he 
kissed  his  feet  as  a  mark  of  respect.  The 
king  then  dismissed  him,  desiring  him  to  re^-^ 
l^te  to  his  chiefs  the  object  of  his  coming,  and 
thfit  he  should  the  same  evening,  if  they  would 
permit  him,  pass  on  to  Neafoo  ^,  to  leave  cava 
th^re,  and  the  following  morning  proceed  to 
the  CortrefNi,  to  adjust  terms  of  peace.  As  soon 
wt  the  warrior  departed  with  his  message, 
Finow  directed  his  course  up  an  inlet  to  Nea« 
foo,  where  he  arrived,  and  landed  without  any 
opposition,  and,  having  left  cava  with  the  usual 
pcremony  (see  p.  96),  he.  returned  on  board, 
^nd  passed  the  night  in  another  branch  of  the 
inlet  leading  up  to  the  fortress;  towards  which, 
(early  the  following  morning,  he  proceeded  with 
the  three  canoes.  At  iSrst,  he  intended  to  land 
in  person,  and  ascend  the  hill  to  address  the

)i|fftmioti ;  biit  from  this  ha  wah  dinftuaded  by 
hf «  chmfn :  he  then  determine!!!  to  f(Q  near  to 
the  ihore  in  a  iimall  canOe  which  they  had  in 
tow,  and  be  led  along  the  ihelf  by  hiN  mate- 
boolteK^  wadinf]"  throtigh  the  water,  which  waft 
scnncly  three  feet  deep ;  to  thiH  atno  hiN  A*iendft 
obJ9ct<ul,  being  appreheniivc  that,  if  he  left  the 
large  canoe  in  the  way  he  proponed,  and  ajji* 
proachcd  no  near  the  beach,  hi*  temper  nilght 
be  no  worked  into  a  i*age  by  the  innnltii  of  the 
uativcfi,  nn  to  induce  hihi  to  rinih  oniihore,  and 
run  the  .rink  of  befng  killed ;  bnt  Finow  re- 
plied, by  way  of  apology  for  not  yielding  to 
their  advice,  that  it  wan  the  part  of  a  brave 
man  to  kef^  liimifielf  perfectly  cool  and  eol« 
Jpctcd  wlinti  iimnlted,  and  that  he  wam  resolved 
to  act  lip  to  thiN  charact(*r.  IVlatterfi  being 
thnn  nrninged,  he  went  into  the  Hmall  canoe, 
tmd  wnn  led  along  by  the  nuitabofdei«.  Aa 
they  drew  near  to  the  nhore,  many  of  the  na- 
iWiiH  called  out  to  them,  Maying  a  inimbci*  of 
thiViga  in  dcriftion:  one  threw  them  a  piece  of 
yam,  another  a  piece  of  pork,  telling  them  it 
should  be  the  laat  they  Mhould  get  from  Va- 
vaoo*;  then  they  enquired,  whether  they  were

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not  quite  tired  of  lifiog  upon  the  scanty  aflow* 
ance  of  the  Hapai  islands :  they  next  threw 
them  a  piece  of  gnatoo^  advising  them,  in  tb# 
most  friendly  manner,  to  wear  that  instead  of 
scrubbing  their  skins  with  the  coarse  mats  of 
Hapai ;  and,  as  this  was  all  they  meant  to  gire 
tiiem,  they  were  to  tear  it  in  small  pieces,  divide 
it  among  them,  and  each  wear  a  rag.  During 
all  these  insults,  the  king,  contrary  to  the  ex« 
pectation  of  every  one  (for  he  was  of  a  very  ir- 
ritable temper),  kept  himself  perfectly  cool, 
and  said  nothing.  When  he  had  arrived  near 
enough  to  address  them  conveniently,  he  made 
a  speech  of  about  an  hour's  length,  in  whichv 
with  a  wonderful  degree  of  art  and  eloquence, 
lie  endeavoured  to  ^persuade  them  that  he  was. 
perfectly  innocent  of  the  death  of  1  oobo  Neuhaj( 
and  that  he  should  be  exceedingly  sorry  if  their 
mistaken  notions  of  his  sentiments  and  con^ 
duct  should  occasion  a  war  with  Vavaoo :  h$ 
told  them  bow  much  he  loved  and  respected 
his  aunt  (Toe  Oomoo),  and  how  unhappy  h$ 
should  be,  if  the  late  unfortunate  affair,  wbieh 
he  could  neither  well  foresee  nor  help,  should 
occasion  a  quarrel  with  her :  nothing  grieved

him  moiT,  he  9aid»  than  that  hii  best  inten- 
tions should  be  thus  n'ganled  with  iUipicion»' 
but  he  hoped  that  their  candour  and  liberality^ 
upon  a  little  cool  reflection,  would  lead  them 
to  place  that  confidence  in  him,  which  his  own 
oomiriouaneas  of  upri((ht  intentiouM  gave  him 
reason  to  expect,  and  he  trusted  that  they 
would  submit  to*  his  rule  and  government  as 
formerly.  1\)  this,  some  of  the  Vavaoo  chiefli 
replied,  that  they  should  be  willing  enough  to 
acknowledge  him  king,  as  formerly,  provided 
he  would  reside  altogether  at  Vavaoo,  and  in- 
terdict all  commuiiication  with  the  Hapai  peo- 
ple, among  wh<im  there  wrrc  many  designing 
ohiefli,  of  whose  trcachenius  policy  they  had 
good  reason  to  be  aiVaid:  or,  if  he  did  not* 
choose  to  remain  altogether  at  Vavaoo,  he 
might  reside  at  Hapai,  and  they  would  send 
him  annual  tribute,  as  usual,  upon  condition 
that  neither  he,  nor  his  chiefti,  nor  any  of  the 
people  of  Hapai,  would  visit  Vavaoo  under  any 
pretext  whatsoever ;  for,  as  they  were  quite 
tired  of  disturbances  and  insurrections,  they 
heartily  wished  to  keep  uMay  all  who  were 
promoters  of  disconl,  all  ambitious  and  dis- 
contented chiefs ;  all,  in  short,  whose  tempers 
were  too  flckle  to  love  a  peaceftd  and  quiet 
life :  and,  as  to  the  large  fortress,  they  declared 
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it  bad  been  vumUiwted  iiiprely  (or  the  pui^poM 
ofmU  (left'iu-'e,  Fiimw  tiMtii  Umk  u[>  tlie  #>> 
eourtie,  statjiig,  tiMt  lie  uiuld  not  iftve  biif  eon'

and  Vavaon,  mul  (list  it  watt  fwtniingly  bard

wbieb  be  (tmffht  in  allianee  with  tbut  tirrwit 
berOf  in  tlie  memorable  battle  of  TonutL  -,  tkndt. 
altbougb  afterwHnU  tttey  (tJie  Vavaoo  pi'/fpl^ 
i^poiied  (from  a  miatatten  notion),  Jtif  prof^ran, 
in  tlut  mum  of  liiierty,  ypl  bow  happy  tliey  bMb 
been  Minee  Mteir  Mnl>mi«tion  to  him,  and  hatk 
received  from  bis  aMlltoiii>  . 
chief  (Tuobo  Ni^Mba),  nu>\  now  ili.ii  iIhr  Kr^a*  J

In  reply  Ui  all  this,  they 
i^in  amured  him  of  their  love  and  reipect  fur 
him  as  an  individuiil,  hut,  u»  they  were  deteis; 
mined  to  live  free,  they  would  neither  propose 
nor  arrept  of  nuy  other  terms.  The  kin;;  tliert 
ordort'd  \m  niutrthiiolca  to  roodurt  him  to  hia 
canoe,  imd,  turuintif  towunli  tht-  Vuviuto  [icit- 
^1e,  ■aid,  "  l.ivr,  thi-n,  amouff  ynurHelveH  in 
"  IdlencMi,  and  we  will  return  to  llapai." 

During  the  tinit!  that  Tinow  watt  uddroMiug 
the  Vuvaoo  {HHipIc,  the  maluhoolcM  ami  war* 
riorti  that  Hurroiimlcil  hlH  nuioe  (among  whom 
waa Mr.  Moriuer),  upp(!nrrd  mmh  moved,  and 
Mveral  nhed  tear*,  for  hiit  powerrt  of  |K-rMiiutiion 
Were  aueh,  that,  in  defcudiUK  liit  own  (imiie, 
he  teemed  to  be  ilie  niuNt  norlhy,  (lie  moHt  in- 
nocent, and  the  nnrnt  unjiiMtly  UHed;  mi  this 
tccoimt  the  greatrr  rliicfri  niiil  old  nuttidioolea

wt,  and  even  lead 
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the  young  and  ardent  warriors  into  an  errori 
hy^  persuading  them  that  what  he  said  was  rea- 
sonable and  just  1 

The  fortress,  on  the  top  of  a  steep  rising 
ground,  as  seen  from  the  canoes,  presented  a 
miost  formidable  and  warlike  appearance :  its 
extent  seemed  enormous,  and  the  tops  of  tlie 
white  reeds,  which  were  seen  at  a  distance 
above  the  banks  of  red  clay,  the  whole  being 
ntronff\y  illuminated  by  the  sun,  represented  to 
the  imagination  of  Mr.  Mariner  the  spcari 
and  javelins  of  ancient  heroes,  drawn  up  in 
battle  array.  On  the  top  of  the  banks  a  num- 
ber of  warriors,  armed  with  chibs  and  spears, 
were  running  to  and  fro,  with  fine  light  stream- 
ers^, full  thirteen  feet  long^  attached  to  their 
headn  and  arms,  which,  floating  in  the  wind, 
produced  a  most  rorpantic  eflect. 

The  king  and  his  mataboolcs  being  now  re- 
turned to  their  canoe,  the  expedition  prorrc^ded 
out  of  the  inlet,  and  arrived  shortly  at  a  Kmall 
island,  on  which  they  landed,  and  stripped  it  of 
almost  all  its  cava  root.  It  is  here  proper  to 
mention,  that  all  the  islands  adjacent  to  Vuvaoo 
were  deserted  by  order  of  Toe  Oomoo,  that  all

Tjik  day  ufUtr  the  ri*tiirn  of  the  e\peditii>n,  the 
goda  were  invoked  in  the  UHiutl  way,  and  the 
oracular  answer  waa,  to  proceed  ininHtdiately 
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to  irar  againftt  Vavioo.  All  tliinga  being  in 
readinesfi  the  following  morning  the  king  em* 
barked  with  the  whole  of  hift  forceii  about 
0000  ineni  beaiden  1000  women,  in  fifty  large 
eanoea,  with  the  four  carronadea,  ammunition, 
md  eyery  thing  neeeisary  for  a  vigorous  attack 
upon  the  itruiig  fortremi  of  Vavaoo.  Towarda 
evening,  tha  fleet  annved  at  Founooi-fooa  (one 
of  the  Mmall  inlands  in  the  neighbourhod  of 
Vavboo),  whence  Finow  diapatehed  four  canoes, 
Planned  with  select  warriors,  up  the  inlet, 
towanlH  the  fortress,  with  orders  to  kill  whom* 
suevi*r  they  could,  They  succeeded  in  killing 
three  nuui,  and  severely  wounding  a  fourth, 
whoni,  with  the  three  dead  bodies,  they  brought 
t(i  Finow.  Killing  these  three  men,  in  the  flrst 
attempt  upon  the  enemy,  was  by  no  means  to 
be  (considered  a  trifling  advantage,  for  it  was 
supposed  to  augur  the  protection  of  the  gods, 
and  great  ftiture  successes. 

Kurly  in  the  morning,  the  llapai  fleet  pro- 
ceeded up  the  inlet  to  INIeafoo  (the  connacrated 
spot  formerly  mentioned),  where  they  landed 
Safely,  leaving  the  women  in  the  canoes.  The 
four  carronudes  were  planted  opposite  the  house 
of  a  neighbouring  marly',  ready  to  be  drawa 
up  tha  following  morning  to  the  fortress,  which 
was  about  tdiree  mUes  oA    Tim  4ay  waaapen^ 
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in  setiltng  and  arhmging  tundi^  matters*  Dvir* 
ing  the  night,  which  was  exceedingly  dark;  a 
considerable  degree  of  alarm  was  excited  by 
two  or  three  of  the  enemy,  who  approached, 
and  threw  a  spear  among  a  number  of  Finow^s 
people,  asleep  near  the  house;  it  happened, 
however,  to  strike  a  bundle  of  spears  that  was 
placed  upright  against  a  tree,  and,  throwing  it 
down,  occasioned  such  a  noise,  that  several  of 
the  men  were  awakened  by  it,  who,  thinking 
that  the  main  body  of  the  enemy  was  coming 
cbwn  upon  them,  began  to  run  away  ;  at  this 
moment,  one  of  them,  more  courageous  than 
the  rest,  snatching  up  a  piece  of  lighted  wood, 
applied  it  to  the  touch-hole  of  one  of  the  guns, 
which  instantly  went  off,  and  produced  such  an 
effect  on  the  enemy,  that  no  more  waa  heard 
of  him  that  night.  This  certainly  was  a  bold 
act  for  a  man  who  had  never  before  fired  a  gUB 
in  his  life,  and  might,  in  the  worst  case,  have 
been  productive  of  the  best  effects,  for,  if  tlie 
enemy  had  come  in  considerable  numbers,  as 
was  at  the  moment  falsely  imagined,  and  this 
man  had  not  had  such  presence  of  mind,  all 
Finow's  army  might  have  been  put  completely 
to  the  rout,  their  guns  taken  from  them,  and  a 
Tast  number  of  them  slain :  as  it  was,  the  re* 
pmrt-of  the  gon,  awakening  all  who  were  yet 
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Mleepi  induced  luch  a  dtgree  of  oonttematioii 
at  i»  •cai'cely  to  be  oonceived ;  they  ran  in  all 
directionsi  but  most  of  tliem  to  the  canoet, 
.and  it  was  some  time  before  their  fean  were 
aufficiently  calmed  for  tliem  to  be  induced  to 
return.  Vht  man  who  performed  thin  exploit 
received  mucli  praine  and  retpeot  for  hit  bra* 
very ;  uh  to  promotion,  it  is  a  thing  not  known 
ainonK:  themi  for  no  man  can  hold  a  rank  in 
society  which  he  it  not  born  to  (tee  tecond 
volume) ;  ami  at  to  other  modet  of  rewanli 
the  merit  of  a  gpood  or  brave  action  it  conti* 
dcred  its  best  reward,  tofrcthcr  with  the  ad* 
miration  and  respect  which  it  creates,  unlets 
the  party  makes  a  point  to  boast  of  it^  and 
then  his  merit  is  set  almost  at  nou^cht. 

Early  the  following  morning  Finow  divided 
his  army  into  three  grand  divisions :  the  right 
wing  was  commanded  by  'I'oobo  Toa,  the  left 
by  laootttu,  chief  of  llaano,  and  tin*  centre 
by  Finow  himself:  the  guns  were  allotted,  two 
to  the  centre,  and  one  to  each  flank,  and  were 
pianagiHl  by  seven  Englishmen,  besides  Mr. 
Mariner  and  a  black  native  of  South  Americai 
taken  by  the  Port  an  Prince  in  one  of  her 
prizes.  Matters  being  thus  arrange<U  and 
Finow  having  repeated  the  orders  he  had 
fomicrly  issued,  vis.  that  hit  men  thoold  keep 
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HMtikBebfeB  perfecQf  nieaidyj  and  not  attack  tiie 
«neiBy  IfJl  they  were  quite  close  to  diem : — tlie 
amy  hegui  its  mardi  towards  the  garrison. 
Alter  loar  or, fire  hoors  interrupted  progress, 
wring  chiefly  to  the  w^ht  of  the  guns  an4 
the  badness  of  the  road,  they  arrived  before 
tbe  fortress,  on  the  banks  of  which  a  rast 
ftamber  ef  the  enemy  were  assembled*  Aa 
they  approached,  a  shower  of  arrows  was  dis- 
efaargc^d  upon  them;  but  Finow  ordered  a 
nataboole  to  advance  forward  and  request  an 
anttistice^  that  each  party  might  take  leave  of 
what  friends  and  relations  they  might  have 
maong  their  opponents^ ;  which  being  gran  ted, 
a  number  came  out  of  tbe  garrison  to  take  a 
fiirewell  of  their  relatives, — perhaps  the  last 
ftureWell  of  those  who  were  about  to  fight 
againM  them.  Here  ensued  a  moving  scene ; 
many  tears  were  shed  on  both  sides,  and  many

m\fi\\i  have  turned  out  atill  more  ao.  One  of 
tlie  enemy,  u|ion  the  outer  bank  of  tlie  ibr« 
treAH,  wantonly  ahot  an  arrow  at  Mr.  Mariner, 
but  which  fortunately  minMd  him,  and  atuok 
in  a  tr«H>  clone  at  IiIh  elbow ;  he  immediately 
turneii  about,  and  di«coverinfr  the  man  who^ 
diHchariyred  it,  levelled  hia  muaket,  on  the  in« 
pulne  of  the  moment,  and  shot  him  dead  upcm 
the  ii|>ot:  inatantly  the  enemy  nounded  the 
war-whoop,  and  all  wan  uproar  and  conftiftion. 
Hie  kiuff,  not  undcmtandiuff  the  cause,  was 
in  a  moMt  violent  raf^e  with  Mr.  Mariner,  and 
wouUI  forthwith  have  dispatched  him  with  hia 
club,  had  he  lieen  near  enough :  his  mataboolea 
did  all  they  could  to  calm  his  temfier,  but  he 
was  not  easily  pacified  :  he  sent  a  man  to  Mr. 
Mariner  to  demand  his  musket,  but  the  lat* 
ter,  feeling  himself  aiffprieved,  fieremptorily  re- 
fuMHl :  Finow,  by  this  time,  becomingyr  some- 
what moiv  calm,  and  leanungyr  the  tnie  causa 
of  th(*  <iisaHter,  wan  spee«lily  reconciled.  In 
the  mean  time  the  enemy,  conceivinf;  this  to 
be.  a  pitH  e  of  treachery,  returned  to  his  en- 
tnmchmeuts,  and  assailed  the  besiegers  with 
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•bowers  of  arrown.    The  king  now  ordered 
the  great  guns  to  open  a  fire  upon  the  fort, 
but  they  »eemed  to  do  little  or  no  injury  to 
the  works,  owing  to  the  height  of  the  place 
and  the  strength  of  the  embankment ;  several, 
however,  were  killed  who  ventured  outside  of 
it    The  ftring  had  lasted,  with  occasional  in* 
termissions,  during  six  or  seven  hours,  when 
a  considerable  number  of  the  enemy  were  pcr- 
edved  coming  out  of  the  fencing,  and  shelter- 
iiig  themselves  behind  the  banks,  with  the  evi- 
dent intention  of  sallying  forth.    Upon  this  the 
king  ordered  all  his  men  to  sit  down,  and  to 
remain  perfectly  quiet  and  steady,  although 
the  enemy  should  advance  quite  close;  to  them, 
till  thay  received  his  further  orders  to  rise  up 
and  rush  upon  them.     They  accordingly  sat 
down.     A  party  of  fifteen  or  sixteen  now  came 
down  ft'om  the  fort,  and  seven  or  eight  of  the 
Ilapai  people  ran  foruard  to  skirmish  with 
them.      One  of  the  advanced  party  of  the 
enemy  came  up  to  within  fifteen  or  sixteen 
yards  of  the  carronade,  of  which  Mr.  Mariner 
had  the  charge,  and  there  stood,  hrandiNJiing 
his  spear  in  a  threatening  attitude*.  Mr.  Vla« 
riner  immediately  fired  the  gnu  at  him,  but 
the  moment  the  match  was  applied  the  man 
fell  flat  on  bis  face,  and  the  shot  missed  him :

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t)ia  moment  after  be  vprun;  up  agaiiii  and  ad-* 
VAiieed  forward  to  within  ten  paces  of  the  gun, 
dancing  and  making  sundry  warlike  gefticulai^ 
tiona ;  he  then  brandished  and  threw  his  spear/ 
intending  it  to  enter  the  gun,  but  it  struck 
against  the  mumlo.  Mr.  Mariner,  astonisbe4 
at  the  boldness  and  presumption  of  this  war- 
riori  was  determined  to  punish  him  Imt  hie 
raahnass,  and  aocordingly  letelled  hie  masket^' 
but  Just  as  he  was  polling  the  triggfr^  an 
arrow  struck  the  barrel  of  the  piece,  and  cmm4 
him  to  miss  his  aim«  The  wairior  tkesi 
shouted  aloud,  and  returned  with  all  speed  to 
tJie  fortress.  Here  Uie  reader  will  no  dooka 
recollect  the  bratado  of  a  man  who  assmned 
the  name  of  Fanna  Ponnooa  (p,  UMt),  and  de- 
clared that  he  would  advance  boklly  up  to  « 
gun  and  throw  his  spear  into  the  smmbiIi  of  iu 
by  way  of  expreasing  his  contempt  for  ikb  in- 
strument of  warfare*  This  warrior  wsks  the 
man ;  and  he  no  doubt  would  hnte  sbared  a 
severer  (ate,  had  Mr.  Mariner  been  ptepeuhM 
for  him,  but  kaTing  treaied  ibai  threat  as  an 
idle  iMiast^  he  had  altogether  (tHrjKotien  ike  nr- 
<  itnutance,  and  did  not  again  rederi  on  ii  ijU 
after  ii  was  over. 

1  he  mam  ImmIv  of  ike  enemy  wa»  «iij|  tia- 
lioncd  brhind  the  banka,  npon  plaeee  cnt  (or 
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Ihem  to  9ltod  aoi  00  that  they  ivere  defend^ 
tNreMt  higii^  and  thas  had  an  opportunity  of 
diiefaarging  their  arrows  in  abundance,  with-» 
out  much  ri»k  of  receiring  a  shot  in  return^ 
iilWr  a  time,  howerer,  they  came  forth  froni 
their  strong  hold^  and  assembled  on  the  out^ 
iMe^  forming  tbemseltes  quickly  into  three 
diilsioiis,  the  same  as  Finow's  army «    Most  of 
the  greatest  and  bratest  warriors   statioiled' 
themselves  in  the  left  wing,  with  the  riew  ol 
descending,  wiUi  all  their  concentrated  power, 
oil  Finow's  right  wing,  commanded  by  Toobo^ 
Toa,  akmg  ifith  whom  were  the  other  prin- 
cl|Nil  men  that  had  assassinated  Toobo  Neuha, 
sin  or  seten  in  number :  against  each  of  tlM!se 
twenty  of  the  enemy's  left  wing  had  frrders  to 
throw  their  spears,  at  a  signal  to  be  given, 
without  directing  their  attention  particularly^ 
to  any  one  else,  each  party  of  twenty  having 
singled  out  its  man*     These  matters  having 
b^en  arranged,   and   having  stationed  tliem-'' 
selves  outside  the  bank  as  above  stated,  the 
whole  advanced  ilowly  and  steadily  forward* 
Finow's  men   still    remained  seated  on    the 
ground,  according  to  the  orders  that  had  been 
given  them,  except  a  few  who  danced  before 
them,  by  way  of  showing  their  contempt  for  the 
enemy,  and  of  provoking  them  to  hostilities* 
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Mr.  Mariner  requested  Finow  to  order  theie 
nken  in,  that  a  cannonade  might  be  opened  upon 
the  euetny ;  but  the  king  objected^  stating  that 
at  the  enemy  ventured  forward  in  an  open  body 
he  would  receive  their  attack,  and  fight  them 
upon  ec}ual  terms ;  that  these  guns  gave  him 
too  great  an  advantage  over  themi  such  as  he 
scorned  to  take ;  that  it  wus  more  honourable 
to  fight  thrm  man  to  man  than  to  use  against 
them  arms  that  were  rather  fitted  for  the  hos- 
trlities  of  spirits  tlian  of  men^t  at  the  same 
time  lie  rotumed  his  thanks  for  tlie  advantages 
formerly  derived  fh>m  the  usa  of  these  wea- 
pons, which  he  thought  well  calculated  for  the 
destruction  of  forts. 

The  enemy  now»  advanced  within  thirty 
pueiiM,  urid  threw  their  spears:  instantly  the 
Hapui  ui-my,  too  eager  to  remain  longer  quiet, 
sprang  up,  and  rushing  upon  their  foes,  a 
close  engagement  commenced,  which  was  ob- 
stinately maintained  for  about  an  hour,  when 
the  enemy  were  repulsed,  and  beaten  com- 
pletely back  into  their  fortress.  It  was  now 
twilight,  but  the  llapai  warriors  pursued  them

bo«cv«r»  he  waa  wouiided  in  the  back  by  an- 
oCber  ipear,  wbieh,  not  being:  barbed,  he  deew 
•mt,  and  ran  back  to  hii  own  party ;  bot  the 
iTMnd  waa  mortal,  and  he  lingered  till  the  aext 
imf,  Thi«  waa  the  aame  chief,  who,  on  the 
■dtff  oi  Toobo  Neuha'a  burial,  challenged  aof 
-of  the  Vavaoo  people  to  tfght  him  (p.  1A8) : 
Iw  CMM  to  battle,  he  nid,  wftb  a  kind  of  pre- 
aentimeiit  that  he  should  be  killed,  and  waa 
determined,  therefore,  to  mII  hi*  life  aa  de«rly 
aa  poMible. 

It  i»  not  at  all  extraordinary  that  moat  of 
tliole  who  had  aiwiiited  in  tlic  aMawinatton  of 
Toobo  Neuha  tthoiild  fall  TictiiiM,  in  this  bat* 
tie,  to  the  vMif^eanre  of  the  enoroy  ;  bnt  it  ii 
very  extraordinary  that  one  among  them,  f  ia 
\MMi  lla,  (ivlio,  a«  may  be  remembered,  in» 
aalt«l  Oie  btidy  of  Toobo  Neuha,  and  np* 
braided  him  with  Itu;  murder  of  Iti*  fatlm: 
we  p.  i47,)  ahould  altogether  eorape  without 
a  (tingle  wound  or  hurt  worth  meuiioningi 
although  hc',  like  the  real  ol  the  atwMini,  wai 
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th^  object  of  the  vengeance  of  twenty  men 
combined  tt|<ainBt  him,  Thii  rircumetaocfi 
gtvr  rine  to  the  general  opinion  that  he  WM 
defendeil  by  the  goda.  He  certainly  fougbf 
with  uncommon  brayeryi  and  this  waa  jtbe  flret 
time  thnt  he  had  diatinguitthed  himself  i  but  i$ 
must  be  kept  in  recollection»  that  he  waa  fight* 
ing*  iifraiiiHt  a  party  who^e  late  chief  had  alain 
hifi  own  father. 

During  thii  battle  neveral  of  the  Mapai  wof 
men  came  to  the  Kene  of  Action,  that  they 
might  be  near  their  huabaodi  to  aiaiit  them  if 
wotinded.  One  of  them»  the  wife  of  Toobo 
Toa,  ( ioubo  AliQ  M^iS)  wa;)  taken  prisoner 
bv  the  enemy,  but  extremely  well  uied  by 
tlirin ;  and  about  three  weeks  afterwards  riip 
wiiM  Hvnt  liack,  from  motives  of  respect  be* 
raiisf*  hIic  whs  a  great  egi  (chief)  of  the  ftimily 
of  Tooitongu  (vide  Hank  in  society,  second  vo* 
hunc) :  had  she  been  of  the  king's  family,  u\\e 
wtniUl  no  .doubt  have  been  retained  s  prisoner. 

Night  was  pow  ipet  in,  but,  by  Finow's  or- 
ders«  a  firing  was  kept  up,  merely  with  stones, 
to  avoid  a  waste  of  Bhot,  because  no  good  aim 
could  b<!  taken  :  this  lasted  for  about  an  hour. 
'I1if  king's  matabooles  thi^n  made  seven^l 
stieerhes  to  the  garrison,  soliciting  the  Vafaoo 
chieff  to  Hubmit  to  the  government  of  FinoVi 

o2 
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but  they  objected,  under  the  apprehension  that 
they  should  be  afterwards  killed  by  the  trea- 
chery of  thte  king  or  of  Toobo  Toa.  Finow 
tlien  addressed  them,  threatening  to  remain 
there  the  whole  night,  and  the  next  day  tor  set 
about  building  a  fort  opposite  theirs,  and  to 
keep  up  the  war  until  they  cither  yielded  or 
were  destroyed. 

Shortly  after  this,  however,  he  gave  orders 
to  his  men  to  repair  as  silently  and  as  speedily 
as  possible  to  Neafoo.  He  deceived  the  enemy 
in  this  way,  to  prevent  them  proceeding  by 
another  road,  and  cutting  off  his  retreat  The 
guns  were  givfen  in  charge  tb  some  of  the  prin- 
ci{>al  warriors,  with  men  under  their  command 
to  drag  them  along.  The  labour  of  doing  this 
for  three  miles  wan  by  no  means  trifling,  parti- 
cularly tin  the  road  was  very  uncvrrn,  and  the 
task  rendered  the  men  very  impatient;  thcj' 
swore  heartily  at  all  gunn,  and  all  Englishmen 
for  making  them,  and  wanted  to  know  why 
they  could  not  construct  them  a  little  lighter; 
or  at  least,  as  they  had  ingenuity  enough  to 
make  the  guns,  they  ought  to  have,  they  said, 
the  ingenuity  also  to  make  legs  for  them  to 
walk  with. 

Being  arrived  at  Neafoo,  the  king,  his  chiefs, 
matabooles,  Mr.  Mariner,  and  some  of  the 
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Englivhmen,  went  on  board  the  canoet  to  pMii 
the  night.  Mr.  Mariner  now»  aa  well  aa  in 
numeroua  athi!r  inatanceSf  found  the  advantai^e 
of  having  an  adopted  mother,  b>  whom  he  was 
provided  witli  plenty  of  good  food,  conaiating 
of  cooked  yama,  ripe  bananaa,  and  raw  fiah. 
They  had  partaken  of  no  food  all  the  day,  and 
even  now  not  above  thirty  or  forty,  conaittting 
of  ehiefa  and  matabooles,  got  any  thing  to  eat, 
for  the  time  waa  too  late,  and  the  common  men 
too  fatigued,  to  cook  yama  enough  for  them- 
selves that  night ;  and  ai  to  raw  fiak,  it  waa 
considered  too  good,  and  at  that  time  too 
sc:arce,  to  give  to  them*.

•troogly  OMurod  of  thia  fact  by  Mr.  Mariner,  I  vonturod  to 
mako  tho  trial,  and  ropoatod  it  lovoral  timet  upon  madtarol, 
ialnioo«  and  turbot^  and  found  tho  attortioo  porftctly  cor- 
rect :  all  tho  preparation  necettary,  It  to  take  off  the  tktn, 
and  watit  tho  flth  with  a  little  talt  water ;  it  will  then  tatto 
at  relithing  at  tho  oytter,  and  very  timilar  to  it*  If  we  est 
the  oytter  raw,  why  not  other  flth)

▼our  to  make  their  etcape  on  board,  the  ca# 
noes ;  in  this  attempt,  forgetting  that  it  waa 
low.  water,  they  leapt  from  off  the  .hanki,  anir 
fell  upon  the  ihelf  of  rockt  below,  in  oonae- 
qucnce  of  which  eeveral  of  them  had  broken 
arms  and  lege«  and  sundry  contuaione,  which, 
teg^her  with  the  fright,  producing  unitenm^ 
spasm  (tetanus*)  in  some  of  thnd,  caused  their 
d«'atli  tt  ilay  or  two  afterwards.  In  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  the  alarm  perfectly  snb« 
j»ideii,  and  they  passed  the  rest  of  the  night 
quietly. 

During  the  following  tlay  the  fencing .  wsiil 
completed,  and  a  second  ditch  was  planned 
round  the.  former;  this,  however,  was  to  be 
without  any  fencing,  that  the  gnns  might  be 
•brotight  to  bear  more  readily  upon  the  enemy« 
in  case  they  should  make  a  descent  upon  Nea* 
iso.  This  ditch  was  to  be  eighteen  feet  mde, 
and  about  ten  deep.  In  three  days  the  ditch 
was  dug  aud  the  fortress  completed.  In  the 
mean  time  the  canoes  were  hauled  up  within 
•the  fencing,  and  no  active  operations  effected 
on  either  side.    Four  or  five  women,  howeyeri

fefwMed  fim»  the  enmnyy  aad  brought  iBfomifri 
tiM  that  the  chiaft  of  Varaoo,  baTiiig  now  f€i^ 
▼engod  themieWai  on  most  of  Toobo  Neuttt^ 
mnrdereni,  had  come  to  the  resolntton  of  wait- 
ing a  little  time  without  haring  recourse  to  any 
o^Bnaire  meaeuret^  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
wliat  Finow'a  real  intentions  were. 

tlie  fortress  being  now  quite  completed,  and 

the  guns  stationed  one  at  each  of  the  four  en- 

trances,  of  which  there  were  two  in  front  (on 

the  inland  side)  and  one  on  each  of  the  other 

two  sides;  Finow  gaye  orders  that  a  strmig 

|Murty  should  go  forth  early  ii|  the  morning; 

towards  the  enemy's  fortress,  and  destroy  all 

the  plantations  they  copld  come  at,  but  in  case 

of  an  attad^,  they  should  midce  their  retreat  as 

speedily  as  possible.    In  the  afternoon  they 

returned  laden  with  yams,  plantains,  fcc/  bat 

baring  met  with  a  sudden  attack  from  the 

enemy,  had  lost  several  of  their  men.     Thef 

brought  intelligence  that  they  had  discoveretl 

a  large  field  of  fine  yams  nearly  full  grown,  hot 

it  was  so  well  defended  that  they  could  not 

with  prudence  make  an  attack  upon  it.    Finoir 

however  resolved  to  remain  quiet  the  following 

night,  lest  the  enemy  should  be  lying  in  wait 

for  him,  md  the  night  alter  that  to  proceed 

with  »  Uargfi  and  strong  party  to  plunder  wd 
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firttroy  this  phurtatioo.  In  the  ihmii  tfaoM  a 
youug  ohief  revolted  to  the  enemy,  and.  cimi« 
munieeted  Finow*i  intentions  with  certain  ad* 
ditional  details,  which,  however  false,  served 
to  raise  liim  in  the  opinion  of  the  enemy,  and 
establish  his  credit  with  them.  He  informed 
them,  over  and  above  the  actual  truth,  that  his 
own  father  Lioofau  was  to  remain  behind  in 
file  colo  (fortress)  with  a  small  party  to  defend 
it,  but  that  beinir  secretly  an  enemy  to  Finow, 
he  would  without  doubt  readily  yield  up  the 
plare  to  thorn,  t^pon  the  strenfrtb  of  this  in* 
formation  they  laid  their  plan  accordingly :  a 
lanre  party  of  warriors,  well  armed,  were  to 
conceal  themiH^lves  in  a  thick  wood  at  no  gr^t 
diittance  from  the  field  of  yams,  through  which 
wood  passed  a  road  leading  from  Finow'scolo: 
they  were  to  lie  down  on  the  ground  and  cover 
themselves  with  branches,  kc.  that  as  soon  as 
Finow  9  army  had  passed,  they  might  be  able 
to  rut  off  their  retreat :  at  the  same  time  ano« 
ther  strong  party  was  to  advance  upon  Neafoo, 
and  take  advantage  of  the  supposed  treacherous 
disposition  of  Lioofau. 

Finow  having  arranged  Ait  plan,  set  off  very 
early  in  the  morning  with  the. far  larger  part 
of  his  men,  leaving  the  remainder  iinder  the 
ind  of  Lioofhu  to  take  care  of  Hm  eiria. 
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¥ei7  flittiMiely  for  JFiii0#,  before  hehMl  acU 
iraoced  for,  be  met  a  nan  who  had  deserted 
foom  the  enemy,  and  Vfho  informed  bim  of 
teir  knowledge  of  his  expedition,  their  plan 
el  frustrating  his  object^  as  well  as  tlie  alleged 
Iraafhery  of  Lioofou.  The  king  upon  hearing 
tUSf  before  he  iidvanoed  a  step  fortber,  ordered 
liobfou  into  immediate  confinement,  with  a 
irtsong  guard  over  him.  This  being  done,  he 
prooeeded  towards  the  fortress  of  Felletoa,  and 
taking!  advantage  of  the  information  given  him 
by  die  deserter,  actually  hemmed  in  the  very 
party  that  would,  otherwiae  have  done  the  same 
la  him*  .  These,  finding  themselves,  contnry 
to-  their  rapectations,  surrounded  by  Finow's 
araay,  and  seeing  no  other  resoifrce  than  to  en^ 
daavour  to  ^orce  their  way  through,  made  the 
ntlenpt,  and  succeeded,  after  a  bard  struggle, 
attended  by  great  slaughter :  siscty  of  the  tntmy 
fwme  lulled,  and  fourteen  or  fifteen  oftlie  llapai 
people  also  folL  .  The  enemy  now  retreated 
lawards  the  fteld  of  yams,  to  join  those  who 
arena statimied  there  for  its  defonce;  and  i  inow, 

s 

thinking  it  hazardous  to.  make  a  farther  attack, 
vetiried  back  upon  Neafoo,  taking  with  him  the 
aw|y  dead  bodies.  The  oAer  party  of  the 
wktmy  that  ikad^'  in  the  mean  while,  advanced 
Jst.>lfnitfMi  jfading  the  |ilaoe  not  under  :the 
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iMitiiftiicI  of  Lidofau,  littipeotad  MMM  dMt|M* 
liott,  and  inat]«  a  ipeedy  retreat. 
"  The  kfniir  and  hii  army  being mrrtved  at  their 
fMtresa,  the  sixty  bodiea  were  akared  out  to  the 
ttflferept  i^oda  Chat  had  houaei  dedicated  te 
llMMii  within  tlie  plate.  In  performing  tUe  oet- 
femony  the  people  formed  a  large  circle  ^a  the 
ground,  with  the  king  at  the  upper  end;  The 
hodiea  being  placed  in  a  row  before  Findw,  aman 
Mie  up,  arid  counting  the  bodies,  declared  aimul 
Ibeir  number.  The  king  then  ordered  that  eo 
nmny  ahouhl  he  allotted  to  auch  a  godi^andao 
many  to  auch  another,  and  ao  of  the  rest.  The 
names  of  thcAe  gods  were  I'ali  y  Toobo,  Tuoi 
fooa  Bolotoo,  Lau  file  Tonga,  Toobo  lalo  Toi^ 
^  and  Chcnitacala :  the  tivo  first  only  are  jma^ 
ylnary  beings,  the  others  are  souls  of  departed 
•ehiaft ;  the  last  of  all  is  a  goddess,  the  soul  of 
a  female  chief  of  that  name.  This  being  done, 
the  bodies  won^  (Mirri^^d  away,  and  laid  before 
llie  liouses  of  the  <lifl*eront  gods  to  whom  they 
were  allotted ;  n  hero,  uiller  they  had  remained 
*three  or  lour  houi*s,  those  who  had  left  rela- 
'tlons  among  the  (garrison  of  Neafoo,  were  eaN 
ried  away  utid  buried ;  and  the  remainder,  whieh 
were  only  nine  or  ten  in  number,  wer^  conveyed 
to  the  water  side,  and  there  disposed  of  in4i(^ 
ferent  ways :  two  or  tlirec  wcra  byng  np^on  a 


tree;  a  couple  were  burnU.tbree  were  cut  opev 
from  motives  of  curionity  to  see  whether  their 
iniidet  were  sound  and  entire^*  and  to  practise 
surgical  operations  upon,  hereafter  to  be  der 
scribed ;  and  lastly,  two  or  three  were  cut  up 
to  be  cooked  and  eaten,  of  which  about  for^ 
men  partook •  This  was  the  second  instance  qi 
cannibalism  that  Mr.  Mariner  witnessed,  but 
the  natives  of  these  islands  are  not  to  be  called 
cannibals  on  this  account:  so  far  from  its  being  a 
general  practice,  it  is  on  the  contrary  generally 
held  in  abhorrence,  and  where  it  is  occasionally 
done,  it  is  only  by  young  warriors,  who  do  it 
in  imilation  of  the  F^i  islanders,  attaching  to  it 
an  idea  that  there  is  something  in  it  designating 
a  fierce,  warlike,  and  manly  spirit.  When 
they  returned  to  Neafoo  after  their  inhuman 
repast,  several  persons,  particularly  women,* 
avoided  them,  saying,  ^^  Yaoo6  moe  ky  tangata^'^  * 
away !  you  are  a  man-eater. 
The  bodies  being  thus  all  disposed  of,  Fino# 

^  It  is  a  firm  bdief  with  the  pespb  that  if  a  man  infriagii 
span  tba  Taboo  (lae  p.  150)  or  commita  any  lacrilege,  his 
fiver  or  eome  other  viicui  if  liable  to  become  enlarged  and 
•chirroui:  they  therefore  often  open  dead  bodies  out  of 
curiosity,  to  lee  if  they  have  been  lacrilegioui  in  their  life 
time.  The  natives  of  theie  iilaads  are  particularly  lubjeet 
'lorsshiiisus  tiUBOttU « 
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!)eg«n  to  rnnke  enqutrioi  respecting  the  alleged 
treMon  of  Liooiku,  tnd  finding  no  one  capable 
of  urging  my  thing  againttt  him,  and  he  lo- 
lemnly  declaring  hia  innocence,  and  stating 
that  his  son  must  have  invented  this  tale  io 
answer  some  purpose  with  the  enemy ;  more- 
over, having  always  borne  a  good  character  and 
been  well  beloved  by  his  men,  and  believed  to 
have  been  always  firmly  attached  to  the  in- 
terests of  Pinow,  he  was  set  at  liberty  and  re« 
stored  to  his  post. 

The  day  after  this  chief  was  reinstated,  Fi* 
now  ordered  the  ceremony  of  drinking  cava  to 
the  priest  of  his  tutelar  god  Toobo  Total,  by 
way  of  gratitude  for  the  late  victory.  This 
eereuiuny  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  of  invok* 
ing  u  god  through  the  medium  of  his  priest : 
and  consists  merely  in  the  customary  form  of 
sitting  down  to  make  cava  in  the  presence  of  a 
priest,  (he  presiding  at  the  head  of  the  ring). 
In  this  instance,  after  the  cava,  pork«  kc.  had 
been  served  out,  one  of  the  matal>ooles,  in  u 
fow  wordti,  thanked  the  god  in  the  person  of  the 
priest  for  the  late  signal  victories.  The  priest 
in  ansM'er,  after  waiting  for  another  dish  of 
cava,  det'lare<l  that  Finow  would  at  lengtli  sue* 
eeed  in  his  war  against  Felletoai  but  that  this 
fortress  was  not  the  strongest  power  he  had  to 
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coatend  withi  for  the  iieedff  of  inturrection  wef« 
tl99dy  0OWA  in  hit  own  army»  and  althoai^ 
lAodtm  was  perfectly  innocent  of  what  had 
bfifo  alleged  against  him,  yet  there  was  one 
^%  |fo  gre^t  distance  from  him  for  whoni  so 
nw^conld  not  be  said*.  The  god  having  con* 
fleicended  to  declare  this,  left  his  priest,  and 
tbe'llttter  amse  and  went  away ;  the  company 
then  feprolce  up.  Finow  pretendecji  to  take  no 
QOtijse  of  what  the  priest  declared,  not  wishing 
the  circumstance  to  be  much  noticed  by  othefs, 
.  The  following  day  an  adopted  son  of  Finow 
ikrengbt  him  secret  intelligence  that  he  had 
iieard  that  several  nien  had  been  sent  off  at  dif- 
ferent times,  by  Mappa  Haano,  to  the  ibrtress 
of  Felletoa,  to  concert  with  the  enemy  on  the 
subject  of  revolt,  and  that  this  chief  had  the  in- 
tention of  doing  what  Lioofau  had  been  unjustly 
accused  of  and  imprisoned  for.  The  king  iiy- 
mediately  sent  for  Mappa  Haano,  who  obeyed 
the  summons,  and  came  drest  up  in  mats,  with 
green  leaves  round  his  neck,  (marks  of  humilii^- 
tion  and  fear)  attended  by  a  priest.  H  hen  the} 
arrived  opposite  FinOw's  house  they  sat  down  be- 
.fore  it ;  then  the  priest  rose  and  advancing  nearer 
to  Finow,  who  was  seated  just  within  the  eaves 
of  the  house,  he  again  sat  down  before  him,  and 
cJtiBted  IhatuMuppa  Haano  had  requested  his  ii^ 
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termediatioiii  to  itpiMi  for  hiui  tlie  iemimmitt 
of  ielf-aoouMtton  unMi  which  he  felt  himself  o^ 
preisedi  and  hiiMknoitledgmentof  the  juiliee 
of  hla  fate,  if  Finow  ehoiihl  think  proper  ta  take 
away  hit  life.  The  king  replied,  that  he  did  not 
mean  to  take  away  his  life»  for  that  it  wap  not  the 
ruatom  at  Tongm,  to  kill  thoae  of  whom  one  haa 
no  reason  to  be  afiratdi  and  that  he  did  not  thiak 
it  worth  hii  while  to  destroy  a  mere  butterfly,  (aft 
insiifniflcant  being)  but  that  he  should  take  other 
measures  of  punishment  not  less  exemplary. 
He  then  desired  the  culprit  to  consirler  himself 
for  the  future  as  divested  of  all  power  and  rmky 
no  longer  to  be  the  commander  of  men,  but  a 
single  and  unprotected  individual;  that  his 
chiefbhip  fW>m  that  moment  was  null,  and  that 
consequently  he  was  never  more  to  take  his 
•eat  as  a  chief  at  his  cava  ceremonies.  A  cer* 
tain  chief,  who  was  present,  observed  to  Finow 
that  if  he  suffered  this  man  to  live,  although  he 
was  deprived  of  power,  he  might  nevertheless 
by  pernicious  counsel,  inspire  other  chiefli  with 
sentiments  derogatory  to  the  welfare  of  Finow's 
frovernment.  To  which  the  king  replied,  that 
this  M  as  not  a  war  between  men,  in  whose  suc» 
cess  or  ill  success  the  gods  took  no  intends!,  but 
one  in  which  his  tutelar  god,  Toobo  1  otai,  pre*> 
aidtd  in  a  particular  maniMr  over  his  forthne 
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«nd  welfare,  Rnd  that  thii  god  would  takecait  . 
tiiat  lucb  pernicioiu  attempts,  on  the  part  af 
the  divgraced  chief,  ■bould  not  afibct  the  other 
chi«fii  of  hii  army,  or  if  they  did,  that  he  ahould 
be  made  acquainted  with  it  by  the  prieat.'~Tl» 
company  now  diiperaed. 

After  this  period  Mappa  Haano  always  wore 
^ti  aH  significai^t  of  his  degraded  state.  He 
seldom  attended  any  public  ceremonies  .ox  as- 
senibliAi;  because  it  obliged  him  to  sit'along 
with  the  common  people,  and  he  could  not 
brook,  or»  such  occasions,  to  feel  so  mucbiui 
inferiority  to  other  chiefs  who  formerly  fcere 
his  equals.  It  must  not  be;  supposed  that  he 
always  wore  these  mats  from  pure  bumili^* 
but  rather  from  fear,  for  had  he  appeared  with* 
out  them;  Fi  now  might  have  been  angry,  and 
death  might  have  been  the  consequence.  - 

There  being  now  every  day  some  desertion 
or  Another  of  either  army  to  the  opposite  one, 
thri  king  issued  orders  that  every  deserter'from 
the  enemy  should  be  put  to  death,  the  same  •• 
if  he  had  been  a  deserter  from  himself. :  •Tbif 
ke  did  tlie  better  to  avoid  all  commu 
btitwecn  the  two  contendinK  urtnips. 

.For  some  time  past  several  of  l-'ioow'sB 
had  been  killed  in  different  iostanccs^bj^ 
or  iouT  of  the  enemy,  jam  l*-r  the  couuuhuHIb  ] 


been  eating  large  pearl  oytters,  he  propoeed  to 
proofed  to  work  with  ojritcr-ehelU  m  robetitutei 
Ibr  knives !  thii  wasimmediately  approved  ofiiiMl 
the  four  unfortunate  victimi  were  taken  In  band' 
It  wai  in  vain  that  they  begged  their  liveiii^  prg« 
testing  that  they  were  not  the  persons  they  had 
takan  them  for:  in  vain  did  IVIr.  Mariner  point 
out  the  cruelty  of  the  act,  urging  them  at  least 
to  kill  them  first  speedily,  and  cut  off  their 
heads  afterM  ards .'  to  this  remonstrance  the)f 
answered  that  their  prisoners  deserved  to  hr 
severely  punished  for  the  many  atrocities  they 
had  committed ;  and  as  to  killing  them  flrst, 
and  cutting  off  their  heads  afterwardSi  they 
thought  it  unnecessary  trouble.  This  horrible 
piece  of  cruelty  was  accordingly  committed  on 
the  spot.  1  licy  began  the  operatioOi  (after 
having  strippeil  themselves,  to  prevent  their 
garments  from  getting  bloody,)  by  haggling  nA 
the  back  of  the  neck  ;  they  then  cut  gradtially 
round  the  throat,  till  they  had  got  throdgfa 
every  thing  but  the  spine,  which  they  dividlil 
by  turning  the  head  down,  and  giving  it  s 
violent  twist.  This  being  done,  they  wiebed 
themselves,  resumed  their  gnatoos,  and  prO' 
oeedcd  with  the  four  heads  to  the  garrisoO' 
It  was  still  early  when  they  arrived,  and  the) 
found  the  king  sitting  with  his  iHelide  on  tbf 
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marly  drinking  cava.  The  four  heaijU  were 
^iirought  to  hini  by  diflferent  men,  and  placed 
in  the  middle  of  the  circle  upright  n^iili  tlieir 
ikcet  towardu  Finow,  nho  returned  hit  tbanka 
(at  customary)  to  those  who  had  killed  them« 
Mr.  Mariner,  having  seated  himself  near  Fir 
now,  the  latter  asked  him  why  they  did  not  kill 
them  at  once,  without  cutting  oflf  their  hea<lN : 
this  question  he  asked  partly  from  motives  of 
humanity,  and  partly  to  know  why  they  took 
so  much  trouble  about  them. 

A  few  days  after  this  event,  Tooboo  Boogoo, 
a  certain  priest,  belonging  to  the  colo  pf  Felle« 
toa,  and  who  was  a  relation  of  Finow,  having 
bern  oonsulted,  regarding  some,  matters  of 
policy,  gave  advice  which  appeared  to  the 
Vavaoo  chiefii  moi*e  consonant  to  Fjuow's 
interests  than  tlieir  own,  and  they  accordingly 
olijected  to  it,  declaring  that  he  wanted  to  act 
a  treacherous  part  by  befriending  his  relation : 
^pon  which  he  told  them  that  if  they  could 
place  no  credit  in  his  word,  nor  confldcnct^  in 
bis  honesty,  he  was  of  no  use  to  them,  and 
therefore  they  had  better  kill  him  at  oncei  or 
at  least  confine  him  ;*-or  if  they  had  a  mind  to 
behave  generously  towards  him,  permit  him  to 
go  away  and  live  with  Finow :  ttie  chiefs  re- 
plied tliat  they  should  take  a  little  time  toeon-

Some  time  now  elttptcH  in  expeetfltlon  ^ 
the  etiemy'8  nppronch;  htit  there  were  no  nign* 
of  them.  Finow,  tn  the  menn  while,  cufflo  to  « 
(teterni  I  nation  of  mHking  Vnvnoo  hlo  place 
of  conMfint  reHlilenee.  1'IiIh  he  did  for  two 
reMon«,  Ant,  berause  It  whu  the  Urgetit  ntid 
tnnut  fniitfbl  of  nil  hi«  UUndit;  Hnd  wemully, 
bpdftijw  by  IiIh  pfrneiiee  hecoiilrl  better  govern 
II  peftplo  who  tippwiml  to  be  m  Ihtic  nttnebed  to 
bin  Inlereiitfi,  It  wtw  tiow  the  wttrer  time  of 
the  yew,  timl  hifi  stork  nf  prnvisionii  began  to 
gmw  short:  it  wntj  necesnary  therefore  to  dbt* 
pttteli  eHnoei!  to  the  llnpiif  iNlniKtu  for  a  fr«iA 
Niipply,  tbnt  might  IftHt  them  till  the  twaMon  btd 
BO  fnr  mWnncpi!  an  to  provide  tbem  with  Ac 
vegotable  produee  of  the  wirroonding  iwnutry. 
A  large  <-ttnoe  was  therefore  got  ready  ,wHh  orden 
tb  retitrn  with  yniOM  and  mai  she  had  nn  oddj' 
tloniU  number  of  liandM  on  board,  with  wbleh 
to  man  miother  rniine  that  thf^  wore  to  bring 
back  with  them,  Imlen  In  like  manner.  BtfnrM 
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women  and  children  also  took  tliii  opportunity 
iif  going^  to  Hapai  to  see  their  fnends.  One 
morning-  the  canoe  set  sail  for  one  of  the  Va-  ' 
VBoo  islands,  called  Taoonf^,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  remaining  there  during  the  night,  and 
of  departing  again  very  early  the  following 
morning,  to  proiiecute  tlif:  voyage.  Whilst  here, 
Aowever,  the  wind  urifortanately  changed,  and 
they  were  nnder  the  nt^essi^  of  remaining  at 
Tdoonga  several  days.  For  the  first  two  or 
three  dnvH  tliey  kept  a  good  look  out,  lest  they 
should  be  surprised  by  the  enemy,  and  at  night 
felept  on  iKiard  the  canoe;  but  not  finding 
themselves  disturbed  by  any  one,  they  at  length 
relaxed  tlieir  vigilance,  and  slept  on  shore  by 
large  fires ;  in  consequence  of  which  they  met 
with  a  sad  disaster.  On  the  fifth  night  they 
had  lighted  their  fires  as  usual,  and  the  greater 
})art  had  fallen  asleep,  when  forty  or  fifty  of 
the  enemy's  choicest  warriors;  commanded  by 
Macoipdpa,  nishefl  suddenly  upon  them.  The 
fcnemy  hud  heard  from  Home  stragglers,  that 
this  expedition  to  llnpni  hiid  been  obliged  to 
remain  at  I'aoongu;  tliey  accordingly  put  to 
kea;  in  their  small  canoes,  and  arrived  at  the 
0{^K>fiite  side  of  the  island  after  dark :  great 
part  of  them  landed,  and  being  gimlcd  by  the 
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flrett  fell  upon  Hbme,  irho  were  repcMMiig  in 
imaginary  Mecurity,  and  with  their  duba  mada 
an  end  of  about  eight  and  twenty :  the  remain* 
der  eacaped  to  the  canoe,  but  not  without  much 
difflcuHy ;  for  «ome  of  their  companiona  who 
had  remained  to  take  care  of  it,  being  alanioie4 
by  the  uproar  of  thia  »udden  attack  on  vhoiref 
had  puahed  off  into  deep  water ;  w  that  tho»e 
who  made  their  escape  from  the  beach  were 
obliged  to  nwim,  and  several  of  them  were 
much  wounded  by  spears  thrown  at  them^ 
Under  cover  of  the  darkness  they  got  off  to  a 
neighbouring  island ;  and  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  wind  becoming  more  iavourable,  they 
proceeded  on  their  voyage. 

In  the  mean  while  a  man  ran  away  from  the 
enemy's  garrison,  and  brought  information  of 
the  departure  of  Mltccap^pa  to  attack  the 
Hapat  expedition.  Finow  ordered  several  large 
canoes  to  put  to  sea  immediately,  in  pursuit 
of  them.  This  was  speedily  accomplished,  and 
in  the  course  of  a  few  hours  they  came  up 
with  M^ccapapa's  canoes,  and  took  ten  of 
them.  Many  attempted  to  make  their  escape 
to  the  shore ;  but  being  prevented  by  the  large 
canoes  from  proceeding  to  the  regular  landing 
places,  they  were  under  the  necessity  of  ven- 
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Caring  their  necks  by  climbing  up  steep  rocks 
that  rose  almost  perpendicularly  from  the  water. 
In  this  attempt  some  fell  and  were  killed. 

A  foi-tnight  now  elapsed  without  any  mate- 
rial circumstance  occurring :  almost  every  day, 
however,  there  was  some  little  skirmish  with 
the  enemy;  but  which  led  to  no  paiticular 
result.  At  the  end  of  this  time,  the  canoes  from 
Hapai  not  being  yet  returned,  Finow  began  to 
turn  his  thoughts  more  seriously  than  ever 
towards  the  large  field  of  yams  before  spoken  o£ 
He  made  preparations  therefore  for  an  attacl^ 
upon  it :  hoping  that  if  he  did  not  succeed  in  prov 
curing  some  yams,  he  should  at  least  be  able  to 
bring  the  enemy  to  a  general  engagement.  With 
this  view  he  picked  out  some  of  the  choicest 
of  his  men,  about  eighty  in  number,  and  gave 
them  orders  to  conceal  themselves,  during  the 
night,  in  a  thicket  close  to  the  enemy's  fortress, 
and  on  one  side  of  the  road.  Finow  in  the 
mean  while  proceeded  with  a  party  of  six  hun* 
dred  towards  Felletoa.  When  he  arrived  within 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  fort,  it  being  yet 
dark,  he  took  up  his  station  in  a  field  of  high 
grass,  situated  in  a  valley,  which  could  not  be 
seen  by  the  enemy.  He  then  dispatched  a 
hundred  men  to  dig  up  the  yams,  and  fifly 
more,  under  the  command  of  Hala  Api  Api, 
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(an  adopted  son  of  the  late  Toobo  Neuha,)  to 
the  fortreMi,  with  a  view  of  enlifiiiK  the  eneiny 
out,  and  leaiJiriff  theiri  hcf^ond  the  arnhuiicafk* 
The  enemy,  however,  kept  rlone  within  hia'en- 
trenehmentM.  1  he  fiurt  waw,  there  were  toot 
many  men  in  the  phure,  ut  leant  not  ifreat  war- 
riom,  the  reHi  liavinff  gnuet  to  another  pnrt  of 
the  island  to  lanneh  a  lar^e  eanoe,  for  the  pur* 
poie  of  hrintfioK  it  round  to  the  f^arriiOQ  to 
lireak  up  and  make  flnnall  oneH  of.  lint  w  ioon 
an  the  enemy  diM^overed  llala  Api  Apl^  tbty 
sent  down  to  their  companion*  at  the  further 
•ide  of  the  island,  to  inform  them  of  whatiwia 
going  forward.  1  hey  came  as  soon  u«  Aflj^ 
pOMihIy  could,  but  too  late  to  save  tb^'yiOMi* 
As  soon  as  they  arrived  at  the  fort  aod'fuwite 
field  of  yams  completely  despoiled,  they  beetoM 
drcailfully  enraged,  and  rushed  out  in  a  Mh^ 
upon  flala  Api  Api,  who  immeiJiately: 
with  a  design  of  drawing  them  on  baj^oud 
two  ambuscafles.  In  this,  for  the  inMtMUl|Ali^ 
sur^^eded  to  his  wishes ;  for  the  enemy  '  ^ 
blinded  by  their  rage,  and  pushed  on  1^ 
of  revenge,  that  they  did  not  reflect 
probalnlity  that  there  was  some 
'Miey  continued  to  follow,  and  be  to  r 
they  passed  the  first  ambusb,  where  FiMiM 
concealed^  and  were  fast  advancing 
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•eeond,  when  Fteow^t  men,  too  eafBfer  Yor  (t^on* 
qiiMt^  rone  up  and  attacked  them  in  the  rear: 
the  second  ambush,  hearing  the  noise  of  thin 
attack,  immediately  started  up,  and  joining 
Hala  Api  Api,  a  hard  and  close  iight  was  kept 
up  for  about  a  2|uarter  of  an  hour ;  when  the 
enemy  f)ndin«f  themselves  too  strongly  opposed, 
retreated  towards  tlK^  fortress,  in  which  they 
took  shelter,  being  punnied  close  up  to  their 
doors  by  the  Hapai  warriors.  Having  reco* 
vered  themselves  a  little  from  tlieir  consterna- 
tion, they  prepareil  to  renew  the  combat,  and 
again  sallied  forth,  and  commenced  a  general 
engagement  with  spears  and  arrows,  which 
lusted  alK>ut  three  (fuarters  of  an  hour ;  when 
they  again  took  shelter  within  their  walls.  In 
the  tirst  engagement  the  enemy  had  forty  men 
killed,  anil  Finow  only  two  :  in  the  last  attack 
they  had  only  one  man  kitteil,  and  Finow  none, 
thoii<i:li  several  died  afterwards  of  their  wounds; 
but  this  was  only  an  engagement  with  arro^n 
and  spears,  which  they  nre  very  dexterous  in 
avoidin«r:  chilis  were  not  used;  for  the  enemy 
were  upon  a  higher  ground,  and  it  would  not 
have  been  prudent  to  have  attacked  them  with 
the  club,  and  risk  the  loss  of  their  former 
advantages ;  and  the  enemy  were  too  much  dis* 
mmragetl  to  venture  into  the  plain  for  this  pm'w

The  king  having  granted  him  leave,  be  went 
on  board  a  canoe,  with  forty  stout  men,  aad 
proceeded  towards  the  place.  The  enemy, 
however,  had  previously  sent  an  additional 
force  to  take  care  of  their  hogs,  thinking,  very 
justly,  that  Finow  might  be  encouraged  to  ttirrt 
his  attention  to  that  quarter,  from  having  met 
tvitli  8uch  success  in  the  field  of  yams.  It  hap- 
pened, one  night,  that  part  of  this  body-guard, 
sauntering  about  upon  the  beach,  perceived  a 
large  canoe  coming  towards  them.  They  im- 
ini'diatcly  sent  word  to  their  companions,  and, 
M-purating  into  two  parties,  concealed  them- 
selves OD  either  side  of  the  road  leading  to  the 
fencing.  The  canoe  having  reached  the  shore, 
half  the  men  landed  with  Uavili  at  their  head, 
and  proceeded  towarda  the  place  where  the 
hogs  vn:vv.  kepi.  Tliey  Imd  no  nooner  passi'd 
the  »pot  where  the  enemy  lay  concealed,  than 
the  latter  rushed  out,  and  attacked  tVi«tm  in  the 
rear  no  HUiUlenly,  and  vvitti  eucb  et^ec-t,  thai 
fifteen  were  quickly  '^'T^rchlT*.  ^  enfinf 
only  losinp  m,.  umn.

A  FEW  d«ys  after  HavHi's  nnauccesaful  at- 
lebipt  to  secure  the  enemy's  )iof(s,  one  <)f  Fi- 
lAciw't  wives  ran  away  fi-oin  Nettfoo  i  l>einf!f 
^iMHly  tniwMd  hy  the  i'<«at  Af  the  women,  tn 
_«eai-cliih|7  for  hi-r,  ii  miis  loiiiiil  that  one  of  hiM 
ha>i  tnkf-ti  tlie  mime  step,  and  it 
I  tUey  liad  K«nt'  toprether.  When 
I  known  to  t)ir  king,  be  left  tiie 
!t:oniiwaied  by  five  .«r  mx 
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men,  and  directed  his  eoune  along  the  main 
road  leading  to  Felletoa,  hot  without  any  rac* 
ceM.  He  returned  rery  much  defected,  and 
tent  to  his  aunt,  Toe  Oomoo  (the  chief  of  the 
^enemy),  requesting  to  hare  his  wife  returned, 
'Stating,  diat  it  was  a  war  between  men,  and 
not  women;  but  his  remonstrances  had  no 
effect.  These  women  both  laboured  under 
the  jealousy  and  tyrannic  influence  of  Motfnga 
Toobo,  Finow's  &YOurite  wife :  partly  to  rid 
themselves  of  this,  and  partly  to  visit  and  lire 
with  relations  they  had  in  the  opposite  gar- 
rison,  they  made  their  escape,  and  took  a  by 
road  near  the  se^nriiore.  On  the  morning  of 
their  departure,  Mr.  Mariner  was  at  some 
distance  from  Neafoo,  gathering  shaddocks  in 
a  tliirkct :  for,  although  his  wound  did  not  al- 
low him  to  use  any  active  exertions,  yet  he 
now  and  then  went  abroad  by  the  help  of  a 
stick,  which,  no  doubt,  was  one  cause  that  ren- 
4ered  the  cure  very  tedious.  Being  up  in  s 
tree,  he  heard  a  rustling  noise  in  the  bushes 
below,  and,  din^cting  his  attention  to  the  spot, 
was  surprised  to  see  one  of  Finow's  wives. 
Prompted  by  curi^mity,  be  came  quickly  down, 
and,  seizing  her  by  the  arm,  enquired  what 
caused  her  to  stray  so  far  from  the  fortresi^ 
4Mid  to  expose  her  person  and  her  life  to  tht: 
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insuiti  and  cruelty  of  the  enemy :  she  replied, 
that  iihe  had  only  come  out  for  a  walk,  and 
was  going  shortly  to  return.    To  this  account 
he  objected,  that  it  was  too  far,  and  too  dan* 
geious  a  walk  for  her  to  take  alone,  with  the 
riak  of  meeting  Moteita^  and  his  followers,,  who 
often  concealed  themselves  in  those  woods,  and 
declared  his  suspicion  that  she  intended  to  run 
away.    She  immediately  fell  on  her  knteeSp 
clasped  her  hands,  and  begged  and  intreated 
most  earnestly,  that  he  would  not  prevent  her 
flight  from  the  dominion  of  tyranny  to  the  bo- 
som of  her  relations,  and  appealed  most  pa- 
thetically to  his  own  feelings  and  affections 
towards  his  mother,  or  whatever  relatives  be 
might  have  in  his  own  eountry,  and  repre- 
sented how  hard  and  cruelly  severe  it  would 
be  for  any  one  to  prevent  him  flying  to  them, 
if  it  were  otherwise  in  his  power.  Being  moved 
by  the  earnestness  of  her  manner,  and  the  un- 
fortunate circumstanees  of  her  situation,  he 
raised  her  up,  and  promised  not  to  interfere 
in  her  escape,  nor  to  divulge  the  matter  to  any 
one,  and  gave  her  full  liberty  to  proceed  which- 
ever way  she  thought  proper. 

Finow  had,  for  a  long  time  past,  entertained 
the  idea  of  seizing  upon  several  of  the  enemjr^s 
women,  who  were  in  the  habit  of  ass^nbliag

fbnd  of  a  joke;  but|  when  they  iaw  two  or 
three  knocked  down  with  clubs,  they  rtn  away 
aa  faat  as  their  strengfth  and  the  resistance  of 
the  water  would^  let  them,  and  the  men  aiUr 
them  in  full  pursuit.  There  were  thirty  of 
them»  of  which  number  five  were  killed,  and 
thirteen  taken  prisoners,  the  other  twelve 
escaping  safe  to  the  opposite  shore.  In  this 
affkir  the  wife  of  Finow's  son  was  very  nearly 
retaken ;  she  ran  so  exceedingly  swift  through 
the  water,  knee-deep,  and  the  young  chief  in 
pursuit  of  her  exerted  himself  so  much  to  over- 
take her,  although  he  was  near  enough  to 
knock  her  down  Mith  his  club,  that  he  actually 
fell  through  iktigue.  It  must,  however,  be 
said  in  favour  of  the  chief,  that  the  weight  of 
his  club  was  a  great  disadvantage,  whereas  his 
lovely  fugitive  ran  without  any  incumbrance, 
for,  in  her  endeavour  to  quicken  her  pace,  her 
gnatoo  (dress),  became  loose,  and  fell  from  her 
waist ;  this  was  the  only  time  thitt  she  looked 
back,  from  a  sense  of  modesty,  to  secf  if  it  was 
recoverable,  but  she  was  under  the  necessity 
of  pursuing  her  flight  without  it. 

The  thirteen  prisoners  were  conducted  to 
Neafbo^,  though  Finow  had  given  oixlers  that

.th^  captors,  on  the  other  hand,  strannously 
« grounded  their  clarnis  on  the  right  of  con- 
quest   The  dispute  ran  very  high,  and  the} 
,  referred  it  to  Fiaow,  who  replied,  that  he 
should  not  interfere  in  it,  and  tbey  might 
settle  it  themselves  as  well  as  they  could,  for 
'  they  had  no  right  to  bring  the  prisonera  there 

or  course,  and  not  at  all  an  act  of  brutality.'  'fhete  tranl- 
WitJiotm  are  gimcraUy  conducted  in  naighbourlng  woodf*  and 
hy  D49  Dwaoi  in  an  open,  public,  or  otitragar^ua  waf#  Ip 
fttiort,  notions  of  delipacy,  in  re«pect  to  tli&  fi^mate  B^Xp  b$ve 
a  n)uch  higher  influence  in  the  Tonga  isLandii  tbao  what 
would  be  commonly  understood  from  the  accounts  of  some 
ffttvellen  t  among  the  lower  orders*  of  course,  there  are 
,  nbfMeM  every  wberei  but  these  do  not  constiiutf  tlie  kga' 
.€s»toina  oCs  country. 
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nt  all  to  ereftte  disturbances,  but  should  bave 
knocked  out  their  brains  according  to  his 
ordenk  At  length  he  condescended  to  give 
his  opinion,  viz.  that  the  most  proper  metfiod 
would  be,  under  these  circumstances,  to  cut 
each  woman  in  two,  and  give  one  half  to  her 
relation,  and  the  other  to  the  captor.  The 
affiur,  however^  was  amicably  settled,  without 
having  recourse  to  such  bloody  measures; 
some  being  given  up  to  their  relatives,  and 
others  retained,  upon  terms  mutually  agreeable 
to  all  parties. 

About  this  time  the  two  long  expected  ca* 
noes  arrived'  from  Hapai,  laden  with  provi^* 
sions :  they  had  been  detained  partly  by  con* 
trary  winds,  ^d  partly  by  the  people  going  to 
Tisit  their  relatives  at  diflferent  islands. 

It  has  already  been  mentioned,  more  than 
once,  that  places,  which  have  been  consecrated 
either  by  express  declaration,  or  by  the  burial 
of  great  chiefii,  are  forbidden  to  be  the  scene 
of  war,  and  that  it  would  be  highly  saerile* 
gious  to  attack  an  enemy,  or  spill  his  blood 
within  their  confines.  This  circumstance, 
howerer,  occurred  a  few  days  after  the  dispute 
about  the  female  prisoners;  the  particulars  of 
it  ar^  as  follow :  Palavali  (brother  of  Havili), 
want  out  one  day  on  a  fetaging  parljp  witii  six

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men  ia  tiro  maall  canoes,  and  landed  Jieftr  a 
cohaetrated  inclosure,  called  Gniacao,  one  of 
the  most  fertile  places  in  the  whole  island. 
Here  tfiey  met  with  four  of  the  enemy,  wbo^ 
(perceiving  tlieir  inferiority,  made  an  endeaTonr 
to  get  into  the  consecrated  place,  where  .fliey 
would  hare  been  perfectly  safe :  Palavali,  howf 
ever,  seeing  their  intention,  got  between  them 
and  the  fencing,  when  one  of  the  enemy  made 
a  bold  push  to  pass  his  antagonist,' and  scnm- 
ble  over  the  reed«work,  and  had  actually  got 
one  leg  over,  when  Palavali  struck  him  A  fu- 
rious blow  on  the  head,  and  felled  him  dead 
within  the  place;  seeing  now  what  he  had 
done,  he  was  struck  with  fear,  and  can  aw^ 
to  the  canoes,  followed  by  his  men.  As  soon 
as  he  arrived  at  the  fortress,  he.cottmwiicated 
to  Finow  what  had  passed,  JMtying,  in  his  de- 
fence, that  he  was  so  eager  in  pursuit,  as  to  be 
out  of  all  self  command.  The  king  immedi* 
ately  ordered  cava  to  be  taken  to  the  priest  of 
his  own  tutelar  god,  that  the  divinity  might  be 
consulted  as  to  what  atonement  was  proper  to 
be  made  for  so  heinous  a  sacrilege.  The  priest 
being  inspired,  made  answer,  that  it.  was  ne- 
cessary a  child  should  be  strangled  to  appease 
the  anger  of  the  gods.  The  chieis,  then,  held 
a  consoltation,  and  came  to  the  determination 
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of  nacrifldng  a  child  of  Toobo  Toa,  by  oiie  of 
his  female  attendants^.    Toobo  Toa  was  pre- 
sent, and  gave  his  consent  that  his  child  (about 
two  years  old)  should  be  immolated  to  appeafe 
the  anger  of  the  gods,  and  turn  aside  their 
vengeance  for   the  sacrilegious^  crime  com- 
mitted.   The  child  was  accordingly  sought 
for ;  but  its  mother,  thinking  htr  child  might 
be  demanded,  had  concealed  it:    being,  at 
length,  found  by  one  of  the  men  who  were 
in  search  of  it,  he  took  it  up  in  his  arms, 
smiling  with  delight  at  being  taken  notice  of. 
Its  poor  mother  wanted  to  follow,  but  was 
held  back  by  those  about  her ;  on  hearing  its 
mother's  voice  it  began  to  cry,  but,  when  it 
arrived  at  the  fatal  place  of  its  execution,  it 
was  pleased  and  delighted  with  the  band  of 
gnatoo  that  was  put  round  its  neck,  and,  look- 
ing up  in  the  face  of  the  man  who  was  about 
to  destroy  it,  displayed  in  its  beautiful  coun- 
tenance a  smile  of  ineffable  pleasure ;  such  a 
sight  inspired  pity  in  the  breast  of  every  one : 
but  veneration  and  feai  of  the  gods  was  a  sen- 
timent superior  to  every  other,  and  its  destroyer

unauspecting  victim  was  soon  relieved  of  its 
painful  Btruggles.    The  body  was  then  placed 
upon  a  sort  of  hand-barrow,  supported  upon 
the  shoulders  of  four  men,  and  carried  in  a 
procession  of  priests,  chiefs,  and  mataboolei 
clothed  in  mats,  with  wreaths  of  green  leaves 
round  their  necks.    In  this  manner  it  was  con*? 
veyed  to  various  houses  consecrated  to  different 
gods,  before  each  of  which  it  was  placed  on  the 
ground,  all  the  company  sitting  behind  it,  ex^ 
cept  one  priest,  who  sat  beside  it,  and  prayed 
aloud  to  the  god  that  he  would  be  pleased  to  ac- 
cept of  this  sacrifice  as  an  atonement  for  the 
heinous  sacrilege  committed,  and  that  punish- 
ment might  accordingly  be  withheld  from  the 
*  people.     After  this  was  done  before  all  the 
consecrated  houses  in  the  fortress,  the  body 
was  given  up  to  its  relations,  to  be  buried  in 
the  usual  manner. 

About  four  or  five  days  after  the  above  hor« 
rible  immolation,  this  same  Palavali  was  killed 
in  a  skirmish  with  the  enemy,  ile  went  out 
again  on  a  foraging  excursion  with  about  30 
or  40  men,  not  professed  warriors,  but  men  on 


%fhoM  courage  and  honoar.tio  reli&noe  oould 
be  placed*    They  met  with  a  BinaUer  body  ef 
the  enemy i\  but  M^ho  were  all  itaunch  figbtiny. 
men ;  in  a  very  abort  time  Palavali's  men  turned  ( 
about  to  run  away;  he  vainly  endeavoured  to ^ 
rally  them,  and  feeing  the  enemy  again  to  set* 
them  the  example,  he  received  several  woimds^ 
and  fell.    At  this  moment  his  men  faced  about,; 
and  seeing  the  perilous  situation  of  their  chief,  ^ 
became  animated  with  courage,  and  drove  the 
enemy  a  few  paces  back,  whilst  t>\o  or  three 
picked  him  up  and  carried  him  back  to  the 
garrison.    >Vhcn  they  arrived  they  proceeded* 
to  take  out  four  spears  which  had  pierced  him,' 
but  he  desired  them  to  desist  from  so  useless, 
a  task,  as  he  was  certain  the  gods  had  decreed^ 
his  death  as  a  punishment  for  his  late  oft<e^nce.' 
This,  too,  was  the  general  opinion  of  t[ie  people, 
and  was  the  subject  of  tlieir  conversation  for  a^ 
long  time  afterwards,  coivtributing  to  spread  at 
considenible  gloom 'throughout  the  garrison. 
Palavali  died  about  half  on  hour  alter  he  was 
brought  home.  •  i 

Finow  already  began  to  grow  tired  of  the* 
war :  it  was  a  kind  of  conflict  not  suited  to  ht^' 
genius,  he  loved  rather  a  few  hard  fought  en- 
gagei^ents  and  a  speedy  conquest.  1  he  cMimy 
shewed  no  disposition  to  come  forth  from  thei|r. 
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tti  fulfilling  a  cammiHion  •acred  in  ito  nature*' 
Tliui  equipped,  they  set  out  on  their  way  tn* 
Felletoa.  In  the  mean  time,  Finow  iptve  ordew 
that  none  of  hii  men,  if  they  met  with  a  party, 
of  tlie  enemy,  ihould  commit  any  act  of  hoeti- 
lity,  but  ihould  endeavour  on  all  oeeaaione  lo. 
avoid  them  by  at  speedy  a  retreat  a»  poieible,  for 
a»  the  gode  had  admoniahed  him  to  rtndeavour 
to  make  a  peace,  and  the  prieitu  were  actually 
fulfilling  that  endeavour,  any  act  of  hoitilily 
might  defeat  their  purpoM. 

'J'be  prie»ta  went  four  or  five  diflerent  timai' 
to  hold  conferencei  with  the  chiefii  of  Felletoa 
before  they  could  bring  about  a  reconciliation. 
For  although  the  old  men  teemed  willing 
enough  to  liiten  to  terms  of  accommodation,  in- 
fluenced p(2rhaps  by  tlinr  prejudice  in  favour 
of  Finow  fit  their  lawful  king,  yet  the  young 
and  tpiritiHi  warriors,  who  taw  clearly  enough 
into  the  artful  charactitr  of  Finow,  with  much 
If'tt  of  tlie  above  prejudic^e,  ronttitutly  objectad 
to  make  peace  with  a  man  on  whote  honour 
and  intitgrity  they  thought  it  im[HNHiible  to  rely 
Hith  Htiy  dcgric  of  certainty,  and  who  woulii 
again  give  room  for  a  quarrel  with  the  Vavaoo 
people  whenever  it  Huited  hit  purpoMi\  This 
"wat  their  real  thought,  ami  perhaps  a  just  ooe ; 
though  they  did  not  eiprets  their  scittimenU 
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with  such  latitude  to  the  priests  :^  to  th^se  thay 
merely  objected  their  apprehensions,  that  in  the 
event  of  a  peace,  Finow.  would,  at  some^t  op- 
portunity, wreak  his  vengeance  upon  them  per- 
sonally for  having  fought  against  him.  At 
length,  however^  they  said  that  as  their  liven 
^were  not  a  matter  of  so  much  consequence  as 
the  peace  and  happiness  of  Toe  Oomoo  and  her 
;people  generally,  they  were  willing  to  withdraw, 
their  objections,  that  the  a&ir  might  be  speedily 
settled  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  older 
chiefs.  I'he  priests  now  returned  to  Neafob 
with  the  warmest  assurances  from  the  chief£» 
of  Felletoa,  that  they  would  pay  Finow  an  ami« 
cable  visit  the  following  day. 

The  next  morning  the  chiefs  and  warriors  of 
1  ellctoa,  with  several  women,  were  seen  coming 
towards  Neafoo,  advancing  two  and  two,  all 
armed,  painted  and  decorated  with  streamers, 
forming  altogether  a  very  beautiful  and  ro- 
mantic procession,  brin<ifing  with  them  abund- 
ance of  gnatoo,  yarns,  &c.  as  presents  to  their 
relations.  In  this  way  they  entered  the  forti*es8 
of  Finow,  and  came  into  the  king's  pi*esence  on 
the  marly,  where  he  was  seated  with  his  chiefs 
and  mataboolos.  The  Vavaoo  people  then  laid 
down  their  spears,  which  were  afterwarda  shared 
out  to  three  of  Finow's  principal  chiefsi  who 
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agmin  shared  them  eut  to  all  those  below  them 
in  rank*.  They  seated  themselves  round  the 
marly  and  cava  was  prepared,  the  young  chiefii 
and  warriors  of  Felletoa  waiting  on  the  com- 
pany f.  All  this  time  Finow's  men  were  iifi- 
armed  $,  (agreeably  to  the  custom  on  such  oc- 
casions) but  by  his  orders  the  greater  part  re- 
mained  at  their  houses  where  their  arms  were 
deposited,  for  he  was  upon  his  guard  lest  his 
guests  had  some  stratagem  to  play :  but  he  had 
merely  signified  to  his  men,  that  it  would  be 
better  for  them  to  remain  at  their  houses,  as  it 
would  inspire  the  Vavaoo  chiefs  with  more  con* 
fidence  than  if  they  were  present  in  a  body. 

Ihiring  the  time  the  cava  was  being  served 
out,  the  king  made  a  speech,  addressed  princi- 
pally to  the  chiefs  of  Felletoa,  in  which  he  ac- 
knowledged that  they  were  not  to  be  blamed 
for  their  fears  and  apprehensions  as  long 


*  Mr.  Mariner  belicYCi  this  to  be  always  the  case  on  iudi 
occaiionfl ;  but  this  wa«  the  only  instance  of  a  peace  formally 
eitabltihed,  that  ever  happened  while  he  wai  there.

X  The  vitfitore  come  armed  for  the  sake  of  parade^  giving 
tip  their  arms  aflerwardi  af  preacntt;  those  that  receive 
them  must  be  unarmed  as  a  proof  of  their  amicable  disposi- 
tion, and  that  they  do  not  mean  to  get  them  in  their  power 
bystralagem* 
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Ibey  belieTed  him  to  be  the  treacheroiis  dia- 
r»cter  which  hit  aiemies  had  rqireiented  him ; 
but  he  hoped  that  theee  calumniea  were  now  at 
an  end.  He  waa  willing,  he  taid,  to  excuse 
them  for  having  fought  in  honour  of  the  me* 
mory  of  their  late  chief  Toobo  Neuha  against 
his  murderers,  for  if  they  had  not  done  so,  he 
should  have  considered  them  cowards ;  but  as 
most  of  these  murderers  had  now  by  their  death 
expiated  their  crime,  and  as  he  himself,  as  he 
solemnly  assured  them,  was  perfectly  innocent 
of  that  affair,  the  present  peace,  he  was  con- 
vinced, was  a  most  honourable  one  to  all  parties. 
He  then  made  the  most  solemn  protestations 
of  the  sincerity  of  his  intentions  towards  them, 
and  as  a  proof  of  his  wish  to  avoid  all  future 
occasions  of  quarrel,  he  should  send  back  all 
his  people  to  the  Hapai  islands,  except  a  few 
matabooles,  who  were  to  remain  with  him  at 
Vavaoo,  which,  for  the  future,  he  should  make 
his  place  of  residence,  out  of  the  love  and  respect 
he  had  for  them ;  whilst  he  should  consign  the 
government  of  the  Hapai  islands  to  Toobo  Toa, 
to  send  him  annual  tribute. 

When  the  cava  was  finished  the  company 
rose  up,  and  the  Vavaoo  party  returned  to  Fel- 
letoa,  to  prepare  an  entertainment  for  the  Hapai 
people  the  following  day.  , 
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Early  th€  A€5kt  miming  all  the  ehiefii,  tti^ 
tabooles,  and  warriofs  of  Neafbd  painted  end 
decorated  tbemselvei  mth  fttreamerft,  and  )Mt 
on  mitts,  in  token  of  FinoVa  inferiority  as  a 
ration  to  his  atrnt  I'oe  Oomoo,  chief  of  th« 
fortress  of  Felletoa.  They  took  spears  in  their 
hancb,  and,  thus  equipped,  marched  out  ait 
Neafoo  two  and  t^^o,  with  Finow  at  their  hea^d^ 
carrying  with  them  presents  for  their  relations 
in  the  opposite  garrison.  In  this  order  the? 
entered  Felletoa,  and  proceeded  to  the  marly, 
^here  all  the  chiefs  and  matabooles  of  Toe 
Oomoo  were  seated  ready  to  receive  them.  A 
quantity  of  hogs,  yams,  and  fowls,  were  placed 
in  the  middle  of  the  circle,  at  tl\e  upper  end  .of 
which  a  place  was  left  vacant  for  the  king  ta 
preside  in,  for,  his  aunt  not  being  there,  he 
was  the  greatest  chief  present.  Had  Toe 
Oomoo  been  present,  she  must  have  presided 
at  the  head  of  the  circle,  and  the  king,  as  her 
inferior  relation,  must  have  seated  himself  o|^ 
posite  to  her,  on  the  outside  of  the  circle, 
among  the  common  people ;  for  no  two  rela- 
tions of  different  rank  can  sit  in  the  same  cir- 
cle together.  On  this  account,  and  out  of  re- 
spect to  Finow,  he  being  sovereign,  Tot 
Oomoo  did  not  make  her  appearance.  Finoir 
being  seated,  his  men,  aa  they  came  in^  depth 


sited  their  speara  ia  the  middle  of  thi.  circle, 
to  be  afterwards  shared  out  in  the  same  man- 
.nar  as  was, done  by  the  Vavaoo  people  at  Nea- 
foo  the  day  .before;  they  then  retired  to  the 
outside  of  ..the  circle,  ready  to  wait,  upon  the 
company,  A  large  root  of  cava  was, then  split 
into  pieces,  and  distributed  to  be  chewed  as 
usual.  While  the  cava  was  preparing,  the 
provisions  were  shared  out,  ready  to  be  eaten 
.after  the  cava  was  drunk.  This  being  done, 
and, the  provisions  consumed,  a  second  course 
of  cava  was  prepared  and  served  out,  of  which 
Finow  having  drunk  a  small  quantity,  retired 
to  pay  a  visit  to  his  aunt.  When  he  arrived 
in  her  presence  he  went  up  to  heri  and,  with 
great  respect^  kissed  her  hand,  and  she,  in  re- 
turn, kissed  his  forehead^.    He.  then  sat  down 

*  When  a  ptrsoa  silutes  a  BUperior  relation,  be  Utiei  the 
.haiul  of  Ihe  fatty;'- it  •  very  suptrior  relatioD,  he  kisiai  the 
foot:  the  superior  in  return  kiiiei  the  forehead.  There 
may  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  term  to  kiss  in 
this  cereteony,  fot  it  is  not  performed  by  the  h*ps  after  our 
usual' mode,  but  rather  by  the  application  of  the  upper  Hp 
iand  the  nostrils,  and  has  more  the  appearance  of  smelling. 
When  two  equals  are  abQt|t.to  salute,  each  applies  his  upper 
Up. and  nostrils  to  the  forehead  of  the  other,  or  they  apply 
their  lips  to  the  lips  of  the  other,  but  without  any  movement 
of  them,  or  smack,  as  in  our  mode.  Our  kiss  they  never 
•adept,*  not  even  between  the  sexes,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
.alw^ra  ridicule  ki  and  term  it  Mf  cvAJto  SMtaV  M»^ 
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to  drink  cava  with  her  and  her  attendants,  wnS, 
M  the  presided,  he  of  course  sat  outaide,  facing; 
her.  When  the  cava  wa«  flniihed,  he  walked 
out  to  view  the  fortification*,  when  the  mata- 
boolea  of  Toe  Oomoo  waited  on  him,  and 
pointed  out  every  thing  worthy  of  notice. 
They  descanted  on  the  excellence  of  the  plan, 
and  then  gave  him  anecdotes  of  the  war,  tell< 
ing  him  where  such  a  chief  was  killed,  when 
another  lost  his  arm  or  hi8  leg,  where  a  can- 
non-ball had  struck,  kc. ;  and,  as  they  viewed 
the  outside  of  the  works,  they  pointed  out 
where  the  different  murderers  of  Toobo  Nenba 
met  their  fate.  All  this,  however,  they  told  htm 
iu  answer  to  his  queries ;  for  it  is  a  thing  very  re- 
markable in  the  character  of  the  people  of  Ton- 
ga, that  they  never  exult  in  any  feats  of  braveiy 
ttiey  may  have  performed,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
take  every  opportunity  of  praising  their  adver- 
s&fifH ;  and  this  a  man  will  do,  although  his  ad- 
versary may  be  plainly  a  coward,  and  will  malw 
an  excuae  for  him,  such  as  the  unfavourable- 
ness  of  the  opportimity,  or  great  fatigue,  or  ill 
state  of  health,  or  badness  of  his  ground,  iu. 
In  their  games  of  wrestling  they  act  up  to  tbe 
same  principle,  never  to  speak  ill  of  their  ui- 
tagoniit  qfterwards,  but  always  to  praise  him. 
A*  an  iUoitration  of  this  character  it  BNgr  ba 
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remarked,  that  the  man  who  called  himself 
JPanna  Founooa,  (a  great  gun,)  who  ventured 
hill  life  in  his  hazardous  approach  to  Mr.  Ma- 
riner, and  threw  his  spear  at  the  muzzle  of  his 
carronade,  never  afterwards  boasted  of  it,  nor 
appeared  to  think  he  had  done  any  thing  ex- 
traordinary, or  at  least  worthy  of  after-notice. 
Their  notions  of  true  braveiy  appear  to  be 
very  coiTect,  and  the  light  in  which  they 
viewed  this  act  of  Fanna  Fonnooa  serves  for 
an  example :  they  considered  it  in  short  a  rash 
action,  and  unworthy  a  great  and  brave  mind, 
that  never  risks  any  danger  but  with  a  moral 
certainty,  or  at  least  reasonable  expectation,  of 
doing  some  service  to  his  cause.  In  these  re- 
ji^pects  they  accuse  Europeans  of  a  great  deal 

i}(  vanity  and  selfishness,  and,  unfortunately, 
with  too  much  appearance  of  justice.  It  must 
be  remarked,  however,  that  these  noble  senti- 
ments belong  to  chiefs,  matabooles,  and  pro- 
fessed warriors ;  not  much  to  the  lo^vest  orders, 
many  of  whom  will  knock  a  dead  man  about 
the  head  with  a  club  till  they  have  notched 
and  blooded  it  a  good  deal,  and  pretend  it 
was  done  in  the  battle  against  a  living  foe ; 
bat  such  things  are  always  suspected,  and  held 
in  ridicule. 

Fiuow  having  for  a  considerable  time  in- 
j|l(Ppted  the  fortification,  praising  every  where 
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the  judgment  with  which  it  was  planned,  re** 
tired  to  the  house  which  had  formerly  be- 
longed to  I'oobo  Neuha,  where  he  passed  the 
uight.  The  following  morning  he  summoned 
a  general  meeting;  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  Va* 
vaoo,  which  was  soon  accomplished,  as  the 
people  were  all  at  one  or  other  of  the  two  for* 
tresses.  He  then  gave  directions  to  all  the 
principal  men  respecting  the  cultivation  of  the 
c!ountry,  which  the  late  war  had  reduced  to  a 
sad  state.  He  commanded  that  every  one 
should  be  as  frugal  as  possible  in  his  food, 
that  the  present  scarcity  might  be  recom- 
pensed with  future  abundance.  He  ordered 
his  fishermen  to  supply  him  and  his  chiefs 
with  plenty  of  fish,  that  the  consumption  of 
pork  might  be  lessened.  Having  settled  these 
matters,  lie  next  gave  orders  that  the  large  for- 
tress of  Felletoa  should  be  taken  down,  its 
fencing  earned  away  by  any  body  who  might 
want  it,  its  banks  levelled  with  the  ground,  and 
itH  ditches  filled  up  ;  urging,  as  his  reason,  that 
there  Mas  no  necessity  for  a  garrisoned  place io 
time  of  pence,  particularly  in  a  spot  which  could 
Im»  so  innvh  bcttercmployedfor  buildingan  addi- 
tional number  of  more  commodious  dwellings. 
The  fortress  of  ^eslfoo,  he  said,  might  /emain, 
for  it  was  a  plac'e  not  convenient  to  lire  at, 
and  therefore  it  was  not  worth  while  to  fake

^iiy  trouble  nbout  it.  These  were  his  osteuHi- 
ble  HMisoDH,  but  liis  real  luotiveH  were  easy  to 
he  seen  iuto :  he  was  apprehensive,  tliat,  in 
the  evrut  of  another  iusurreu^tioti,  his  euemies' 
might  a^aiu  possess  themselves  of  this  strong 
iiold ;  but  as  to  the  other  fortress,  if  he  did 
not  su(M*eed  in  seeuring  it  for  himself,  he 
eould  easily  dispossess  his  enemies  of  it,  by 
destroyiuK"  it  Mith  his  earronades  whenever  he 
thong'ht  proper. 

These  <)rders  Mere  begun  immediately  to  be 
put  into  exeeution,  under  the  inspertion  of  the 
ehiefs  of  the  different  districts  of  the  island. 
The  foUowing  day  the  king  gave  orders  to 
I'oobo  1'oa  to  proceed  baek  to  the  llapai 
islands,  of  whirh  he  eonstitnteil  him  tributary 
eliief ;  the  tributes*  to  be  sent  to  Vavaoo  half- 

^  1'hc  trihiito  generally  contiitts  of  yams,  tuuts,  gnutoo» 
dried  full,  live  birdv,  drc. ;  and  in  levied  upon  every  man*s 
property  in  proportion  at  he  can  itpare.  The  (|uanlity  it 
sometimes  determined  by  the  chief  of  each  diNtrict,  though 
generally  by  the  will  qP  each  individual,  who  will  always  take 
care  to  send  (|uite  as  much  hs  he  can  well  afford,  lei»t  the  su- 
perior chief  should  be  offended  with  him,  and  deprive  him  of 
all  that  he  has.  This  tribute  is  paid  twice  a  year ;  once  at 
the  ceremony  of  Inachi^  or  offering  the  first  fruits  of  the 
Hcation  to  the  gods,  in  or  about  the  beginning  of  October ; 
and  again,  at  some  other  time  of  the  year,  when  the  tribu- 
tary chief  may  think  proper,  and  it  generally  done  when 

r2 
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}cariy,  a»  usual:  at  the  mme  time,  all  the 
natives  of  Hapai,  who  had  come  to  the  war^ 
were  to  return  with  their  chief.  On  this  oc- 
casion the  young  prince  (Finow's  son,  Moe- 
gnagnongo)  went  with  I'oobo  Toa  to  the  Hapai 
islands,  as  he  wished  to  look  over  his  lands  on 
the  island  of  Foa;  and  Mr.  Mariner  accoin* 
panted  the  prince,  as  he  preferred  his  cha- 
racter and  habits  to  those  of  his  father.  Thejr 
arrived  safe  at  this  island  after  a  quick  passage 
of  about  nine  hours. 

tome  article  U  in  great  plenty.  The  tribute  levied  at  the 
time  of  the  Inachi  \§  general  and  absolute ;  that  which  ii 
paid  on  the  other  occaaion  comes  more  in  form  of  a  prefent^ 
but  if  §0  ettabltthed  by  old  custom,  that,  if  it  were  omitted, 
St  would  amount  to  little  less  than  an  act  of  rdbellion.  It 
may  here  with  propriety  be  observed,  that  the  practice  o( 
making  presents  to  superior  chiefs  is  very  general  and  frc' 
quent.  The  higher  class  of  chiefs  generally  make  a  present 
to  the  king,  of  hogs  or  yams,  about  once  a  fortnight:  theie 
chiefs,  about  the  f»ame  time,  receive  presents  from  those  bc' 
low  them,  and  these  last  from  others,  and  so  on,  down  to  tJis 
common  people.  The  principle  on  which  all  this  is  groumkd 
is  of  course  fear,  but  it  h  termed  respect.

Arrival  of  Filim6eiitoo  at  Foa— Description  of  the  sport 
CrtUed  fanna  kalai — Treaty  of  FiUm6edtoo  with  the  chief 
of  Hihifo,  respectini^  the  bird  kalai,  for  Finow — Deflertion 
of  several  chiefs  and  warriors  to  Tonga^Island  of  Tofooa, 
and  restrictions  respecting  cutting  down  the  Toa  tree 
(Casuarina)— Volcano  on  this  island— -Certain  principles 
among  the  Fiji  islanders  alluded  to— Grave  of  John 
Norton,  of  Captain  Bligh's  boat,  with  some  account  of 
him — Extract  from  Bligh*s  narrative — Remarks  upon 
the  subject — Some  account  of  a  ship  arriving  at  the 
island  of  Tonga  from  Botany  Bay—Account  given  of 
Botany  Bay  by  a  Tonga  chief  and  his  wife,  who  had  re- 
turned from  there — Finow's  ideas  respecting  the  value 
and  circulation  of  money^General  slaughter  of  the  dogs 
at  Vavaoo,  on  account  of  their  destroying  the  game — 
Their  Hesh  cooked  and  eaten  by  several  chiefs— Finow's 
first  essay  at  the  sport  of  fanna  kalai  with  the  bird  from 
Tonga. 

Shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  prince,  witli 
Toobo  1'oa  and  Mr.  Mariner,  at  the  island  of 
Foa,  there  came  a  canoe  from  Vavaoo  uith  the 
Tonjfa  chief  iHlim6eatoo,  who,  it  will  be  re- 
collected, was  a  relation  of  Finow,  and  had 
joined  his  cause  at  Pangaimotoo,  leaving  the 
island  of  Tonga  for  that  purpose,  by  leave  of 
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his  superior,  tlie  chief  of  Hihifo.  Filim6edtoo 
was  now  on  his  return  to  the  island  of  Tonga, 
with  a  commission  from  Finow  to  treat  with 
the  chief  of  Hihifo  respecting  a  particular  bird 
of  the  species  called  kalai  (trained  for  sport). 
This  latter  chief,  although  belonging  to  the 
island  of  Tonga,  was  never  professedly  Finow's 
enemy,  otherwise  than  as  Finow  had  been  as- 
sociated with  the  late  Toobo  Neuha,  whom  the 
chief  of  Hihifo  mortally  hated ;  but  as  Toobo 
Neuha  was  now  dead,  and  consequently  all  cause 
of  enmity  removed,  Finow  was  in  hopes  he  should 
be  able  to  prevail  upon  the  chief  of  Hihifo  to 
make  htm  a  present  of  one  of  the  first  and 
best  trained  birds,  of  the' kind  in  question, 
that  ever  was  known,  and  which  this  chief  had 
trained  up  with  great  care,  and  had  long  had 
in  his  possession,  though  it  was  the  envy  of 
every  chief  that  had  seen  it.  This  particular 
bird  Finow  was  ardently  desirous  of,  to  prac- 
'tise  the  sport  called  ^wna  kalai^  of  which  we 
shall  give  a  description.  Th^  sportsman, 
armed  with  a  bow  and  arrows,  conceals  him- 
self within  a  large  cage,  made  of  a  sort  of 
wicker-work,  covered  over  with  green  leaves, 
but  not  so  much  but  what  he  may  see  his 
game :  on  the  top  of  this  cage  is  the  cock  bird 
tied  by  the  leg,  who  makes  a  noise,  and  ii^ 
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lib  uiiigH,  ttH  if  calling'  other  birdn  to  corne 
and  light  him :  within  is  a  smaller  cage,  in 
M  hirh  there  is  the  lieu  bird,  who  also  makes  a 
peculiar  noise,  as  if  in  answer  to  the  one  on 
the  outside ;  but  be  this  as  it  may,  both  cock 
birds  and  hens  are  attracted  towards  the  spot, 
and  are  shot  by  the  sportsman.     I'his  sport  is 
practised  by  none  but  the  king  and  very  great 
chiefn,  for  training  and  keeping  these?  birds  re** 
quire  c\(*eeding  great  can;  as  well  as  great  ex- 
pense.    One  man  is  appointed  to  each  pair  of 
birds,  and  he  has  nothing  else  to  do  but  to  at* 
tend  to  the  management  of  them  ;  and,  if  this 
is  not  done  with  great  skill,  they  will  not  make 
the  noise  necessary  to  attract  others.    So  much 
uttcntion,  in  short,  is  paid  to  these  birds,  that 
their  keepers  are  authorised  to  go  and  demand 
plantains  for  them,  of  whomsoever  it  may  be, 
and  howsoever  scarce  may  Im.*  this  article  of 
food,  even   if  there  were  a  famine,  and  tlte 
p<H)plc  almost  starving :  if  a  keeper,  even  on 
i^uvli  occasions,  sees  a  fine  bmirh  of  plantains, 
he  will  go  and  taboo  it,  which  he  docs  by  stick- 
ing a  reed  in  the  tree,  iind  telling  tlie  proprie- 
tor that  those  plantains  are  tabooed  for  the  use 
of  the  birds.    These  keepers  live  well,  and  ar^, 
in  general,  very  insoUnit  fellows,  sometimes 
committing  very  great   depredations^    under 
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frivolous  pretensions  of  procuring  food  for 
their  birds.  The  sufferer  sometimes  makes  a 
complaint  to  the  king,  or  whatever  chief  the 
keeper  belongs  to  ;  and  if  the  chief  thinks  the 
offence  really  outrageous^  he  orders  the  man  a 
severe  beating,  which  is  usually  done  by  in- 
flicting heavy  slaps  with  the  open  hand  upon 
his  bare  back,  or  striking  him  about  the  head 
and  face  with  the  fist. 

Filim6e4too  soon  departed  from  Foa,  on  his 
way  to  Hihifo,  and  arrived  at  this  place  with^ 
out  any  accident.  He  was  not,  however,  so 
successful  in  the  object  of  his  journey  as  he 
expected  to  be;  for  the, chief  of  Hihifo  was  by 
no  means  willing  to  part  with  a  bird,  which, 
he  said,  had  cost  great  hazard  to  himself,  and 
the  loss  of  many  lives,  to  preserve  ;  for  he  had 
sustained  wars  with  so  many  other  chie&^  who 
had  quarrelled  with  him  on  account  of  hi»  re« 
fusing  to  give  it  them,  that  he  felt,  he  said, 
more  than  ever  resolved  to  keep  it :  but,  how- 
ever,  as  Finow  had  so  strong  a  desire  for  an 
excellent  and  well  trained  bird  of  that  kind^ 
he  would  make  him  a  present  of  a  pair,  which, 
although  not  quite  so  good  as  the  one  in  ques- 
tion, yet  would  be  found  exceedingly  valuable. 
Before  parting,  however,  he  qualified  his  re- 
fusal of  the  rare  bird  by  saying,  that  if  be

ever  did  give  it  away,  it  must  be  after  very 
mature  deliberation,  for  it  had  already  cost 
him  a  vast  deal,  and  was  certainly  the  best 
bird  that  had  ever  been  trained.  He  was 
heartily  glad  to  hear  of  the  death  of  Toobo 
Neuha,  and  declared  that  no  personal  en- 
mity existed  on  •his  part  towards  Finow ;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  felt  so  great  an  attach- 
ment for  him,  that  he  would  most  willingly 
return  with  Filim6eatoo  to  Vavaoo  to  pay  a 
visit  to  Finow,  but  that  his  matabooles  would 
not  allow  him.  Filim6e&too  having  remained  a 
day  and  a  night  with  this  chief,  returned  with 
the  two  birds  to  Finow,  and  gave  him  an  ac- 
count of  his  interview  with  the  chief  of  Hihifo. 
Finow  received  the  present,  but  was  by  no 
means  well  pleased  with  the  refusal  of  the 
bird,  on  which  he  had  so  much  set  his  heart. 
The  following  morning,  however,  he  went  out 
to  try  his  success  with  these  two,  and  which  so 
far  exceeded  his  expectations,  that  he  wanted 
more  than  ever  to  have  the  excellent  bird,  and 
he  immediately  set  about  to  obtain  it  by  rich 
presents.  He  accordingly  got  ready  sea-horses' 
teeth,  beads,  axes,  a  looking-glass,  several  iron 
bolts,  and  a  grinding  stone,  all  of  which  he  had 
procured  from  European  ships,  and  chiefly 
from  the  Port  au  Prince.    Besides  these  things, 
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he  ordered  to  be  got  ready  several  bales  of  Var 
vaoo  ff;natoo,  fine  llamua  mate,  and  a  large 
quantity  of  cava ;  the  whole  of  which  he  gave 
in  char^ti  to  rilim6eatuo  to  take  immediately 
to  llihifb,  and  present  them  to  the  chief,  ex- 
.cept  Home  of  tlie  cava,  whicli  lie  was  to  distri- 
bute among  the  lower  chiefs  and  matabooleti, 
4o  engaffc  them  more  readily  in  liia  intereit. 
l''inow  himMtIf  accompanied  Filim6edtoo  ai  far 
as  Huano,  (one  of  the  llapai  islands,)  and  took 
.  many  of  liitt  principiil  chielu  along  with  him, 
with  a  view  of  letiHeuing  the  consumption  of 
food  at  Vavaoo.  On  this  expedition  there  were 
live  canoes,  all  of  which  arrived  safe  atllttano; 
and  from  tliis  island  l-'ilim6e4too  proceeded  iu 
one  canoe  with  thirty  men  to  IJihifb,  where  be 
also  arrived  safe,  and  distributed  his  presents. 
The  chief  of  lliliifo,  on  thin  second  urgent 
application  from  Finow,  after  Home  considera- 
tion, answered,  that  as  he  could  not  make  any 
u#tt  of  the  bird  himself,  his  time  being  so  mucti 
taken  up  in  constant  ^tarfare  witli  his  neigb- 
boura,  and  as  ('/  would  not  be  co}isiste?il  mth  the 
character  q/'  a  c/ii^'*  to  retain  from  anotlier 
that  which  be  could  not  use  himself,  be  would, 

*  The  diitifs,  among  thctnsclvcs,  use  this  sort  of  expret- 
■lon, — BB  in  civiliied  countries  ene  would  uy,  it  unetaeti^ 
Hie  a  gtnlteiHMH.  wi« 
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at  once,  resijpi  the  bird  to  Finow,  notwith^ 
standing  the  high  value  he  placed  on  it,  and 
the  immense  care  and  trouble  it  bad  cost  him. 
This  famous  bird  was  accordingly  consigned 
to  the  fhai^  of  Pilim6efitoo,  who  returned 
with  all  convenient  speed  to  tell  the  king  the 
success  of  his  journey.  Finow  was  still  at  the 
Hapai  islands,  when  he  received  his  long 
wished-for  present ;  but  he  made  no  use  of  it 
till  about  three  weetcs  afterwards,  when  he  had 
returned  to  >'avaoo.  In  the  mean  time  Mac- 
capapa,  Lolo  hen  Bibigi,  and  three  others,  all 
chieft  and  warriors,  secretly  left  Vavaoo,  and 
sailed  for  Tonjfii,  to  join  Taky',  chief  of  the 
fortress  of  Bea  (who  formerly  burnt  Finow's 
fortrefis  of  Nioocalofa  in  so  treacherous  a  man- 
ner). They  took  this  step,  being  apprehensive 
that  the  king  might  hereafter  vreak  his  ven- 
geance on  thent  for  fighting  against  him  :  the 
sequel  M'ill  show  how  far  their  apprehensions 
were  well  groundeil. 

Whilst  Finow  was  yet  at  the  Hapai  islands, 
Mr.  Mariner  accompariied  the  prince  to  the 
island  of  Tofooa,  to  procure  iron-wood,  which 
is  found  there  in  great  abundance.  The  prince 
first  obtained  leave  from  Tooitonga,  (the  di- 
vine chief,)  for  this  island  is  his  property,  and 
ftCttfcre  cohflidered  satrred ;  besides,  it  is  sup- 
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po»ed  to  be  the  residence  of  the  sea  gods^  anil 
on  this  account  the  people  firmly  belieye  that 
no  sharks  i^ill  hurt  a  man  ^ho  is  snimmingr 
near  upon  its  coast,  but,  on  the  contrary,  swim 
round  him,  and  even  pass  so  close  as  to  toucli 
him,  without  shewing  the  least  hungry  dispo- 
sition. Mr.  Mariner,  however,  never  had  an 
opportunity  of  witnessing  the  miraculous  ab- 
stinence of  this  sort  of  fish. 
.  On  the  island  of  Tofooa  there  is  a  small  vol- 
cano, situated  near  the  northern  extremity, 
from  which  smoke  almost  constantly  issues,  and 
pumice-stones  are  very  frequently,  thrown  out. 
An  eruption  of  flame  takes  place,  sometimes 
twice  or  thrice  a  week,  and  at  other  times 
scarcely  once  in  two  months,  and  generally 
lasts  from  one  to  two  or  three  days.  The  way 
to  the  top  is  extremely  diflicult;  but  Mr.  Ma- 
riner, taking  one  of  the  natives  of  the  island 
for  a  guide,  resolved  to  ascend  it.  They  began 
the  ascent  early  in  the  morning,  and,  although 
their  progress  was  much  impeded  by  the  quan- 
tity of  loose  pumice-stone,  and  often  rendered 
very  dangerous,  they  reached  the  top  in  about 
four  hours.  There  was  at  this  time  no  erup- 
tion of  flame,  which  had  ceased  a  few  hours 
before,  after  having  lasted  three  days ;  smoke 
there  was,  however,  in  abundance,  but  wbicb 
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did  not  much  annoy  them,  as  they  were  on  the 
windward  side:  sundry  explosions  were  also 
heard  from  within,  like  the  noise  of  water 
being  thrown  upon  burning  pjtch.  The  ci'ater 
was  about  thirty  feet  diameter.  M  hilst  they 
were  here,  Mr.  Mariner  took  care  not  to  let 
his  companion  approach  too  near,  lest  he  might 
have  some  sinister  intent :  such  precaution  was 
by  no  means  unnecessary,  as  this  species  of 
treachery,  when  it  can  be  performed  secretly, 
is  not  unusual,  particularly  among  great  war- 
riors, when  they  have  some  petty  interest  to 
consult.  This,  however,  is  not  to  be  consi- 
dered the  natural  disposition  of  the  Tonga 
people,  but  a  practice  which,  along  with  that 
of  war,  they  have  learned  from  the  natives  of 
the  Fiji  islands,  where  a  man  never  goes  out, 
even  with  his  greatest  friend,  without  being 
armed,  and  cautiously  upon  his  guard.  Mr. 
Mariner  had,  therefore,  provided  himself  with 
a  pistol,  as  a  defence  against  any  violent  mea- 
sures on  the  part  of  his  companion.  On  their 
return  down  the  mountain,  he  told  his  compa- 
nion that  he  might  have  shot  him  dead,  and 
nobody  would  have  been  the  wiser,  to  which 
the  man  replied,  "  I  see  you  are  loto  botOj  like 
''  the  Fiji  people;*'  meaning  that  he  possessed 
policy   and  caution    against   treachery ;   and

ftdded»  "  M  I  am  iinnnnrTd,  it  i»  a  pr(M>f  that 
"  /  had  no  ill  detrif^ii,  and  therefore  dkl  not 
*•  iHwpcct  nay  in  you." 

Whilst  on  thJK  ifiland,  Mr.  Mariner  went  to 
aee  the  ffrave  of  an  Knifliohman,  John  NorloHf 
belonginf^  to  the  iHiat  of  the  Bounty,  (.'aptain 
Blijifh,  wlioM  crew  had  tnutiniefl.  He  wait  ImI 
to  vi»it  thiff  np4tt  from  a  motive  of  eurioNity, 
exrited  by  the  aeiviunt  whieh  the  native«  had 
given  him  of  the  death  of  thiit  man.  l^ent, 
however,  the  reader  may  have  forffotlen  thin 
partiriilar  eireumiitanee  in  the  narrative  of 
Captain  Hlif(h,  we  ■hnl)  fimt  ^ive  the  account 
oa  related  liy  this  gentleman.  Having  pot 
into  thiti  wland  for  iiippliea,  and,  afiiT  having 
remained  a  few  dayM,  he  dlwovered  that  Itir: 
nativeK  haft  a  design  againtt  liim ;  in  ronHf;- 
qiMfnee  of  which  hv.  mmle  the  li<;Ht  of  liix  way 
with  hiM  mtrn  U*  the  iHmt :  the  narrative  tlien 
TpriH-ftvU  in  the  following  wordit : 

"  Wlnm  i  eame  Ut  the  lioat,  and  wa»t  weeing 
the  p<!ople  emliark,  Nagei^  wanted  nie  Ui 
Htay  Uf  Hp<;ak  til  Krrfow ;  hut  I  found  be  wa» 
encouraging  tliem  to  the  atttu-.U,  and  I  de* 
termined,  ha<t  it  then  Urgiin,  Ut  havi;  killed 
him  for  hiii  trea4:herouN  Ixdiaviuur.  I  ordered 
the  Rar|»f;nler  nut  to  ifint  me  until  the  olhirr 
pM^de  were  in  the  Iwat.     ^ilgi^i■l<',  hufhug  I 
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would  not  stay,  loosed  liimaelf  from  my  hold, 
and  went  off,  and  we  all  got  into  tlie  boat,  ex- 
cept one  man,  ubo,  while  I  was  ir<'(ting  on 
'  board,  quitted  it,  and  run  up  the  bi!:tch  to  cast 
the  stern-fast  olF,  uotwithstandin^f  the  master 
and  (ithena  tailing-  liirn  to  return,  Tvhile  they 
were  limdinif  me  out  of  the  wwter. 

"  I  was  no  sooner  in  the  l>oat  than  the  at- 
tack  be^rnn  l>y  abont  two  hundred  men ;  the 
unfortunate  pour  man,  M'ho  had  rnn  up  the 
bearh,  wss  knocked  down,  and  the  stones  flew 
like  a  shower  of  shot.  Many  Indiana*  i(xtt  hold 
of  the  stern  rope,  and  were  near  lianlin^  ns  on 
shoi'e,  and  would  certainly  have  done  it,  if  I 
had  not  had  a  knite  in  my  pocket,  with  whick 
I  rut  the  rope.  We  then  hauled  off  to  the 
jfriipnel,  every  one  being  more  or  lesa  hurt 
At  tliia  time  I  saw  five  of  the  natives  about 
tite  pour  man  they  had  killed,  and  two  of  them 
were  beating  him  abont  the  head  with  stones 
in  their  hands. 

"Me  liad  no  time  to  reflect,  before,  to  my 
Kurprise,  they  -fllled  their  canoes  with  stones, 
and  twelve  men  came  ofl' after  ns  to  renew  the 
attack,  which  they  did  so  efTectnally  us  nearly 
to  disable  all  of  us.  Our  grapnel  was  foul,  bnt 
Providence  here  assisted  us;  the  fluke  broke, 
•tnd  we  ^t  to  onr  oars  and  pulled  to  sea.  They, 
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however,  could  paddle  round  us,  io  that  we 
were  obliged  to  sustain  the  attack  without 
being  able  to  return  it,  except  with  such  stones 
as  lodged  in  the  boat,  and  in  this  I  found  we 
were  very  inferior  to  them.  We  could  not 
close,  because  our  boat  was  lumbered  and 
heavy,  and  that  they  knew  very  well :  I  there* 
fore  adopted  the  expedient  of  throwing  over- 
board some  cl oaths,  which  they  lost  time  in 
picking  up ;  and,  as  it  was  now  almost  dark, 
they  gave  over  the  attack,  and  returned  towards 
the  shore,  leaving  us  to  reflect  on  our  unhappy 
situation. 

"  The  poor  man  I  lost  was  John  Norton : 
this  was  his  second  voyage  with  me  as  quar- 
ter-piaster,  and  his  worthy  character  made  me 
lament  his  loss  very  much.  He  has  left  an 
aged  parent,  I  am  told,  whom  he  supported." 

The  account  the  natives  gave  was  to  the 
following  purpose.  Part  of  Captain  Bligh's 
crew  had  been  on  shore  to  procure  water,  and 
had  all  returned  into  their  boat,  except  one 
man,  who  was  making  the  best  of  his  way 
after  his  companions,  with  an  axe  in  his  hand; 
some  of  the  natives,  perceiving  the  axe,  re- 
solved to  possess  themselves  of  it,  particu- 
larly one  of  them,  who  was  a  carpenter ;  they 
accordingly  pursued  him,  and  this  carpeuteff 
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thro^ving  a  Btone  at  him,  knocked  him  dowu, 
uiid,  coining  up,  beat  him  on  the  head  with 
atones  till  he  >vas  dead.  I'hey  then  stripped 
the  bod)',  and  drugged  it  up  tlie  country 
to>vurds  a  marly',  where  they  left  it  exposed 
two  or  thrtse  days,  and  afterwards  buried  it 
near  the  spot.  I'hey  said  veiy  little  about  a 
general  attack,  merely  stating,  that  some  of  the 
natives  threw  stones  at  Cuptain  Kligh's  boat; 
and  Air.  Marimr,  at  that  time,  not  having 
read  the  narrative,  did  not  entpiire  into  such 
particulars  as  he  otherwise  would  have  done: 
but  the  most  wonderftil  part  of  the  story  is, 
that  the  whole  truck  of  ground  through  which 
the  body  was  dragged,  had  ever  since  been 
destitute  of  grass,  as  well  as  the  spot  on  which 
.it  lay  for  two  or  three  days.  It  was  this  cir- 
c'umstance,  principally,  that  engaged  Mr.  Ma- 
riner to  visit  the  place,  and  there,  indeed,  he 
found  the  bare  ti^ack  of  ground  from  the  beach 
to  near  the  place  w  herti  they  say  he  w  as  buried ; 
nor  has  it  much  the  appearance  of  a  beateu 
path,  besides  that  it  leads  to  and  from  places, 
w  here  there  ai^e  but  few  inhabitants :  at  the 
termiiuition  of  this  track  there  is  a  bare  place, 
lying  transversely,  about  the  length  and  breadth 
o£a  man. 
However  trivial  such  accounts  may  appear 
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in  themselves,  they  are  worth  mentioning,  wiltf 
a  view  to  contrast  them  with  the  accounts  gireil 
by  credible  travellers,  that  they  may  tend  to 
prove  how  far  the  statements  of  the  natives 
may  be  depended  on  ;  besides  which,  in  some 
instances,  as  in  the  present,  they  shew  what 
kind  of  superstitions  they  are  subject  to  (for 
another  instance  of  this  hind,  see  the  affair  of 
the  missionaries,  p.  (iff).  As  to  the  bare 
track,  although  it  may  not  now  have  much 
the  appearance  of  a  beaten  path,  owing  to  the 
grass  having  gfrown  irregularly  on  either  side, 
yet  there  is  evei-y  probability  that,  some  years 
back,  it  was  such,  in  a  great  degree,  though 
now  little  trod :  but  those  who  are  willing  to 
keep  up  the  spirit  of  the  wonderful,  have  attri- 
buted it  to  thii«  supernatural  cause.  SupeiV 
Btitions,  in  all  countries,  are  much  of  the  same 
kind  ;  we  have  similar  ones  in  our  own  ;  but, 
whilst  men  of  cultivated  minds  disregard  them, 
the  vulgar  in  general  moat  firmly  believe 
them,  particularly  where  there  is  some  sensi- 
ble object  that  appears  to  corroborate  the 
tale. 

Whilst  Finow  was  yet  at  the  Hapai  istandi, 
he  often  held  conversations  at  his  cava  partiM 
with  l*ilim6catoo,  reapectinic  llie  nature  of  af- 
Ihirs   at-  Tbnga.     Among  other  things,   thii 
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chief  rrlated,  that  a  ship  from  Botany  Bay 
had  tour  had  there  about  a  week  before  he  ar-i 
rived,  and  which  had  on  board  a  Tonga  chief, 
Paloo  M^taiV16igna,  and  Win  wife,  Fataf<6hi,  both 
of  whom  had  formerly  left  Tonga  (before  the 
deatii  of  Toogoo  Ahoo),  and  had  renided  iK>me 
yearn  at  tlie  Tiji  blandn,  from  which  place  they 
afterwardn  went  along  with  one  Selly  (a»  they 
pronounced  it),  or,  probably,  Selby,  an  Cn» 
glUhman,  in  a  vesiiel  belonging  to  Botany 
Bay,  to  reside  there.  At  thin  latter  place,  he 
and  IiiM  wife  remained  about  two  yearn,  and 
now,  on  their  return  to  Tonga,  finding  the 
inland  in  i»uch  an  uufeiettled  tttate,  they  chow 
rather  (notwitlmtanding  the  earnei»t  entreaties 
of  tlieir  friendly)  to  go  liack  again  to  Botany 
Bay.  The  account  they  gave  of  the  £nglith 
customs  at  this  place,  and  the  treatment  they 
met  with,  it  may  be  worth  while  to  mention. 
The  flrnt  tiling  that  he  and  his  wife  had  to  do, 
when  they  arrived  at  the  governor's  hoinie, 
where  they  went  to  reside,  was  to  sweep  out  a 
Urgd  court  yard,  and  cJean  down  a  great  pair 
of  stairs ;  in  vain  they  endeavoured  to  explain, 
that,  in  their  own  country  ttiey  were  chieis, 
and,  being  accustomed  to  be  waited  on,  weie 
t^mte  unused  to  soch  employments :  tlieir  ex- 
{MMtolBtiras  weite  taken  bo  notke  of,  and  work 
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inplenty,andaftenrardslettingotba«ltftve  than 
for  larger  mmn,  vhen  they  were  icftrce;  and  u 
to  tlie  lower  cluw*  of  people,  they  worked  bard, 
and  f^t  paid  by  their  employent  in  niiall  qaan> 
titien  of  money,  an  the  reward  of  thair  Uboar: 
•lie.  That  the  king  wat*  the  only  person  that 
wa*  allowed  to  make  (to  coin)  money,  and  that 
he  put  his  mark  upon  nil  that  he  made,  that  it 
aii(fhfe  be  known  to  be  true ;  that  no  peraon 
could  readily  procure  the  material  of  which  it 
was  made,  without  paying;  money  for  it ;  and  if 
contrary  to  the  "  taboo"  of  the  king,  he  turned 
this  material  into  money,  he  would  Hcarcely 
have  made  as  much,  ai  he  had  given  for  it. 
Mr.  Manner  wsr  then  going  on  to  shew  the 
convenience  of  money  ni  a  medium  of  ei- 
change,  when  Filim6l5^too  interrupted  him. 
Haying  to  Finow,  I  understand  how  it  it;— 
money  in  leM  cumhenome  than  goodH,  ami  it 
is  very  convenient  for  a  man  to  exchange  away 
hix  gondii  for  money ;  which,  at  any  other  time, 
tie  could  exchange  again  for  the  name  or  any 
Mher  gnod«  that  he  might  want ;  whereaM  the 
goodn  themnelveH  might  have  npoilt  by  keeping 
(partirularly  i  rprnviNionn)  hut  the  money  he  inp- 
poncd  would  not  npoit ;  and  although  itwai  of 
no  true  mine  itself,  yet  being  Hcarce  and  dM- 
ieult  to  be  got  without  giving  suuiething  umIuI 
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and  rcMy  valuable  fur  it,  it  n  m  iniBKtued  to  be 
of  value  i  ami  if  every  body  cuiirndttrpil  it  no, 
and  would  readily  yive  tti«ir  K^tudu  I'or  it.  lie 
did  nut  Htic  but  Mliat  it  wan  of  a  Mirt  of  reii) 
value  to  all  wliu  poiwrMtHl  it,  »h  Iouk  m  ihv'ir 
uei((lib(>uni  cliotw  tu  tukc  it  in  tlio  itamp  way. 
Mr.  Miiriiu^r  found  he  cuidd  nut  yfvt^  a  biittrr 
explanation,  be  tlierefnit*  told  l-'ilim6mtoo  tliiit 
hiH  notion  of  tbc  nature  of  niouf>y  wfM  a  jwnt 
Wit.  AfU-r  a  |mu»!  of  yoine  lonirtli,  Finow 
ri'|iU<>d  that  llio  cxpJHitation  did  not  mitiHfy 
him:  lie  itill  thoUfflit  it  a  IbnIiMli  tbiny  that 
pKOple  Hliould  |)litri'  a  value  on  money,  nhen 
tliey  either  could  not  or  would  not  H|>[ily  it  to 
any  uHeful  (pliVKii'al)  pur|mHc :  *'  if,"  mid  he, 
"  it  were  inaile  of  iniii,  nnd  rouhl  be  ronverted 
"  into  kniveB,  axt'>«,  and  chiHeiN,  there  would  be 
*'  twnnv  Mense  in  plaring  a  value  on  it ;  but  hh  it 
"  wuK,  he  ttaw  none:  if  a  man,"  he  added, 
"  JiHt«  mure  yains  than  Im  uantu,  hit  liiiri  ex- 
"  uhaiiye  Home  i»f  thi'in  awwy  for  pork  or 
**  tfuutoo;  i-ertiiinly  niontty  wa«  murh  handier, 
"  and  more  coiivitiiicnt,  but  then  m  it  would 
"  not  vpuil  by  being  kt^'pt,  people  would  Htore 
**  it  up,  iuHtead  of  Hluirifijyr  tt  out,  m  a  chief 
"  ouifht  to  do,  and  tbuH  becoinn  selfish ; 
"  whereas,  if  provioitui  wrn  the  prineipal 
"  pK^r^  of  a  man,  and  it  ou|fht  to  be,  as 
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"  being  both  the  most  useful  and  the  mott 
**  neceuaty,  he  rouM  not  store  it  up,  for  it 
"  would  spoil,  and  so  be  woutd  be  obliged 
**  either  ^to  exchange  it  away  for  something 
"  else  useful,  or  share  it  out  )o  his  neighhoun, 
"  and  inferior  chiefs  and  dependanlf,  for  no- 
*'  thing."  lie  concluded  by  sayinir,  ■'  I  iiiider- 
"  stand  now  very  well  what  it  i^  titiii  niakM 
*'  the  Papalangisso  seltish  ; — itislhiMinoney!" 
When  Mr,  Mariner  informed  iinow  that 
dollars  were  money,  he  was  greatly  siiiprisMl, 
having  always  taken  them  for  playing  counten, 
and  Uiings  of  little  value ;  and  he  was  exceed- 
ingly sorry  he  had  not  secured  all  the  dollars 
out  of  the  Fort  au  Frince,  before  he  had  or- 
dered her  to  he  burnt :  "  I  hail  alv  ays  thongfat," 
said  he,  "  that  your  ship  belonged  to  some 
*'  poor  fellow,  perhaps  to  king  iieorge's  cook  ;• 
"  for  captain  Cook's  ship,  which  belonged  to  the 
"  king,  had  plenty  of  beads,  axen,  and  looking 
**  glasses  on  board,  whilst  yours  had  nothing 
"  but  iron-hoops,  oil,  skins,  and  twelve  tfaou- 
"  sand  playing  counters,  as  1  thought  them: 
"  but  if  every  one  of  these  was  money,  your 
"  ship  must  have  belonged  to  a  very  great  chief 
"  indeed." 

•  At  theieUlmdfaGOoki*  considered  one  of  (hclowetto/ 
nMnhind  lAfKMirtofrmk, 
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Finnw  and  hiH  chieft  havitifif  now  ivnminfd' 
at  the  Ilapai  iKlnnd«  nearly  tiix  weekt),  trboIvpiI 
to  return  to  Vavaoo,  and  the  followinfr  day  »et 
aail:  ttie  iirince  and  Mr.  Mariner  arcompiinyiri(f 
them.  Ah  80on  um  they  arrived  at  Vavaoo,  tlie 
king*  fi:ave  ordera  tliatalt  the  Aogu  In  the  island, 
except  a  few  that  belonj^l  to  chiefs,  should  T>e 
killed,  because  they  destrr>yed  the  ^me,  par- 
ticularly the  kalai ;  after  which  he  promised 
himself  fprent  Hport  with  his  favourite  bird.  An 
the  breed  of  dogH  was  B<-arce  at  these  islands, 
there  m  ere  not  more  than  fifty  or  sixty  killed  on 
thifi  of-cuMion ;  but  on  thene  several  of  the  chiefs 
ma<le  a  hearty  repast,  f'inow  was  particularly 
fond  of  dog's  fieHh,  but  he  ordei-ed  it  to  he 
called  pork ;  becauHe  women  and  many  men 
had  a  degree  of  abhorrence  at  this  sort  of  diet. 
The  parts  of  the  dog  in  most  esteem  are  the  neck 
and  hindt-r  (juarters.  The  animal  is  killed  by 
blowH  oil  the  head,  and  cooked  in  the  same  man- 
ner us  u  hog:  Mr.  Mariner  has  frequently  par- 
taken of  it,  and  found  it  very  good ;  the  fat  iscon- 
sidered  excellent.  At  the  Sundwicli  islands  ttie 
practice  wrh  ulmoHt  universal  in  Mr.  Mariner's 
time,  so  that  more  dug's  flesh  was  eaten  than 
pork  ;  the  hogs  being  preserved  to  be  used  as  a 
trading  commodity  with  European  and  Ameriw 
out  TCMels.    At  these  last  mentioned  islands 


most  of  the  male  dogf  are  operated  upon,  and 
afterwards  fattened  for  the  expreni  purpose; 
and  Mr.  Mariner  thinks  their  flesh  is  as  good 
and  tender  as  that  of  a  sucking  pig. 

Finow  having  ordered  all  things  to  l>a  got 
ready,  went  out  early  in  the  morning  after  his 
arrival,  to  try  the  excellence  of  his  bird;  and 
had  very  great  sport.  The  day  following  he 
went  out  again ;  but  the  bird,  from  some  cause 
or  another,  would  not  make  any  noise ;  and 
this  put  Finow  into  such  a  passion  that  be 
knocked  it  on  iiut  ground,  and  beat  it  with  an 
arrow,  and,  after  liaving  almost  killed  itf  gave 
it  away  to  one  of  his  chiefs,  declaring  how 
vexatious  it  was  to  have  a  bird  that  would  not 
9peak  after  having  had  so  much  trouble  witli 
it.  1  le  afterwards  used  the  two  birds  tliat  were 
first  sent  to  him,  and  was  tolerably  well  satts^* 
fied  with  them. 
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CHAP.  IX. 

•Und  of  Iloongu — CuriouH  cuvcrti  there,  mul  how  flrit  dit- 
covered— Anecdote  of  tlic  porMon  who  Hmt  discovered  the 
cavern— -Deficription  of  the  Hport  of  shooting  rats«^

at  the  Fiji  islands — Arrival  of  Cow  Mooala  fVom  the  IRJi 
islands. 

PiNdw,  hnving  at  this  time  no  busin^iBia  of 
mportaiKC  on  wlitrh  to  employ  hia  att€titioa» 
*eHolve(l  to  y;o  to  the  inland  of  Uoonga,  Iyil^: 
It  a  Hmall  (lintauco  to  the  Houthward  of  Vavaoo, 
II  onler  to  inspect  the  plantations  ilwT^^  9nA 
JO  recreate  himself  a  little  witli  tb«  tpoli  ef 
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■hooting  birds  and  ratii.  Mr.  Mariner,  as  tiraal, 
formed  one  of  the  party.  On  thin  island  there 
ill  a  peculiar  cavern,  xitiiatefl  on  the  western 
roast,  the  entrance  to  which  is  at  least  a  fathom 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  sea  at  tow  water; 
and  was  first  discovered  by  a  young  chief, 
whilst  diving  after  a  turtle.  The  natnre  of 
this  cavern  will  be  better  understood  if  we  ima- 
gine a  hollow  rock  rising  sixty  feet  or  more 
above  the  surface  of  the  water ;  into  the  cavity 
4^  which  there  is  no  knonn  entrance  but  one, 
•nd.tbat  is  on  the  side  of  the  rock,  as  low  down 
as  six  feet  under  the  water,  into  which  it  floirs; 
and  consequently  the  base  of  the  cavern  may  be 
•aid  to  be  the  sea  itself.  Finow  and  his  friends, 
being  on  this  part  of  the  island,  proposed  one 
afternoon  on  a  sudden  thought,  to  go  into  this  ra- 
Tcm,  and  drink  cava.  Mr.  Mariner  was  notwilh 
tbem  at  the  time  this  proposal  was  made  ;  but 
happening  to  come  down  a  little  while  after  to 
the  shore,  and  seeing  some  of  the  young  chiefs 
diving  into  the  water,  one  after  another,  and 
not  rise  again,  be  was  a  little  surprised,  and 
enquired  of  the  last,  who  was  just  preparing 
to  take  the  same  step,  what  they  were  about  ? 
"  Follow  me,"  said  he,  "  and  I  will  take  yoa 
"  where  you  have  never  been  before ;  and 
"  where  Finow,  and  bis  chiefs  a 
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*'  tre  now  BMembled."  Mr.  Mvincr,  lup- 
posing  it  to  be  the  famous  cavern  of  which  he 
had  heard  some  account,  without  any  ftirther 
hesitation,  prepared*  himself  to  follow  his 
companion,  who  dired  into  the  water,  'and  he 
after  him,  and,  guided  by  the  light  reflected 
from  his  heels,  entered  the  opening  in  the  rock, 
and  rose  into  the  cavern.  He  was  no  sooner 
above  the  surface  of  the  water  than,  sure 
enough,  he  heartl  the  voices  of  the  king  and 
hix  friendn :  being  directed  by  his  guide,  he 
climbed  u|)ou  a  jutting  portion  nf  rock,  and 
sat  down.  All  the  light  that  ctinie  into  this 
place  was  reflected  from  the  bottom,  and  was 
suffirieut,  after  remaining  about  Ave  ninntes, 
to  dhow  objects  with  some  little  distinctness ; 
at  Iciist  he  could  discover,  being  directed  by 
tlic  voice,  Finow  and  the  rest  of  the  company, 
seated  like  himself,  round  the  cavern.  Never- 
theless, as  it  Mas  desirable  to  have  a  stronger

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iUuBiitmlimi,  Mr.  Mariner  diired  out  afain^ 
•ml  procuring  \m  pit^^  primed  it  well,  tied 
plenty  of  (icnAtoo  tight  round  it,  and  wrapped 
the  whole  up  in  a  plantain  leaf:  hs  directed  an 
altetidaul  to  bring  a  torch  in  tin!  i«attte  way» 
Tbiia  pi'6pared,  he  re«entered  the  cavern  ad 
iq^dily  as  possiblet  unwrapped  the  gnatoo, 
ft  great  portion  of  which  wai9  perfectly  dry,  fired 
it  by  the  flash  of  the  powder,  and  lighted  the 
•arch.  The  place  wa^i  now  illuminated  tolera^ 
My  well,  for  the  first  time,  perhaps,  since  its 
nisteftcr.  It  appparf*d  (by  guess)  to  be  about 
40  feet  wide  in  the  main  part,  but  which  branch- 
ed oflT,  on  one  side^  in  two  narrower  perti<ma« 
The  meiHum  height  seemed  also  about  40  leet. 
The  rcKif  wnsi  hung  Mith  stalactites  in  a  Tery 
curious  way,  resembling,  upon  a  cursory  riew, 
the  gothic  arches  and  ornaments  of  an  old 
ciburch .  After  having  examined  the  placet  th^ 
drank  cava,  and  passed  away  the  time  in  convec- 
sation  upon  diflcTeiit  suhjerts.  Among  other 
things,  an  old  umtalniole,  after  having  men* 
tioned  how  tlie  carem  wan  disraveredt  via*  by 
a  young  chief  in  the  act  of  diting  after  a  turtle, 
related  an  intercMing  aceount  of  the  use  which 
this  chief  made  of  his  acci4Jental  discovery. 
The  circumslaaces  are  <is  {ollow« 

In  former  times  there  hved  a  toot  {goyenof) 
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of  VftVftoo,  who  exarcinad  n  very  tyrannical  ckN 
portmc^nt  towai*di  Mh  pacipla  s  at  length,  what 
it  WM  no  longer  to  he  borna,  a  aartain  abiaf 
meditAtad  a  plan  of  indurraetion,  and  wan  itN 
•olvad  to  fVaa  hln  aountryman  from  meh  odioui 
Hlttvwy,  or  to  ha  naariflaad  hinm^alf  in  the  al*^ 
tampt;  baing  howavar  traaoheronnly  daaaifad 
by  ona  of  hi«  own  party,  tha  tyrant  baaama  ac- 
quainted with  hiN  plan,  and  inimediataly  bad 
him  arradtad.  If  a  waM  aondamnad  to  ha  takan 
out  to  (laa  and  drownad,  and  all  bin  fkmily  and 
relatlofiH  ^f^rt^  ordarad  to  ha  maniiacrad,  that 
none  of  bin  raaa  might  ramain.  One  of  hia 
daugbtam,  a  baautiAiI  girl,  young  and  intaradl* 
ing,  bad  baan  ranervad  to  ba  tha  wifa  of  a  cbiaf 
of  aunnidarahla  rank,  mu\  dha  too  would  have 
dunk,  tha  victim  of  tha  marailadd  dadtroyar^ 
had  it  not  baan  for  tha  ganaroud  anartiond  of 
another  young  chiaf,  who  a  dhort  time  before 
had  didaovarad  tha  cavarn  of  Ifoongu.  Thid 
didcovary  ha  had  kept  within  hid  braadt  a  pro- 
found dearat,  radarving  It  ad  a  plaea  of  retreat 
for  himdalf,  in  rada  he  dhould  ba  uuducaeddi^il 
in  a  plan  of  revolt  whlrh  he  aldo  had  in  view. 
He  bail  long  bean  euamourafl  of  thid  beuutiftit 
young  maiden,  hut  hiid  never  cjared  to  maka 
her  aequainted  with  the  doit  emotiond  of  hhi 
heart,  knowing  that  dhe  wad  betrothed  to  a 
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.chief  of  higher  rank  and  greater  power.  But 
DOW  the  dreadful  moment  arrived  when  ebt 
was  about  to  be  cruelly  8acri6ced  to  the  ran- 
cour of  a  man,  to  whom  he  ^vos  a  most  cteadly 
.enemy.  No  time  was  to  bf.  lost ;  he  flew  to  her 
abode,  communicated  in  a  few  short  words  the 
decree  of  the  tyrant,  declared  himself  her  de< 
liverer  if  she  would  trust  to  his  honour,  and, 
with  eyes  speaking  the  most  tender  affections, 
be  waited  with  breathless  expectation  for  an 
answer.  Soon  her  consenting  hand  was  clasped 
in  his :  the  shades  of  evening  favoured  their 
esci^;  whilst  the  wood,  the  covert,  .or  the 
grove,  afforded  her  concealment,  till  her  lover 
'  had  brought  a  small  canoe  to  a  lonely  part  of 
the  beach.  In  this  they  speedily  embarked, 
and  as  he  paddled  her  across  the  smooth 
wave,  he  related  bis  discovery  of  the  cavern 
destined  to  be  her  asylum  till  an  opportunity 
.offered  of  conveying  her  to  the  Fiji  islands. 
.She,  who  had  entrusted  her  personal  safety 
entirely  to  his  care,  hesitated  nut  to  consent  to 
whatever  plan  he  might  think  promotive  of  their 
ultimate  escape ;  her  heart  being  full  of  grati- 
tude, love  and  confidence  found  an  easy  access. 
They  soon  arrived  at  the  rock,  he  leaped  into  tits 
water,  and  she,  instructed  liv  liim,  followed  close 
after:  th^  rose  ii^o  tiie  ca\  em,  and  rested  from 
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tb«ir  feart  and  their  fatigue,  paitakiog  of  some 
refreshment  which  he  had  brought  there  for 
himself,  little  ttiioking,  at  the  time,  of  the  hap- 
pineitB  tht^t  WRB  in  itore  for  him.  Early  in  the 
morning  he  returned  to  Vavaoo  to  avoid  suapi- 
cion :  but  did  not  fail,  in  the  course  of  the  day, 
to  repair  again  to  the  place  which  held  all  thpt 
was  dear  to  him :  he  brought  her  mats  to  lie 
on,  tlie  fiuest  guatoo  for  a  change  of  drem,  the 
best  of  food  for  her  support,  sandal  wood  oi)» 
cocoa  nuts,  and  every  thing  he  could  think  of 
to  render  her  life  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
lie  gave  her  us  much  of  his  company  a»  pru- 
dence would  iilluw,  uud  at  tin;  mn»t  iippropriate 
times,  Ifst  the  piyiiig  eye  of  curiosity  should 
find  out  his  retreat.  ]lc  plcuded  his  tale  of 
lovcwiiL  the  most  impnsHioncd  eloquence,  half 
of  which  wuuld  have  bceu  sufficient  to  have 
won  her  warmest  atluctions,  for  she  owed  her 
life  to  his  prompt  niul  generous  exertions  at  the 
i4sk  of  his  own :  and  how  was  he  delighteid 
when  he  heard  the  confession  from  her  own 
lips,  tlint  she  hud  long  regarded  him  with  a 
favourable  eye,  but  a  sense  of  duty  had  caused 
her  to  smother  the  grow  ing  fondness,  till  the 
Ute  sad  misfortune  of  her  family,  and  the  cir- 
.euqistinces  attending  her  escape,  hud  revived 
||i^r  latent  ufleetions*  to  bestow  them  wholly

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tliem  oil,  no  account  to  mention  to  tli(4  latter 
the  place  of  their  dentination,  letit  they  should 
inadv<*rtently  betray  their  intention,  and  the 
gov(»rning  chief  prevent  their  departure.  A 
larffc*  canoe  was  Hoon  got  ready,  and  every  ne- 
cessary preparation  made  for  their  voyage.  As 
they  were  on  the  point  of  their  departure,  they 
asked  him  if  he  would  not  take  a  '1  onga  wife 
with  him.  He  replied,  no!  but  he  should  pro- 
bably tind  one  by  the  way :  this  they  thought 
a  joke,  but  in  obedience  to  his  orders  they  said 
no  more,  and,  every  body  being  on  board,  they 
put  to  sea.  As  they  approa(*luul  the  shores  of 
lloonga,  he  directed  them  to  steer  to  such  a 
point,  and  having  approiu^lied  close  to  a  rock, 
ac(*ording  to  his  orders,  he  got  up,  and  desired 
them  to  wait  there  while  he  went  into  the  sea 
to  f(?trh  his  wife ;  and  without  staying  to  be 
asked  any  (piestions,  he  sprang  into  the  water 
from  that  side  of  the  canoe  farthest  from  the 
rock,  swam  mu\vv  the  canoe,  and  proceeded 
forward  into  the  sanctuary  which  had  so  well 
conccMded  his  greatest  and  dearest  treasure. 
liVery  body  on  boanl  was  greatly  surprised  at 
his  strange  coiuluct,  and  began  to  think  him 
iiiHuue :  and  after  a  little  lapse  of  time,  not  seeing 
liim  come  up,  they  were  greatly  alarmed  for 

t2 
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his  safety,  imag^ining  a  shark  must  have  seized 
him.  Whilst  they  were  all  in  the  greatest 
concern,  debating  what  was  best  to  be  done, 
whether  they  ought  to  dive  down  after  him,  or 
wait  according  to  his  orders,  for  that  perhaps 
he  had  only  swam  round  and  was  come  up  in 
some  niche  of  the  rock,  intending  to  surprise 
them  ; — their  wonder  was  increased  beyond  all 
powers  of  expression,  when  they  saw  him  rise 
to  the  surface  of  the  water,  and  come  into  the 
canoe  with  a  beautiful  female.  At  first  they 
mistook  her  for  a  goddess,  and  their  astonish- 
ment was  not  lessened  when  they  recognised 
her  countenance,  and  found  her  to  be  a  person, 
whom  they  had  no  doubt  was  killed  in  the 
general  massacre  of  her  family  ;  and  this  they 
thought  must  be  her  apparition.  But  how 
agreeably  was  their  wonder  softened  down  into 
the  most  interesting  feelings,  when  the  young 
chief  related  to  them  the  discovery  of  the  cavern 
and  the  whole  circumstance  of  her  escape.  All 
the  young  men  on  board  could  not  refrain 
envying  him  his  happiness  in  the  possession 
of  so  lovely  and  interesting  a  creature.  They 
arrived  safe  at  one  of  the  Fiji  islands,  and  re- 
sided with  a  certain  chief  for  two  years  :  at  the 
end  of  which  time,  hearing  of  the  death  of  the 
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tyrant  of  Vavaoo,  the  yotuig  chief  returned  with 
his  wife  to  the  last  mentioned  island,  and  lived 
long  in  peace  and  happiness. 

Such,  as  t^)  matter  of  fai*i,  is  the  substanc^e  of 
the  account  given  by  the  old  mataboole.  There 
was  one  thing  however  which  he  stated,  rather 
in  opposition  to  probability,  viz.  that  the  chiefs 
daughter  remained  in  the  cavern  two  or  three 
months,  before  her  lover  found  an  opportunity 
of  taking  her  to  the  Fiji  islands:  if  this  be  true, 
there  must  have  been  some  other  concealed 
opening  in  the  cavern  to  have  afforded  a  fresh 
supply  of  air.  With  a  view  to  ascertain  this, 
Mr.  Mariner  swam  with  the  torch  in  his  hand 
up  both  the  avenues  before  spoken  of,  but  with- 
out discovering  any  opening ;  he  also  climbed 
every  accessible  place,  with  as  little  success. 
If  the  story  be  true,  and,  however  romantic  it 
may  be  (.onsidered,  it  is  still  very  possible,  in 
all  likelihood  the  duration  of  her  stay  in  the 
cavern  was  not  nujch  more  than  one  fourth  of 
the  time  mentioned  ;  and  if  we  take  the  cube 
of  40,  which  is  about  the  number  of  feet  the 
place  extended  either  in  height,  length,  or 
breadth,  we  shall  liave  about  a  sufficient  ntnn- 
ber  of  cubic  feet  of  air  to  serve  for  the  subsist- 
ence of  one  individual  about  a  month,  allowing 
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a  cubic  foot  of  air  for  every  minute'ft  natural 
rc»piration ;  nml  if  the  ffi^jucnt  vi^itu  of  the 
youuff  rliief  be  taken  into  arronnt,  there  wan 
air  enoijf^h  to  hint  them  about  a  fortnight  or 
three  weeks.  Hut  setting  calculations  aaide, 
there  in  one  ascertaineil  fact,  viz.  that  the  air 
M/M  very  pure  at  the  time  Mr.  Mariner  wa$ 
there,  and  none  of  th('  company  made  any 
rx)mplaint,  relating  to  this  matter,  after  breath- 
ing the  air  for  the  space  of  two  tiours.  After 
all,  there  may  be  other  openings  which  are 
not  accessible,  and  which  do  not  admit  the 
light,  not  being  sufficiently  straight  and  regu- 
lar; and  though  these  openings  may  }fe  but 
small,  they  may  still  be  sufficient  to  renew 'the 
whole  air  of  the  (ravem  in  no  great  space  of 
time,  seeing  that  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide 
in  the  lower  part  of  it  would  act  as  bellows 
without  a  valve,  producing  the  same  effecrt,  by 
ex|)iration  and  inspiration,  as  the  action  of  the 
diaphragm  of  animals : — if,  on  the  contrary, 
there  be  no  other  opening,— tlirn  Ihe  rise  and 
fall  of  the  tide?  in  the  cavern  ought  not  to  be 
so  great  as  out  of  it,  because  the  pressure  of 
the  internal  air  woidd  impede  its  rise,  and  in 
flic  same  proportion  it  would  have  less  extent 
$o  fall,     It  did  not  occur  to  Mr.  Mariner  to 
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nurertuin  whether  this  whs  the  fact.     He  be* 

■ 

lievcs  that  tlii«  place  is  very  seldom  visited  by 
the  natives. 

Finow  and  his  party  having  finished  their 
cava,  <Hved  out  of  the  cavoni,  an<l  resumed 
their  proper  dress :  after  w  Inch  they  proceeded 
across  the  country,  and  gt)t  into  the  public 
n>ads,  to  amuse  themselves  with  the  sport  of 
shooting*  rats.  These  animals  are  not  so  large 
iis  in  our  parts  of  the  world,  but  rather  between 
the  si7.e  of  a  mouse  and  a  rat,  and  much  of  the 
same  colour :  they  live  chiefly  upon  such  ve- 
getable Kubstnnces,  as  sugar-cane,  bread*ft*uit| 
&o. :  they  constitute  an  article  of  food  witit  the 
lower  orders  of  people,  but  who  are  not  al* 
Iom<h1  to  make  a  sport  of  shooting  them,  this 
privilege  being  reserved  for  chiefiii  niata- 
boolcM,  and  moons*,  llic  plan  and  regula- 
tions of  the  game  otjhnua  gooma  (rat-shooting) 
are  as  follow. 

A  party  of  chiefs  having  resolved  to  go  rat- 
shooting,  some  of  their  attendants  are  ordered 
to  procure  and  raast  tome  cocoa-nut,  which 
being  done,  and  the  chiefs  having  infonned 
them  what  iH>ad  they  mean  to  takei  they  pro- 
ceed along  tlie  appointed  road,  chewing  the

The  cotnpftnjr  of  chiefs  hfttinit:  divided  them- 
selves into  two  psrtieSt  set  ottt  about  ten  nii« 
hittes  after  the  MM,  (or  company  that  distri* 
Imte^  the  bait)  and  follow  one  anottter  closely 
in  a  row  alon^r  the  middle  of  the  road^  armed 
with  tmws  atid  arrows.  It  must  be  noticed, 
however,  ttiat  the  two  parties  are  miMd ;  the 
n;reatest  chief,  in  gfeneral,  proreedinif  firsts  be» 
hind  him  one  of  the  opposite  party,  then  one 
of  the  same  party  with  the  firit,  and  behind 
him  ag:ain  one  of  the  other  party,  and  so  ott 
nht  mately.  Ihe  rules  of  the  game  are  these : 
fi(»  one  may  shoot  a  rat  that  is  in  advance  of 
him,  except  be  who  happens  to  be  first  in  the 
row  (for  titeir  situations  change,  as  will  di« 
rcctly  he  seen) ;  but  any  one  may  shoot  a  rat 
that  ii  eithH*  abreast  of  him  or  behind  him. 
\$  socm  a»  a  man  has  shot,  whether  he  hits  the 
rat  or  not,  he  changes  his  situation  with  the 
man  behind  him,  so  that  it  may  happen  that 
the  last  ninn,  if  he  have  not  shot  so  often  as 
the  otltrrn,  may  come  to  be  tirst,  and  vice 
vi'rs&,  till*  ttr^t  come  to  be  last :  and  for  the 
«(amc  reason,  two  or  tfnrt^,  or  more,  of  the 
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tiame  party,  may  come  to  be  immediately  be* 
hind  one  another.  Whichever  party  kills  ten 
rata  Rnl,  wina  the  game.  l(  there  be  plenty  of 
rats,  they  g;enerally  play  three  or  tour  gamei. 
Am  aoon  as  they  arrive  at  any  croni  roads  they 
pull  up  the  reeda  placed  as  a  talioo,  tiiat  paa- 
Meugera  coming  afterwards  may  not  be  inter- 
rupted in  their  progress.  When  they  have  ar- 
rived at  the  place  where  the  bodhi  are  waiting, 
they  ait  down  and  partake  of  what  is  prepared 
for  them  i  afterwards,  if  they  are  di^HMed  to 
pursue  their  diversion,  they  send  the  bo6hi  on 
to  prepare  another  portion  of  the  road :  the 
length  of  road  prepared  at  a  time  is  generally 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  If,  during  the 
game,  any  one  of  either  party  ai-eM  a  fair  shot 
at  a  bird,  he  may  take  aim  at  it ;  if  he  kills  it, 
it  counts  the  same  as  a  r^i  but  whether  lie  hits 
it  or  not,  if  he  ventures  a  shot,  he  changes 
place  with  the  one  behind  him.  Every  now 
and  then  they  stop  and  make  a  peculiar  noise 
with  the  lips,  like  the  squeaking  of  a  rat, 
which  frequently  bring^a  them  out  of  the  buahei, 
and  they  ait  upright  on  their  haunches,  as  if  in 
the  attitude  of  listening.  If  a  rat  is  alarmed 
by  their  approach,  and  is  running  away,  one 
or  more  cry  out  luof  (stop!)  with  a  sudden 
percussion  of  the  tongue,  and  is  used,  we  may 
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•ti))poMe,  on  acronnt  of  the  ihar|>  and  iudden 
tone  with  which  it  may  bo  pronoiinrod.  Thiw* 
hiiH  generull)  tlie  efTeot  of  makinfi^  the  rat  stop, 
when  he  Hitu  up,  and  appears  too  much  fright- 
ened to  attempt  hiN  eiK^ape.  Wtieu  he  in 
in  the  net  of  running  away,  the  ftqueaking, 
noine  with  the  lipH,  itiHtead  of  stopping  him, 
would  eaune  him  to  run  fanter.  They  fre- 
quently alHo  une  another  Mound,  similar  to 
what  tec  uNe  when  we  wish  to  answer  in  the 
affirmative  without  opening  the  lips,  eonsist- 
ing  in  a  sort  of  htunming  noise,  sounding 
through  the  nostrils,  hut  rather  more  short 
hud  sudden.  'I'he  arrows  used  on  these  ocea- 
sions  are  nearly  six  feet  long,  (the  war-arrows 
being  about  three  feet,)  made  of  reed,  headed 
w  itii  iron-wood :  they  are  not  fcmtherc^d,  and 
their  great  length  is  requisite,  that  they  may 
go  straight  enough  to  hit  a  small  objeet;  be- 
sides whi(*h,  it  is  advantageous  in  taking  an 
aim  through  a  thiek  bush.  Maeli  individual 
in  the  party  has  otdy  two  arrows,  for,  as  soon 
as  he  has  discharged  one  from  his  bow,  it  is 
immediately  brought  to  him  by  one  of  the  at- 
tendanlN  who  follow  the  party.  1  he  bows  also 
are  rather  longer  than  those  used  in  war,  being 
about  six  feet,  the  war-boMs  being  about  four 
feet  and  a  half;  nor  are  they  so  strongt  lest 
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the  difficnity  o{  bending  them  ihould  occaaion 
a  ilight  trmbling  of  the  hand,  which  would 
render  the  aim  lew  certain. 

Finow  8Qd  bit  irienda  having  finiihed  their 
^looting  excufiion,  and  taken  lome  refreoh- 
ment,  directed  their  walk  at  random  ocroM  the 
island,  and  arrived  near  a  rock,  noted  by  the 
native!  as  being  (in  their  estimation)  the  ira- 
aediate  cauie  of  the  origin  of  all  the  Tonga 
iilandfl.  It  happened  once  (before  thete 
islands  were  in  eiistence)  that  one  of  their 
fads  (Tangaloa)  went  out  a  6«hing  with  a 
line  and  hook :  it  chanced,  however,  that  the 
hook  got  fixed  in  a  rock  at  the  bottom  of  the 
lea,  and,  in  consequence  of  the  god  pulling  in 
his  line,  he  drew  up  all  the  Tonga  islaiids, 
which,  they  say,  would  have  formed  one  great 
land ;  but  the  line  accidentally  breaking,  the 
act  was  incomplete,  and  matters  were  left  as 
they  na|i'  nre.  They  show  a  hole  in  the  rock, 
about  two  feet  diameter,  which  quite  perforates 
it,  and  jn  which  Tangaloa's  hook  got  fixed. 
It  is  moreover  said  that  Tooitonga  (the  divine 
chief)  bad,  till  within  a  few  years.  Ibis  yery 
hook  in  his  possessioii,  which  had  been  handed 
down  to  him  by  bin  forefathers ;  but,  unfortu- 
nately, bis  house  culcbiny  (irr,  Ihi-  biwket  in 
whigfa  t^ie  hook  wa»  kept  got  burnt  with  J 
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noiitentt.  Mr.  Mftriaer  otine  siikcd  Tooltongt 
what  lort  of  ii  hmik  It  wsr,  and  W8»  told  that 
It  VTM  made  of  tortolneihell,  atretigthmed  by  ft 
piecn  of  the  bone  uf  a  whale;  In  ilze  and  ihape 
It  wan  jiifit  likft  n  larfre  albacore  hook,  meamiN 
lnf(  itix  or  i>ev4!ii  \nc.UvM  long;,  from  the  curve  to 
thfi  pnrt  where  the  line  wait  attached,  and  an 
tnrli  and  a  tinlf  betMeeii  the  barb  and  the  item. 
Mr.  Miirltier  ubjrrted  that  nwh  a  hoOk  malt 
havt*  hceti  ton  weak  for  the  piirpoae ;  Oh  no, 
aaid  TooitimKn,  you  muxt  recollect  that  it  wai 
a  ffodV  hook,  and  eould  not  break ;— how 
cani^  then  the  tine  to  break  ?  waa  It  not  alio 
the  property  of  n  ^od  i — I  do  not  know  hirw 
that  wnf>,  replied  Tooitonga;  but  lucli  In  the 
nci'oiHtt  they  f{ive,  and  I  know  nnthtuff  farther 
tibniit  it. 

A  few  dnya  after  thix  exeiirNloii,  I'Innw  hnv- 
hi(f  portioned  out  aeveral  of  the  Hmaller  talnnda 
to  the  ffovcrnment  of  certain  of  bin  ehiefit  and 
tnatiibnoleR,  returned  with  hiN  party  to  Vavano. 
An  Ibioii  iiH  lie  arrived  at  Felletnit,  he  tamied 
onleri  for  ti  ^(cnrral  aaiiettibly  of  the  people,  to 
be  preM'iit  on  lui  appointed  day,  at  a  K^neral 
,/uni/,  or  hiirnn((Ue,  to  be  addre«Hed  to  them  in 
rcfcan)  to  the  nflTairN  of  aftriculture,  and  to  re- 
miiul  tliem  of  their  duty  towanU  their  ehieft, 
and  how  tlity  mmht  to  behnve  at  all  public

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hii  dependiinti.  IVotwithitanding  all  thii,  thi 
lower  clatiei  have  time  enough  on  their  handti 
and  meana  enough  in  their  poaaeaaion,  to  lift 
comfortably;  that  ia  to  aay,  they  hate  food 
auffkient  for  themaelrea  and  their  children, 
"however  large  their  familiea,  and  enough 
clothing;  and  withal  need  never  be  in  want 
of  a  houae,  for  that  in  easily  built :  in  ahort, 
real  poverty  ia  not  known  among  them.  A 
Jbno^  although  it  may  regard  aome  aflkir  of  a 
public  nature,  in  not  alwaya  upon  a  aubject 
where  a  tax  in  neccMary  to  be  levied,  but  fre- 
quently upon  aorne  matter  connected  with  civil 
policy;  aa  for  iufitance,-^when  a  piece  of 
ground  ia  laid  waste  by  war,  certain  pcraona 
are  appointed  t<»  cultivate  it;  and  the  chiefii 
are  ordered  not  to  oppreaa  them  with  taxea,  or 
with  viaita  on  their  plantationa,  before  they 
can  aupply  means.  It  not  unfrequently  hap- 
pens that  young  chiefs  molest  women  whom 
they  meet  on  the  road ;  then  their  husbands, 
if  thfty  are  married  women,  make  complaints 
to  the  older  chiefs  and  matabooles,  and  Finow, 
in  consequen(*e,  orders  a  fom  to  be  addressed 
to  the  people,  in  wliiili  the  impropriety  of  the 
conduct  of  the  young  chiefs  is  pointed  out: 
the  oflendcim  receive  a  suitable  admonition, 
tnd  are  ordered  to  desist  from  such  ill  beha- 
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viour  for  the  liitttfe.  From  one  caiuie  or  aii'* 
o4Kr,  there  k  utuaJly  a^ip/K?,  either  general  of 
|Nutial,  every  liMirteen  or  twenty  dayi«  It  wiU 
be  easily  understood  that  addresses  of  tbif  iuad 
are  absolutely  and  frequently  necessary,  for  thr 
preservatbn  of  tderable  decency  and  goc4 
order,  among;  a  people  who  have  no  know* 
ledge  of  any  means  of  graphic  communication. 
The  speech  is  generally  made  by  some  old  and 
principal  mataboole^,  as  it  was  on  this  occa* 
sion,  when  the  ceremony  was  held  at  Maeave, 
about  two  miles  and  a  lialf  from  Felletoa; 
after  which,  as  usual,  a  large  l>owl  oi  cava  wss 
provided.  I'he  chiefs  and  warriors  of  Vavaoo 
took  a  very  active  part  in  the  preparation  of 
the  cava,  to  demonstrate  to  Finow  their  atten* 
tfon  and  loyalty.  After  the  first  bowl  was 
drunk,  while  all  were  in  expectation  that  Fi« 
now  would  give  out  some  more  cava  root  to  be 
prepared,— on  a  sudden  he  pronounced  aloud 
the  word  Ooogi  (liold  or  arrest).  Instantly  aU  the 
chiefs  and  warriors  that  had  been  particularly 
active  against  him  in  the  late  war  were  seized 

*  Ttie  reader  will  recollect  that  the  mataboolei  hold  a 
rsok  in  lociety  next  below  chieffl ;  they  are  the  minifterff  if 
it  were,  and  couu»ellor»  of  chief* :  it  in  their  duty  alio  to 
attend  to  public  ceremoniei,  and  io  keep  an  eye  upon  the 
moraU  and  general  conduct  of  tbepeople.

ThiN  traiiMiM'tioii 
weenied  to  nhovv  how  little  wan  to  Im»  triinted  to 
the  honour  of  l'*iuow,  autl  how  well  founded 
were  the  HUHpieiouH  of  tlioHi*  Vavaoo  ehiefn, 
who  had  naid  that  no  reliance  wan  to  he  plaeed 
in  hitn  ;  and  that  therr*  waH  little  douht  hui 
that  ill*  would  take*  an  early  opportunity  of  t*x~ 
ereiNin^;  hin  revc♦n^'e :  thry  therefore  ai'ted  a 
winr  part,  who,  an  hocmi  hh  \}\v  peaei*  wax  eon- 
eluded,  tied  at  the  earlient  opportunity,  houm* 
to  the  iNland  of  Tonga,  otherm  to  the  Fiji* 
iMiiindN.  It  nniHt,  however,  he  acknowledged 
that  Finow  had  rtreived  infonnation  of  a 
eouHpiraey  whieh  thent*  ehief^  were  denigning 
agaiuHt  him  ;  and  if  thin  he  true,  hin  eondu(*t 
wan  eertainly  lenn  repnmehahle.  Finow  b<*ing 
apprehennive  that  tluM  attenipt  might  fail,  or 
that  the  Vavaoo  people,  in  eouhetpienee,  might 
again  rine  up  agaiuHt  him,  hail  previounly  mnit 
a  eanoe  to  the  llapai  inlandn,  with  onlen^  to 
Tooho  Toa  that  he  and  hiii  ehiefii  iihonid  hold 
vol..  I.  V 
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themselrei  in  readintts  to  repair  to  hi»  assist' 
ance  at  a  moment's  notice.  There  proved, 
howereri  to  be  no  necessity  for  their  intervene 
tion,  the  conspiracy  succeeding  in  a  degrte 
equal  to  his  expectation.  Some  difficulty, 
however,  was  found  in  securing  Cacahoo,  a  very 
great  and  brave  warrior  and  mataboole,  amaz- 
ingly courageous  and  strong,  although  he  was 
highly  diseased  with  scrofula ;  and,  like  most 
great  warriors,  was  always  (according  to  the 
Fiji  practice)  upon  his  guard  against  treachery. 
They  had  therefore  recourse  to  stratagem  oo 
this  occasion :  Mr.  Mariner's  seiTices  were 
required  as  the  means,  for  he  was  present  at 
the  consultation  of  Finow  and  his  chiefs  upon 
the  subject,  and  he  consented,  being  informed 
that  the  king's  intentions  were  merely  to  con- 
fine him  as  a  prisoner  till  sonic  parts  of  hin 
conduct  were  examined  into ;  and  had  it  not 
been  for  the  part  whic^h  this  gentleman  wsji 
jippointed  to  act  in  the  business,  two  or  three 
no  doubt  would  have  been  killed,  and  several 
wounded,  in  the  attempt.  It  must  be  men- 
tioned that  (.'acalioo,  owing  to  his  diseased 
H|)pearance,  was  not  prenent  at  the  cava  party 
after  the  fotw  (indexed,  he  was  seldom  present 
on  any  public  occasion,  except  to  fight:)  it 
was  rcsolv(>H,  therefore,  that  a  young  warrior, 
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ill  company  with   Mi^.  Mariner  an<I  othei^t,  ' 
Hhould  ffo  and  present  him  with  cava  at  his 
residence,  as  soon  as  tlie  above  chiefs  were  ' 
HcizeH.     Mr.  Mariner  was  to  sit  next  to  him, 
and  was  to  ask  him  for  his  spear,  as  if  to  look  ' 
at  it  iVom  curiosity ;  for  thiii  spear  was  a  re-  * 
markably  gt)od  one,  headed  with  the  bones  of 
the  tail  of  the  /y,  (sting-ray,)  and  which  lie ' 
always  carried  about  with  him  ;  iVlr.  Mariner 
could  take   this  liberty  better  than  any  one  ' 
else,  as  he  was  more  or  less  acquainted  with 
him ;    and   being  a  foreigner,    his   curiosity 
would  appear  more  plausible,  and  less  sub- 
je(!t  to  suspicion :  having  got  it  into  his  hands, 
he  was  to  throw  it  away,  and  this  was  to  be 
the  signal  for  the  seizure.     Uefore  Cacahoo 
had  time  to  hear  of  what  was  going  forward  at 
Macave,  the  appointed  party  arrived  at  his 
hoii«e,  and  presented  him  cava.    •Mr.  Ma- 

^  Mr.  Mariner  wm  not,  in  nmny  initunctfi,  «  voluntary 
Niipport^r  of  Finow'i  conduct  i  but  m  nccoMity  boi  no  Uir, 
in  iumc  GAici  hii  wai  obliged  to  conform,  where  he  would 
willingly  huvu  been  exotiiedf  upon  the  principle,  thftt  of  two 
evils  the  leutt  li  to  be  choHen*  To  un  honewt  mind  it  ii 
alwAyi  tin  ungrateful  tank  to  uie  nny  ipeciei  of  deception. 
Mr.  Mariner  win  in  the  nervice  of  the  Icing  i  the  Utttr 
thought  proper  to  Recure  certain  pemoni,  among  whom  wai

Tbey  tben  tMk  tbeir  pmoner  down  ^ 
the  ieai-caaatt  and  pot  bim  on  board  a  canoSf 
to  be  dfoirned  with  tbe  rest  in  tbe  aficmoon. 

Tbese  trantactionf  bappened  between  (abont> 
<^igbt  and  ten  in  tbe  morning ;  after  wbicb  all 
the  Hapai  cbiefii  and  wanrioim,  tbat  were  witb 
the  kiogf  aippeared  onder  arm»,  as  also  a  cer^ 
tain  ^'a^aoo  chiefs  named  PaMnonga,  a  reUtion 
and  confidant  of  Finow;  all  tbe  re»t  of  tbe 
Varaoo  chiefe  and  mataboole»  remaining  un-

nrmed,  lemt  th«y  nii|fht  ^xtite  in  Pinbw  a  itt». 
pieioti  tlmt  they  ntenttt  tn  take  hontile  meH- 
sttr^ii,  About  tnid-dny,  en*  n  little  after,  the 
toffee  cwoei  in  whit.h  were  the  priioneri,  laihed 
iiftncl  and  foot,  pushed  otit  to  nea,  under  the 
command  of  Lolo  Hea  Mnlohi,  an  adopted 
•oh  of  Finow.  They  liad  On  board  three  old 
•mall  ranoea,  tn  a  very  leaky,  rotten  atate,  in 
which  the  priionera  were  dentined  to  be  put^ 
iiftd  thui  to  be  left  gfradnally  to  iink,  leaving 
the  victim!  to  reflect  on  their  approaching  dii- 
Mtution,  without  having  it  in  their  power  to 
help  themaelvea. 

The  diitance  they  had  to  go  wan  about  two 
leagttti :  the  weather  being  calm,  the  canoe 
Mu  obliged  to  be  paddled  mont  of  the  way. 
In  the  mean  white,  dome  convemation  paiied 
between  Ihe  piHaonerw,  particularly  betwetn 
Nowfaho  antl  llooboonoo.  Nowfliho  obnerved 
to  BoOboonoo,  that  it  woxM  have  been  much 
better  If  they  hnd  never  made  a  peace  with 
Finow,  and|  to  a  certnin  degree,  he  upbraided 
Booboonoo  with  not  having  followed  hii  ad- 
vice in  thii  particular :  to  thiii  the  latter  re- 
plied, that  he  did  not  at  all  regret  the  late 
peace  with  Finow,  for,  being  hii  relation,  he 
felt  him«elf  attached  to  bin  interetta,  and  an  to 
hill  own  life,  he  thought  it  of  no  valuip,  Hince 
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th«  king  did  not  think  hi*  fwrvicei  worth  har- 
tag.  Nowfaho  ulutird,  that  he  hud  a  prcseii' 
tinieot  of  hia  fiitc  that  very  morning ;  fur,  ••  be 
was  ffoiuit  uUmff  the  roaiJ  from  l'''U-loa  tu  Mt- 
eave,  he  met  a  native  uuman  of  liupai,  and,  m 
he  pawc'l,  he  felt  a  ttrong  iuchiiathin,  hn  knew 
not  from  what  <:auHe,  to  kill  her;  and  thJH  biu 
of  bit  uiiiitl  t\HN  »u  powerful,  that  he  <-oiild  not 
help  tiiriiiii^  huck  and  etfeetiuK  l>>t*  puT^M; 
at  the  ianie  time  be  felt  a  netTet  pri'Heiitimeot 
that  he  HAM  Koing  to  die,  and  thtM  murder  that 
he  had  comniitled  appeared  now  to  be  a  piece 
of  vengeanre  on  the  llapai  people,  weak,  in- 
deed, in  itvelf,  yet  t>ett«r  than  no  revenge  at 
all.  NoHfaho,  among  other  thingi,  lainented 
that  bii  friend  Hoolxmnuo  had  not  rejiaired  to 
the  Fyi  iHlaiidM  when  f>eare  wtw  iintt  made, 
and,  by  that  m<:un»t,  have  prenerved  hia  life :  ai 
to  hiM  own  itHfely,  li<:  Maid  it  wax  not  a  matter 
of  much  i'oiiit(;(|iitrnf'(-;  ho  only  lamt-ntefJ  that 
iie  wax  not  uhoitt  to  di*^  in  an  hoiioiirtihte  way. 
ilooboonoo  cxprcHHt'il  MiitimeiitM  lo  tlio  name 
purpime.  (.'acahoo  now  and  thoii  joined  intbe 
converitaiion,  ritmarking,  that  he  otdy  lamestfid 
Jiift  death  inaHniucli  uhho  <i[)|iMi'iiiiiii,>  had  been 
afl'orded  him  of  ^:ve^gill^  hiriiHt'll'  npon  bio 
eneraiev,  by  vacrifioing  jt  few  of  them. 
'J  hey  wvni.^  t«onuni  ou  tfoardr  of  j 
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wliuiti  the  yrnitter  pari,  befura  tlie>  urrived  Nt 
the  plttw  whi're  thpy  weiv  to  be  iiink,  begged 
thHt  the  manner  uf  their  death  might  be 
rhruiged  iit  the  more  cxpeditiuiM  uiie  of  having 
thfjr  brain*  knocked  out  with  a  club,  or  their 
heodi  cloared  wltii  an  axe :  thli  wai  granted 
ihem,  and  the  work  of  execution  wni  Imme- 
diately begun.  Having  diBpntched  three  iu 
thii  way,  it  wai  propoved,  for  the  fuke  of  uon- 
venience,  that  the  remainder,  who  begged  tu 
be  thuK  favoured,  «hcMdd  be  tiiken  to  u  neigh- 
bouring imail  inland  to  be  executed;  whlvh 
being  agreed  on,  they  diiiputed  by  the  way  who 
ibould  kill  NMcli  u  ont?,  and  who  another.  Such 
wuthflconYrrNHtion,  not  of  wan-iom,  for  knock- 
ing out  braiim  wnh  no  niiw  thing  to  them,  but 
of  otliera  not  hii  well  vented  Jn  the  art  of  de- 
Ntruntion,  who  were  hi^iirtily  glad  of  tliii  op- 
portunity of  RXvn-ising  tlirir  skill  without  dan- 
ger; tor,  roward-likc,  they  did  not  dare  to 
attempt  It  in  the  field  of  battle.  The  vietimi 
being  brought  on  ahuro,  nine  were  dlnpattlied 
at  nuurly  tlie  Mnnic  liinc,  whirh,  with  the  three 
killed  In  the  canoe,  mode  twelve,  who  doitired 
thiN  fiinii  (tl'ili-iiili,  llir  remaining  nix  being 
rhieiti,  und  HtaiMH  li  wurnun  of  iuperior  bravery, 
Kirnud  Iu  lt<*M  luiy  I'uvuui' of  their  rueuiir*,  und 
KMurdingly  luk  >ii  out  to  iru,  Innhed  i

Nowfaho  lanntntitd   i\\et  nail 
ili^aMtitrH  of  tliat  day,  wayin^'  how  many  ((reat 
and   bravr  nnni   went  dyinj^'  an   if^nominiouif 
dftath,  who,  f^mw  liuut  hrfon*,  wi  nt  aide  Ui 
inakit  thit   whoht  anny  of  l^inow  tn^njble:  be 
lanntnti'd,  nioritovi  r,  Huit  hit  had  <*v<*r  iiintated 
from  bin  eiinniitH,  and  wi»ihed  thiil,  on  Hurh  aa 
ocra>iion,  Im-  had  fan*d  about,  howivir  inferior 
in  Hlren^'lii,  and  Hold  bin  life  at  a  hi({^h  pri<te, 
inMrad  of  living  «i  lilth^  lon|i(er,  to  die  thun  a 
shameful  diajth:  lu'  rarnently  leijueKliMl  them 
t4>  remember  him  in  tln^noHtairetitionatenmii- 
ner  to  bin  uife.     C.aeaboo  Hwore  heartily  at 
I 'inow,  and  all  the  ehiefM  of  Hapai,  cuminy 
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tlii'iii  ill  the  luuHt  bitli*!*  iimiiiier*,  and  their 
futliciH  ior  botfdiiiuy;  iliutii,  mid  lioMpitif;  malr;- 
dirlioiiH  upon  »ill  tlicii*  (jiituTutioii ;  Uv  wont  on. 
ill  tliJH  niiiiimtr,  ('iiriiiiiM'  und  Hwr.uring  tU  liiM 
nHini<'H,  (ill  llir  watvr  iMiint*  up  to  IiIh  ninutli, 
audi  cvcMi  tli(*ii,  lie  iM'tiiully  lliriiw  Imrk  Ium 
limd  for  the  opportuiiily  of  iitleriiiu  unothrr 
ciirHis  HphiU(!rini4'  the  water  (orth  iVoiii  hin  lipN,  * 
lill  it  h<*rert  him  for  rtver  of  the  power  of  wpcMMh. 
'J'hey  were  about  twenty  ininuteH  HJiikiii^',  aftcT 
whieh  the  hirgt*  eaiioc  returned  ininiediately  to 
Vavuoo. 

Hoohoonoo  and  Nowfaho  were  hoth  men  that 
bore  It  inoHt  aniiabh*  eharaetrr  ;  in  timi*  of  war 
Ihry  were  brave*  and  eiiterpriHing;  in  time  of 
pcMici*,  ^entk^  and  humaiH*.  'J'he  eondu(*t  of 
Nowfaho,  in  killinu'  the  poor  llapai  woman,

Many  oi'  ihoir  mxylu^Up  hi  thin  way^  aio  too  indolit^nto  to 
intention. 
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ntamn  to  make  miirli  ap^ainut  hi§  humanity; 
but,  an  it  wa»  f(o  (tontraty  to  bif  general  aentt- 
ntf'nU  anil  conduct,  we  ou^bt  to  baVe  the  libe* 
rality  to  ^fippo^e,  that  it  wan  a  sudden  frenzy 
of  the  mind,  which,  at  the  moment,  he  could 
no  more  help,  than  a  man  in  convulsiona  can 
help  the  violent  agitation  of  the  body.  Let 
thi^,  however,  be  aa  it  inay,  it  is  certain  that  he 
and  Booboonoo  were  both  admired  for  their 
mild  atjd  benevolent  disposition,  and  were 
gaining  imtry  day,  more  and  more,  the  love 
of  the  people,  which,  no  doubt,  caused  the 
king  to  be  jealous  of  them,  lest  their  increasing 
power  should  ultimately  annihilate  his.  Now* 
faho's  desire  of  revenge  was,  of  course,  cmisi- 
dered  (in  their  state  of  society),  a  virtuous  and 
manly  simtiment.  If  we  attend  to  their  con* 
vernation  at  the  approach  of  death,  we  shall 
ftnd  them  both  expressing  sentimenti  of  disin* 
terested  friendship  for  each  other:  Booboonoo 
is  quite  unhappy  at  leaving  his  infant  son,  and 
recommends  him  strongly  to  the  care  of  Talo 
by  all  that  is  sacred  and  religious ;  No^fabo 
dmrtM  to  be  aflhtionatdy  remembered  to  his 
wife:  these  are  not  N^ntiments  ttiat  belong  to 
gross  and  savage  mifids.  As  to  C'acahoo,  he 
certainly  was  not  so  nni(*h  famed  for  his  bene- 
volence, as  for  his  prodigious  strength  and 
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ffretit  perioiiAl  courage ;  yet  utill  he  wu  tniirh 
hi'laveil  ami  respected ;  and  neveral  of  the  En- 
irlivhineii  were  much  indebted  to  liinrii  an  well 
aa  to  the  other  two,  for  aevi^ral  actn  of  kind* 
ncaif. 

Mr.  Mariner  heard  the  foregoing  relation 
from  Talo,  and  two  or  three  otll^ru  that  wen* 
in  the  large  ranoe*  and  considers  it  strictly 
roiaionaiit  with  the  truth. 

The  widows  of  those  who  were  executed  on 
the  beach  in  the  morning,  and  of  those  who 
wftre  dispatched  at  the  small  island  in  their 
May  out  to  sea,  petittone«l  Finow  to  grant  them 
leav<!  to  perform  the  usual  rites  of  burial  in 
behalf  of  their  deceased  husbands,  which  the 
kiuK  readily  acceded  to:  and  they  accom- 
lilislK^il  Uie  ceremony  with  every  mark  of 
«iMf<'ign(Hl  sorrow  and  regret.  ^Vhen  the  last 
iiIIVm  tionate  remembrances  of  Nowfaho  were 
made  to  his  widow,  she  ap|>eartHl  greatly 
niovnl;  for,  though* she  scart^ely  wept,  her 
c4Muitenance  betrayinl  marks  of  violent  inward 
ajfitation  :  she  riftirecl  to  her  house,  and,  arm* 
ing  hersc*If  %«ith  a  M|HNtr  and  club,  went  about 
to  Mtek  for  the  other  widown,  who  had  lost 
tlieir  husbands  in  the  same  way,  and  urged 
them  to  take  up  arms,  as  she  had  done,  and 
gt)  forth  to  revenge  their  husbands*  death,  h\ 
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deitroyinf;  the  wives  of  Finow  «nd  hl»  prin- 
cipal chieAi;  6ading,  at  length,  that  none  of 
the  othera  were  willing  to  follow  her  eiiBiiq>le, 
the  wa«  obliged  to  give  up  the  design  alto- 
gether. It  waH  Buspecletl  that  Finow  woald 
have  been  very  angry  on  hearing  her  intentioOt 
but,  on  the  contrary,  he  praised  it  much,  and 
approved  of  it,  om  being  not  only  a  mcritorioni 
act  of  bravery,  l>ut  a  convincing  proof  that  her 
affection  for  her  deceased  hufiband  waa  great 
and  genuine. 

AfW  this  transaction,  all  the  Vavaoo  ebiefii 
paid  remarkable  attention  to  Finow,  not  fail- 
-  ing  to  iend  him  frequent  presents  of  cava, 
gnatoo,  &c.,  and  thii  they  were  the  more 
anxiouH  to  do,  as,  being  the  richest  men  in  die 
island,  they  were  apprehensive  that,  in  case 
their  conduct  displeased  Finow,  he  might  form 
another  conspiracy  against  them,  with  a  view 
to  deprive  them  of  their  possessions ;  for  thq^ 
now  found  by  woeful  experience,  that  he  was 
not  a  man  to  be  trifled  with,  and  that  his  ho* 
uour  was  not  safely  to  be  trusted  to. 

The  kiiif;  now  spent  a  considerable  portion 
of  bis  tinie  in  country  excursions,  for  the  pwt- 
pose  of  shootinff  calai,  of  which  sport  a  de> 
scnption  bus  already  been  given.  Ab«>u(  ihii 
time  a  cauue  waa  dispBtched  to  the  llapifj 
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iolftnd*,  for  tbe  pitrpoM  of  proeurinfir  ft  quan- 
tity^ of  Hub,  iieveral  i^weiei  beinff  there  found 
In  mu£b  g^reater  abundance  timn  at  Varaoo,  or, 
at  leatt,  tbaru  in  a  mueli  Iwttt^r  opportunity  of 
catching  tbem,  owing  to  tlu^  (freater  number 
ofreeband  ultelveii.  With  ttiia  ctinoe,  u  cer- 
tain chitff,  named  Mahc  Bouffoo,  departed  for 
Hapai,  where  tie  potwetiMed  a  lar^e  property, 
on  whiel)  be  wait  doHirunn  to  r<>iide  for  the 
future.  He  bad  alwi  a  plMitatiori  at  Vavaoo, 
nituated  on  the  weHlerti  cooiit,  about  n  mile  and 
a  half  Iooh:,  and  lialf  a  mile  broa^l,  one  end  of 
which  ran  duwn  I'lime  to  the  water'ii  ed|j:« :  tbif 
profterty  he  made  a  preNeiit  of  to  the  king.  It 
will  lie  proper  Ut  ffive  a  dewTiption  of  tbiR 
pinnlalion,  beeauite  it  imdudeH,  near  the  sea, 
tli#'  nioMt  riimarilit'  «|>ot  in  all  the  Ton^a 
iitlandN ;  whieh  funNtitutea  the  aubjeet  iif  many 
of  their  MiHiKii,  and  ia  a  plaite  of  reaort  to  the 
yviuiK  and  old  of  both  aexea,  who  wi^h  to 
<!nJoy,  fur  a  few  houni,  the  luxury  of  roiountie 
acenery :  it  ia  famoua.  alao,  for  haviu((  been, 
at  a  former  epof-h,  the  acene  of  an  enterpriaintf 
B<!tiou  iMi  the  part  of  wime  younu;  rhiela,  who 
took  rtttuffe  there  from  their  adveraariea,  and 
•batMiately  held  their  puaitiori  liir  aix  monlha, 
it  bappena  that  imture  liaa  aaaembled  in  Ihia 
,  nut  uuly  llu'  wildeat  pmfi»ion  of  the  ve- 
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getable  kingdom,  over  which  the  lofty  toa  tr^ 
fltends  pre-eminent,  but  also  objects  of  another  ' 
description,  overhanging  rocks,  hollow-sound'  ' 
itig  caverns,  and  steep  precipices,  calculated 
to  give  an  aspect 'as  bold  and  sublime  as  tiie* 
imagination  can  well  conceive,   and   consti- 
tuting a  species'  of  scenery,  which,  in  propor-  . 
tion  as  it  is  more  rare,  is  more  admired  by  the ' 
natives.      To  this  retired  spot  you  proceed^ 
along  a  road  which  runs  through  the  wiiole  ' 
length  of  the  plantation,  till  you  arrive  at  a  - 
thick  wood  of  tamanoo  and  toa  trees,  situated  - 
on  a  very  steep  descent,  down  which  the  road  ' 
becomes  a  narrow  path,  winding  from  side  • 
to  side,   and  beset  on    either  hand  witii  the 
7nyHe  and  jidle^  and  other  shrubs,  planted  by  ' 
the  liberal  hand  of  nature,  whose  variegated 
flowers  perfume  the  air  with  the  most  delight- 
ful aromatic  fragrance ;  whilst,  from  the  lofty  • 
branches  of  the  trees,  the  ear  is  soothed  witff  • 
the  soft  and  plaintive  voice  of  the  wood-pigeoff 
calling  to  his  mate.     Having  proceeded  with 
slow  and   lingering  step  along  this  winding 
path,  for  about  five  hundred  yards,  a  flat  planta- 
tion of  cocoa-nut  trees  presents  itself,  through 
which,  at  a  little  distance,  a  beautiful  prospect 
of  the  sea,  interspersed  with  small  islands,  sud- 
denly bursts  upon  the  view.     On  each  side  « 
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ttteep  and  lofty  ridge  of  rock»,  in  the  form  of  a 
crescent,  extends  into  the  ivater,  forming  a  sort 
of  bay.  The  ridge  of  rocks  on  the  left  hand 
are,  for  the  most  part,  the  highest,  but,  at  the 
termination  of  that  on  the  right,  one,  loftier 
than  the  rest,  extends  upwards  to  a  great 
height,  like  the  turret  of  some  ancient  bat- 
tlement. On  this  rock  in  former  times,  as 
popular  tradition  records,  a  band  of  young 
chiefs^  the  heads  of  a  conspiracy,  took  refttge 
from  the  rage  of  their  adversaries,  and  held 
the  place  during  six  months*;  it  being  quite 
inaccessible,  except  by  one  narrow  path,  ex- 
ceedingly steep  and  dangerous,  not  wide  enough 
to  allow  two  persons  to  pass  up  abreast,  litis 
pa«SH|^c  was,  of  course,  perfectly  under  the 
cofumand  of  those  above,  who,  by  rolling  large 
stones  down,  could,  at  any  time,  hurl  destruc- 
tion upon  whomsoever  might  rashly  attempt 
to  ascend.  Here  they  remained  in  security  as 
long  as  their  stork  of  provisions  lasted,  and 
even  when  this  was  cxpctuled,  they  refhsed  to 
yield,  till  famine  and  raging  thirst  had  de- 
stroyed all  but  three,  who,  being  tempted  by  a 
promise  of  pardon,  gave  themselves  up  to  their

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advemarieH.  Scarcely  whh  thin  ilonc  when  they 
were  taken  hefore  (he  kin^,  who  r.nielly  or- 
dered therri  to  he  maNHacred  in  hin  presence. 
The  iiiimher  of  thoni*  who  died  upon  the  rock 
were  five,  and  they  wrrrt  huried  on  the  *ipot: 
three  of  the  j^ravi^K  an*  ntill  very  apparent;  the 
other  two  are  pointed  out,  hut  they  are  not  In 
»o  dintinrt  a  Ntate.  The  nativrn,  now  and  then, 
aiicend  thin  rork  to  '*njoy  the  Huhlinie  l)eanty 
of  the  Hurronndinff  wenery,  or  to  refleeton  the 
fate  ofthoHc*  rehelhonn  men,  who,  ho  lonf;  ago, 
depart<?fl  from  the  neene  of  pnhlicr  tumult,  hy 
dying  in  an  unKuceeMHful  attem|)t  to  ehange  the 
order  of  thingn.  Jlere  th(»  moral  refleetion«  of 
the  native  are  Home(inn*N  heard  in  the  following 
Htrain  ;  "  Where  now  jire  those  men  who  onee 
hehl  up  their  headn  in  deHanee  of  their  ehiefH? 
where  now  in  the  proud  hofiHt  of  Hiijieriority  ? 
Their  hodien  lie  here  mingled  with  the  du«t, 
and  their  nanieH  are  almont  forgotten*! — Hut 
their  houIm!  how  are  ///ny  ufre<t<*<l?  are  they 
now  ttie  name  amhitiouH  HfuritH  in  Hoh>too,  an 
they  were  otiee  in  Tofiga,  when  they  animated

Ihera  in  iuiuIIht  muihI,  ttiuMiHtinK:  ulnioHt  wlniUy 
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#f  toa  trees :  here  the  natives  frequently  resort 
to  rinse  themselves  with  the  fresh  water  found 
in  the  hollows,  between  the  junctions  of  the 
lafge  branches  or  limbs  that  come  <»ff  imme- 
diately from  the  trunk,  after  having  bathed 
themselves  in  the  sea :  for  the  salt  water,  with* 
out  using  such  rinsing  afterwards,  is  apt  to 
produce  in  hot  climates  a  cutaneous  eruption : 
hmd»  which,  the  fresh  water  washing  preventi 
that  uneasy  sensation  of  heat  in  the  skin,  upou 
k  little  exei*tion,  attended  with  a  clammineM ; 
And  sometimes,  on  the  contrary,  with  a  pro* 
flise  perspiration.  Here  also  they  plait  flowers 
Which  they  have  gathered  at  Matawto,  (about 
h  mile  farther  along  the  beach,)  which  the 
ilromen  put  round  their  necks  or  take  home  to 
the  mooa,  and  present  to  their  lovers  or  their 
fHMds,  or  to  superior  chiefs. 

The  following  song  is  very  often  sung  by 
Aetti,  or,  to  speak  perhaps  more  correctly,  is 
given  in  a  sort  of  recitative  by  either  sex ;  and 
in  the  Tonga  language  has  neither  rhymes  nor 
regular  measure,  although  some  of  their  songs 
have  both.  It  is  perhaps  a  curious  circumstance 
that  love  and  war  seldom  form  the  subjects  of 
their  songs,  but  mostly  scenery  and  moral  re- 
flections.

We  will  dress  ourselves  with  chi  coota,  and  put  bands 
of  white  tdppa  round  our  waists  ;  we  will  plait  thick  wreaths 
Qijidle  for  our  heads,  and  prepare  strings  of  hooni  for  oar 
necksy  that  their  whiteness  may  shew  off  the  colour  of  our 
•kins.  Mark  how  the  uncultivated  spectators  are  profuse  of 
their  applause !— >-But  now  the  dance  is  over :  let  us  remain 
here  to-night,  and  feast  and  be  cheerful,  and  to-morrow 
we  will  depart  for  the  Mooa,  How  troublesome  are  the 
young  men,  begging  for  our  wreaths  of  flowers^  while  they 
say  in  their  flattery,  '<  See  how  charming  these  young  girls 
<*  look  coming  from  Licoo  I — how  beautiful  are  their  skins, 
<*  diffusing  around  a  fragrance  like  the  flowery  precipice  of 
<<  Mataloco:** — Let  us  also  visit  Licoo; — we  will  depart  to- 
morrow. 


The  beautiful  plautation,  of  which  the  above 
song  is  partly  descriptive,  is  famed  for  the 
great  fertihty  of  its  fields :  the  liberal  hand  of 
nature  has  there  planted  the  bread-fruit  and 
cocoa-nut  trees  in  abundance ;  the  soil  is  also 
highly  favourable  for  the  cultivation  of  yams, 
which  grow  there  larger  than  in  most  other 
places.  The  water  which  terminates  it  at  one 
end  is  noted  for  the  vast  abundance  of  a  pecu- 
liar fish  which  resort  to  the  shores  of  Vavaoo 
about  the  month  of  July.  This  fish  they  call 
Ooloo  CaoOy  and  is  about  the  size  of  the  common 
sprat,  and  of  much  the  same  shape  and  hue. 
The  common  people  consider  it  a  great  deli- 
cacy, but  there  is  considerable  danger  of  being

any  ipeciea  of  rontribution ;  and  thia  exemptioa, 
he  observed,  would  be  no  more  than  what  wii 
Qsaaiatentwith  the  Tonga  cuatom,  which  exmtt» 
no  eontribation  from  forngnem,  unleaa  indeed 
it  be  vftm  MHne  sacred  occasion,  aa  the  cere- 
mony of  in^hi,  ke.  To  thia  alio  the  king  gare 
hia  assent,  upon  mutual  agreement*  that  the 
whole  plantation  was  to  be  considered  at 
Finow'ft  service,  as  being  the  fattier  and  protec- 
tor of  Mr.  Mariner,  but  that  he  would  not  take 
anything  nor  trespass  upon  it  in  any  way  with- 
•nt  Mr.  Mariner's  consent,  who  was  to  regulate 
every  tbing  regarding  it  just  aa  Ite  pleaded,  aad 
was  henceforth  to  consider  it  as  his  proper^, 
t^eUier  with  all  the  persons  who  worked  on  iU 
consisting  of  thirteen  men  and  eight  women- 
To  these  the  king  gave  onJers  tbey  tdjould  pay 
tha  aame  attention  and  respect  to  Mr.  Mtuioer 
aa  to  himsslf  or  thar  Ibrmer  chief;  he  a 
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over  infonnetl  tlie  matooa,  or  ovtneer,  Uitt  be 
hftd  inTevKid  Mr.  Muriner  witll  full  pow«rto 
fliipati  li  uiiy  uf  tbem  with  llie  cluli  tlmt  faileU 
jn  their  iJuty,  or  iieiflecitN)  in  uiiy  re«|>ect  to 
•hew  pnipor  utteiiijuti  to  llieir  new  matter,  'i  o 
lliM,  ill  tli«  usual  form,  tliey  tilt  returned  tbwnJiN 
t«  tlie  kjiitf  fur  tlie  new  iliief  he  UnU  heeu 
ptewed  to  eppoiiit  over  Iheiu,  uiiil  expreweU 
their  hopev  tlmt  tlivy  vtiould  iieviir  deserve 
puii1tilijni>iit  Jiy  any  want  of  reapeot  towards  tbe 
''  Mrunger  i-Jiief,"  As  soon  us  Mr.  Muriner 
entered  iijh>i)  his  iii^w  posKOSnioiis,  lie  ifftve 
urdcra  tv  ((et  reuiJy  u  luij^e  baleof  Knatoo,  wbivh 
be  seiii  to  riiiow  hm  u  present, 

Abuut  a  mouth  aiWr  tbis  a  (^aiioe  come  froui 
fine  uf  the  iieigbbouriiiir  tmuU  islauds.  Urinffiiiy 
iiitellJKeiie-e  tlmt  u  lui^e  dead  spermaceti  wbale 
bad  drilled  uii  a  reef,  oU'Vavaoo.  JmmediaitfJy 
all  theebiefs  ordered  tlieir  eauoM  to  Ue  lauiitihedi 
tJiat  they  mitfht  witness  tliia  uuMPuul  siffht ;  and 
Mr.  Mariner  went  alunir  with'  tbero.  Th«y 
foiiiHl  the  whiile  in  a  very  ba4  stat«,  Jii^tf  4«- 
fiiyetl,  and  senUiiitf  forth  no  very  agreeaj>lt 
Atlour;  this  however  was  a  cjrcunwttiiice  U>#y 
ilid  not  much  regard,  their  objet^t  beuig  ttw 
teeth,  of  the  substance  of  wtiiuh  they  naJtt  a 
kind  of  n«cklu('«,  by  cuUing  U  uU^  mtihr 
|Mces,  each  preMrving  th«  «ba^  pf  «  while's 
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tooth,  from  an  inch  to  four  inches  lon^,  having 
a  hole  in  the  broadest  part,  ttirouf^h  which  they 
are  closely  stning,  and  put  round  the  neck; 
the  large/ft  being  in  front,  and  the  others  de- 
creasing in  size  on  each  side,  up  to  the  back 
/of  the  neck;  so  that,  when  drawn  close,  their 
pointed  extremities  spread  out,  and  form  a  very 
agreeable  ornament  upon  their  brown  skins, 
and  is  much  prized  by  them,  on  account  of  its 
scarcity  as  m  ell  as  beauty.  This  has  given  rise 
to  the  accounts  which  voyagers  have  given  that 
they  wear  teeth  round  their  necks,  whereas 
they  are  only  forms  of  teeth  cut  out  of  the  tooth 
of  the  whale  ;  and  it  is  astonishing  with  what 
neatness  they  do  this,  making  as  little  waste  as 
would  be  possible  to  do  with  much  better 
instruments  than  what  they  possess;  which  is 
nothing,  in  general,  but  a  common  shaped 
European  chisel,  or  a  piece  of  a  saw,  or  in  de- 
fect of  these,  a  flattened  nail  rendered  sharp : 
before  they  procured  iron  from  European  ships, 
they  made  use  of  a  sharp  stone.  This  kind  of 
ivory  they  also  use  to  inlay  their  clubs  with,  as 
well  as  their  wooden  pillows  (see  p.  135 :)  the 
high  price  wet  upon  these  ornaments  will  be 
exemplified  in  the  following  account,  which 
Finow,  on  this  occasion,  gave  to  Mr.  Mariner. 
A  short  time  after  the  revolt  at  Tonga,  when 
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Finow  Ami  bi*cain(!  nm^mgn  #f  Ifapai  and 
VuvHoo,  newH  waN  brought  him  of  a  hirf(<Miftad 
whalt*  luMti^filrifYeU  oti  a  rr*ef,  off' a  mnall  iHland, 
iiihahitoi)  only  by  one  man  and  bin  mh ;  wbo 
bad  till*  (*ultivation  of  a»niatl  pbuitation  there. 
Finow  immediatety  Naib*d  for  thi»  plarc%  and 
flndinfyr  the  teeth  taken  from  the  ^hale,  ques- 
tioned the  man  abont  them,  who  tliereup<in 
went  to  hiN  bonne,  and  takinf(  down  a  baNket 
from  the  roof  presented  it  to  him,  but  in  it 
were  only  two  teeth.  The  man  protented  that 
be  pnt  them  all  there,  and  knew  Yiothing*  more 
abont  them  ;  and  taxing  bin  wife  with  bavinfj^ 
eonrrab'd  thetn,  nbe  furknowled^ed  that  Nhe 
bad  K(*rreted  one,  and  brouf^bt  it  to  him,  from 
ii  place  in  which  no  otln^rn  were  found  ;  but 
tblH  nhe  anNnred  him  wan  all  nbe  had  taken. 
TUv  nnui  ilefended  bin  innoeenee  on  the  plea 
that  the  teeth  wonUI  be  of  no  vne  to  him  ;  for 
bein^*  poor,  he  eould  not  Nell  them  for  any 
tbitiK*  elne,  Niti(*e  every  chief  who  eould  aflbnl 
to  ^ivc  th(*ir  vabn*  would  qucNtion  bin  rif(ht  to 
them,  and  take  them  from  him :  and,  for  the 
name  rcanon,  he  ccMdd  not  wear  them.  Finow 
wan  not  Katintied  with  tluN  plea,  and  beinf^  un- 
able to  nnikc  them  confenn  by  fair  meann,  he 
threatened  them  both  with  death:  the  man  iitill 
proteHtinff  bin  innoeenee,  Finow  ordered  him  to 
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be  iinmediat4%  dtspalehtd  with  «  ckiJt^ ;  wbkh 
beiog  done^  he  aurtin  (breatened  tbe  waaum^ 
and  ahe  aa  atrongly  proteated  ber  ionoceiiGe : 
but  wben  tbe  club  wbicb  bad  jiint  ended  tba 
\\St  of  ber  huaband  waa  raiaed  o^tt  ber  own 
baad,  atie  acknowledged  that  abe  bad  cdneeaM 
another  tooth,  and  accordingly  bwugbt  it  fgqm 
a  diffinrant  place ;  wA  being  unable  or  unwilU 
ing  to  produce  any  more,  she  abared  the  aame 
fate,  jfmow'a  conduct  here  ntevm  very  cmd; 
but  bowerer,  we  are  to  place  a  gneat  deal  ta 
tbonccount  #f  tbe  state  of  loeiety  in  wbidp  bf 
li?ed ;  and  at  the  aame  time,  we  muat  comii^ 
that  fobbery  ia  puniahed  with  death  in  other 
counUiea,  aa  well  aa  in  Tonga*  Sat  what  ia 
moat  worthy  of  reflection  ia  tbe  atrong  bold 
which  that  ridiculous  paaaion  arariee  takea  of 
the  human  mind,  which  aometimea  difpiaaea  a 
man  to  auflSer  4eath  rather  than  part  with  what 
be  <*annot  or  will  not  ever  make  use  of.  Bodli 
tbe  man  and  woman,  in  all  probability,  were 
guilty ;  the  woman  certainly  waa ;  and  yet  abe 
eould  bear  to  see  her  husband  sacrificed  before 
ber  face  rather  than  confess  all  she  knew  of 
tbe  matter,  and  entreat  mercy  iof  him  at  Jeaat, 
if  not  for  herself  The  remainder  of  these  teetb 
were  diacovered  a  long  time  afterwards,  by  tbe 
f^ioular  interreotion  (as  tbe  natives  will  ba^e 
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it)  of  tiMi  fpd«.  A  low:  yMfi  had  aUpMd,  when 
thero  iMiitiK  oocuion  to  build  tnd  MitMorate  n 
hoit««  to  »om«  godf  on  the  islimd  of  l^foog-a,  it 
WM  Uk\um  into  oonsidtrntion  what  Tttlunble 
mrticlif  nhottld  be  depoeltod  benenth  It*  founda* 
Uoii,  aecordiiiff  to  the  euitom  on  etich  nccm« 
•ionii.  1'hey  were  about  to  get  ready  a  large 
balo  of  gttatoo  for  thi»  purpoee,  when  the  in- 
epired  pHcet  of  the  god  declared  it  to  be  the 
M^ieh  of  the  divinity  to  hate  nooic  whale'e  teeth ; 
and  that  theri)  were  eeYeral  buried  together  on 
the  email  ieland  juet  epoken  of,  in  eucli  a  parti* 
rular  epot :  which  place  being  referred  to  and 
dug  up,  the  teetli  were  found  in  a  perfert  etate, 
ThiM  diecovery  wae  moet  flrmly  and  naoet 
picMiMly  bolieved  to  have  bei^n  made  by  the 
eanrd  iiitorpoeition  of  the  god  himeelf,  who 
iimpircd  bin  favoured  pricket  with  the  requisite 
knowlfdgo  to  make  it. 

In  the  Fgi  islande,  whalca'  teeth  are  held,  if 
poMniblr,  ill  etill  greater  eetimation,  for  it  would 
br  duiigcruuii  there  for  a  man,  unleee  he  be  a 
great  chief,  mid  evrn  then,  if  he  were  ii  fo« 
reigiicr,  lo  be  known  to  have  a  whale'e  tooth 
about  him ;  the  piirMonal  poeacwiion  of  audi  a 
vuhiiibic  property  would  endanger  hiii  life:  the 
axe,  fir  the  club,  on  aome  unlucky  occaaion, 
would  deprive  him  of  it  for  evrr,  and  of  hie  life 
too. 
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\  «.Tbe  whale  of  which  we  have  Jbeen  qpieaking 
as  just,  found  was,  for  the  most  part,  in  a  yeiy 
corrupted  state;  thwe  were,  however,  some 
places  where  it  was  not  quite  so>bad;*and  ai 
whale's  flesh  was  rather  *  a  novelty,  (and  ai 
novelty  is  often  a  provocative  of  appetite)  the 
lower  ordfers  managed  to  make  a  meal  o{  it 

Another  month  now  elapsed  without  any  im* 
.portant  circumstance  occurring,  when  there 
arrived  from  the  Fiji  isla.nds  four  canoes, 
bringing  a  Tonga  mataboole,  named  Gow 
Mooala,  and  his  retinue,  who  had  been  ieibsent 
ftom  Tonga  about  fourteen  years:  but  a  nar- 
rative of  this  person's  adventures  At  jTcweign 
islands  will  best  form » a  chapter  of  itself. 
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CHAP.  X. 

Cow  MooAlft'i  narratlva— Hii  early  renldance  at  the  |^yi

Cow  Mooiila  went  out  to  the  Fiji  inlttudii*  with 
a  number  of  youiiff  men,  for  the  nake  of  hh 
excuriion,  and  to  mingle  iii  the  warn  of  tho»e 
people;  Mometimen  atotie  iHlaiul,  Hometimen  at 
another,  from  the  wame  motives  probably  an 
actuated  looi  Hala  Fatal  :  (nee  p.  74).  After 
havinff  been  alinent  about  two  years,  he  net  nail 
on  hio  return  home,  and  liaving  arrived  within 
Might  of  Vavaoo,  the  wind  became  unfarour- 
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Hbfe  to  Iftnd,  ftiid  the  sea  running  very  blgih, 
tw  wut  obliffMl  to  change  ht«  coane,  and  make 
for  llamoft,  (the  IVarlgaior't  Mfmd*,')  but  Ae 
wfod  ioon  imretiutnfg  to  a  heavy  fale,  drifted 
him  lo  the  island  of  Fotoona,  situated  to  Hbt 
^f,H .  of  llamoa.  A«  »oon  a»  the  native*  of 
thif  place  oNmrcd  hi*  approach*  a  number  of 
muill  ranoe*.  (for  they  were  not  in  poiweftrfoa 
of  milinff  ranoM,)  came  from  theNiiore  to  meet 
hlffl  i  and,  connlftently  with  Urn  \aw»  and  (mf* 
t(tm»  of  tii«  inland,  t4iok  fKMMMiori  of  hin  canoe, 
and  all  his  property.  It  iijrmi  uii  Importent 
part  of  tlie  r^liifion  of  this  ialflnd  to  cmwder 
erery  thin?  that  arrived  tliere,  whether  of  gmti 
or  little  value,  as  tht*  (iroptrrty  of  their  go6» ;  no 
matter  wltfrtlinr  it  he  a  Inrffe  cauoe,  or  a  log  of 
wuofl.  It  is  firs)  ttil'fretl  Uj  the  (fmls  l>y  the 
prifsl,  wifh  sri  upprdpritUe  afldresa*,  aiMl  il 
afWrtfiiriU  itlinrfil  out  uitiorif(  ttii!  chit^fs.  Tbil

their  poHcr,  yet  In  return  they  fit  them  out 
with  other  canoes,  (entirely  at  the  expense  of 
the ohleffi  who sharerl  the  plunder;)  and  Mipply 
them  with  so  tnuch  of  the  produce  of  the  liland 
m»  may  be  neceosary  to  aupport  th<m  in  their 
way  home;  together  with  present*  of  their 
gnatoo,  mats,  tortoiM-Hhell,  fcc;  and  withal 
behave  very  kindly :  but  not  one  itingle  ar- 
ticle that  ha«  been  taken  from  them,  however 
■mall  the  value,  in  again  returned,  even  with 
the  mo«t  earnest  entreaty,  Cow  Mooala'i 
oanoe  was  laden  with  ftandal  wood*,  esteemed 
*  very  rich  commodity  At  Tonga,  but  not 
one  splinter  of  it  was  ever  remrned  to  him ; 
*Ithoii)fli  tlx'  iiittivf'H  of  Fotoona  could  make 
no  it*c  'if  it,  not  liiiving  adopted  the  practice 
vf  oiling  il)frnr<rlv4-n.     His  canoe  was  drag-

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ge'd  on  shore,  broken  to  pieces,  and  offered 
up  to  the  gods  ;  afterwards  the  planks  were 
shared  out  among  the  chiefs,  who  devoted 
them  to  the  purpose  of  building  smaller  ca-i 
noes,  one  large  canoe  making  four  small  ones. 
They  seem  to  have  no  inclination  to  visit  dis- 
tant islands,  and  never  therefore  build  large 
canoes  for  themselves ;  and  consequently  have 
no  personal  knowledge  of  any  country  but  theif 
own,  except  a  few  individuals  among  them, 
who  have  gone  away  with  strangers  from  mo- 
tives of  curiosity,  in  large  canoes  built  (or  the 
purpose. 

Cow  Mooala  described  their  method  of  fight* 
ing,  (for  it  appears  they  cannot  do  without  civil 
wars)  which  is  conducted,  according  to  his  ac- 
count, in  two  different  modes,  that  is  to  saj, 
with  spears  and  with  shark's  teeth.  When  a 
man  pierces  his  enemy  with  a  pike,  he  endea- 
vours to  lift  him  up  from  the  ground  on  one 
end  of  it,  or  if  opportunity  will  allow,  he  calk 
some  of  his  comrades  to  his  assistance,  who 
thrusting  their  pikes  also  into  him,  they  lift  him 
high  in  the  air,  and  carry  him  in  triumph. 
The  mode  of  fighting  with  shark's  teeth  is  as 
follows  :  the  teeth  being  fixed  in  three  rows 
on  the  palm  and  fingers  of  a  species  of  glove 
made  of  the  plaited  bark  of  the  hedbo,  and 
both  hands  being  armed  in  this  manner,  every 
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mati  endeavoui>i  tu  iH>itic  \o  u  rlaso  (touAW  with 
his  aiittiKoiiiit,  uiul  to  War  opni  hi»  Unvi^lii  with 
Utecie  horrid  weapons.  J1ie  KUpix'iiie  chief  in 
Cow  iMooalttV  time  \\m  a  itiau  of  ivniarkable 
bodily  9treii^lh.  aitti  \uts  alwuv^  amiHloinetl  to 
light  \iith  this  juirt  of  ^rtuiiith^t  iu  prt»fvn*iice 
to  the  pike«  not  however  to  ttuir  open  the 
boweU  of  his  eii«*iii\\  hul  merely  to  eatch  a 
Hriner  hold  of  him  whilst  he  lhi*ew  him  on  his 
face;  he  would  then  plaee  his  foot  U|>on  the 
lanall  of  his  haek.  and.  s«'i/jn^  fast  hold  of  the 
hair  of  his  head«  st»  ln^nd  his  spine  as  to  break 
it:  with  little  men  or  Ihi>s  howt^ver  he  would 
tiol  take  so  much  trouble*  but  laying  them 
acroM  his  knee>  as  one  would  a  stiek^  break 
their  backs  ^uthout  farther  eeremony !  Hy 
way  of  defence  from  the  pikes  of  their  adver- 
saries>  they  wear  on  the  left  side  a  s|>ei'ies  of 
armour  made  of  the  husk  of  the  cocoa-nut 
plaited  thick*  and  stuflVnl  and  cpiilte<l  on  the 
iuside  with  the  lo<ise  husk*  pickinl  One :  this 
reaches  from  the  axilla  down  to  the  hip. 
Their  wars  (t^nt^nilly  orifrinate  in  i|uaiTels 
about  hercdit^uv  rig:ltt.  or  the  exaction  of 
tribute. 

Some  time  iH^on*  Cow  Mmiala  arrive^l*  an 
European  Vi*siit*K  aeconliUK  ^^^  (heir  des«  ription* 
(or  au  American)  catnc  to  an  atichor  there.

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The  natives  as  usual  put  off  in  their  eanotif, 
With  a  view  to  take  possession  of  her  recording 
to  the  authority  with  which  they  were  invested 
by  the  gods.  The  orew^  readily  allowed  them 
to  come  on  boani,  supposing  them  to  be  go* 
verned  by  the  usual  spirit  of  curiosity ;  but 
shewed  very  strong  symptoms  of  opposition 
when  (hey  began,  without  ceremony,  to  plun- 
der, and  opened  such  peals  of  thunder  on  them 
tliat  they  were  ol>Iiged  to  jump  overboard  and 
swim  to  their  canoes  with  all  expedition,  sus- 
taining the  loss  of  40  men.  If  this  account  be 
true,  it  would  argue  that  they  had  not  seen  a 
ship  before,  or  they  certainly  would  have  known 
her  power,  and  not  have  made  such  an  attempt. 
Thei^  is  no  ascertaining  the  point  of  time  when 
this  happened,  for  the  natives  keep  no  account 
of  years,  much  less  of  months. 

Mr.  Mariner  does  not  know  how  long  Cow 
Mooala  remained  at  Fotoona,  but  it  must  have 
been  at  least  a  twelvemonth,  to  have  afforded 
him  time  to  build  another  large  canoe  fit  for 
his  voyage :  which  having  at  length  accom- 
plished, he  again  set  sail,  with  presents  of 
gnatoo,  mats,  &c.  and  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
provisions  for  his  voyage,  and  directed  his 
course  for  the  Fiji  islands,  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  in  another  cargo  of  sandal  wood.    He

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. lend' their  ^hI,  he  punished  them  by  cauting' 
a  scarcity  on  all  the  Ton^  iBlaruls,  which 
obliged  them  to  go  and  seek  food  elitewhere. 
A«  they  were  vastly  above  the  ordinary  «ize  of 
the  sons  of  men  now-a-days,  they  were  able, 
with  the  greatetit  imaginable  ease,  to  stride 
from  one  ittlaiid  to  another,  provided  the  di- 
stance wan  not  more  than  about  a  couple  of 
miles  ;  at  all  events  thdr  stature  enabled  them 
to  wade  through  the  sea  without  danger,  the 
water  in  general  not  coming  higher  than  their 
knees,  and  in  the  deepest  places  not  bigh«r 
than  their  hips.  Thus  situated,  no  alternative 
was  left  them  but  to  splash  through  the  water 
in  search  of  a  more  plentiful  soil.  At  length 
they  <;ame  in  sight  o(  the  island  of  Lotooma, 
and  viewing  it  at  a  distance  with  hungry  eyes, 
one  of  them  bethought  himself  that  if  this  small 
island  was  never  so  fruitful  it  could  not  supp)y 
more  food  than  would  be  sufficient  for  himself 
at  one  meal,  he  resolved  therefore  wisely,  out 
of  pure  consideration  for  his  own  stomach,  to 
make  an  end  of  his  companion ;  this  he  ac- 
I'ordingly  did,  but  by  what  means,  whether  by 
drowning  him,  strangling  him,  or  giving  him 
a  blow  on  the  head,  tradition  does  not  say. 
When  he  arrived  at  Lotooma  he  was  no  doabt 
very  hungry,  but  at  the  fame  time  he  fthliM-

He  neuunJinitly 
mtidti  a  pillow  uf  the  iHlniid  of  Uttoomn,  and  nut 
i'huuHioK  to  lie  in  tUr  wulfr,  lie  vliwtvhrd  hid 
U'IfH  (tor  Ml  tlie  Htory  ttaw)  over  to  tlie  inlnnd  of 
l''utuoim,  iiiukiiiir  u  >H»rt  ul'  bridure  (mm  an% 
pluec  to  the  other.  Jly  and  hy  he  unonHl  to 
Mueh  a  di'gree  thitt  hutli  ixlandM,  parli(*ularly 
Lotuunm,  were  tilmkeit  an  it'  hy  an  earthquake, 
Mu  Ml  irreatly  t<t  diHturb  tlie  peaceable  iiilia- 
bilaiitii.  The  people  of  the  latter  inland  beinir 
i'ouhmI  from  their  alumlwni  were  Ki-eatly  alarm- 
ed, and  well  they  uiiifht  bu,  at  thia  iinaeiuionHblo 
iiiid  extraordinary  noiiui.  llavhtK  repaired  to 
Ihe  pluue  where  liia  head  lay,  mid  diwoverijiK 
ihiit  it  Wiw  ail  iinmeiiNe  Kiviuitie  bein^  t'uHt 
iiNh'cp,  they  held  a  (luiiHiiUatton  what  Man  beat 
lo  In*  dune !  and  eanie  at  leiitfth  ttt  a  reMtlution 
III'  killiiiK  him,  il'  powihle,  betbre  he  awoke, 
li'Nt  he  iiiij^ht  eat  thfini  all  up,  V^  Itli  thu  in- 
iriitinti  every  man  anned  hlraaelf  with  au  uxe, 
and  at  a  lijpml  ffiven  they  all  utruek  bin  h«ad 
at  tlie  aame  moment  j  up  atailed  the  giant  with 
a  trenwndoui  roWi.WHtinPOVti^DV  hU  foot  ba 
4hMui  ,\U,h  nil  ihc  i»b         '  rimwh  toUitibiiiiff 


0tunned  tvith  the  blows,  he  sti^gered  and  fell 
agsin,  with  hin  head  and  body  in  the  »ea,  and 
being  nnable  to  recover  himself,  he  was  drown* 
ed,  his  feet  remaining  upon  dry  land;  and 
thus  the  great  enemy  was  destroyed/' 

As  a  proof  pf  these  facts  they  shew  two  enor« 
mous  bones,  which,  as  they  say,  belonged  to 
this  giant,  and  the  natives  in  general  believe 
it.  The  people  of  Tonga,  however,  are  not 
quite  so  credulous  with  respect  to  this  story, 
which  they  generally  tell  in  a  jocose  way.  Mr. 
Mariner  asked  Cow  Mooala  what  sort  of  bones 
they  were;  he  replied  that  they  were  enor« 
mously  large,  he  could  not  well  describe  tiieir 
shape,^-that  he  was  sure  they  were  bones, 
though  they  were  not  at  all  like  any  human 
bones,  and  he  supposed  they  must  have  belonged 
to  some  fish .  To  any  new  comer  from  Lotooma 
the  first  question  is,  **  have  you  seen  the  giant's 
**  bones  ?'*  But  it  would  appear  that  commu- 
nications with  Lotooma  were  not  very  frequent, 
since  the  inhabitants  made  so  sad  a  mistake  as 
to  think  Cow  Mooala  and  his  followers  gods. 

Cow  Mooala  shortly  took  his  departure  from 
Lotooma,  with  three  of  the  native  women  on 
board,  in  addition  to  his  other  followers,  and 
sailed  for  the  Fiji  islands.  Owing  to  the 
wind  he  deviated  a  little  from  his  course,  but 
tft  lenglli  aiYived  safe   at  Navihi    Levoo,  (as 
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the  autiven  cnW  it,  memtiiiig   lurtfe  Fgi:   the 
word  Nuvihi  in  (uirruptod  by  the  1  oiigu  peu- 
plu  to  Fiji,)  one  of  the  Fiji  inhuMlit,  to  the  north* 
went.     Here  (Jow   Moouhi  took  up  hin  reni- 
(lenee  with  the  ehief  of  the  inluiH),  wtiere  he 
reiiiHiiKiU  u  c^uniiieruhh!  hui^ih  of  time,  nmnU 
ing  ill  the  wur  with  other  iiihiudM.     The  iuhu- 
hitmitu  of  Nuvihi  l.evoo  are  nuieh  more  fero- 
4*iouH  than    thoHe  of  mont  of  the  other  Fyi 
inlaiid^i;  thin,  howevei*,  in  not  HtuteU   merely 
upon  the  authority  of  C!ow  Mooulu,  who  ocea* 
liiiMnilly  wuH  upt  to  exaggerate  a  little,  i\n  will 
by  and  hy  he  mhui,  but  upon  that  of  Mr.  Mari-* 
nc^r,  who  frecpnmtly  naw  and  eonvemed  with 
Home  of  itjK  natives,  a^  well  am  with  thone  of  the 
otiier  inhindH,  who  were  at  Tonga  in  him  time ; 
bt^Hideni  whieh,  Uv  ban  HUkvi)  been  at  Tau,  one 
of  the  Fiji  iHlandn,  and  eonHe<|uently  in  abln 
to  form  Mome  judgment.    The  inhabitaiitu  of 
Navihi  Im\uo  are   not   only  more   feroeioun, 
but  they  an^  nuieh  bitter  Mkilh:d  in  war  than 
tJioMi*  of  the  other  iidaiiiUi  and  are  therefore 
nuu'h  dreaded  by  them  :  to  giv^^  Uiemi^elveii  a 
lirrcu  r  i4ipearanee,  they  bore  a  hole  thi*ough 
thr    Moilt  part   of   the   Me|Kum   of  the    none, 
ilirough  whieh,  in  time  of  war,  tliey  mtiek  a 
( ouph*  of  tt^aUierfiii  nine  or  twelve  inchen  long, 
whirh  spread  out  ov^  each  nide  of  tlie  facet 
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like  imnieriBe  mustaches,  giving  them  a  very 
formidable  appearance.  The  worst  feature  of 
their  barbarism  is  the  horrible  practice  of  eat* 
ing  human  flesh,  which  they  carry  to  a  greater 
extent  than  any  of  the  other  Fiji  people. 
The  chief  of  the  island  was  reported  to  have  a 
remarkable  appetite  in  this  way,  we  must  not 
take  him  therefore  as  a  sample  for  the  rest;  for 
he  was  not  in  the  habit  of  sacrificing  his  pri- 
soners immediately,  (finding  them  perhaps  too 
tough  for  his  delicate  stomach,)  but  of  actually 
ordering  them  to  be  operated  on,  and  put  in 
such  a  state  as  to  get  both  fat  and  tender,  af- 
terwards to  be  killed  as  he  might  want  them. 
The  hands  and  feet,  particularly  the  latter,  are 
considered  the  choicest  parts. 

It  may  here  be  remarked,  that  cannibalism 
is  more  or  less  practised  on  all  the  Fiji  islands, 
and  has  its  origin,  no  doubt,  in  the  constant 
wars  in  which  the  people  are  engaged :  not 
that  war  among  savage  nations  universally 
gives  occasion  to  so  horrid  a  custom,  (for  in- 
deed we  have  many  instances  to  the  contrary;) 
but  in  those  uncultivated  nations,  where  a  spirit 
of  national  hatred  and  thirst  of  revenge,  on 
some  extraordinary  occasions  run  very  high,  it 
appears  to  be  an  instinct  of  uncultivated  nature, 
to  crown  the  catastrophe  by  a  feast  at  which 
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fivili/Hl  hntnniiity  rrvolti^*,  |Mirtioulurly  where 
II  Hrnrritv  of  pnivimoiipi  oxInH  nt  the  i^ittue  time. 
At  \Uv  Fyi  titlntidKi  wnr  nml  HevitNttitinn  lire 
iiMi(»h  more  frequent  thnti  nt  the  Tongn  imlandN, 
eonNeipieiitly  pieareity  in  nlso  mueh  tiiore  fre- 
<|in  111,  iuhI  eiumihiiliMti  neeorHinp'ly  mueh  mort* 
prm  tiN(»(l.  The  inland  of  Niwihi  I.evoo  in  more 
trouhhvl  hy  intestine  wi\r  than  the  other  Fiji 
i(«hin(iN,  iind  the  people  are  i^rreiiter  eannitmh. 
At  the  Tongii  iNlnndu  in  pntiicMtlur,  it  may  he  re- 
marked, that  the  inland  of  Tong'a  (properly  no 
ealh»<l)  in  eonstantly  in  a  i«itate  of  war,  and  sear- 
rity  eouNequently  i»«i  mneh  moiT  eommon  there 
than  at  tht*  other  Ton^^a  irdamh,  and  eanni- 
haliMiii,  tlH»rf?foiv,  mueh  lens  nhuddered  at.  At 
thf'  JNlnnd  of  I'ouga,  indeed,  this  inhuman  ha« 

*  IMr.  INtntihrr  had  fVom  good  Authority  ii  droumttAtiot 
titut  wmy  Uc  iiiontioned  here  tti  illuitrtttive  of  the  point  ia 
qucntion.  A  certain  man  at  Tonga  bad  a  violent  hatred  to 
niu)(lior»  whom  he  sought  an  opportunity  of  killing  in  battle; 
at  U  ngth  ho  nuccTrdod :  and,  cutting  open  the  body,  dliiected 
(ilVtho  livor,  and  took  It  home  to  bin  houiie.  He  tied  the 
b'vrr  up  in  a  piece  of  gnatoOi  and  whenever  he  wanted  to 
drinii  water  or  ooooa*nut  milk|  he  would  dip  it  in,  and  thea 
9()ueHv.ing  out  ftomc  of  the  Juice  into  his  beverage^  drink  it 
oil  to  miUiy  his  revenge  i  this  fact  was  universally  known 
niul  npokon  of,  but  with  nuich  disgust.  Ttie  cause  of  his  en- 
mity wnr«  thr  ill  usdge  which  his  wife  had  received  on  being 
token  piinonn  by  the  other.    Mr.  Mariner  knew  thttniin. 
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bit  is  by  no  means  so  general  as  at  the  Fiji 
islands,  but  then  it  has  not  been  the  scene  of 
warfare  for  more  than  about  twenty  years, 
whereas  the  Fiji  islands  have  been  familiar, 
more  or  less,  with  this  scourge  of  the  human 
race,  from  time  immemorial. 

Now  we  are  upon  this  subject,  we  may  men** 
tion,  that  at  Tonga,  the  imtives  report  that 
some  time  before  Mr.  Mariner's  arrival  among 
them,  an  European,  ship  touched  there,  the 
boat  of  which,  on  landing  near  Mafanga,  had 
a  quarrel  widi  some  of  the  natives,  in  conse- 
quence of  which,  three  of  her  crew  were  killed 
^^  dragged  up  the  country.  These  the 
natives  embowelled  and  dressed  the  same  as 
pork,  and  several  ate  heartily  of  them;  but 
shortly  afterwards  they  were  all  taken  very  ill, 
being  attacked  with  nausea  and  vomiting  to  a 
violent  degree,  and  three  of  them  actually  died. 
Some  of  the  natives  attributed  this  cirenmr 
stance  to  an  unwholsome  quality  in  white 
man's  flesh,  others  to  the  superior  power  of  the 
gods  of  England,  in  the  way  of  revenge  for 
killing  white  men.  They  were  strongly  corro- 
borated  in  their  opinion  of  the  superiority  of 
the  gods  of  England,  by  the  circumstance  that 
every  man  who  had  been  actively  concerned 
in  the  conspiracy  against  the  Port  au  Prince, 
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Imppeneil  eithor  to  be  kilM  in  battlti  or  to  die 
of  (liHtnims  <lnriiiK'  the  timt*  Mr.  Muriiier  re- 
umiiuMl  Ht  tlic*Ne  iHlHiicIa;  niitl  tlH\y  would  oilten 
C|iieHtioit  hint  whether  it  were  not  owin^  to  tha 
interftivnoe  tif  ihe  Knt{'li«l)  Kodn  iin  n  puniiih* 
mvwti  to  whieh  he  uIwh^m  tin»wered  tlieni  in 
the  aftirnnitive,  with  ii  view  to  hiN  own  imfety, 
and  to  inspire  them  with  rt^npeet  for  the  invini- 
hie  poweix,  whieh,  iieeonlinf;  to  their  notioni« 
prt*$ided  over  the  welfare  of  Knifland  and  of 
Kn^'liiihinen.  Some  of  the  natives,  in  joke, 
nac^  to  Nay,  that  they  wonid  kill  Mr.  Mariner, 
to  Nee  if  the  hotooaN  (k^hIn)  of  Kuffland  would 
reveuHfe  Iun  death,  alle^iniif  their  tliNhelief  in  the 
noNolieited  ai^eney  cd*the  Ijii^liNh  hotiioaM,  and 
their  opinion  rather  that  Mr.  Mariner  Uiniaelf 
had  heen  the  iMOiNe  of  their  deatli  by  hiN  pray- 
em,  Nolieitin^  Iun  ^oiiN  to  ivveuKt^  the  death  of 
hiN  eonntrymen.  TIun,  however,  waa  a  notion 
ehietly  of  llie  lower  onlem:  the  higher  elaaaea 
were  of  opinion,  that  the  hotooaa  of  h^nffhuul 
opt*ruttMl  of  their  own  aecH^rd,  without  any  in- 
tervttttion  or  prayer.  Finow  waa  atrongly  of 
thiN  opinion,  obaerviuK'  tinit  it  waa  but  fair  to 
NuppoHc*  that,  in  the  aame  proportion  aa  the 
white  men  wert«  Nuperior  to  them  in  know  led^re, 
NO  Wert*  lilt*  hotooaa  of  white  men  superior  to 
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their  hotooas  in  divine  power.     But  to  return 
from  this  tligression. 

Cow  Mooala,  after  remaining  a  considerable 
time  at  Navihi  Leyoo,  sailed  with  bis  people 
for  Tacownove,  which  is  a  district  on  the  west- 
em  side  of  Pau,  the  largest  of  the  Fiji  islande. 
Pan  is  much  resorted  to  by  American  vessels, 
and  vessels  from  Port  Jackson,  for  sandaU 
wood,  which  grows  to  perfection  only  at  a 
certain  part  of  the  island,  called  Vooi'a.  The 
principal  market  for  this  article  is  China;  and 
the  demand  for  it  is  so  great,  in  proportion  to 
the  smallness  of  the  place  »hich  produces  it, 
that  it  is  now  growing  scarce,  and,  conse- 
quently, dearer.  Formerly  they  would  give  a 
considerable  quantity  for  a  few  nails,  but  now 
they  demand  axes  and  chisels,  and  those,  too, 
of  the  best  quality,  for  tliey  have  gradually  be- 
come judges  of  such  things:  whales' teeth  are 
also  given  in  exchange  for  it.  The  cbiefe  of 
the  Fiji  islands  very  seldom  oil  theniselves, 
and,  consequently,  require  very  little  of  this 
wood,  the  principal  use  of  it  being  to  scent  tbe 
oil.  The  natives  of  the  'I'oiiga  islands,  how- 
ever, who  require  a  considerable  quantity  of  il 
for  the  above  purpose,  complain  heavily  of  it* 
scarcity;  and  what  renders  the  niatterslillwo 
for  them,  is,  that  the  Fiji  people,  dciiirnidioi 
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gn^atrr  niimhtr  of  nxm  ami  L'hJMelH  fur  a  ^iven 
<|imittily  uf  tilt'  wihhI,  ituw  impleiiiciitri  are 
ffrowiii^;  vfry  (unirt'c  nl  tlif  'I'uiiffii  iAtiiiulit,  iiinl 
pleriiifiil  at  Tiji.

Oiiriiig  the  liiiK'  Ciiw  Mooala  wa«  at  Pnii,  a 
TWMel  wa«  wrei'ketl  oh  a  reef  off  that  ialamt. 
All  the  crew,  except  a  couple,  periiilitHl.  The 
wrack  WM  taken  poaaeatioii  of  by  the  iialivcN ; 
■tb^  got  out  of  her  •  number  uf  dullani,  and  n 
i)ii.iiitii\  1)1  luiiNlinii,  with  Mine  other  Eaat- 
tadia  (tniimiHlitiu*.    I  «m  oiroumMancea 
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Mnuggler  on  her  return  from  Peru,  with  part 
of  her  original  cargo  undisposed  of.  One  of 
the  men  was  ailerwardv  killed  in  a  ({uunrel 
with  the  other.  Mr.  Mariner  could  not  lean 
the  name  of  the  veiwel. 

The  people  of  Pau  gave  CW  Mooala  an  ac- 
count of  an  CHormout  lizard,  which  they  mp- 
posed  uiu»t  have  come  i'rom  tiolotoo,  and  »ent 
by  the  godit.  They  tttated  that,  late  one  even- 
ing, a  canoe  put  in  at  a  neighbouring  omall 
i»land,  to  remain  there  for  the  night,  being  on 
her  way  to  «ome  more  distant  island.  The 
weather  being  very  hot,  and  the  crew  much 
fatigued,  they  resolved  to  sleep  out  the  nigbt 
upon  the  t^n  l>ea(:h.  When  they  had  been 
asleep  fwme  time,  they  were,  awakened  on  a 
sudden  by  the  loud  cries  of  oiic  of  their  com- 
panionn;  starting  up,  they  observed  l^  the 
light  of  the  moon,  with  the  utmost  aslonitb- 
meiit,  ii  prodigious  liz»rd  (us  Ibey  termed  it), 
plunge  into  the  water.  At  this  they  were 
greatly  alarmed,  and,  missing  a  man,  tbBf 
went  farther  up  the  country  fur  fiafrty.  Flirt)' 
in  the  morning,  one  of  tli<-iii  (a  young  lad), 
went  into  the  sea  to  ImtlKr.  atirl  was 
snatched  away  by  the  uioiwtcr.  'i'lie 
island  wax  soon  in  a  !*Ui\tt  of  alurai, 
body,  ofi   hearing  the    iii^wh.    flockd

^places,  partly  on  this  island,  and  partly  on 
.another  small  island,  close  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, when  an  old  man,  who  bad  observed 
that  he  came  on  shore  every  morning  at  one 
particular  place  near  the  lake,  in  which  he  af- 
terwards concealed  himself,  boldly  devised  a 
method  to  destroy  him.  Between  the  beach 
and  the  lake  was  a  large  fehi  tree ;  and  the 
old  man's  plan  was  this : — to  procure  a  long 
rope,  and,  passing  it  over  a  strong  branch  of 
■this  tree,  to  let  one  end,  at  which  there  was  a 
running  noose,  hang  near  the  ground,  whilst 
the  other  end  was  to  be  in  the  possession  of 
about  fourteen  or  fifteen  strong  men,  concealed 
at  a  little  distance  in  high  grass.  The  old 
man,  who  was  a  staunch  warrior,  and  well 
fitted  for  such  a  perilous  task,  having  engaged 

.the  solemn  promise  of  his  confederates  to  act 
their  parts  with  steadiness  and  fidelity,  under- 
took to  walk  about  on  the  beach  at  the  time 
the  monster  was  to  be  expected,  and,  at  his 
approach,  to  recede  behind  the  noose,  through 
which  the  animal    must  necessarily  pass  his 

-  head  to  lay  hold  of  him ;  at  which  moment 
he  would  call  out  to  them  to  pull  the  rope,  and 
noose  him  tight.     Matters  being  thus  adjusted, 

■  the  expected, enemy, made  his  appearance,, and 
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mil  townnls  the  old  mutii  uho  took  Uin  statioti 
lieliiiul  tlic  ii(K)iie,  luiil,  \\\v  moment  the  (iiiimal 
put  hifn  jat\»  thi*on|;rh  it»  he  »p^llll^^  haek,  und 
gave  the  appointed  •igiial ;  irmtaiitl)  the  eorc| 
WttM  dnuvii  tight,  and  their  pi*ey  wai<  eatight 
uith  \\\A  head  and  one  paw  thnntgh  Ihe  noone; 
they  noon  i^eenred  the  iope»  and,  running  upi 
heat  him  about  the  hetnt,  and  piened  him 
M  hen  ver  they  eouhJ*  till,  at  length,  after  mneh 
hard  wtirk,  they  killed  him.  \N  hen  their  toll 
wnn  over,  Ihe  first  thing  they  thought  of  (for 
IheNe  peoph'  have  a  Htrange  genius),  >vas,  to 
try  if  he  >va»  good  to  eat :  they  accordingly  eut 
him  up,  and,  neleeting  those  parts  nhieh  they 
thnuM:ht  the  tenderest,  they  baked  a  sullleient 
ipnuility,  ami,  ihuling  it  very  gtmd,  made  n 
luNirtv  nuMd.  Cow  IMooala  saw  the  bmies  of 
thi^  animal,  fnmi  the  deseription  of  whieh,  as 
v>ell  as  \y\\{\l  he  had  heard  eoneerning  the  tiv« 
inu^  animal,  I\tr.  (Marine  r  suppo.'«es  that  it  must 
have  been  a  eroeoilile  that,  by  sonu!  aeeident, 
bad  nuide  its  way  from  the  llastjndies:  and^ 
as  it  M  as  the  Hii^t  animal  of  the  kind  the  natives 
had  ever  seen,  or  ever  heainl  of,  \\v  need  not 
Wonder  that  they  supposed  it  to  be  a  superna- 
tural li/.ard,  sent  by  the  gods  fi*om  Holotoo,  as 
a  punishment  for  their  olfenees. 

Pan  is  deeidedly  the  largest  of   Uie  Pyi 

VOL.  t.  » 
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Mandfl,  and  much  larger  than  Vavaoo:  bnt 
Cow  Mooala  gare  an  exagprrated  account  of 
its  size,  describing  it  to  be  so  large,  that  many 
of  the  people  in  its  interior  had  never  seen  the 
sea,  owing  to  their  distance  from  it ;  and  that 
the  people  living  on  the  mountains,  and  who 
c^onstantly  resided  there  to  avoid  the  frequent 
Wars  and  disturbances  on  the  plains  below^ 
Very  seldom  came  down ;  and  when  they  did,  and 
saw  finh  for  the  first  time,  would  not  believe 
but  what  they  were  hotooas,  (gods,)  and  won- 
dered very  much  to  see  people  eat  them.  The 
inountains  on  the  western  side,  called  Tacow- 
nove,  are  the  highest.  On  the  base  of  one  of 
these  mountains  are  two  hot  springs,  sftuated 
n(!ar  together,  at  which  a  neighbouring  garri- 
son generally  boil  their  yamn  and  plantains^ 
by  putting  tlicin  int^>  a  vessel  with  holes  in  the 
side,  and  suffering  the  boiling  water  to  pass 
through  it. 

The  natives  of  the  Fiji  islands  are  much 
more  curly  headed  than  those  of  the  Tonga 
islands;  and  all  of  them,  both  men  and 
Women,  poMder  their  hair  with  the  ashes  of 
the  bread-fruit  leaf,  or  with  powdered  lime, 
prepared  from  the  coral,  or  else  with  soot 
collected  from  the  smoke  of  the  tr>oi-tooi« 
The  pulverized  lime  is  only  worn  now  and 
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4heii  nitli  a  viuw  to  Htiflfcu  their  Irnir,  mIucU 
it  (lorn  romurkuhl^  well,  lu  \iHi\\\t  cither  uf 
thene  HuhHtiiueuN,  they  plentiUilly  dilVuwe  it 
thrungh  nuter,  in  which  they  dip  their  heuil*; 
m\i\  when  the  huir  in  tlry  they  dip  n^aiti,  re- 
peiitiiig  tluH  operutiuii  three  or  tour  tiiueH:  the 
huir  heeomiuK'  now  rt^plete  with  the  powthi*, 
wln^n  qiute  ilry  they  work  it  np  with  i^n^ut  i*ure 
tind.  iitt(*ntioni  oeeupying  three  nr  tcnir  houm 
ill  lVi/«/inK'  it  out  with  u  Hort  ot*  (omh,  to  u 
eonnideriiible  dintunee  fnmx  tlu*  heud^  rewiem- 
idinu'  un  iinineiiHe  \\\\(,  from  four  to  nine 
inehen  thiek,  l>ein^*  nuKed  equally  from  the 
head,  ut  the  tiip,  huek,  und  miilen.  IJke  the 
TiniHU  peoph\  they  generally  go  Imreheuded  ; 
lint  to  prt^Nerve  thin  Hne  luuul-dreii^  from 
being  injured  by  the  dtJWi*  of  the  night,  they 
UHiuilly  eover  it  with  ubont  h  Ktpnire  yanl  of 
white  gnutooi  beaten  otit  very  line,  ho  ati  to 
appear  the  more  light  and  elegant ;  und  thin 
in  (piite  amtUeient  to  keep  idV  the  moisture : 
they  tie  it  on  with  i*emarkuble  neutneaH. 

At  the  V(]\  inlamlN  tlie  boyH  and  girU  go 
<piite  naked,  the  girln  till  they  mv  uhniit  ten 
yeurH  old,  the  boyM  till  they  are  ubont  tour- 
teen  :  a<\iT  whieli  periotU  the  girli*  wear  the 
UNuat  tIreHH  of  the  womeni  wliieh  t'otiMistti 
merely  in  a  m>rt  of  eirtular  apron,  about  a 

ff  a 
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foot  or  fourteen  inches  broad,  worn  quit* 
round  the  waist:  when  they  grow  old,  it  is 
increased  to  about  a  foot  and  a  half  in  breadth'. 
At  the  age  of  fourteen  the  boy  begins  to  wear 
the  mdhi^  or  usual  dress  of  the  men,  which  has 
been  accurately  described  by  Captain  Cook, 
as  seen  by  him  at  the  Sandwich  islands,  where 
they  use  the  same,  though  at  the  Fiji  islands 
it  is  of  much  greater  length,  being  wrapped 
round  the  body  many  times :  one  end  of  it 
passes  between  the  legs,  so  as  to  represent, 
when  adjusted,  what  in  surgery  is  called  a  T 
bandage *» 

Children  are  married  by  their  parents  (or 
rather  betrothed  to  each  other)  when  they  are 
three  or  four  years  old.  This  circumstance 
gives  rise  to  the  complaint  usually  made  by 
the  natives  of  Tonga  who  visit  Fiji,  that  they 
can  find  no  woman  but  who  is  under  the  pro- 
tection of  a  jealous  husband.  This  Cow  M oo- 
ala  sadly  complained  of;  and  it  leads  us  to 
the  inference,  that  the  women  there  are  very 
faithful  to  their  husbands.     A  man  may  have 

*  At  these  islands  they  perform  circumcision  at  fourteen 
years  of  age,  after  the  Judaic  method',  i.  e.  by  drawing  for- 
ward thp  prseputium,  and  cutting  off  a  section.

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i<!vci'iil  wiveii;  but  the  greatcut  chief,  that  ^ 
tthe  ^vho  if}  of  the  beit  family,  in  the;  principal 
wife ;  and  in  refipe<!t  to  her, — if  her  hnshand 
<lieN  first,  Nhe  must  be  Ntrang'led  on  the  day  of 
hiN  death,  and  aflterwardN  buried  with  him. 
Mr.  JMariner  known  thin  fact  from  what  hap- 
pened at  Vavaoo,  a  Nhort  time  after  the  peac*e 
with  Toe  Oomoo;  and  an  it  waM  not  men- 
tioned at  that  time,  the  preMcnt  \h  a  fit  oppor- 
tiinily  to  rehite  it.  Among*  Finow'n  followern, 
tliere  wag  a  certain  chief,  a  native  of  Fiji,  who 
about  that  period  fell  ill  and  died :  hi)!i  wiA;, 
who  waM  alno  a  native  of  Fiji,  in  aeeordanee 
with  tin*  reli^ioUH  notiotm  in  which  nhe  had 
been  brought  up,  eonMi<lore<t  it  a  breacli  of 
duty  to  outlive  him  ;  Nhe  therefore  demired  to 
be  Htrangletl.  All  her  Timtfn  friends  endea- 
voured to  diiiiMuadi,'  her  from  wluit  appeared  to 
them  MO  unneceNHary  and  u«ele»M  an  act;  but 
no  I  Nhe  waN  determinc^d,  nhe  Maid,  to  fulfil  her 
duty,  in  ilefeet  of  which  nhe  should  never  be 
happy  in  her  miuf^-^the  hotooas  of  Fiji  would 
puninh  Iht;  tuuJ  thuM,  by  living,  nhe  should  only 
incur  freitl|i  mimenen.  Her  friends,  fhidinf(  all 
remonstrance  iu  vain,  allowed  her  to  do  tarn  nha 
])leaNed  :  nUv  acconlingly  lai<i  herNclf  down  on 
the  ground  by  the  nide  of  her  deceased  huMband, 
with  her  Aice  upwards ;  and  desiring  a  couple 
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of  Fiji  men  to  perform  their  duty,  they  put  a 
band  of  gnatoo  round  her  neck,  and  pulling 
at  each  end,  f4oon  ended  her  existence*.  In 
tht!  evening  they  were  huried  together  in  the 
•arae  grave,  in  a  nftting  posture,  according  to 
the  Fiji  cnntoin.  Mr.  Mariner  happened  not 
to  he  pnrHent  when  nhe  wa*  strangled,  but  ar- 
rived in  time  to  »ee  them  huried,  and  to  hear 
the  ai'count  of  the  recent  event  from  tho»e  who 
had  been  eye.witnewe». 

Both  Hcxeft  at  the  Fiji  inlandn  adopt  the  cus- 
tom of  making  an  incision  in  the  lobe  of  eacrh 
ear,  and  introducing  a  piece,  about  an  inch 
long,  of  the  Htem  of  the  plantain  leaf,  to  keep 
it  di»tend<;d  :  when  healed,  they  intrcKluce  a 
thicker  piece,  and  afterwarclH  a  ^till  larger 
piece  of  th**  wood  of  the  tre<;  itself,  »o  a»  to 
cause  ih(?  lolxi  of  th^;  ear  to  spread  and  hang 
down  considerably.  'I  his  practice,  as  it  10 
considered  ornamental,  tfie  women  carry  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  the  men ;  and  at 
length  introduce  such  hirge  pi(!ces,  that  the 
lobe  of  the  ear  hangs  down  almost  as  low  as 
the  shoulder,  the  opening  tlnis  made  being 
about    ten    inches    in    circumference.       Fre-

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the  chief  was  partial  to  them,  because  his  wife 
was  a  native  of  that  place ;  he  therefore  readily 
admitted  Cow  Mooala  and  his  men  to  come 
also  and  reside  with  him.  Cow  iMooalii  took 
an  active  part  with  the  chief  of  Chichia  in  his 
war  against  the  people  of  Pan. 

This  war  had  been  kept  up  for  a  long  time, 
the  people  of  Chichia  constantly  committing

depredations  on  the  people  of  Pan,  without 
these  being  at  all  able  to  retaliate.  From 
time  to  time  they  had  taken  a  great  number 
of  prisoners,  which  were  kept  apart  for  a  pur- 
pose directly  to  be  mentioned.  A  few  days 
before  the  period  that  Cow  Mooala  had  fixed 
on  for  his  return  to  Vavaoo,  the  chief  of  Chi- 
chia made  a  sortie  from  his  strong  hold,  and 
gave  a  general  battle  to  the  people  of  Pan. 
The  men  of  Chichia  Mere  victorious,  and  re- 
turned  in  triumph  to  their  little  island.  The 
chief,  elated  by  these  victories,  rewolved  now 
to  have  an  extraordinary  feast  hefore  the  de- 
parture of  Cow  Mooala.  On  the  following 
day,  therefore,  a  grand  warlike  dance  was 
performed  by  the  men,  with  bracelets  of 
fringed  bark  under  their  knees,  and  of  shells 
round  their  arms.  Their  hodies  and  faces 
were  painted  with  various  configurations,  in 
black    and  yellow,    producing,    no   doubt,    a 
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iilninf4:<»   nppoarunro.     Each  tnaii   was  arniccl 
with  a  v\\\U  and  nprar;    ainl,  IIiiim  (MitiipiMMl, 
the  \y\uAv.   body  oF    thriti    fxhihitcd    varioim 
warlike;  aliiindrH,  Niirh  as  ihrcnvin^  \\w  Hpcar, 
Htrikin^*    with    tiut   <dnb,    &r.     Hhoutiii|u;'   and 
nin^-inf^^  altcrnati'ly.     \\  hrn  \\)v\  had  (luiHhrd 
tlirir  dari(*in|i{',  th(\v  Hat  down  to  drink  cava; 
aft^'r  whirh  \\\r  rhioff^avr  orch^H  to  his  rookn 
to  hrin^f  forward  thn  fcant :  iniinrdiatdy  tlicy 
advanrrd  two  and  two,  rarli   ronph;  hcarinj^* 
on  thrir  nhonhhi'M  a  hankc^t,  in  whirh  wan  thi* 
hody  of  a  man  harl»arn(*d   likr  a  hof;*.     'I1u^ 
ImmHch  wrro  planMl  hrforc  the  rhirf,  who  wat* 
Hoatiul  at  the  head  of  hin  eonipany,  on  a  htrg'e 
f;n'ren.     When   all   thene  vietirnn  were  phieed 
on    the   ffronnd,    hof^H  were    hron^ht   in    like 
manner;  after  that,  baHketH  of  yaniH,  (Mi  eaeli 
of  whieh  was  a  baked  fowl.     These  bein^  de- 
poNit(*d  in  like  manner,  the  mtnd»er  of  i/isf/ea 
MiiK  eonnted,    and    annomuMMl   alond   to  the 
ehief,  when  then*  apj)earc;d  to  be  two  hundred 
bunnin  InMlic^s,  twobnndrcd  hof(s,  two  hnmlred 
baskets  of  yams,  and  a  like  ntimber  of  fowls. 
'I'lie  provisions  were  then  divided  into  varicnm 
portions,  and  eaeh  deebired  to  be  the;  portion 
of  sneli  a  jfod  ;  after  whitdi  they  were  ffivrn  to 
the   eare   of  as   many   prin<^ipal   <dii<d'Hy    who 
shared  them   ont  to  nil  thttir  dependiintfl,  ao 
'  that  ercry  man  and  woman  in  the  island  had 
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a  share  of  each  of  these  articles,  whether  they 
chose  to  eat  them  or  not. 

It  would  be  perhaps  increasing  the  horror 
of  this  picture  beyond  the  truth  to  state  that 
every  person  present  partook  of  human  flesh : 
these  unfortunate  victims  were  sacrificed  and 
cooked  more  for  a  matter  of  form,  probably, 
than  any  thing*  else  ;  but  it  must  be  confessed 
that  the  chiefs,  warriors,  and  more  ferocious 
part  of  the  company,  partook  of  this  inhuman 
diet,  and  several  of  them  feasted  on  it.  Such, 
at  least,  was  the  account  of  Cow  Mooala  ;  and 
Mr.  Mariner  has  too  much  reason  to  think  it 
true,  because  he  afterwards  heard  the  same 
account  from  several  of  the  natives  of  Chichia 
who  visited  Tonga. 

A  few  days  afterwards  Cow  Mooala  set  sail 
for  Vavaoo,  where  he  arrived  safe  with  about 
fifty  attendants,  as  formerly  noted,  consisting  of 
Tonga  people,  natives  of  Fiji,  and  others.  As 
soon  as  his  arrival  was  made  known  to  Finow, 
he  issued  orders  to  the  owners  of  the  different 
plantations  of  Vavaoo  to  bring  to  the  marly  at 
Neafoo  whatever  they  could  afford,  as  presents 
to  Cow  Mooala  and  his  companions*. 

On  this  occasion  there  were  wrestling,  fight-

man  nniy  take  an  artivo  part,  if  he  feel^  him- 
Helf  at  all  no  iltHpoM(Ml.  In  thrne  eneonntem 
they  fre(|nently  get  their  arniN  broken ;  but 
lhij<  given  no  one*  any  ecmeern,  nejireely  even 
the  parly  who  NulferN,  who  immediately  gets  it 
not  by  any  one  in  the  cHunpany,  (and  they  an* 
all  tolerably  expert  at  thin  from  frequent  t>rao- 
tiee,)  nnd  bound  up  with  bandageft  of  gnatoo, 
lining  »tpliut»  made  frcun  the  cooua-nut  tree.

The  reailer  will  recollect,  perfectly  well,  tlie 
lorrreHM  of  Nioocalofai  on  the  i«iland  of  Tonjfa, 
^  lii(  h  Tinow  heiiieg-tHl  with  the  four  carronadei, 
and  afterwardii  burnt  to  the  ^(round,  with  t(ix^at 
alan|y(^htcr  of  the  garriMon.  Toobo  Malulii  wait 
chief  of  thin  fortivKH  at  the  time;  and  in  conne- 
<|urncc  of  Finow *h  vifforouH  attack,  he  left  it, 
with  Hudi  of  hill  followers  an  could  nave  them- 
Ht'ivcH,  and  lleil  up  the  country,  to  seek  refug^t 
in  Mome  other  fortromi.  This  chief  had  all 
idong  been  unfortunate :  at  the  time  of  the 
great  ri^vidution  of  Tonga,  and  the  early  success 
of  I'inow,  ht;  had  fled  to  the  Fgi  inlands  witli 
liis  followei^s,  and  had  resided  there  some  timft; 
gaining  experience  in  the  art  of  war,  <)n 
hJM  return  to  Tonga,  he  built  the  fortress  of 
Niooculofa;  fr*mi  which  he  was  afterwards 
driven  by  Finow,  as  already  related :  he  next 
4ook  refuge,  in  some  other  foi*tress;  from  which, 
owing  to  the  jealousy  of  the  chief»  or  somf$  other

«ftuie,  he  was  MigeA  to  dqiart,  and  amk  ahellcr 
in  a  third ;  ttom  whenee  he  waa  driven  hf  wome 
vniowMd  circumakmce ;  and  thna  he  became, 
in  feet,  quite  a  refugee ;  nobody  being  willing 
40  Yeceive  him  in  a  sincere  and  friendly  way; 
at  length,  however,  he  considered  himself  to 
have  found  a  permanent  asylum  in  ihe  fartrew 
of  Hihifo,  with  Teoo  Cava,  the  chief  who  had 
made  Finow  a  present  of  the  extraordiaarily 
well  trained  bird.  Teoo  Cava  received  him 
and  his  followers  iu  a  very  friendly  way,  iconsi- 
diering  them^a  great  acquisition  to  his  strengdi; 
toft  they  had  the  reputation  of  being  all  great 
warriors,  well  schooled  in  the  military  practices 
ofFyi. 

Teoo  Cava,  at  length  finding  that  no  enemy 
thought  proper  to  attack  him,  resolved  to  lay 
siege  to  the  garrison  of  Nookoo  Nookoo:  he 
was  successful  in  biH  attack,  and  took  it  with 
an  inconsiderable  loss  of  men.  This  being 
done,  he  determined,  contrary  to  the  advice  of 
his  matabooles,  to  garrison  both  fortresses* 
The  reason  the  matabooles  gave  for  the  impo- 
licy of  this  conduct,  was  the  readiness  wiA 
which  the  enemy  made  their  retreat;  which 
they  thought  argued  their  intentions  of  return- 
ing speedily,  with  fresh  strength.  Ambition, 
snkl  desire  of  larger  possessions,  blinding,  him^

rUnil*.  Anionic  thiia*  wan  T#'oo<*ava,  who,  with 
nevenil  other  jfreat  vUu*fn  unci  wnrrit^m,  ma- 
natfe^i  to  >fi't  out,  by  <  litnhing'  tip  ttie  b^vkn  of 
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those  whose  fidelity  prompted  them  tojend  thetr 
superiors  this  friendly  assistance  at  the  utmost 
peril  of  their  own  lives*  'J'eoo  Cava,  having 
thus  got  out  of  the  ditch,  was  making  the  best 
of  his  way  unarmed  to  llihifo,  when  he  was  met 
by  a  native  of  iiji,  belonging  to  the  enemy'* 
party,  who  gave  him  the  wat<:h-word,  which 
he  was  unable  to  answer;  instantly  the  Fiji 
warrior  struck  him  so  violent  a  blow  on  the 
bead  with  his  club,  that  he  buried  it  in  his 
brains:  the  club  hail  got  so  locked  into  the 
broken  skull,  that  he  couUI  not  immediately 
withdraw  it ;  and  he  prol)ably  would  have  left 
it  there,  but  discovering  what  a  great  chief  he 
had  killed,  his  club  from  that  moment  became 
exceedingly  valuable  to  him ;  the  pledge  as  it 
were  of  future  great  successes,  as  long  as  lie 
kept  it  in  his  posscHnion  :  the  triumph  of  hi«i 
fcelingH,  therefore,  prevented  him  from  seein;j 
or  hearing  another  man,  who  was  fast  ap- 
proaching; and  wliibt  he  was  in  the  a^t  of 
disengaging  his  club,  his  own  brains  were 
knocked  out,  and  his  speculations  as  suddenly 
destroyed,  by  one  of  'I'eoo  (.'ava's  men^  who»e 
swiftness  of  foot  brought  him  just  in  time  to 
revenge  his  fallen  chief,  by  laying  his  enemy 
prostrate  by  bin  »idc :  but  dangers  were  thick- 
ening round  him,  and  he  was  compelled  to 
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l<*ave  the  bddy  of  Tebo  Ctva  on  the  field,  and 
•f  (*nre  hiii  own  extotimce  by  a  ipeedy  flifiht  to 
Uihifo;  where  all  who  aucoeeded  in  making 
their  escape  quickly  arrived.  Tlie  body  of 
*reoo  Cava  whs  soon  found  by  the  enemy  {  It 
WM  conveyed  to  their  fortress,  cut  to  piecesi 
and  (munt  it  again  lie  said  I)  dressed  for  food. 

Among  the  garrison  of  llihifo  there  was  a 
chief  named  Ata;  he  was  not  an  old  man,  but 
he  had  a  great  reputation  for  political  wiidomi 
and  military  skill,  lie  was  a  native  of  the 
Island,  but  at  the  time  of  the  revolution  his 
fVirnds  and  acquaintance  had  all  gcmc  over  to 
the  llapai  islands  for  peace  and  safety.  He 
however  resolved  to  remain  for  the  sake  of  his 
()lcl(*st  and  most  sincere  friend,  Teoo  Cava,  and 
to  assist  and  stand  by  him  to  the  last ;  (for  Ata 
was  endowed  also  with  some  of  the  best  qualities 
oi*  the  human  heart).  As  1>oo  (.^ava  Was  now 
no  more,  Ata,  conscious  of  his  skill  in  war,  and 
the  confidence  which  all  the  men  placed  in  him, 
proposed  to  take  upon  himself  the  command 
oi*  the  garrison ;  and  his  oilers  were  gladly.ac« 
cepted.  I'lie  other  garriscms  of  the  island  soon 
hearing  of  the  death  of  Teoo  Cava,  and  the 
great  losses  he  had  sustained,  several  of  them 
entered  into  league  against  llihifo,  and  shortly 
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commenced  a  oiege,  which  lasted  fourteen  days ; 
but  at  leDg^th^quarreHing  among  themselves, 
and  iSnding  the  besieged  hold  out  so  manfull} , 
and  wiljial  being  struck  with  awfiil  astonish- 
ment,, at  the  extraordinary  brav^iry  of  Macca- 
papa^,  who  w^m  said  to  be  invincible*  by  the 
peculiar  protection  of  the  gods  ;-Vthey  raised 
the  siege,  and  each  party  repaired  "as  quidcly 
as  pps^ible  to  its  own  fortress,  lest  it  should  be 
taken  possession  of  by  some  enemy.  During 
the  siege,  all  the  women  made  themselves  re< 
markable  by  their  resolute  assistance  in  the 
defence  of  the  place ;  lest,  for  want  of  men,  it 
should  be  tak^n  by  the  enemy*  The  ^vidown 
oC  Teoo  Cava  I,  however,  were  so  ai&icted  at 

*  ft  will  be  recollected  that  Maccapapa  was  formerly  in 
the  service  oF  Toe  Oomoo;  but  at  the  peace  he  left  Vavaoo, 
•pprehenilve  that  Finow  might  play  him  tome  treachery. 

f  Speaking  of  Teoo  Cava  calls  to  mind  a  circumstance, 
mentioned  in  thjs  second  Missionary  Voyage,  respecting  Eliss 
Mosey  and  a  black  woman,  both  belonging  to  the  Ame- 
rioan  ship  Duke  of  Portland,  Captain  Lovat  Melon ;  the 
date  Is  not  mentioned.  Through  the  treach^^y  of  Tcoo 
Cava,  (who  from  mistake  of  pronunciation  they  call  Ducava,) 
the  orew  were  all  murdered,  excepting  three  or  four  per- 
•oas,  amopg  whom  were  Eliza  Mosey,  and  the  black  womao. . 
THe  latter  was  still. at  the  Hapai  islands  when  Mr.  Mariner 
left;  she  latterly  became  insane,  but  lived  as  a  sort  of  do- 
mestic, (being  harmless,)  with  a  certain  female  chief,  who 
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liii».loM|  that  many  of  tlieiHi  it  ii  t&iili  fttran* 
yled  themielvoA,^ 

Atthii  timo  Toobo  Mtlohi  lent  word  to  hit 
brother  Toobo  Toa,  (chief  of  the  Hapai  iilandti) 
that  being*  weary  of  hia  unqniet  and  haraaainy 
life  at  Tontra,  and  being*  deairoua  to  aettle  at 
Hapai,  he  wiatied  hU  brotlier  to  petition  tht 
king  in  hia  behitlf;  and  to  obtain,  if  poaaiblOi 
hitt  pardon  for  having  fought  againat  him  at 
Nioocalofai  and  to  procure  leave  for  himaelf 
and  hia  chieA  and  matuboolea  to  reaide  at 
llapaii  and  be  lienceforth  tributary  to  him. 
1'hia  mvaaage  waa  brouglit  to  Toobo  Toa  by  a 
chiaf  and  two  young  roataboolea^  aa  befbfb 
atated,  Toobo  Toa  having  communicated  thla 
requoAt  Of  hia  brother  and  hia  followera  to  th» 
king,  ^la  latteri  after  a  little  conaideratloiii 
gave  hia  eonaent  that  they  ahould  reaide  at  tht 

troat^U  [\§t  kindly.  Kllna  Mo^^y  bDCumt  ona  of  tha  wlv9i  af 
T»oa  Ca#A|  who  wm  mu^h  imvlod  by  tha  tMwt  ohtaA  au 
that  Aooounl,  iht  btiiif  a  wUn  woman.  Sha  mtda  hat 
••oiipi^  attf  rwardii  in  tlt«  Union  of  Now  Yorki  and  arrtvtd  at 
Port.JackNOUj  wh(»ro  iho  ronminod.  Mr,  Marintr  hai  ilaaa 
aocIdtMitally  hoard  (Voin  a  woman  who  had  boon  at  Port 
Jac  kion«  that  Ellia  Moaoy  roturnod  afttrwarda  to  ToagOi 
with  a  ahip  that  wont  ibr  tho  purpoio  of  laying  in  a  oargo  of 
pork,  but  which  wai  ahorily  aftorwardi  wroukod  among  tho 
liji  iriondn.

Hapftt  islanilft,  npon  condition  that  Toobo  Tea 
would  keep  n  strict  eye  upon  his  brother'f  con- 
duct, and  be  answerable  for  him,  which  was 
frn'medjately  agreed  to.  Toobo  Toa  there- 
ppon  got  ready  a  large  canoe,  and  proceeded 
to  Hihifo  to  receire  his  brother,  who  came  on 
board  with  nil  hi«  chiefs  and  choice  warriors; 
Ahe  remainder  of  his  attendants  followed  after- 
wards in  another  canoe.  Having  touched,  in 
their  way,  at  the  Hapai  islands,  they  proceeded 
im  to  Vavaoo,  to  pay  their  respects  to  Fiaow, 
«ad  to  receive  his  pardon. 
)  'A»  soon  M  the  king  heard  of  their  arrival  al 
'VaV»6o,  he  repaired  with  all  hin  chieft  and  ta»- 
rtabooles  to  the  house  on  the  marly  at  Neafoo, 
hkving,  besides  their  usual  dress,  small  mats 
■round  the  middle,  significant  of  its  being  a 
-•olemn  occasion,  and  out  of  respect,  too,  for 
Toobo  Malohi  (although  he  came  as  an  hum- 
ble tuppliaDt),  for  he  was  a  very  great  chief, 
jMiperioc  even  to  1'oobo  Toa,  as  being  his 
'fidcr  brother.  Toobo  Malohi  being  informed 
'(Hat  the  king  was  already  seated  in  the  large 
Ikoufie  on  the  marly',  ready  to  receive  him,  he 
and  h\»  followers,  heing  all  dresse<l  in  large 
mats,  expretwive  of  their  very  gieat  respect, 
with  Iraves  of  Ihr  ifi  tree  round  their  neoks 
(IS  u  mark  of  Mubuiiwioii,  n-ent  forth,  witii  due 
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«entimenti,  thui  habited,  am)  orcompituii^  by 
■  priMt,  to  it  houie  dudimted  to  TalUu  Toobdv 
and  «nt  down  before  it.  The  priett  then  ad* 
drewted  the  divine  ipirit  that  was  luppoted  •» 
reside  tli(;re,  to  the  falluwiii|f  piirpoK^;  "  Ueni 
"  thou  aeeiit  the  men  who  buve  come  from 
"  Tonf(u  to  implore  thy  piirduii  for  their  crimeii; 
"  they  have  bfett  rebels  ugtilnst  those  cbie^ 
"  who  hohl  power  from  divine  authority,  but, 
"  beint(  sorry  for  what  they  have  done,  Ihey 
"  hop<!  that  thou  wilt  be  pleased  to  extend  thy 
"  protection  towards  titem  for  the  future,"  Tlia 
priest  ttien  rme  up,  and  luid  a  piece  of  cava 
root  under  the  euves  of  the  house:  after  nhich 
he  proceeded  towurdii  t'inow,  with  the  sup» 
pllantM  all  folluwinf(  him,  one  cIom:  uIUt  an^ 
other  in  the  unler  of  their  nink,  their  beadi 
bowed  down,  and  tlieir  hands  elasped  before 
them,  and,  cnterint;  the  house  on  the  vide  opr 
jHwile  the  krn^r,  they  seated  themselves  before 
him  und  liis  nmtabooles,  tlteir  hands  stiH 
rlttNpcd  lo^thcr,  und  their  beads  bowed  down 
almost  to  touch  the  ((round.  AtU^r  a  little 
lime,  thu  priest,  who  sat  between  them  aud  tlie 
king,  ttddntssed  the  latter  to  the  following  pur- 
poHi: :  '*  \  on  here  see  1  ooIki  Mululii,  and  bis 
"  chiefs  and  followers,  who  have  beeu  to  im- 
**  plore  the  pardon  of  Taliii  'roob6t  aud  are 
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**  now  come  to  humiliate  themselves  before 
'^  you ;  not  that  they  expect  you  will  pmrdon 
*^  them  after  io  obstinate  a  rebellion,  but  they 
^  come  to  endeavour  to  convince  you  of  their 
*'  sorrow  for  so  great  and  heinous  a  crime : 
**  they  have  no  expectation  but  to  die,  there* 
*>  fore  your  will  be  done*."    After  a  short 
pause,  the  priest  again  said,  ^'  Pass  your  sen- 
^*  tence,  Finow :''  he  then  rose  up,  and  retired 
among  the  people.     In  a  little  time,  Finow 
said  to  the  supplicants,  ^^  ToogooA  he  io  \fi^^ 
-Take  off  the  rji  leaves  (which  is  a  sign  of  par* 
don) :  of  which  command  they  took  no  notice, 
as  if  unwilling  to  believe  so  great  a  mercy  was 
shewn  to  them.     Finow  again  said,  ^*  Tougook 
•**  he  Io  ifi^**  upon  which  each  took  off  his  ifi 
leaves,  but  they  all  remained  in  the  same  pos- 
ture.    Defore  we  go  further,  it  must  be  ob- 
served, that  there  were  vacant  places  left  among 
Finow's  chiefs  and  matabooles  for  Toob6  Ma- 
lohi  and  his  principal  followers,  hIio  i«ere  of 
"■nfflcient  rank,  to  be  called  to  after  they  had 
received  their  panlon ;  but  for  a  great  chief, 
circumstanced  as  was  I'oobo  Malohi,  to  obey 
this  summons  (which  is  alwayn  pronouuicd  by

tlie  mfttaboole  •ittinf  nMl  to  Fiii5w)  wpnht 
wither  hn  §o  raikpeotfbl  nor  no  (mident  ftn  to 
remain  where  he  waiii  and  take  nctnottceof  it» 
a«  if  alto(i;ether  unworthy  of  beinfl^  to  tmttedt 
whilut  a  chief  of  leas  noble  rank  would  not  lie* 
•itate  to  obey  the  commandi  and  take  the  ieat 
appointed  for  him*  All  this  is  done  upon  the 
principle,  that  a  fpreat  chief,  ao  offeiidingi  oujg^bt 
to  keep  himnelf  aa  humble  ai  poaaible^  leat^ 
havinff  (p^at  power  and  autborityt  he  might 
lie  au^pccted  of  intentiona  to  equalise  himself 
with  hitf  auperiora,  and  ultii^ately  to  revolt: 
whereas  minor  chiefti,  having  but  little  poweri 
are  not  liable  to  excite  jealousies:  besides 
whicht  these  minor  chiefti  being  governed  by 
their  superior,  are  thought  to  be  less  priqiinal 
than  he  who  leads  them  astray  by  hia  authbrity. 
This  formed  a  aubject  of  dispute*  before)iand| 
among  the  company :  some  thought  thai  Too« 
b6  Malohi  would  instantly  obey  the  order  to 
take  his  appointed  seat,  consoious  of  his  c&uilted 
rank,  and  fearless  of  the  jealousy  of  Finow  t 
the  greater  part,  however^  were  of  opinion, 
that  he  would  remain  where  he  was,  knowing 
well  the  revengeAil  disposition  of  the  Jffotif^  and 
iiis  promptitude  to  sacrifice  those  whom  lie  stis- 
pected.    In  a  little; time  this  matter  Was' put 
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out  of  diipute.  The  mataboole  on  Fineii'V 
right  band  (exclaimed  aloud,  "  Toobo  Malobil 
**  here  ii  a  place  for  you."  'I'be  chief  ifeemed 
not  to  hear  the  iwnnous,  keepiog  bii  head 
bowed  down  to  the  earth:  the  mataboole  again 
■aid,  **  Toob6  ]>l.al6bi  1  here  iit  a  place  for 
"  you;"  but  biy  can  were  Hill  shut*  and  h« 
preKfyed  the  saiae  humble  posture.  The  roar 
taboole  theu  tmid  to  the  ulherK  |Uf:t.eftBirc)y 
(mentioning  their  ixavatu  iu  the  order  of  their 
rank),  "  here  is,  a  place  for  you ;"  and  they  ac* 
cordingly  seated  theraMslves  as  their  utaatJi 
were  called  over,  in  the  places  appointed  ifor 
them.  (i.  e.  those  who  were  of  sufficient  rank 
to  sit  in  the  cirele,  the  others  retiring  amoog 
the  people),  leaving  Toobo  Malolii  seated  by 
hinuelf  in  the  middle  of  the  ring.  Cava  was 
now  {ffepared,  and  served  out  to  the  company, 
each  in  his  turn,  according  to  his  runk,  not  ex* 
ccpting  Toobo  Malohi,  who,  iu  this  case,  wm 
■erved  the  fourth :  when  the  cava  was  prer 
sented  to  him,  he  neither  took  it  nor  raised 
up  bis  -liead,  but  speaking  to  somebody  who 
•at  a  little  behind  him,  that  person  stretchet) 
his  amu  forward,  and,  receiving  it  for  him, 
took  it  awtty,  reserving  it  for  'I'oobo  Malobi, 
to  drink  after  the  cava  party  should  be  dis*

Shortly  after  Toob6  Maldlii  and  hia  fol- 
lowers had  departed  for  the  flapai  islaiul«, 
Finow's  youiif^er  daughter,  named  SAw-aw  m&i 
tal&ngi  (which,  in  the  Hamoa  lan((uage,  means 
defscended  from  the  sky),  about  six  or  aeven 
yearH  of  age,  fell  sick ;  on  which  occasion  she 
was  removed  from  her  father's  Jioase  to  another 
inside  a  fencing,  consecrated  to  Tali'^.Tooblk 
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thf?  patron  god  of  the  Itan*.  AlmoHt  every 
morning  n  hng  wai  kilkd,  dneMed,  nnd  pre- 
netited'Wrare  thr  Houm,  bb  all  offering  ia  tlir 
grid,  that  he  might  Bpnre  her  life  for  the  Makit 
of  Finow.  On  theln  oecanionM,  one  or  otltnr  of 
the  matabooleftf  and  Hometimcs  ttvo  or  threi;  in 
succerition,  made  an  nddrcis  to  the  iavolted  di- 
vinity (for  he  had  no  prieat),  to  the  following 
purpoH:  "  tierc  thou  aeeat  aatemblrd  Finow 
"  and  hU  chinfa,  and  the  principal  tnataboolea 
*'  of  thy  favoured  land"  (thfl  Tonga  inlamli. 
taken  collpctively),  "  thou  aeent  them  humbled 
"  before  thee.  Me  pray  thee  not  to  be  mer* 
"  rilew,  but  apare  the  life  of  the  woman*  for 
"  thr  Hnke  of  her  father,  who  ban  alwayn  been 
"  iidentive  to  every  rellgioui  cerfnnonyf:  but 
"  if  thy  anger  ia  justly  excited  by  some  rrima 
**  or  misdemeanor  committed  by  any  other  of 
"  us  who  are  here  amembled,  wa  nntrent  thea 
"  to  inflict  on  the  guilty  one  the  tmnishment 
*'  which  be  merits,  and  not  to  let  go  thy  v«n>

t  finow  wni  noted  tot  hit  want  of  rfllgton  i  th«  slinvt

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**  geance  od  one  vbo  was  born  but  wtyettcr* 
**  day.  For  enr  own  parts,  why  do  we  wish  t» 
'*  lire  but  for  the  sake  of  Finow ;  bat  if  bii 
"  family  is  afflicted,  we  are  all  afflit^ted,  inoo' 
"  cent  as  well  as  guilty.  How  canst  tiMni  be 
"  merciless !  dost  thou  not  sec  here  Findwf— 
"  and  is  not  A'foo  here,  who  descended  inm 
"  ancient  Tonga  chiefs  now  in  Boldtoo  ;~aiid 
"  is  not  F6too  here,  and  did  he  not  descend 
"  from  Mo(mo</e  formerly  How  of  Tonga  f— 
*'  and  is  not  A'h  here,  and  Niuc^ptto,  and 
*'  TooAcp'/— then  why  art  thou  merciless  ?"  (spoi 
ken  in  rather  an  Impatient  and  peremptory 
tone)  "  have  regard  for  Finow,  and  save  tb« 
"  life  of  his  daughter." 

Efeiy  morning,  as  before  stated,  for  abodt 
a  fortnight,  a  hog  was  killed  and  offered  to  tb« 
god,  anil  addresses  were  made  similar  to  tbe 
above,  and  repeated  five,  six,  or  seven  timM 
a  day,  but  the  god  seemed  to  hearken  nift  Ut 
their  petition,  and  the  child  daily  got  worae. 
In  nljout  fourteen  or  sixteen  days,  finding  tbeir 
prayers  unavailing,  they  took  her  to  another 
fencing  in  (he  neighbourhood,  consecrated  to 
Too'i  Jbo'a  Boh' too.  Here  the  same  ceremo- 
nies were  practised  for  alumt  a  «prk,  »ilhu 
little  good  result.  Finon ,  tindinf^  hi^i  daughter  i 
getting  worse  in«ii»*d  of  belter,  ordered  I 
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larnre  canoei  to  be  launched,  and  hit  wivesi 
thieff4,  mataboolen,  in  «hort  his  whole  house- 
hold, to  go  on  board.    Hii  sick  daughter  was 
conveyed  into  the  canoe  which  be  and  hii  wives 
occupied,  Mr.  Mariner  also  being  on  board. 
Thoy  set  sail  for  the  island  of  Uoonga,  whir^h 
belonged  to  a  priest  called  Toobo'  Tia,  who 
was  accustomed  to  be  inspired  by  Finow's  tu- 
telar god  Toobo*  Tot&i.    On  this  island  sereral 
^enclosures  or  fencings  are  consecrated  to  this 
yod :  to  6ne  of  which  his  daughter  was  carried^ 
.miHd  the  same  offering  and  same  kind  of  ad- 
,clress  was  frequently  made;  but  in  this  case, 
not  liefore  the  eonserrateU  house  where  the  kick 
child  lay,  but  wherever  the  priest  Imppened  tp 
L)e,  which  was  generally  at  his  own  house  or  at 
Fiiiow's.    It  must  here  be  remarked  that  those 
•gods  who  have  priests  are  invoked  in  the  per- 
son of  the  inspired  priest  wherever  he  may 
happen  to  be :  those  who  have  no  priest  are 
invoked  at  the  consecrated  house  by  a  mata- 
bDole,  as  was  the  case  in  the  late  instance  with 
TuH-jf»TiH>bo\  who  has  no  priest« 

Toobd  TotiiyfM  thus  invoked  everyday,  in  the 
person  of  his  priest,  during  a  fortnight  or  three 
fir^eks.    Seated  at  the  head  of  the  cava  ring^t 
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he  cteemed  much  alTectiN],  and  generally -tbed  a 
pmfuaion  of  team.  To  their  earnest  entreatiei 
he  warrely  ever  made  any  aniMer,  and  when 
he  did,  it  waa,  tor  the  moat  part^  to  the  ibllov. 
jng  effect;  "  \1  hydoyou  weary  youraelvea vitb 
"  entrea^ng  me  ?"  (i^Making  aa  if  he  were  the 
god)  "  if  the  power  to  restore  the  wonuM 
"  rented  Bolely  with  me,  I  would  do  it :  be  af> 
**  Nored  it  i«  all  done  by  the  will  of  the  godaof 
*'  ^olotoo."  Eveiy  day  be  vtiited  tlie  tick  girt 
frequently  aiU  down  by  her,  took  her  -bsnd  and 
ahcd  teara.  During  thia  time  the  matabook* 
frequently  repaired  to  the  bonae  bt  Him'  prieit, 
and  laying  cava  before  him,  conaulted  Ub 
prirately.  <>n  one  of  theae  occaijons,  FIdow 
not  being  preaent,  be  told  them  that  If  tb^ 
knew  why  the  child  wai  aick  they  would  not 
oomn  thus  to  invoke  him  :  he  then  declared,  in 
general  terini,  that  it  was  for  the  conunofl 
good.  I'inow,  being  informed  of  this,  addresKd 
the  priest  at  the  consultation  on  tlie  following 
morning,  asking  him  (or  rather  the  god  witbfn 
bim]  »hat  he  meant  by  the  general  good  ?  "  If 
*'  ny  spirits  are  oppressed,  are  not  thoae  of  all 
*'  wy  subjects  so  likewiw }  but  if  the  gods  ban 
"  any  resentment  against  us,  let  the  whole 
"  weight  of  vengeance  fall  on  my  head  :  I  few 
"  not  their  Tengeancer*-but  spare  my  child ; 


^  mid  I  eavuettlY  intreat  jfoa»  Tooh  Tot^u  to 
^'  exert  aU  your  inflttenM  with  the  other  gadii 
*'  that  I  alone  may  iuffer  all  the  puniihrnent 
''  they  deaire  to  inflict/'  To  thii  the  god 
returned  no  answer,  and  the  prieat  retiring 
among  the  people,  the  company  separated. 

As  soon  as  FInow  arrived  at  his  houae,  hia 
spirits  no  doubt  much  agitated,  and  his  pride,  in 
all  probabiUty,  much  hurt,  he  laid  down  on  his 
mat,  ai^d  felt  himself  much  indisposed.  His 
illness  hourly  increased,  and  feeling,  as  he  said, 
n  secret  presentiment  of  approaching  death,  his 
feniale  attendants  ran  out. and  informed  his 
chiefii  and  matabooles,  who  in  consequence 
immediately  repaired  to  his  house,  and  found 
him  unable  tp  speak ;  for  as  soon  as  he  siiw 
tliem  he  endeavoured  in  vain  to  give  uttemnce 
to  his  ideas,  and  seemed  choked  by  the  vehe- 
mence of  his  inward  emotions.  At  length  a 
flood, of  tears  coming  to  his  relief,  he  acknow- 
ledged the  justice  of  the  gods,  but  lamented 
gi^eatly  that  he  was  about  tp  meet  his  death  on 
a  bed  of  sickness  instead  of  going  to  brave  it  in 
l|)e  field  of  battle.  After  a  little  pause,  he  said 
in  a  calm  but  firm  tone  of  voice,  ^^  I  tremble  at 
^'  tlie  approaching  fate  of  my  country :  for  I 
^'  perc^eive  plainly,  that  after  my  death  the  state 
^'  of  aifaii^i  will  be  much  altered  for  the  worse.

iiifitiuir^«  lie  had  sliawn  of  diiobedience  16  fej> 
li^'iouK  procuptu,  and  of  exreeding'  disreipefrt 
for  diviiir  power ;  tlmttliey  had  at  flrat  reiolvtcl 
upon  hin  dt^ath,  but  that  he  (Toob6  Totii) 
haviiiK-  ropoatedty  intwuedKl  In  hia  behalf, 
some  of  tlie  other  godi  alio  took  hia  part ;  in 
ronnequencc  of  which  there  aroaef  very  violetit 
UiMicuidiona  in  Boldtoo ;  not<  aa  lie  explained  to 
thciri,  by  actual  flgliting,  for  goda  are  ifnrnoftal, 
and  ran  neither  be  killed,  wounded,  nor  hurt, 
btit  by  urgent  and  potent  argnmehta^  w^hkh 
hud  oi*caaioned^  he  aald,  the  late  high  winda 
and  treniendouM  thunder.  That  they  had  eon- 
aequently  eome  to  a  reaoluUon  of  aaving  hiii 
lifr,  aeoing  that  Ium  death  wcmld  be  a  greater 
evil  to  hi»  people  than  to  hitnielf,  and  of  pu- 
nishing him  in  another  and  perhapa  more 
at^vere  way,  viz.  by  the  death  of  hii  moat  dear 
and  beloved  daughter,  who  niuat  therefore  be 
inevitably  taken  fV*om  him :  for  aa  it  had  been 
decreed,  beyond  all  revocation,  that  either  he 
or  hia  daughter  mudt  die,  her  life  could  not  be 
Maved  without  taking  away  hia.  Aa  a  aort  of 
proof  of  thiH  decree,  he  bade  them  remark  ttiat 
whilat  Hnow  waa  at  thia  time  ill,  hia  daughter 
waa  much  better,  and  comparatively  full  of  life 
liud  Hpirita,  (which  wan  actually  the  caae.)  To* 
nu>rrow,  he  Kuid,  her  father  would  be  tolerably 
voh.  I.  a  I 
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ivell,  for  the  gods  had  not  decreed  his  imme* 

'  diate  death,  but  only  a  temporary  illnes^^  t6 

,    impress  on  his  mind  a  sense  of  their  power, 

and  then  his  daughter  would  relapse,  and  be 

as  bad  or  worse  than  ever. 

The  priest  being  now  silent,  the  chiefs  and 
matabooles  left  him,  with  a  strong  belief  of  the 
rtruths  he  had  been  telling  them.  When  they 
arrived  at  Finow's  house  they  found  him  some- 
what better,  but  did  not  communicate  what 
they  had  heard  from  his  priest.  This  however 
;  was  soon  rumoured  among  the  other  chiefs  and 
matabooles,  in  the  king's  cook-house,  wheris  they 
generally  resort  for  cava,  and  which  from  cus- 
tom has  become  a  sort  of  rendezvous  to  pick 
up  or  retail  news.  Mr.  Mariner,  who  had  been 
with  Finow  (his  patron,  father,  and  protector;) 
during  his  illness,  coming  to  the  cook-house  ^uA 
hearing  what  the  priest  had  said,  went  out  of 
curiosity  to  Finow's  daughter,  and  was  sur- 
prised to  find  her  sitting  up,  eating  ripe  ba- 
nanas, and  in  very  good  spirits,  talking  at  inv 
tervals  to  her  female  attendants. 

In  the  evening  Finow,  feeling  himself  for 
the  most  part  recovered,  visited  his  daughter, 
and  found  her  much  worse  than,  as  he  was 
informed,  she  had  been  in  the  morning.  He 
now  expressed  his  intention  of  passing  the 
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night  at  her  howe,  which  he  accordiiigly  cliil. 
^\\nm  he  UMoke  in  the  murniug  lie  felt  hirib- 
Hclf  peri'ei'tly  recovered ;    but  going  to   hi« 
daughter's  niut,  he  founds  to  hiwi  utmoit  grief, 
that  lilie  Mas  worse  timn  ever.    In  the  course 
of  the  morning  he  went  clown  to  the  sea-nhorq, 
to  give  souie  orders  respectiug  an  altenUion 
he  designed  in  tlie  sail  of  his  canoe,  in  which 
he    also   employed   himself   (to   distract   hi|i 
thoughts  probably)  the  greater  part  of  th^ 
ihiy.    At  niglit  he  again  slept  at  the  liouse  of 
his  daughter;    and  very  early  the  followinf 
inorniuD  gave  orders  for  all  his  chiefs,  mata* 
buulis,  and  attendants,   to  go  on  board  his 
t*anocs,  and  gave  directions  fur  his  daughter 
uIhu  to  be  carried  on  board;   then  following 
himself,  made  sail  for  the  island  of  Ofoo,  with 
inlcnliun  of  consulting  Al^i  V&loo,  the  tutelar 
god  of  his  aunt  Toe  Ovmoo.   lliey  arrived  after 
twu  hours  sail;  and  immediately,  on  landing, 
w  ent  and  presented  cava  root  to  the  priest  of 
that  god  (the  name  of  the  priest  Mr.  Mariner 
has  forgotten).     In  the  mean  time  the  sick 
rhild   was   taken   to    tlie    god's    oonseerated 
house.     The  company  being  seated  in  tha 
{ircs(*nce  of  the  priest,  a  bowl  of  cava  was 
presented  to  hiiy, — when  the  god  said— •♦  l.t 
"'  JM  in  vain  that  you  come  here  to  invoke  .mjs 
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*'  u^  «  Mi^ect  on  « hirh  you  have  obtained 
"^  «H  ^  infenntioit  that  it  it  neceaaaiy  for 
'^  >vu  I*  knaw,  7'voM  Tolai  liaa  already  in' 
*■  ttrucM  ,vwu  iu  tbr  will  o(  the  goda,  and  f 
^^  v«ii  cvmittUHiratr  iwthiniir  farther.'^  The 
^KvM  lwvi»ir  wud  tht»,  Finow  and  hia  attend- 
tutlK  wm>  Hp  and  «fui  their  way.  In  th« 
vwuw  at'  the  alWruoon  the  sappoaed  vktim 
vl'  diviw;  vvu|;«uH-«>  HMB  removetl  to  aevenl 
ikthcr  i-ikHMMTtittHl  huuiitn  in  the  mine  ialand, 
aud  waa  aiifl^rtMl  to  remain  about  half  an  boor 
w  an  huur  iu  each,  with  the  hope  that  the 
would  derive  beneAt  fntm  the  aiiapicet  of 
either  of  the  deitieti.  Mho  wrre  tmafrined  Id 
n*itide  iu  tituse  plarcit.  Kemoval,  tinwerer, 
appeared  to  nmke  her  Miirae ;  and  at  lenffth 
•he  was  almost  Hpt't^'hlt-wt.  DnriuK  the  njgbt 
her  father,  with  anxioim  wiUritiide,  nat  by  the 
aide  of  her  mat,  watthinif.  with  niff^m  and 
tears,  the  pro^rew  of  her  Hinorfler.  The  next 
morning,  which  brought  no  nigh  of  rettimit^r 
health  to  enlivon  the  hopt'n  of  nn  afflirtarl  pa- 
rent,—Finow  gavr  direrlinnit  to  proceed  to 
Maedvg,  the  placr  nt  Vavnoo  whi-re  (an  the 
reader  will  recollert)  Sooboonoo,  Cacahoo,  and 
aevrral  otlier  great  ||pri),  «rn-  nvm-A  hy^ 
Finow'n  oi-dfrN.  ^te^  ''"^  ''■ 

a  little  more  than  Vhvnno,  t 
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r.U'iiA  diMl,  linmediattly  »ll  tbe  fenuile  nt- 
t«MUnto  lM^)(an  to  lament  in  a  most  wt^l 
Mtruin,  IwiainK  'ti^ii*  breoKtw  witli  violent  ngi- 
tsti'ion,  Htiil  exhibiting  every  mark  of  aorrow 
and  d<wpair  i— but  Hu«w  tat  iu  »iUnu«  and 
dejection,  weeping  for  tbe  fate  of  Ium  daugbt«r. 
In  a  little  time  they  reached  the  coaat  of  Vo* 
vaoo,  and  took  tbe  body  to  a  large  hQUitt 
c«lled  Itddno,  (wx  po«t«,)  or  the  marly  4i 
IVeafpo,  followed  by  l''inow,  hii  wivea,  c\^i$0^, 
tnatabooleti,  and  atlendaat*,  all  liabil«d  in 
mala.  The  bo^  wai  laid  out  an  a  fim  and 
iMMUtiful  llanioa  mat.  and  tlien  waahad  ov«r 
with  a  mixture  of  oil  and  water:  after  wbicb 
jt  waa  anointed  with  iwndaUwood  oil. 

It  muHt  be  here  noticed,  that  the  king  had 
(Utermined,  in  the  event  of  hi«  daugbifr'f 
death,  not  to  bury  her  exaetly  after  the  Tongf 
faihion,  hut  partly  according  to  that,  pardy 
agreeably  to  tbe  cattom  of  Hamoa,  and  part^ 
according  to  a  fancy  of  bia  own.  After  tluB 
body  wan  wuiihed  and  anointad  with  oil,  it  WM 
wrapperl  up  in  fourteen  or  fiftaen  yardi  of  Am 
Eaat  Intlitt  embroidered  mnalin,  wbieh  h$4 
ftmnerly  Iwlonged  to  one  of  the  offieerR  of  A« 
Kirt  III)  I'mto-  li  waa  next  laid  in  a  la^ 
■  lirot.  »lii<  l>  had  been  made  ob  boanl 
fur  tilt  naa  vT  Mr,  Bnmm,  Mi 
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of  »6me  cedar  planks  taken  in  a  prize.  Over 
the  body  were  rtrewed  wreaths  of  flowers, 
made  for  the  purpose  by  her  female  attend- 
ants. Orders  were  now  issued  by  Finow,  that 
nobody  should  Wear  mate,  (although  it  was 
ciiatomaiy  on  such  solemn  occasions,)  but 
should  dress  themselves  in  new  tapas  (this  is 
the  Hamoa  custom) ;  and  instead  of  tji  leavei 
fvund  Aeir  necks,  be  ordered  that  they  should 
wear  wreaths  of  flowers,  (this  was  an  idea  of 
his  own,)  as  if  dressed  for  some  occasion  of  re- 
joicing. I'he  chest  was  placed  on  two  laFg;e 
bales  of  gnatoo,  in  the  middle  of  the  bouse, 
end  the  body  laid  thus  in  state  for  the  space 
of  twenty  days ;  during  which  time  iV1oo6d^ 
Toob6, 1'inow^s  principal  wife,  and  all  her  fe- 
male attendants,  remained  constantly  with  the 
body.  In  the  course  of  tlie  first  nigbt  the 
mourners  broke  out  in  a  kind  of  recitative, 
like  that  on  occasion  of  the  death  of  Toobo 
Neuha,  (p.  151,)  but  in  a  very  imperfect  way, 
because  Pinow  had  ordered  that  no  appear- 
ance of  sorrow  or  sound  of  lamentation  should 
he  mad^ ;  but,  in  spite  of  this  injunction,  they 
occasionally  could  not  restrain  their  grief, 
1)eating  their  breasts  with  every  mark  of  deep- 
ielt  anguish.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  the 
l^asoa  of  Fiuow's  whimsical  conduct  on  tliuj

On  ih<'  iiinetefittb  day  it  wna  reinuved  (torn 
thr  redur  rbe«i,  itnd  dt'puHited  in  the  model  of 
a  t-antic,  alMnit  ihrei*  I'ei-t  and  a  half  long, 
nnidr  for  the  expreiia  pui^iuNe,  and  nicely  po- 
Ijulied  by  onn  of  FinowV  mrpenterii  (thia  ia  th« 
llaniDtt  t'OHtum).  Uy  thia  lime  the  bmly  hkd 
Itcronie  lunvb  inflated,  and  exirentely  uflt-naivet 
lint  iht'  oHlee  of  reiiiuvlug  it  vtM  performed  by 
iHune  nuiivi-i  of  llumoti.  who  were  art'imtomed 
lo  Miu  h  luNka*.  During  the  whole  uf  this  day, 
mill  ihi!  follow  inK  nigiiU  Ihe  bo«ly  ineloaed  in

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tite  canoe,  with  the  lid  cloMly  ftstened  down, 
remained  in  the  house:  in  the  mean  tiioe  fu 
now  iifiued  order*  for  a  (general  atwemfoly  of 
all  the  inhabilMiti  of  the  inlwid,  to  take  pUr^ 
<b«  enniing  auyrpiuff  before  the  house,  and 
nobody  to  be  absent  under  any  preleiit  what* 
■oeVer,  not'  even  that  of  illnew. 

Early  the  following  day  hII  the  people,  ae- 
eording  to  Finow'it  ordera,  awembled  before 
the  houM,  where  there  waa  a  larj^e  aopply  of 
provisiona  and  frava  for  the  coneloaion  of  the 
ceremony.  In  the  mean  time  the  body  wai 
Mnreyed  to  the  Fyt6ca,  where  it  waa  dqio- 
iMled,  in«ide  the  houae,  withoat  any  pomp  or 
form,  not  within  the  grave*  but  on  the  top  o( 
it,  that  Hnow  mif^ht  see  the  roffin  whenever 
he  pleased,  and  take  it  away  with  him  when- 
ever h<>  went  to  a  difilanr^. 

On  this  ffxtnu>rflinary  occasion,  which  die 
caprice  of  Fiofm  rendered  a  scene  of  reioicii^ 
rather  than  of  mourning,  after  (he  prorisiom 
and  cava  were  ihared  out,  ihcy  began  the  en* 
tertainmenls  of  wrestling  and  Iwxing  as  osoat 
at  festivals.  'After  the  men  bad  shown  tbdr 
strength  and  dexterity  in  these  feats  by  single 
engagements,  the  king  gave  orders  that  ^1  die 
women  wt  i,of  the  mooa  should 

arrange 
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(lUt  all  tbft  women  who  reiided  inuth  of  th« 
rmoa,  wlio  were  to  Riran^  thenwelvtiH  on  tb* 
other.  It  wan  not  a  very  rare  ocuurrence  fur 
woniMi  to  flight  in  pairs  on  occuiuni  of  re« 
juieing :  but  a  fpeneral  enffaircment  lllte  tblf, 
with  about  flfteen  hundred  women  on  each 
side,  wui  a  thing  altogether  new,  and  beyond 
all  precedent,  and  quite  unexpectdd  at  a  fu* 
iwral  ceremony.  The  women,  however,  readily 
easHged,  and  kept  up  the  contest,  with  obatl- 
imte  bravei-y,  for  iihont  an  hour,  without  a  foot 
id'  frround  beinK  lost  or  gained  on  either  side  ; 
nor  Mould  the  battle  have  sulwided  then,  if 
l-'inuw,  neeing  the  persevering  c-uurage  of  theM 
bei'oines,  bud  not  ordered  them  to  ijesist,  tha 
buille  httving  cent  them  several  sprained  anclei 
nnd  broken  arms.  They  tbught  with  a  great 
deal  of  steadiness,  and  gave  fbir  hits,  without 
pulling  one  another's  hair.  The  men  now  dl» 
videU  themselves  in  like  manner  Into  two  par- 
ties, and  began  u  general  engagement,  which 
waa  persisted  in  a  conalderable  time  with 
much  i'uvy,  till  at  length  that  party  whieh  hti- 
Jonged  to  the  side  of  the  island  on  wbloh  Fl- 
now  dwelt  began  to  give  way:  instantly  lu 
1  tW)m  the  bouse  In  wbii^h  he  was  aeated, 
mimiiU'  liirt  HH'i)  by  his  presence  and  ex- 
wbich  lif  efltoctad  to  nioh  a  dflgref. 
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that  tbe  <^osiie  party  in  their  turn  fell  bark, 
tpd  were  completely  beaten  off  the  firroutKl. 

Thia  contest  bein^  now  ended,  the  company 
dupened,  each  to  hit  respective  home,  whilst 
Finow  retired  to  a  small  house,  which  bad. 
been  built  since  his  daughter's  death,  near 
Bd6no  (tbe  large  house  on  the  marly) ;  and 
there,  feeling  himself  much  exhausted,  be  laid 
down  to  rest  from  his  fttigue.  He  had  not 
been  long  in  this  posture  before  be  found  btra- 
aelf  very  ill:  his  respiration  became  difficult! 
he  turned  himself  repeatedly  from  side  to  side ; 
bis  lips  became  purple,  and  bis  tinder  jaw  seem- 
ed  convulsed :  from  time  to  time  he  groaned 
deeply  and  most  horribly:  all  the  by-atanders 
were  much  affected,  the  women  shed  a  profiision 
of  tears,  and  the  men  were  occupied  no  doubt 
with  the  thoughts  of  what  commotion  might 
happen  in  the  event  of  his  death,  what  blood

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About  the  middl*  of  th*  nig^t,  do  mAuti 
disturbance  had  taken  place,  but  aome  of  the 
prince'a  confident*,  wbo  were  di^wreed  about  to 
be  OQ  the  watch,  brought  intelligence  that  Fbotu 
wai  hiding  wcrct  conference*  with  aome  of  the 
■ativtiofVaTaoo.  Tbeprince,howeTer,tbongbt 
it  advisable  BOt  to  take  any  active  measnres, 
Kor  to  eppotf  to  BOtiee  it :  be  therefore  merely 
Mrdsrad  his  Sj^es  to  keep  a  strict  eye  upon  dieir 
pfoesedJngs,  and  to  obtain  all  the  farmer  in- 
Anottioii  they  well  could,  without  incuiring 
saqpidoD.  At  the  same  time  be  resolved  in  hi* 
•WB  mind,  as  soon  as  the  consmt  of  the  people 
khonld  establish  bis  anthoriQ',  to  banuh  all 
Bv^doos  chieft  to  the  Hapai  islands.  About 
an  boor  afterwards,  be  learnt  that  Voogi  the 
preceding  day  had  ordered  sundry  parties  of 
bis  men  to  post  themaelvea  behind  the  bushes, 
on  each  side  the  road  to  Nioo  Lalo,  doiiag 
the  time  that  Finow's  body  was  being  canied 
there,  with  <adera  to  roah  oat  and  kill  all  who 
accompanied  the  body*  in  case  a  fit  oppor- 
tunity  presented  itself:  but  no  such  oppor* 
lunity  bavii^  offered,  his  men  had  ussi  nilili  il 
armed  along  with  him,  at  a  house  near  Ibe 
water  aide,  with  hia  casoe  ckae  at  baad,  mkI 
bad  be«i  tbcfC  all  Ae  prcce^ng  part  of  Ike 
■igbt.  Tbeprincewdered  that  DO  noQre  should 
be  take«  of  hn  botf         oaition,  b«t  Aat  all  . 
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h\»  own  men  should  ktvp  theinielveii  \ve\\ 
Hi'iiied,  nnd  hi  perfcrt  reftdliiMt  to  mfel  the 
fneiny  in  ct»e  of  a  nvolt:  h«  alio  divptttrhed 
men  to  watch  aa  nBrrowly  nil  powible  other 
chtefli,  whom  he  be^n  to  think  might  be  oon- 
necterl  with  Voo^j.  Durinfr  the  cemalnHer  of 
th^  night,  no  diatiirbance  took  place.  In  the 
morning,  w  «oon  m  it  was  light,  the  people 
Itegnn  to  assemble  on  the  marly,  oat  of  respect 
to  the  departed  chief;  and  sat  on  the  ground, 
ivRJting  for  the  commencement  of  the  oere- 
monirn  UKual  on  such  extraordinary  occasions. 
In  the  mean  time,  the  prince,  and  his  uncle, 
Finow  F^i,  prepared  cava  at  a  neighbouring 
Itoime,  and  presented  It  there  to  the  priest  of 
Toobo  Totait  out  of  retpect  to  that  god,  who 
was  now  become  the  tutelar  deity  of  tbe  young 
prince.  By  (^  mouth  of  bis  priest  the  god  de- 
sired him  not  to  fltar  rebellion ;  for  who  ^onld 
dare  to  rebel  against  a  chief  wbo  w«s  the  peculiar 
rare  of  the  powers  of  Bolotoo  ?  He  oommanded 
him  moreover  to  reflect  on  the  circumstances  of 
hin  tktber's  death,  as  a  salutary  lesson  to  hlm- 
»e!f :  '*  Your  fifttber,"  said  the  god,  "  is  now  no 
"  more;— but  wliy  did  he  die?— because  he

eticf  here  ended.  A  short  time  after,  the  prince, 
^Ur>t  refU'rtin^  uii  the  words  of  the  orucle, 
[  addressed  by  »  wornauB  who  was  sitting 
rr2 
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The  prince  and  bit  uncle,  Finow  iyi,  next 
held  a  consultation  together  respecting  their 
mode  of  conduct,  particularly  in  regard  to  cer- 
tain chiefn,  who  were  suspected  of  not  t>eing 
well  disposed  towards  their  family.  Finow 
Fgi|  for  his  own  part,  said,  that  he  had  no 
other  wish  than  to  coincide  in  whatever  should 
seem  likely  to  establish  the  peace  and  welfare 
of  Hafooloo  How  (the  name  giren  to  Vavaoo 
and  all  its  neighbouring  small  islands^  taken 
collectively),  and  that  the  only  method  of  doing 
th]^.  would  be  to  send  all  those  chiefs,  who  pre- 
tended  to  have  a  right  to  the  sovereignty,  or 
who  were  suspected  of  such  pretensions^  away 
to  the  Uapai  islands.  As  to  his  nephew,  he 
said,  that  there  could  not  well  arise  any  dis- 
pute to  his  right  of  succession  (except  on  the 
part  of  ill  disposed  chie&),  in  as  much  as  he 
was  the  late  king's  heir,  and  was  well  beloved 
by  the  Vavaoo  people,  on  account  of  his  having 
been  the  adopted  son  of  the  late  Toobo  Nenba, 
and  also  because  he  was  bom  at  Vavaoo,  and 
brought  up  there*  The  prince  agreed  with  his 
uncle  on  the  propriety  of  sending  the  pretenders 
to  the  Ilapai  islands,  particularly  Voona,  who 
was  of  the  line  of  those  chiefs  who  governed 
Vavaoo  before  the  revolt  of  Tonga ;  and  also 
Voogi,  who  was  at  the  head  of  a  strong  ^party 
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Thin  fart  wan  tiftonvanlH  rouflrnu^d  by  other 
pf^rsoiit,  and  particiihirly  hj  rtTtain  MiirrioiHi 
who  hiul  ac^tiially  receivH  onlern  to  noize 
Touho  'IVa,  and  murdt«r  him.  I  him  wan  a 
phm  of  Harrlle^ioiiM  \viok(Mhu*NK  hroniycht  to 
liK'htfMiiirh  made  all  thtme  who  now  h(*anl  it  for 
the  flrHt  time  nhudder  at  the  mere  thoufi;ht: 
**  No  wonder!*'  (for  Norh  wan  the  u'eneral  ex- 
rhimation)  ^*  no  wonder  that  he  died  I  a  ehief 
*"  with  Hueh  dreadftil  Ihonflrhtn!^*  Mr.  iVlariner

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CHAP.  XIII. 

Cefemony  of  Fiiiow't  burial— <jrief  of  his  widows — Setfin'

All  the  cbiefii  and  matabooles  were  now  as- 
sembled on  the  marly'  at  Neafoo.  Among  tbe 
rest  was  Voona,  to  whom  the  prince  went  np,: 
and  intimated  the  necessity  of  removing  tbe 
body  of  his  father  to  F^llet6a.  It  would  have 
been  thought  very  disrespectful  if  he  iiad  not 
mention^!  thil  to  Vodha  before  be  iMnedwderf 
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trH|iu(  tiiiH*  i1,  iK^cfuiito  \'(ionu  ^vhh  h  very  (frrat 
vU\v\\  evori  KToatt*r  than  Fiiiow  liimiiAlf,  itiul 
Hiioli  II  roHi'rve  on  hiioIi  ii  pnblir  onniHion, 
toMiinlH  II  i«niM«rior,  uould  liuvr  hft*n  un  act 
ofliMiNivt*  to  tlM»  M'OiU,  It  may  appear  Htraniifo 
that  Voona  hiin  a  ^ri^attT  ohiof  than  the*  noii  of 
thi*  kinff,  yet  it  In  a  fi*t*qnent  oiniiTriu^e,  that 
the  khi|if  iit  rhcmen  IVcmi  a  family  not  of  the 
hii^he^t  rank,  on  aeoount  of  hin  miperior  miii- 
iUmi  or  niilitaiy  «kill,  and  thin  m\n  the  eaHe 
with  the  present  royal  family  ;  no  that  the  kin^f 
is  ollltii  ohlii^eil  to  pay  a  rertain  reremonion» 
renpeet  (hereafter  to  be  noti(*e<l),  towanln  many 
either  ehiefn  (even  little  ehihlr(«n),  who  are 
^neater  nohle*H  than  he. 

The  (timpany  uere  now  all  Heated,  habited 
in  matH,  waiting:  for  the  body  of  the  deeeaiied 
kiniif  to  be  bron^fht  forth.  The  monrnem  (who 
are  alnnyn  uomen),  ronNJHtinfr  of  the  female 
rehitiohH,  Midowii,  miNtremieN,  and  aervants  of 
the  deeeaned,  and  Nneh  other  femalea  of  iome 
milk,  hIio  ehooNe,  out  of  reNpeet,  to  officiate  on 
f^neh  an  oeeanion,  were  a^nembleil  in  the  honaev' 
and  Heated  round  the  eorpNe,  which  still  lay 
ont  on  the  balea  of  lifnatoo.  They  were  all  ha«> 
bited  in  larjufe,  old,  ra>rf(ed  mata,  the  more 
rnKKed,  the  itiore  At  ftir  the oecaaloni  iin  heiifgf 
more  emblennitiiMil  of  a  npiHt  IVnokenttoMni,  or; 
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it  it  were«  toni  to  piecM  by  grid.  Their  ap- 
pearance was  calculated  to  excite  pity  and  Mr- 
row  in  the  heart  of  any  one»  whether  accnt- 
tomed  or  not  to  inch  a  scene :  their  eyea  were 
swollen  with  the  last  night's  frequent  flood  of 
grief,  and  still  weeping  genuine  tears  of  r^^et; 
the  upper  part  of  their  cheeks  perfectly  black, 
and  swcdlen  so  that  they  could  hardly  see^  with 
the  constont  blows  they  had  inflicted  on  them- 
selves with  their  fists ;  and  their  breaste,  ako, 
were  equally  bruised  with  their  own  muqplaeed 
ajttd  untimely  rage. 

Among  the  chiefii  and  matabooles  who  were 
seated  on  the  marly,  all  those  who  were  parti- 
cularly attached  to  the  late  king,  or  to  hh 
cause,  evinced  their  sorrow  by  a  conduct, 
usual,  indeed,  among  these  people  at  the  death 
of  a  relation,  or  of  a  great  chief  (unless  it  be 
that  of  Tooitonga,  or  any  of  his  family),  but 
which,  to  us,  may  well  appear  barbarous  in  the 
eaireine ;  that  is  to  say,  the  custom  of  cutting 
and  wounding  themselves  with  clubs,  stones, 
knives^  or  sharp  shells ;  one  at  a  time*  or  two 
or  three  together,  running  into  the  middle  of 
the  eurcle,  formed  by  the  spectators,  to  give 
these  proofs  of  their  tJ^treme  sorrow  for  the 
death,  and  great  respect  for  the  memory  of 
their  departed  friend. 
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Ihe  genttments  exprettcd  by  tbeie  Ttctiait 
of  popular  iuperttition  were  to  the  following 
purpoee:  **  Finowl  1  know  well  your  mindt 
''  you  have  departed  to  Boldtoo*,  and  left  youf 
''  people  undorauepictonthat  I,  or  tome  of  thoie 
''  about  you,  were  unfaithflil;  but  where  ie  the 
''  proof  of  inftdelity  ?  whereieafiinfrle  tnsUinoe 
**  ofdieretpeet?''  Then,  inflieting  violent  blowii 
und  deep  cuta  in  the  head  with  a  club,  «tone, 
or  knife,  would  aflfain  exclaim,  fit  intervale, 
''  la  thin  not  a  proof  of  my  Adolity  ?  doM  thie 
''  not  evince  loyalty  and  attachment  to  the  ma- 
'^  niory  of  the  departed  warrior?''  Then,  per* 
ha)iii,  two  or  three  would  run  up,  and  endea- 
vour to  eeize  the  aame  club,  aayiniaf,  with  a 
ftirioua  tone  of  voice,  *^  Behold  I  the  land  i§ 
''  torn  with  etrifo  1  it  it  amitten  to  piece«  I  it  ia 
*'  Kplit  by  revoltal  how  my  blood  boilal  let  ua 
''  haste  and  diet  I  no  longer  winh  to  liret  your 
''  death,  frinow,  ehall  be  mine  I  but  why  did  1 
''  wieh  hitherto  to  live,  it  waa  for  you  akmef 
''  it  wan  in  your  service  and  defence,  only,  that 
'*  1  wished  to  breathe!  but  now,  alas,  the 
**  oountry  is  ruined  I  Peace  and  happiness 
*'  are  at  an  ewll  yom*  death  baa  insarod  owal 
*'  h«m*cforth  war  and  destruction  alone  can

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^^jtfimper/'  TbiiM  upeechr^  were  aecompa^ 
nie/1  with  m  wilil  and  frantic  agitation  of  the 
hifdy,  wtiil^t  the  parties  itut  and  braised  their 
htndn  eifery  two  or  three  nord»,  with  the  knife 
or  c\uh  they  held  in  their  handa. 

Othirra,  fNimei^ltat  more  ealm  and  moderate 
in  their  ffridf^  would  para4le  up  and  down  with 
rather  a  wild  and  agitated  step,  i^pinning 
and  whirling  the  elub  abont,  atriking  them* 
uehim  with  the  edge  of  it  two  or  three  times 
violently  upon  the  top  or  back  of  the  bead  ^^ 
and  then,  suddenly  stopping,  and  looking  sted- 
fastly  at  the  instrument,  spattered  with  blood, 
exclaim,  **  Alasl  my  club,  who  could  have  said 
^*  that  you  would  have  done  this  kind  office 
^^'  for  me,  and  have  enabled  me  thus  to  evince 
♦♦  a  tristimony  of  my  respect  for  Fiiiow  I  Never, 
**  no,  never,  can  you  again  tear  open  the  brains 
*^  of  his  enemies!  Alas!  what  a  great  and  mighty 
*^warrior  has  fallen!  Oh!  Finow,  cease  to 
**  suspect  my  loyalty!  tie  convinced  of  my 
**  Melity  !  But  what  alisurdity  am  J  talking ! 
**  if  1  had  appeared  treacherous  in  your  si^t, 
^*  I  should  have  met  the  fate  of  tliose  numerous 
**  warriors  who  have  fallen  victims  to  your  juit 
^*  revenge:   but  do  not  think,  Finow,   that  f 

*  They  undenUnA  tolerably  well  how  to  avoid  tbo  iitui* 
tion  of  tb«  Isrgor  artoriof  * 
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'^  reproach  you  ;  no  I  I  wiih  only  to  convince 
''  yon  of  my  innocence,  for  ivho,  that  has 
*'  thouf(lit(i  of  harming  hi«  chiefs,  ihall  f^row 
'*  white-headed  like  me?  (an  expreiiion  made 
''  use  of  hy  aome  of  the  old  men).  O  cruel  ^dil 
''  to  deprive  uaof  our  father,  of  our  only  hope, 
**  for  whom  alone  we  winheil  to  live  I  We 
''  have,  indeeti,  other  chiefs,  hut  they  are  ohly 
''  chiefs  in  rank,  and  not  like  you,  aloa  I  great 
"  and  mighty  in  warl" 

Such  were  their  sentiments  and  conduct  on 
this  mournful  occasion.  Home,  more  violent 
than  others,  cut  their  heads  to  the  skull  with 
such  strong  and  frecpu^nt  hlows,  that  they 
caused  themselves  to- reel,  produeing  after- 
wards a  temporary  loss  of  reason.  It  is  diitl* 
cult  to  say  to  what  length  this  extravagance 
would  have  been  carried,  particularly  by  one 
old  man,  if  the  prince  had  not  onlered  Mr. 
IMariner  to  go  up  and  take  away  the  club  frcmi 
him,  as  well  as  two  others  that  were  engaged 
at  the  same  time.  It  is  customary  on  such  oc- 
(*nsions,  when  a  man  takes  a  club  ft*om  another, 
to  use  it  himself  in  the  same  way  about  his  own 
head  ;  hut  Mr.  [Vlariner,  being  a  foreigner,  was 
uu\  expected  to  do  this ;  he  therefore  went  up, 
au<l,  after  some  hesitation  and  struggle!  secured 
the  cluliN,  one  after  another,  and  returned  with 
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tbein  to  his  seat,  When,  after  a  while,  tliey  were 
taken  by  others,  who  used  th^n  in  like  manner. 
After  these  savage  expressions  of  sorrow  bad 
been  continued  for  nearly  three  hours,  the 
(Hince,  having  first  signified  his  intentions  to 
Voona,  for  reasons  before  stated,  gave  orders 
that  the  body  of  his  father  should  be  taken  to 
Felletoa  to  be  buried.  In  the  first  places  a  bale 
of  gnatoo  was  put  on  a  kind  of  hurdle,  and 
the  body  laid  on  the  bale:  the  prince  Aen 
ordntd  that,  as  his  father  was  the  first  who 
introduced  guns  in  the  wars  of  Tonga,  the  two 
carronades  shouM  be  loaded  and  fired  twiee^ 
before  the  procession  set  out,  aaid  twice  after  it 
had  passed  out  of  the  marly";  he  gave  direct 
tions  also  that  the  body  of  Finow^s  detfgbter, 
lately  deceased,  should  be  taken  out  of  the 
fytoca,  in  the  model  of  a  canoe,  and  carried 
after  the  body  of  her  father ;  that  during  his 
life  as  he  wished  always  to  have  her  body  in 
Us  neighbourhood,  she  might  now  at  length 
be  buried  with  him.     Matters  being  thns  ar- 

^  It  thould  be  mentioned  that  the  young  prince  had  noir 
in  his  possession  only  two  carronades,  the  other  two  being 
at  the  Hapai  islands  with  Toobo  Toa.  But  then  Toobo 
Toa  had  only  half  a  barrel  of  gunpowder,  and  no  iron  shct, 
whereas  the  prince  had  seven  or  eight  barrels,  and  a  consi- 
derable nunober  of  balls. 
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rmngtd,  Mr  Mariiicr  loaded  the  ptm^  and  ftr«d 
four  ttmei  with  blank cartrtdgv.  Tbe  procMoion 
then  went  forward ;  the  wiif^ea  of  the  detreaaed 
and  women  attendant*  prooecded  Ar*t  in  vi* 
lent  aorrow^  next  followed  the  body  of  Ffnow, 
tlie  body  of  hia  dangbter^  the  mataboolea*  and 
laatiy  the  yonnf  prince  and  hia  rt'tinue.  When 
the  proeeaaion  bad  got  out  of  the  fortreai,  (the 
aouuriy*  of  which  we  are  apeaklngt  being  in  tb^ 
middle  of  the  fortrm  of  Naafoo)  and  bad 
paaied  the  place  where  the  gnns  were  drawn 
up,  Mr*  Mariner  llred  two  more  ronnda»  tben 
loaded  them  with  canister  abolt  lighted  a  aateb, 
to  keep  in  readineaa  in  caae  of  need,  and  or* 
df9red  the  gnna  to  follow  the  proceairfott»  wbilat 
he  went  laat  to  tee  that  they  were  property 
drawn.  It  waa  not  the  prince^  intention  to 
order  another  aalotct  but  be  bad  preiriooaly 
told  Mr«  Mariner  to  load  them  again^  not  wMh 
blank  cartridge  but  with  abot^  and  to  carry  a 
lighted  match  in  hi»  band,  for  **  perbapa,"'  aaid 
be,  **  we  may  hare  need  of  it/'  Tbia,  it  may  be 
aaaily  neen,  wm  «  meaaure  of  policy ;  be  or* 
dercd  them  to  be  fired  that  be  might  hare  a 
plea  for  carrying  them  in  the  proeeaaion  along 
with  him,  and  he  ordered  them  to  be  loaded  a 
third  tinir,  m  if  thef  were  to  be  in  readineai 
fm  tnothrr  nalnte  at  the  grate,  hot  in  foci  for 
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bi«  owa  mfeguwrdf  lait  cmrtain  cbiefii  ftbouM 
teke  the  opportunity  to  revolt. 

la  the  course  of  tiro  bourn  they  arrived  at 
.Felletoa,  where  the  body  ^¥w  laid  ia  a  bou«<e 
on  the  marly  at  Mine  distance  from  the  ipmve, 
till  another  and  smaller  houM  could  be  br«Mifht 
ektee  to  it*;  and  thifi  wa»  done  in  the  izawn^ 
of  an  hour,  the  comer  pofttn  beings  taken  up^ 
the  four  pieces  h  hicb  compofte  the  building  (ti 
kind  of  shed  in  a  pyramidal  form,  the  earei^ 
jreaebing  within  four  feet  of  the  ground)  were 
brought  by  a  sufficient  number  of  men,  and  put 
logetber  at  the  place  wliere  it  waa  wanted. 
This  being  done,  the  body  was  brougltf  on  the 
sanie  hurdle  or  hand-barrow  to  the;  newlv 
erected  building,  (if  it  may  be  so  termed)*  and 
then  being  taken  off  the  hunile  it  was  laid 
within,  on  the  bale  of  guatoo,  and  the  bouse 
was  hung  round  with  black  gnatoo,  reachin^^ 
from  the  eaves  to  the  ground  f*     1  he  womeo,

(or  the  baek  of  the  island,  as  they  t^im  it, 
bf cause  there  is  qo  opening  for  large  canoes), 
for  the  purpose  (as  customary)  of  getting  ^ 
<q|uantity  of  sand  in  small  baskets,  for  the  use 
directly  to  be  described.  The  guns  were  not

'  *  Thif  grave*  which  was  coniidered  a  large  one,  i«  capa- 
csioua  enough  to  hold  thirty  bodien.  Two  bodies  Which  Mri 
Iteiner  aaw  there^  and  which  were  in  a  very  dry  but  perfect 
s^tt,  had  been  buried,  at  he  wai  told  by  old  men^  when  ike^ 
were  boyi,  and  coniequently  muit  have  been  there  upwards  of 
forty  years ;  while  several  others,  of  which  nothing  remained 
but  the  bones,  had  not  been  buried  10  long :  this  circum- 
stance the  natives  suppose  to  be  owing  to  different  kinds  of 
constitution,  though,  in  all  probability,  to  the  kind  or  length 
bf  disease  of  which  they  died.  ' 
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||Dwever  taken  in  the  procession,  as  the  young 
prince  considered  the  measure  now  unneces* 
sary,  erery  thing  appearing  perfectly  quiet,  for 
if  any  party  had  intended  to  reyblt,  they  ivould 
hate  done  it  on  their  way  from  Neafoo  to  the 
grave,  whilst  they  had  clubs  and  spears  in  their 
possession,  and  not  during  the  ceremony  of 
burial,  before  which  every  man,  according  to 
custom,  deposits  his  arms  in  the  neighbouring 
houses.  It  is  true  they  might  afterwards  have 
taken  up  their  arms  again  and  planned  mis« 
chief,  but  the  prince,  who  h|id  always  his  spies 
about,  neither  perceiving  nor  hearing  of  any 
sympton^s  of  disturbance,  did  not  wish  to  seem 
fearful  of  revolt,  which  would  have  been  the 
case  !iad  he  taken  the  guns  with  him  to  the 
back  of  the  island,  and  which  he  could  not 
have  done  with  any  plausible  pretence,  such  as 
lie  had  for  carrying  them  to  Felletoa, 

In  their  road  to  the  back  of  the  island  they 
sang  loudly  the  whole  way,  as  a  signal  to  all 
who  might  be  in  the  road  or  adjacent  AeUIs  to 
hide  themselves  ns  quickly  us  possible,  for  it  is 
HHcrilcgious  for  any  body  to  be  seen  abroad  by 
the  procession  during  this  part  of  the  cere- 
mony ;  and  if  any  man  had  unfortunately 
made  his  appearance,  he  would  undoubtedly 
have  b<x*n  pursued  by  one  of  the  party,  and 

u  o2 
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aooD  dUpttcbed  with  the  club.  So  •trictljr  i» 
this  attended  to,  that  nobody  in  Mr.  Mftrincr'i 
time  recollected  a  breach  of  a  law  ao  well 
knowD.  Even  if  a  common  man  wa»  (o  be 
buried,  and  Finow  himself  was  to  be  upon  the 
road.  (H-  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  procts* 
lion,  whilst  going  to  get  land  at  the  back  of 
the  island,  he  would  immediately  hide  him- 
self; not  that  they  would  knock  out  Uie  king's 
brains  on  such  an  occasion,  but  it  would  bs 
tbought  sacrilegious  aad  unlucky,  the  gods  of 
Bolotoo  being  supposed  to  be  present  at  the 
time.  The  chiefs  are  particularly  careful  not 
to  infringe  upon  sacred  laws,  lest  thc^  dionld 
set  an  example  of  disobedience  to  the  people. 
The  song  on  this  occasion,  which  is  very  short, 
is  sung  first  by  the  men,  and  then  by  the  wot 
men,  and  so  on  alternately,  and  intimates 
(though  Mr.  Mariner  has  forgotten  the  exact 
words)  that  tbe^/s  (which  is  the  name  of  this 
part  of  the  ceremony)  is  coming,  and  that 
every  body  must  get  out  of  the  way. 

When  they  arrived  at  the  back  of  die  iriand, 
where  any  body  may  be  present  to  see  them, 
and,  on  tliis  occasion,  it  was  at  the  part  called 
Mofoo^,  every  one  proceeded  to  make  a  small 
basket  of  the  leavi^s  of  the  cocoa-nut  tree, 
holding  about  two  quarts,  and  to  fill  it  with 
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•and :  thin  Imtig  donr,  enrh  6f  thf  mtn  car- 
ried two  upon  a  Mirk  arroMi  the  ahouldvr,  nhe 
At  each  end— while  the  ^vomen  only  earried 
one,  preaaed,  in  f^eneral,  af^ainut  the  left  hip, 
or  rather  upon  it,  by  the  hand  of  the  aame 
aide,  and  aupported  by  the  hand  of  the  oppo- 
aite  aide,  t>roufrht  backwarda  acrosa  the  loina, 
which  they  connider  the  eaaieat  mode  for  wo- 
men to  carry  Amall  burdena  ^ ;  they  then  pro- 
ceeded back  the  »ame  way,  and  with  the  aame 
ceremony,  to  the  ((rare.    By  thii  time  the 
jpravt*  above  the  vault  wa»  nearly  filled  with 
the  earth  lately  dug  out,  the  remaintnf(  amall 
a|mcf  being  left  to  be  filled  up  by  the  aand, 
which  it  alwaya  more  than  enough  for  thia 
purpose,  that  the  mount,  of  which  the  fytoca 
ronNiNta,  may  be  atrewed  in  like  manner,  it 
\m\\f(  couiidered  a  great  embelliahment  to  a 
grave  to  have  it  thua  eovered,  and  ii  thought 
to  appear  very  well  fVom  a  diatance,  where  the 
clean  ftand  may  be  ncen  on  the  outaide  of  the 
fytcHMi ;  beNidea  which,  it  ia  the  cuitom,  and 
nobody  can  explain  the  reaaon  why, — which  ia 
the  cane  with  aeveral  of  their  cuatom».    This

which  tho  mon  uio,  M  Juit  doscrlbod^  dino;  oarrylng  In  tho

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being  done,  the  temporary  boiuie  ii^  tftkeo  to 
piece«i  and  thrown  behind  the  fytoca  in  the 
hole,  out  of  which  the  earth  was  originally 
dug  to  raiae  the  mount  on  which  the  fytoea 
atands*  r  in  thia  hole  alio  are  thrown  all  the 
baakett  in  which  the  tand  waa  brought^  aa 
well  as  the  remaining  quantity  of  eartb  not 
uaed  in  filling  up  the  grave*  The  ground 
within  the  fytoea  ia  now  covered  with  matftf 
aimilar  to  what  are  commonly  used  in  the 
booaea,  and  which  are  made  of  the  leavea  of 
the  cocoa-^nut  tree.  During  the  whole  of  thi« 
time  the  company  waa  seated  on  the  green  be* 
fore  the^/ora,  atill  clothed  in  mata,  and  their 
nacka  atrung  with  the  leavea  of  the  jfi  tree :  after 
thia  they  arose  and  went  to  their  respective  ha^ 
bitations,  where  they  shaved  their  heada,  and 
burnt  their  cheeks  with  a  small  lighted  roll  of 
fiipatt  by  applying  it  once  upon  each  cheek 
bone ;  after  which,  the  place  was  rubbed  with 
the  astringent  berry  of  the  matchi^  which  oc- 
casions it  to  bleed,  and  with  the  blood  they 
smeared  about  the  wound,  in  a  circular  form,

Hionn  with  whicli  tht^se  tabooed  women  aad 
inoiirnera  in  (general  are  prorided  were  tent, 
on  this  occanion^  with  baleii  of  gnatoo,  flnM  to 
the  young  princCi  by  the  different  chiefk  and 
mataboolei;  the  prince  then  ordered  the  ifreater

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pMrt  of  them  to  be  tent  to  the  tabooed  women; 
•ad  they  were  accordingly  carried  and  placed 
pa  the  ground,  at  iK>me  distance  from  the 
geaye,  or  el«e  laid  down  before  the  temporaiy 
home,  to  which  the  chief  of  the  tabooed  wih 
men  retires  to  be  fed ;  and  she  orders  them  to 
be  distributed  to  the  different  chieft  and  ma^ 
tebooles,  who  again  bhare  them  out  in  the 
usual  way«  The  fifth  and  tenth  days  of  socli 
%  ceresnony  are,  however,  marked  by  a  groats 
quantity  of  provision  than  ordinary  being  sent, 
fwc  which  they  give  no  reason  but  that  of  cus* 
ton.  On  the  twentieth  day  there  is  also  all 
unusually  large  quantity  sent ;  and  this  is  by 
way  of  finishing  the  funeral  ceremony.  With 
these  provisions  they  also  send  every  day  a 
supply  of  tomes  ^^  to  light  up  the  fj/toca  during 
the  night :  these  tomes  are  held  by  a  woman, 
who,  when  iatigued  with  this  office,  is  relieved 
by  another :  those  who  take  the  light  into  their 
charge  are  of  the  lower  ranks.  They,  as  well 
as  the  others,  when  not  oppressed  by  sleep,  in 
general  spend  their  time  in  talking  upon  in- 
different  subjects.  During  these  twenty  days 
also,  if  any  one  passes  the  fytoca^  he  must  not 
proceed  in  his  ordinary  careless  way,  swinging 
his  arms,   bat  with  a  slow  pace,   his  head

will  go  a  circuitouH  route,  to  avoid  tbe  grave. 
Here  it  may  be  observed,  that,  on  all  occa- 
sions, wben  a  man  witb  a  burden  passes  a 
great  obief,  or  tbe  grave  of  a  great  cbief,  par* 
ticularly  if  tbere  is  any  one  near  to  see  bimi 
lie  lowers  bis  burden  out  of  respect.  Every 
day  also,  one  or  more  approach,  and  sit  before 
the  grave  for  two  or  three  hours,  beating  their 
faces  with  their  flats,  or  bruising  their  heads 
with  clubs,  in  which  latter  case  they  stand 
up*.  These  are  tbe  uniform  and  essential 
ciroumstances  which  always  take  place  during 
thii  part  of  the  ceremony  of  burying  chiefs, — 
we  now  come  to  speak  of  those  which  were  pe« 
puliar  to  this  particular  instance* 

On  tbe  day  after  the  deceased  How  was  put 
in  the  ground,  tbe  principal  chiefs  and  ma- 
tabooles  requested  the  prince  to  intimate  to

he  did ;  but,  at  the  aame  time,  gave  them  U'-' 
berty  to  rtop  till  the  ftineral  eeremony  wm 
concluded.  Voona  received  thin  intimation  in 
a  becomihg  roanner,  acknowledging  the  im- 
propriety  of  hli  atay,  if  the  people  M'ere  any 
way  jealous  of  hia  presence.  The  prince  apo- 
logized for  this  step,  urging  the  wish  of  hill 
people  as  his  sole  motive ;  and  expressed,  with 
great  wai-rath,  his  wish  that  he  who  had  been 
s*  long  bis  ft-iend  and  companion  wotild  still 
remain  his  associatfe. 

The  following  day,  at  a  general  asa^nlbly  of 
thf^  chieft  and  mataboolea,  after  the  cava  wail 
prepared,  and  the  two  first  cup§  handed  out; 
the  third,  which,  according  to  custom,  is  pre- 
sented to  the  chief  who  presides,  was  next 
filled ;  and  when  an  attendant,  as  usual,  de- 
clared b1ou<1  that  the  cup  was  filled,  all  eyei 
were  fixed  on  the  prince,  Mhilst  the  matabo6le 
who  sat  next  to  him  exclaimed,  "  (Hve  it  ttf 
Finowl" — and  it  was  accordin^fly  handed  td 
him,  whilst  lie  assumed  an  uppearance  of  per- 
fect unconcern  at  the  name  hy  whichi  for  the 
first  time,  he  was  called*.  And  this  was  a 
mutter  of  no  small  importance ;  for  bad  hi) 
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Appeared  eltMd  at  this  circumatance,  he  would 
have  been  thought  a  man  of  a  weak  mind, 
little  calculated  to  be  a  supreme  chief:  whereae 
the  character  of  auch  u  peraonage  ahould 
be,  in  their  estimation,  (and  very  rightly  too,) 
that  of  superiority  over  the  influence  of  petty 
passions,  and  such  trifling  emotions  as  are  At 
only  for  the  vulgar  tribe  of  mankind.  As  soon 
as  all  the  cava  was  served  out  and  drunk,  Fi« 
now  addressed  the  company  to  the  following 
purport* 
*^  Listen  to  me,  chieili  and  warriorsi— — If 

*  any  among  you  are  discontented  with  the 
'  present  itaie  q/>^air«*,— now  is  the  time  to 
'  go  to  Hapai ;  for  no  man  shall  remain  at 
'  Vavaoo  with  a  mind  discontented  and  wan-« 
'  dering  to  other  places.  1  have  seen  with 
'  sorrow  the  wide  destruction  occasioned  by 
'  tlic  unceasing  war  carried  on  by  the  chief 
'  now  lying  in  the  marly ;  and  what  is  the 
^  result  ?•— the  land  is  depopulated  I  it  is  over* 

*  grown  with  weeds,  and  there  is  nobody  to 
'  cultivate  it:  the  principal  chiefs  and  warriofs 
'  are  ikllen,  and  we  must  be  contented  with  the 
'  society  of  the  lower  class.  What  madness  I 
'  is  not  life  already  too  short }    Would  not  a 

*  Or,  u  ho  axproMod  it  in  tlit  Tongtt  tanguftgOi  <^  H'ltli 
the  way  in  which  ws  »it  lisrtu*' 
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^  man'i  tims  Iw  better  flmployed  ia  ineretuing 
'.'  hia  plewurei  and  happin«M }  What  UA\y 
V  then  to  seek  for  war  to  BhorteQ  that  which  is 
M  already  too  ihort !  Who  is  there  amon^  us

"  approach  us  with  the  front  of  battle,  and

*'  us  therefore  confine  ourselves,  as  much  as 
"  possible,  to  the  caltivation  of  oilr  own  land ;

'*  us,  why  seek  for  any  other  ?  But  perhaps  I 
'■'  am  not  spealting  to  you  wisely  I  the  old  ma- 
"  tabooles  are  present;  if  1  am  wrong,  let 
^'  them  say  so.  I  am  but  young,  and,  on  that 
t*  account,  should  be  unfit  to  govern,  if  my 
"  mind,  like  that  of  the  deceased  chief,  sought 
'*  not  the  advice  of  others :  for  your  loyal^ 
"  and  fidelity  towards  him,  however,  I  return 
"  you  iny  sincere  thanks.  Finow  Fiji,  who 
"'  is  present,  knows  that  I  consult  both  bin 
"  uiid  the  matabooles  as  to  matters  of  govern- 
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^*  ment :  you  cannot  therefore  »ay,  why  do  ue' 
*'  listen  to  the  prattle  qf  a  boyf    Recollect,  I 
^  speak  the  sentimentH  of  Toe  Oomoo,  Ooloo-^ 
^*  valoo,  Afoo,  Alo,  Fbtoo,  and  all  the  eldere 
^'  of  Vavaoo.     But  I  again  observe,  that  if  any^ 
^'  among  you  have  poAseRsions  at  Hapai,  or  are 
^^  not  content  with  your  prenent  situation,  now 
**  ia  the  only  opportunity  to  depart,  for  hence- 
'^  forth  there  shall  be  no  intercourse  whatever 
''  either  with  Hapai  or  Tonga :  choose  then 
**  now  your  places  of  abode!     There  are  Fiji, 
^'  Hamoa,  "J  onga^,  Hapai,  Fotoona,  and  Lo-^ 
^'  tooma,   for  none  shall  remain   at  Hafoolo' 
''  How  but  those  whose  minds  agree  in  keep- 
''  ing  a  lasting  peace :— -not  that  I  wish  to 
''  suppress  the  courage  of  any  warlike  spirit, 
'^  — Behold  t   the  islands  of  Tonga  and  Fiji 
^^  are  constantly  at  war ;  let  him  there  display 
*'  his  courage.     Arise  J  go  to  your  respective 
^'  habitations ;   and  recollect,  that  to-morrow 
^^  the  canoes  depart  for  Hapai  j*/' 

Finow,  having  finished  his  speech,  got  up 
and  went  to  his  house,  accompanied  by  the 

*  Moaning  the  iiland  of  Tonga,  properly  lo  called. 

f  It  in  to  be  observed,  that  no  phraie  it  qied  in  this  tram- 
latlon  of  Fin<)w*M  ipcech  but  what  is  consiitent  with  hit  own

After  a  repast,  provided  beforehand*,  he  again 
made  an  address,  but  in  a  more  familiar  and 
conversational  way,  on  the  advantages  of  cul- 
tivating land  for  one's  own  food,  and  eating 
the  produce  of  one's  own  labour;  and  to 
strengthen  his  argument,  he  observed,  that, 
hitherto  in  Tonga  t>  it  had  been  the  custom 
for  those  who  formed  the  retinue  of  chieft  to 
subsist  pn  the  provision  which  those  chiefs 
thought  proper  to  share  out  tq  ^hem  from  their 
own  store :  aqd  during  the  great  famine  (which 
happened  many  years  before,  while  he  was  yet 
but  a  boy),  he  had  remarked  that  more  of  these 
men  (chiefs'  dependants),  had  died  than  of  the 
lower  orders,  who  tilled  the  ground  for  their 
own  support,  ^  '^ell  as  that  of  their  chiefs, 
because  they  always  found  means  to  reserve 
food  for  themselves,  however  great  might  be 
the  tax ;  while  those  who  depended  on  the 
l)ounty  of  their  chiefs  got  but  a  yery  scanty 
allowance.  He  then  >vent  on,  "  You  do  not 
"  know   how  much  pleasure   such   men  feel

No  other  circumstance*  worthy  of  note  hap^ 
pened  during  the  twenty  day*  concluding  the 
burial  ceremony.  On  the  tenth  day,  thoie^' 
who  were  not  relation*  of  the  deceased,  nor 
constituted  hi*  huu*t!hold,  wor«  a  aort  of  half 
mourning ;  that  is  to  *ay,  under  their  mat*  they 
wore  a  piece  of  gnatoo,  not  to  be  seen,  but 
merely  to  be  more  comfortable  to  the  skin  than 
the  mats,  which,  on  these  occasions,  are  not  of 
(h«  finest  texture.  After  the  twentietti  day 
^ley  wore  their  ordinary  dre**,  and  went  to 
their  proper  habitutiona;  so  did  also  tlie  rela- 
tion* of  the  deceased,  but  then  these  wore  matf 
fur  ftboiit  two  months  afterwards,  though  with 
Ifnutoo  under  them. 

We  now  come  to  speak  of  the  tratisatttionf 
of  th(t  twf'ntietb  day,  which eoaclud«s  the  whole 
ii^rcmuiiy.

EmAj  ro  the  morning  of  thit  day,  all  the 
relations  of  the  deceased  chief,  together  with 
those  who  fonned  bis  household,  and  also  the 
women  who  were  tabooed  by  haring  toudKd 
bis  dead  body,  whilst  oiling  and  preparing  it, 
went  to  the  back  of  the  island  (witiioat  a^ 
particular  order  or  ceremony)  to  procure  a 
number  of  flat  pebbles,  principally  white,  but 
a  few  black,  for  which  they  made  baskets  ob 
the  spot  to  carry  them  in  as  before  mcotioMd, 
when  they  went  to  procure  sand.  With  these 
they  returned  to  the  grave,  and  strewed  the  im* 
side  of  the  house  with  the  white  ones,  as  dss 
the  outside  about  the  fytoca,  as  a  decermtioa  to 
it:  the  black  pebbles  they  strewed  only  upm 
the  white  ones,  which  covered  the  gromd  di- 
rectly over  the  body,  to  about  the  length  aad 
breadth  of  a  man,  in  the  form  of  a  very  eec«»- 
tnc  ellipsis.  After  this,  the  bouse  ever  tke 
fytoca  waK  closed  up  at  both  ends  wiA  a  rmi 
fencing,  reachingfrom  the  eaves  totbegromidt 
and,  at  the  front  and  back,  with  a  sort  of  bM* 
ket-work,  made  of  the  young  branches  of  the 
cocoa-nut  tree,  split  and  interwoven  in  a  vei^ 
curious  and  ornamental  way,  which  renaii 
till  the  next  burial,  when  they  are  taken  down, 
and,  after  the  conelusion  of  the  ceremony,  i 
ones  are  put

*'  tempt  thu«  to  exprms  my  love  and  ftdtfKt}- 
^  towards  you  ?  my  wtih  is,  that  the  goda  of 
^^  Bolotoo  permit  me  to  live  long  enoagfa  to 
*'  prove  my  fidelity  to  your  »on :"  be  then 
again  raited  hi«  dub,  and^  running  about, 
hruiied  and  cut  bis  little  bead  in  ao  many 
planef,  that  he  was  covered  with  streams  of 
blood.    l*his  demonstration  on  the  part  of  dv 
young  hero  was  diought  very  highly  of  by 
i!vefy  one  present^  though,  aecordinff  to  cnB- 
totUi  nothing  at  that  time  was  said  in  his  praise; 
agreeably  to  their  maxim,  that  praise  raises  s 
man^N  opinions  of  his  own  merit  too  high,  and 
fills  him  with  self  conceit.    The  late  How'k 
fbihermen  now  advanced  forward,  to  shew  tbeir 
love  for  their  decctased  master  in  the  usual  way; 
though,  insteaiJ  of  a  club  or  axe,  each  bore  the 
paddle  of  a  canoe,  with  which  he  beat  and 
bruised  bis  hcdil  at  intervals,  making  similar 
exclamations  to  those  so  often  related.     In  am 
respect,  however,  they  were  somewhat  singular; 
that  is,  in  having  three  arrows  stock  through 
each  cheek,  ifi  a  slanting  direction,  so  that, 
while  thdr  points  came  quite  through  the 
aheek  into  the  mouthy  the  other  ends  went  ovir 
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their  shciulder^,  and  wt^re  kept  in  that  situation 
by  another  arrow,  the  point  of  which  wai  titd 
to  the  ends  of  the  arrows  pasaing  over  one 
ihoulderi  and  the  other  end  to  thoae  of  the 
an*owa  passing  over  the  other  shoulder,  so  al 
to  form  a  triangle;  and  with  this  horrible 
iequtpment  they  walked  round  the  grave,  beat* 
ing  their  faces  and  heads,  as  before  stated,  with 
the  paddles,  or  pinching  up  the  skin  of  the 
breast,  and  sticking  a  spear  quite  through; 
all  this,  to  prove  their  love  and  affection  for 
the  deceased  chief. 

After  Ih^e  exhibitions  of  cruelty  were  oftr^ 
this  day's  ceremony  (which  altogether  lasted 
nhout  six  houm)  was  finished  by  a  grand 
wrestling-match,  which  being  ended,  every 
one  retired  to  his  respective  house  or  occupa- 
tion; and  thus  terminated  the  ceremony  of 
burying  the  king  of  the  Tonga  islandsi 

Finow's  character,  as  a  politician,  at  least  in 
point  of  ambition  and  design,  may  vie  with 
that  of  any  member  of  more  civiliEed  society ; 
he  wanted  only  education  and  a  larger  field  of 
action,  to  make  himself  a  thousand  times  more 
powerful  than  he  was.  Gifted  by  nature  with 
tliat  amazing  grasp  of  mind  which  seizes  every 
thing  within  its  reach,  and  theni  dissatisfied 
with  what  it  has  obtainedi  is  ever  restless  in 
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the  endeavour  to  obtain  more^  bow  xlull  and 
pri^fome  must  have  been  to  bun  the  domiDion 
0(  a  few  iftlands,  which  he  did  not  dare  to  leave 
to  jcoitquer  otheirs,  le^t  he  should  be  dispoawttwd 
of  them  by  the  treachery  of  chiefe,  aad  the 
iid^len^l  of  an  undisciplined  arxgy.     His  ever 
restfeM  and  ambitious  spirit  would  frequently 
▼ent  itself  in  fmch  expressions  as  the  following: 
*^  Olif  that  tlie  gods  would  ma)ce  me  king  of 
^^  England  i  tJiere  is  not  an  island  in  the  whole 
*^  world,  however  small,  but  what*  I  would  then 
*^  subject  to  my  power :  the  lung  of  England 
^Vdpea  not  deserve  the  dominipi^  he  en^joys; 
^^  posscmed  of  ao  many  great  sibips,  why  does 
*'  he  suffer  such  petty  islands  a#  those  of  Tonga 
^'  coptinually  to  insult  his  people  with  acts  of 
^'  treachery  ?  Where  I  he  would  f  send  tamely  to 
^'  a^k  for  yams  and  pigs  ?  No,  |  would  coipe  witb 
**  the  Jront  of  bailie  ^"^  apd  with  the  thtrndirtf 
^'  Bolotane^  I  would  shew  who  ought  to  be  chief. 
^^  None  but  men  of  enterprising  spirit  should  U 
'*'  in  possession  of  guni» ;  let  such  rule  the  eartb, 
^^  and  be  those  their  vassals  who  can  be^r  to 

*  Mooa  tffWf  which  literal^  means  the  front  or  fore-ptrt 
of  battle,  it  a  very  usual  express  ion  among  them.

assistance,  but  then  states,  as  bis  reason, 
that  he  did  it  with  the  view  of  putting  off  Toobo^ 
Toa's  intention  for  a  time,  und^r  the  false  pre- 
tence, he  9ay9,  that  it  was  not  yet  a  fit  oppor- 
tunity ;  but  in  reality,  as  he  tells  the  Vavaoo  peo- 
pUy  that  he  might  find  an  occai^ion  to  present 
the  mischief  altogether !  But  >vhQ  can  doubt, 
after  having  observed  closely  the  features  of 
that  transaction,  but  that  Finow  meant  to  bring 
abput  the  murder  of  Toobo  Neuha  that  very 
night,  else  why  did  he  tell  Mr.  Mariner  not  to 
bring  hif(  whaling  knife  with  him :  was  it  not 
that  he  yvished  to  \ft  unarmed,  that  he  might 
uot  have  an  opportunity  of  defending  Toobo 
Neuha?  Again,  he  djd  not,  before  he  set  out 
ffpm  his  house,  send  for  Toobo  Neuha  to  ac- 
company ^im,  but  when  he  bad  got  halfway, 
on  his  ro£^d  he  stopped  to  bathe,  and  in  the 
mean  while,  as  if  it  were  a  secpnd  and  a  casual 
thought,  he  sent  for  his  victim  \o  accompany 
him  to  the  old  chief's  Jhpuse,  where  they  re- 
mained  above  two  hours.  Toobo  Toa  was  not 
present,  and  Toobo  Tea's  men  were  getting 
ready  a  canoe  for  him  to  escape,  in  case  he 
were  unsuccessful.  When  the  first  blow  was 
given,  Finow  could  not  defend  Toobo  Neuha, 
because  he  was  purposely  unarmed,  and  because 
Toobo  Tea's  men  held  him,  wl^ich  they  would 
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not  havr  dir«Hl  to  have  done  had  they  tiot  bcctir 
•o  onlered  by  their  diief.  Netni  ta^uy  more  bti 
^id  to  shew  hi*  policy  ?— Once  more  uotici^ 
hiiiii  when  he  Hi»heii  to  m^c  •  pettce  with  the 
Vavaoo  pcople%  after  he  had  kept  up  lor  •oinii 
time  a  fruitlei^  iH>iite«t  (p.  232).  To  have  ex-n 
preHHed  iliia  wiah  might  have  weakened  him  in 
the  uptitioii  of  hia  cnemiea ;  what  doet  he  it| 
thiH  t  aik^  ? — he  takea  frequent  opportunity  tQ 
eonvt^rne  with  tlie  priesti:  he  doea  not  tell 
them  lliat  he  wivhen  for  |>e{icei  but  he  obaervei| 
that  p«  ace  would  l>e  much  more  advantageoua 
for  hiH  aul\jeiia;  lamenting)  at  the  tame  time^ 
(hat  the  diaoluNlienre  of  the  Vavaoo  people 
4Uili|^\H  him  to  have  reeoun^  to  warlike  mea* 
.Hiin'« ;  the  mintta  of  the  prieata,  however^  be* 
ct>minfr  atnmgly  impreaaed  with  the  advan* 
tajrea  of  peace«  when  inapired  they  adviae  him 
to  nmke  a  peace ;  las  pretending  to  do  aa  the 
go«U  aflmoniah  him»  yielda  to  the  aolieitatiou, 
and  permita  hia  prieata  to  make  overturea^  aa  if 
ihta  atop  waa  originally  d^^Mgned  by  themi  of 
ruUier  by  the  gtHla^  and  that  he  conaente^ 
merely  beeauae  it  waa  a  point  of  religioua  duty 
U)  do  ao.  11iua  we  find  him  an  admirab^ 
|M>htii  tan«  altliough  the  pit  ture  ia  iKraaionally 
nuukinl  with  traiUi  which  do  no  himour  to  hip 
i  liar;u  ter  aa  a  man*    Farther  iuHtuncca  of 
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kind  m*f  he  noticed,  ffocb  U  his  crttfelfy  tAwa^di 
bis  coh^faer&d  enemies,  by  starving  hid  priMnei* 
tb  deAth  in  the  shocking  mfuinet-  related  p.  84« 
for  #hich  he  could  have  no  eXctise,  unlem  to 
deter  others  firotn  rebellion.  M  to  bis  seizing 
Seterftl  rf  the  VaTaoo  cbiefe  at  a  caTa  ring  (p. 
S88),  and  ordering  them  to  be  kilted,  it  may 
^erliAps  be  that  they  ^ere  meditating  an  iusor- 
tectioh,  as  he  xvas  informed  ;  hence  stich  strong 
fait^asur^s  becaine  almost  n^essary  in  a  stale 
of  iidciety  like  that.  But  it  would  be  rather 
Severe  to  consider  craelty  so  great  a  crime 
atnotig  these  people  as  it  would  be  among'  us : 
the  ^it  to  society  mby  be  perhapi  quite  u 
great,  but  the  demerit  certainly  -falls  not  86 
heaTj  npon  thfe  perpetrator,  nor  does  the 
victim,  in  atlprobabilitj^  feel  the  evil  so  much; 
Tb  return  to  the  subject,  FinoW  Was  by  no 
faifeans  destitute  of  the  spark  of  hbmani^ :  it 
-was  rfemailtable  in  him  that,  althougb  he  lyU 
rather  arbitrary,  he  hated  to  feee  cfipression  in 
bthers,  and  would  frequently  take  thfe  part  of 
th'e  fi]f)pressed,  against  those  who  frere  puni^ 
thfe  them  hanhly ;  and  this  Mr.  Miarlneris  l<Mi- 
iiAeht  did  not  arise  from  caprice,  iefbr  frdib 
^»rtAe,  as  wiiling  to  tttAke  him;*clf  the  only

that  FiDow's  mind  vas  by  do  means  destitute 
of  humanity ;  and  though  he  vas  at  times 
cruelly  severe  with  his  pri8<Hier8,  in  putting 
ibem  to  death  by  ways  not  the  least  painful, 
still  this  was  perhaps  on  all  occasions,  to  a  cer- 
tain degree,  justifiable,  as  examples  to  keep 
others  in  terror :  a  method  undoubtedly  not 
the  best,  but  such  as  may  be  easily  overlooked 
in  a  state  of  society  like  that  in  which  he  liv^d. 
it  should  herealso  be  observed,  that  Finow's 
temper  was  uncommonly  irritable ;  wlien  o^ce 
excited  into  anger,  his  rage  was  terrible :  this  he 
Acknowledged  himself,  and  would  frequently 
<ay  that  his  quick  temper  was  the  infliction  sent 
liim  fi-om  Bolotoo*;  and  in  some  measure  to 
obviate  its  ill  effects,  he  frequently  chained  his 
matabooles  to  hold  him  whenever  they  saw  him 
getting  violently  angry !  This  they  always  did, 
and '  in  about  ten  minutes  or  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  he  would  become  quite  calm,  and  thank 
them  for  their  interference.  This  admirable 
conduct  is,  no  doubt,  a  beautiful  trait  in  the 
character  of  a  savage :  and  there  is  perh^M  at 
this  time  many  a  mian  living  at  theTong»  id«nd«

biff  lip,  and  tbi*  flow  of  liiff  rlorpnmri!  waff  ffnrfi, 
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that  many  of  hi*  enemiai  were  afhiid  to  Ibten 
to  hinut  leit  they  ihould  be  led  to  view  the  madb^ 
j«et  in  a  light  prejudtdal  to  their  intereiti.  ' 
Althou|i|^,  in  mattere  of  coneequencei  he 
mlwayt  teemed  to  weigh  well  what  he  bad  to 
•ay,  in  lubjecta  of  minor  importance  he  waa 
Tery  quick  in  reply:  hi*  voice  wa*  loud,  not 
tiamh  but  mellow,  and  his  pronunciation  re- 
markably diftinct.  When  he  laugfiod,  wttich 
*wai  not  on  trifling  occaiions,  it  wae  eo  lond  m 
to  be  heard  at  an  incredible  distance ;  and  witli 
%  very  strange  noise  preceding  it,  as  if  he 
were  hallooing  after  somebody  a  long  way  otf^ 
mni  the  same  kind  of  noise  as  tie  always  madi* 
when  in  a  passion :  and  this  was  peculiar  to  him. 
When' in  his  house,  howiiver,  giving  orders 
about  his  domestic,  arrangcmimts,  his  voict* 
was  uncommonly  mild,  and  vi*ry  low* 
'  111  f^rd  to  his  sentinnrnts  of  religion  and 
p^li^,  they  may  be  pretty  well  gathered  from 
MiMry  passages  in  the  narrative  :«-^with  respeift 
^hk  religion  in  particular,  it  is  difficult  to  say 
whether  lie  had  any  ;  it  is  certain  that  he  dis- 
believed most  of  the  dm;trines  taught* by  the 
ptients ;  for  although  h#*  believed  that  they  were 
feally  inspired,  whi!n  they  pretended  to  be  so, 
yet  h<f  thought  that  frequently  a  great  deal  of

boolen,  barinff  mouIh,  exuit  tier^after  in  JfokiloO) 
maionkmff  to  tlidr  ranii  in  tbi»  worid ;:  blrt  that 
Ibe  common  pmplt^  bavins  no  noula,  oribaae 
only  that  die  with  their  bodieHfiure  witboiatiany 
hofie  of  a  future  isxinU'nvn. 

Hneb  waa  the  character  of  tbe  iate  Maw  ef 
tbe  Tonffa  inJamJ*,--- a  character  not  wjiboot  a 
Momilefable  uliare  of  mm'tt;  in  aome  reapecti 
not  tin  worthy  imttHtiou,  and  in  every  reaped 
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highly  interetting.'-'We  have  pourtrtyed  it  nt 
some  length,  becHUfif^  9Uch  chime tcndo  not  otWa 
come  undrr  our  obnrrvfttion  ;  and  it  ii  propt r 
tliat  we  •honid  know  what  men  are  and  may 
be  ia  a  ravage  state,  if. we  wi»h  to  judge  with 
tolerable  acourucy  of  the  human  character  in 
a  civiliased  itatc,  and,  by  coinparinon  of  the 
two  together,  to  approach  to  a  better  know- 
ledge of  hutpan  nature  in  the  ab»tract ;  a  »ci« 
enre  of  all  sciences  the  most  truly  interesting ; 
H  srience  to  which  all  others  are  but  auxiliary; 
and  without  which  all  others  would  be  but 
vain  subtleties,  fatiguing  in  the  pursuit,  and 
unsatisfactory  in  the  possession. 

We  come  now  to  view  the  island  of  Vavaoo 
under  the  dominion  of  a  man  of  a  very  dif- 
ferent turn  of  mind  ;  of  a  man  whose  intellect 
WHS  of  a  very  superior  kind  ;  nnd  who,  unlike 
his  Intc  fitther,  was  void  of  inordinate  political 
ambition,  nnd  scMight  the  hsppincss  cif  his 
people,  not  the  c\tctision  of  hjs  own  power; 
an  admirer  of  the  arts,  a  philosopher  among 
savages  I  Hut  to  shew  better  the  (*ontrast  be*- 
Iween  the  two,  we  need  only  numtion,  that, 
when  the  late  king  was  not  at  his  house,  and 
it  was  necessary  to  seek  for  hint,  he  was  gene- 
rally to  be  fotuid  at  som9  public  placet  9t  some 
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Other  ichief  9  liaiifle,  or  at  the  marly^;  if  the 
present  king  was  ivietnted,  he  ivas  to  be  fonnd 
at  the  houses  of  carpentera,  or  canoe^huilders^ 
or  else  up  in  the  country,  iiisp^ting  soma 
ground  to  be  cultivated.

booN  uftcr  the  burial  of  the  lute  kitigi  Fi- 
iiow  Fiji  pFopoded  to  bis  nephew  (the  present 
king),  to  rebuild  the  large  garrison  ut  Felletoa, 
uliich  might  serve  as  a  strong  and  impene- 
trablc*  fortification,  in  case  of  attack  from  a 
foreign  enemy :  besides  which,  he  justly  ob- 
served, that  the  garrison,  being  rebuilt,  it  might 
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IKrre  as  a  place  of  residence  for  all  the  rliieb 
Mid  great  itarriors;  a  measure  in  itself  highly 
political,  as  it  would  prevept  the  seditious  froni 
feoDing  cabals  and  parties,  which  they  might 
Aorfe  easily  do  whilst  living  at  a  distance  up 
.'{^ ;'<!QtaQ|h'y,  than  they  could  under  the  eyes  of 
^U!-  ki)Dg;  \  But  it  was  not, proposed  that  they

country,  but,  that  each  should  have  a  house 
built  with  the  usual  conveniences  for  his  wife

veral nights,  and  v  bidi  caaged  her  die  greatest 
anxietf.  She  related  that  abe  had  dreamed 
three  or  four  nights  runniog,  tbat  the  late  How 
appeared  to  her,  and,  with  a  countenance  fall 
of  disappoinfement,  asked,  why  there  yet  re- 
mained at  Vavaoo  so  many  evil-de»gniDg  per' 
tons ;  for,  he  declared,  that,  since  he  had  been 
at  Bolotoo,  his  spirit  had  been  disturbed  bythe 
evil  machinations  of  tvicked  men  con^iring 
a^inst  his  son ;  but  he  declared  that  **  the 
*•  youth"  should  not  be  moleitted,  nor  his  power 
ifiaken  hy  the  spirit  of  rebellion  ;  that  therefore 
he  came  to  her  with  a  warning  voice,  to  pre- 
vent such  disastrous  consequences.

Si 
kept  Mr.  Mariner  coDstantly  near  himv  that 
he  might. not  be  aceideatally  separated  iftom 
him  in  case  .of  any  public  diaturbapee.  :0a 
all  occas^ns  he  endeavoured  to  makeiiie  con- 
spirators (if  any  eucb  there  were),  believe  that 
be  was  perfectly  off  his  guard,  and  in'coBKions 
security,  aQd,<&e  better  to  coAvince  them  of 
tibia,  he  feigned  to  imagine  that  the  bits  of 
buried  ^atoo,  -  &c.  must  have  been  hidden 
thire  by  some  dogs  in  their  play :  by  express- 
ing himself  in  this  way,  he  was  in  hopes  of 
emboldening  the  conspirators  to  proceed  witK 
less  caution  in  their  plan,  under  the  idea  that 
he  was  off  his  guard.  All  this  precaution^ 
however,  and  studied  policy,  were  unnecessary/ 
as  no  signs  of.  conspiracy  became  evident,' and^ 
perhaps,  no  conspiracy  existed.  In  t)ie  noean 
time,  the  building  and  fortifying  the  garrison 
with  extra  ditches  went  on  with  dispatch,  andf

After  having  preaeiiled 
mvK  to  levanU  c<inMN-raled  houiiea,  they  OMHe 
befitre  Flnow,  and  preaeDted  lonie  to  biui,  and- 
fhen  opened  to  him  the  auhjwt  of  their  mia- 
aion,  stuiinK  thai  they  came  with  a  ref(uc«t 
from  Toobo  Toa,  thai  he  woiihl  ki'">>'  ')>fn 
pl^^niMion  to  prencnt  himnelf  at  Vavnoo,  to 
pay  hii  laat  reapeetM  to  the  tueraory  of  the  late 
kinfl:,  by  p«rfofmin((  tl»e  uiual  cerumonicM  at 
his  grave ;  Imping  that,  although  I  iiiow  aeani- 
«d  determineil  to  cut  off  all  communication 
with  the  llapni  iiluiutii,  that  still  he  would  itot 
carry  his  iliH'rt;c  to  such  an  extent  us  to  form 
an  insnpenible  bar  to  the  pcrfonnaitrc  of  a  re- 
ligious duty,  f»r  that  he  ( 1  oobo  Toa),  wished 
to  take  his  Inst  farewell  ufa  great  (-liicf,  who, 
while  liviii';,  he  si>  highly  esleemeil,  and  whosr> 
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memory  he  had  now  so  much  reason  to  rc^ 
spect  After  Finow  had  heard  the  subject  of 
the  embassy,  he  said,  in  reply,  that  he  should 
consult  his  chiefs  and  matabooles  as  to  what 
measures  h^  ought  to  take,  and  would  return 
a  definitire  answer  as  soon  as  possible*  Tongo^ 
mana  and  his  party  then  rose  up  wd  went 
down  to  the  beach,  where  their  canoe  was,  and 
passed  the  night  in  the  canoe-house. 

Immediately  after  they  had  departed,  Finow 
held  a  council  with  bis  chiefs  and  matabooles, 
tlie  result  of  which  was^  that  Toobo  Toa  should 
be  allowed  to  send  the  inachi^  provided  Tonga« 
mana's  canoe  only  was  sent,  and  that  this  par-' 
ticular  canoe  should  be  allowed  to  come  on 
any  after  occasion,  upon  condition  that  there 
were  no  more  men  on  board  than  should  be 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  crew;  or,  if  he  en- 
croached ufion  this  law,  the  canoe  was  never 
to  be  allowed  to  come  again:  but  the  ques' 
lion  regarding  Toobo  Toa's  coming  was  re- 
served for  a  future  opportunity.  This  resolution 
was  made,  partly  from  religious  motives,  and 
partly  to  shew  the  llapai  people  that  they  en- 
tertained no  fears  of  them,  but  chiefly,  perhapsi, 
to  demonstrate  to  Toobo  Toa,  how  well  pro- 
vided and  well  armed  they  uere  against  all 
attarks  from  a  foreign  enemy.

The  foUowinfir  moniiiiff,  at  cava,  thid  rfnolu*' 
Uon  i*eiipartiiif(  the  celebration  of  the  imtcM,  on 
the  part  of  the  ilapai  people,  \va«  eommuni<J 
rated  to  TonKa-maiia,  upon  which  he  departtnl 
immediately,  on  hit  return  to  tlie  llaput  itlandn. 
All  »oon  an  Toobo  I'oa  heard  the  permimton' 
granted  by  Finow,  he  ordered  the  tributen  from' 
the  diflTerfut  inlandH  (intended  for  the  inavhi)^ 
to  be  collected  together,  and  put  on  board 
"ron^a-mana'N  cimoe.  At  the  mime  time,  thr 
inhnbitnnti  of  1  ofooa,  an  inland  belon^iupf  to 
Tooitouffa,  enjfer  to  ncud  their  tribute  Ihr  the 
knavhis  alMo  diHpatched  a  ciinoe  to  accouipiiny 
that  of  1'oobo  Ton,  tuui,  iilthou^'h  thin  wai 
contrury  to  l'inow*N  Htrict  injunction  (that  only 
TcMiHfa-nmua'H  (*anfM«  Hliould  come  on  tluM  ex- 
pedition), Mtill  they  tluttcrcd  themHclvcA  that, 
aN  it  \y\\%  a  canoe  fVom  TooitouK'o'H  oun  inlandi 
it  would  be  overlooked.  Hut  in  thin  Ihcy  were 
mi«taken,  for  no  noonrr  ditl  the  people  of  Va- 
vaoo  (rto  jcalouN  were  they  of  nny  ap])in*ent  en- 
croiichincnt  on  their  libcrtien),  perccivt*  that 
two  canocH,  ini^tead  of  one,  were  coniinpf  to 
their  Hhorrn,  tlmn  they  rained  a  tyrciit  clamour, 
contendihK'  that  (he  Jfapai  people  had  a  mind 
to  b('  trcacli(*rouH;  thai,  under  the  nnmk  of  re- 
liK'iou,  tlu'y  \^crc  coniiun*  "'^  npicfi;  and,  nudcing  * 
the*e  ciiniplaintii  to  Tinow,  tlicy  called  loudly 
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for  ordem  against  such  a  proceeding,  and  is- 
sisted  that  one  of  the  canoes  should  be  sen^ 
back  before  the  other  shoold  be  allowed  to  land. 
Finow,  seeing  the  conduct  of  the  Hapai  peo- 
ple, and  bearing  the  complaint^  of  his  own, 
immediately  gave  orders  that  Tooitonga's  ca- 
noe  should  be  instantly  sent  away;  else;  neither 
of  them  should  be  allowed  to  land.  Perceiv- 
kig,  how.ev/err  afterwards,  that  Tooitonga|% 
canoe  was  laden  with  part  of  the  tribute,  and,' 
as  it  would  have  been  sacrilegious  to  have  sent 
back  any  portion  of  what  was  intended  for  the 
inachiy  he  ordered  it  to  be  landed,  and  the 
canoe,  with  all  its  men,,  who,  by  the  by,  were 
choice  warriore,  to  be  sent  back  immediately, 
without  l)eing  allowed  to  set  foot  on  shore.- 
On  this  occasion,  Finow,  reflecting  how  easy 
it  would  be  for  any  of  the  Vavaoo  people  who 
chose,  to  leave  the  island  on  this  occasion,  and 
that  Tooitonga's  canoe  would  readily  receive 
them,  because  the  law  which  he  .had  previously,- 
made,  extended  not  to  this  cunoe,  but  only 
(according  to  the  manner  in  which  it  was  ex- 
pressed), to  that  of  Tonga-nwina ;  reflecting  on 
this,  and  seeing  no  way  to  prevent  the  evil,  he 
openly  proclaimed  to  the  people,  that  if  any 
■wished  to  go.  and  reside  at  Ilapai,  they  had 
the  opportunity  of  going  in  Tooitonga's  canoe,; 
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but  thsil  tlioy  would  not  In*  pi'rmiltccl  to  rc^ltirti 
to  Vav«i>o.  No  miLS  liowcvei*,  tliotiKlit  propw 
to  Iftiivi*  tlii^  iMaiicl.

ger  of  being  deiitroyed  by  the  enemy.:  To.the 
succour  of  his  friends,  therefore,  he  meant  to 
proceed  to  Tonga  with  a  strong  army  as  soon 
as  possible.  To  Toobo  Toa's  proposal  of  slill 
sending  a  tribute,  Finow  objected  for  two  rea*' 
sons,  first, .  because  Vavaoo  itself  yielded  qnite 
enough  for  the  'maintenance  of.  his  people, 
and  secondly,  because  any  tribute  leceived  from 
Toobo  Toa  might  be  construed  by  the  people 
into  an  act  of  friendship  and  alliance,  which  ill 
suited  with  the  sentiments  they  entertained 
towards  the  man  who  had  formerly  killed  theic 
beloved  chief  Toobo  Neuha.  An  to  the  annual 
tribute  for  the  inachi^  it  could  not  be  dispensed 
witli,  because  it  was  a  religious  act,  and  was 
neroHsary  to  be  performed  to  ensure  the  favour 
f >f  the  gods,  and  to  prevent  any  calamities 
which  might  otherwise  be  inflicted  on  them. 
Toobo  Toa  was  obliged  to  acced#  to  all  that 
Finow  had  soreasonably  said  upon  the  subject; 
his  pride,  however,  (as  it  was  believed)  was 
much  hurt  at  feeling  the  necessity  of  coinciding 
in  the  wishes  of  so  yoUng  and  inexperienced  a 
chief.  W  hilst  Toobo  Toa  was  speaking,  the 
tears  ran  down  his  cheeks,  influenced  probably 


by  the  heWuffu  of  hit  lienrtv  fbr  lie  Imil  a  Kvewt 
rtupect  fof  the  lute  How,  a  real  fViemlwhip  ftif 
bitn,  iiiid  felt  a  ninrere  rep;ret  for  hin  Iohm.  TUt 
«ime  eveiiiiifc  he  took  hit  lf*avr  of  I'inow,  by 
performing:  the  ceremony  of  nwe^moc''^^  an<l  r*- 
piiired  w(th  hiH  men  to  the  canoeN,  in  which 
the  foUowinff  morning;  he  dopartH  for  ilapat. 
I'oobo  Toa  wan  yreutlj  pleaied  with  the  up- 
penrauee  of  the  K;i^rri«ou,  deoluriug  that  he  had

Having  nothing  wherewith  to  drill 
the  touch-hole,  he  collected  .together  a  vast 
quantity  of  wood,  and  made  a  large  fire,  in 
the  midat  of  which  was  the  gun,  of  which, 
when  hot,  he  readily  cleared  the  touch-hole : 
it  M  as  then  mounted  upon  a  carriage.  I'hus 
Finow  had  three  guns,  six  barrels  of  powder, 
and  plenty  of  shot,  for  almost  all  the  shot 
which  had  been  fired  in  the  former  attacks 
upon  the  garrison,  were  again  found  and  col* 
lected.  Finow  also  sent  a  canoe  to  the  islands 
of  Togoo,  to  the  N.W.  of  Vavaoo,  to  collect 
a  cargo  of  round  black  pebbles,  which  are 
found  there  in  abundance,  to  serve  as  shot, 
With  all  this  ammunition,  Finow  was  far  su- 
perior to  Toobo  Toa,  who  had  only  two  guns, 
and  was  withal  very  short  both  of  powder  and 
shot.  All  these  preparations,  however,  were 
never  required,  for,  shortly  after,  Tonga  Ma- 
fia's canoe  arrived,  bringing  intelligence  that 
Toobo  Toa  had  proceeded  with  his  army  to 
the  assistance  of  the  garrison  before  spoken  of 
in  the  island  of  Tonga. 

About  this  time  there  happened  a  veiy 
heavy  storm  of  thunder  and  lightning,  which 
is  always  considered  ominous  by  the  natives, 
and  esteemed  the  harbinger  of  some  great 
event,  tiuch  as  invasion,  death  of  a  great  chief, 


Tliia  event 
Alioreforo  prodiiciMl,  un  it  ^(iierally  does,  con- 
mdiTiiblr  anxiety  in  the  niindft  of  tin;  people; 
iinii  lhi«  unxiety  wuh  mncli  incrrusod  by  the 
ilnuunH  of  Hevrral  woinm.  One  dreamed  that 
dnrinMf  the  tinn*  of  \hv  inachi^  Tooitonga,  at 
the  head  of  a  nnni!>rr  of  hoiooas,  attacked 
theuii  and  broke  t<i  \\wvvh  tlie  oon»errate4 
jamii ;  another,  that  h\\v  had  lieen  at  Kolotoo^ 
and  heard  a  decree  of  lligooleo,  (one  of  the 
principal  liotooaHf)  that  Vavaoo  ahouhl  shortly 
experience  Boine  great  calamity,  because  the 
people  had  neglected  fiome  partiitnlar  and  irn* 
portant  ceremonies.  In  this  state  of  the  pub* 
lie  mind|  parties  were  sent  to  the  outer  islands 
to  keep  a  perpetual  watch,  and  to  bring  imme- 
diate intelligence  of  any  canoe  that  might  ap« 
pear.  In  the  course  of  a  little  time  it  >vas  re- 
marked that  '1  ooitonga  decreased  considerably 
in  size,  losing  flesh  every  day,  although  other* 
wise  in  good  health ;  it  was  not  long,  however, 
before  he  began  to  complain  of  weakness  and 
loss  of  appetite.  His  illness  beginning  thus  to 
be  coufirmed,  occasioned  his  relations  and  i\U 
tendants  to  have  recourse  to  the  usual  eeremo* 
uieson  such  melancholy  occasions.  Accordingly 
every  day  one  o^  other  of  hfs  young  relations  had 


tt  little  ttuf^vrvuioffy  UH  a  propitiatory  offering  to 
the  go(I»  for  the  Hin«  of  the  nick  man*.  The»*e 
IwierificeH,  however,  Mere  found  of  no  avail  ;— 
greater,  therefore,  were  soon  had  recourse  to: 
fund  accordingly  three  or  four  children  were 
i^trang'led,  at  different  timeii,  in  the  manner 
which  hail  already  been  related ;  and  invoca- 
tions were  made  to  the  deities  at  fytocas,  con- 
secrated bouses,  and  in  the  persons  of  the 
priests,  but  still  without  effect,  for  the  godn 
were  deaf  to  their  intreaties ;  and  the  Illness  of 
the  sacred  chief  grew  every  day  more  alarm- 
ing. As  a  lust  resource,  therefore,  to  excite 
the  comjiassion  of  the  deities,  they  carried  the 
emaciated  pcrKon  of  Tooitonga  to  the  place

fullj  described  in  aootlicr  place.

Aeeordiugty  one  nuuniug  he  and  hit 
men  began  to  prepaid  themselves  for  this  alVairi 
when  unfortuuatet)  an  aeeideut  happened^  w  hit  h 
to  U9  Europeans  (in  the  present  times)  Mould 
not  have  attracted  the  slig^.'est  uttentii>u  ;  but| 
in  the  estimation  of  these  people,  \>as  a  unit* 
ter  pregnant  with  the  nu>st  iutportaut  and 
serioua  eonsecjueuees : — ^for  at  this  time  Mr,

his  brains,  if  some  of  the  men  present  had  not 
pushed  Mr.  Mariner  out  of  the  house,  wbilt^ 
t!ie  rest  held  Imiiow.  I  pon  this  the  formti 
wi.she(i  him  goori  byet — said  that  if  he  wanted 
Itim  he  might  seni  for  him,  adding,  that  he

iVlr.  JMarin<*r,  innnedialcly  after  this,  pro- 
replied  to  hiat  plantation,  rcsolviuj^  to  remain 
there,  and  see  how  loujLif  I'inow  would  be  con« 
tented  without  his  company.  This  (M)n<luet, 
iie4  ordinif  to  the  nnuiner.^  and  customs  of  Ku*

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nip^atiH,  appears  extremely  haiif^ty,  arrogani^ 
anfl  prer<iiniptuoe» ;  for  althoij|;(li  Finow,  in 
tliin  iiistiiii<!0,  was  uiidoiihteilly  much  to  blttnn€ 
in  pulling  hininclf  in  Niirh  a  vioknt  rage,  and 
Mr.  Mariner  in  <{Hn<;f*r  of  liin  lif<p,  on  tb€  oe» 
oaHJon  of  an  arriflcnt  \yh\rh  m\f(ht  m  eaaily 
have  happeneil,  and  niij;>:ht  have  bi:en  ffo  diiR* 
rult  to  aviiid,  y(;t  iUe  latter  being  mo  much  the 
fnfertor,  we  niif(ht  HiippoKe  it  to  be  bin  duty 
ArHt  to  ank  (lardon  for  the  offenee  no  uninten- 
tionally eoniniitt<!/| :  but  thin  plan  would  be 
fer  from  produein^  a  jfood  effeet  in  the  1  onga 
Mlanchi ;  on  the  eontraiy,  he  wniild  have  hieen 
thought  a  mean-ffpirited  fellow,  ever  willing  to 
•ink  himft«*lf  below  the  dignity  of  humanHy,  to 
purrha^e  the  pardon  and  friendship  of  a  supe* 
rior*  And  had  he  aoted  in  tliiM  way,  the  king 
Would  nnmt  unfioiihterlly  have  thoujE^ht  meanly 
of  him,  and  never  again  have  made  him  a  con- 
Jidetilial  frUnt(\,  which  always  implies  something 
of  an  eipiality. 

In  the  evening  (a  few  hours  after  his  arrival 
ai  hJH  plantation)  a  ^rl  ranie  iiith  a  message 
thmi  hiK  adopted  mother,  assuring  him  that  he 
was  perfectly  safe,  i'inow  having  expressed  hii 
extreme  sorrow  for  his  own  conduct :  fthe  ail*

him  himnelf;  and  acvordin^fly  one  morning 
entered  liiH  hcumcs  and  having  awak<*ni*cl  him, 
naluted  him  in  the  kindent  and  moat  aflce- 
tionate  manncT,  hedged  liiH  panlon  for  hia  Urn 
haaty  eondnel,  and  \M'pt  almndantly.  After 
tliiM  |M'riod  th(*y  were*  inm*parable  frienda. 

During  thta  m^oneiliution,  Finow  explained 
to  Mr.  Mariner  the  eanne  of  hia  niiaeaaonuble 
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nge  a^^inst  him  for  sneezing :  it  was  not  that 
he  had  any  superstitions  idea  of  it  as  a  bad 

^  omen,  but  that  it  might  have  this  effect  upon 
the  minds  of  his  men,  and  thus  put  qJQT  hi^(  iu- 

•  tended  ceremony. 
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
